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The fixt of Aprill we had 27 degrees and a halfe, at that inſtant deſcrying 
the Iles Caverie,of old, fortunate in name thongh notin qualiry, uadiſcover'd 
till che yeare 1338 accidentally by one Mzchan (or Marche) an Engliſh man, 
from whoſe relation Lewes de Cerdezotwo yeare afterfſail'd chither,and by cons 
ſenc of his King, Pedro of Arregon, had liberty of conqueſt and benefit x but 
long enjoyed neither, Tobs 2. the Caſtilian King, Auno 1405 extruding him; 
From whomalſo, Yentacurtins a French man ſnatches them, bur by The de 
Betasconr a well-deſcended Gentleman, kinſman to Brecamonte the French 
Admirall,js diſpoſſeſt, 4z#0 1419 ſhipping 10000 voluntiers, by whoſe valour 
and conſtancie heſubdued five of the Iles, Lu"Palme, La Gomers, Lanzarota, 
Ferro, and Forttventwra,an atchievement honourable, yer ſuch vexation poſ- 
ſeſt the ambirions Gaule thar Canarie maſterd him , as made him entcrraine 
death with an uſelefſe complemene ; his Nephew Menal4vs lefr heire to what 
he had got, and (hasadded) his misfortunes; My#dvs 2 haughty Biſhop incen- 


fing the Caſti/ian King, by whoſe greatnefle Menaldvs isforced thence, glad of 


ſome compoſition pay'd him by Dew Barba the Biſhops kinſman. Bur ſee va- 
riety ! Barbs repents the purchaſe,and for ſmall profir afſignes his Ticle ro Dos 
Fernando Perazzo, whoſe brainraking like infetion,growes weary of his toile, 
and for other imploymenr parts with his claime ro the Prince of Caſtile, from 
whom 'cwas rorne by Don Henrico Infant of Spaige, to this day conſtant ro 


Spaniſh ſervitude. 


Theſe Iles ( perhaps the ſame Ptolomy and Mela call Deornm cnrrnus ) arch 


from the Morocco or Lybiaz continent 20 leagues , from Spaine 200. {1x com- 
thonly numbred(Cademeſtuscen; three by ſpecularion)by 01d Authors, Pto/o- 
my, Plizy, Strobe, and others, Canaria, Capraria, Niveria.lunonia, Ombrien (or 
Plavialia,) Aproſits (or frafa lancea) and.as Martias adds, Caſperis (or Forts. 
#4ts.) Ar this day thus; Canaries, La-peime, Tenerifſa,Lancerota, Hierro, Ls 
Gomers, 2nd Forteventurs. A word of whatthey were andare, They knew 
no God, bur Nature, were ignorant of the r= of fixe, ſhaved with flint ſtones,

gave their children to be nurfſt by Goats, cultured the earth with hornes of 
Oxen, abhominated the flanghrer of beaſts.

Sylva domus erar, cibuS- The Woods their dwelling was, the herbes their Diet, 
herba, cubilia f.ondes. And on the leaves and boughes they ſlept in quiet. 


Some glimmeriog they had of ſuperſtition : having alwayestwo Kings, one 
alive, one dead. The dead they waſh and ere&t himina Cave, a ftaffe in one 
hand, apayle of milk and wine ſer by him , co ſupport and help him in his 
Travell. 

Art this day are Spaniſh Chriſtians. The Inquiſition affrighting honeſt men 
to come among 'em, Grend (anarie is the reſidence ofthe Inquiſitor, whither 
all che other Iles repaire for Juſtice and other buſinefſe. Congrie has 120 miles 
circumference, full of many good things, Goats, Beeves, Aﬀes, Hoggs. Barly, 
Rye, Rice, variety of Flowers, Grapes, and other exgellent fruirs. The lle 
as I rooke it, thus ſeemes at 8 leagues diſtance. 


Tewerifſa,in mulcirude of Inhabitants compares with great {a#9ry. Exceeds 
itin Grapes, yeelding yearely eight and ewenty thouſand Butts of Sack, out- 


braves all che carth for ſupereminence. Her bigh peakTeyds cowring (o lofrily 
inro theayre, as ſcemesnot only ropenerrare the middle Region, bur in a ſore 
ro peepe into heaven it ſelfe, from whence Lerizs metaphorically calls it At- 
las and Olympus, 'Tis accounted 15 miles high, and ſeene(in faire weather)ſix- 
ſcore (ſome lay 300) Engliſh miles diſtant , and ſerves as an excellene Pharos

badly fo ad _ cat Cayro on the otherſide of Nylws, The ſhape I rchus preſcar,

Teneriffais 20 leagues from GrendCanoria, Hyerro or Ferruss gave it ſelfe 
very high. and beares from graud Canery South and by Weſt; which Ile (as be 
the reſt) ſuch time as Phebuy is to us vernall, growes inſufferable ſcortching, 
Famous in onetree(ir has but one) which(like the miraculous rock in the De- 
fart) affoords ſweet water to all th'Inhabirantrs, by a heavenly moiſture diſtil- 
ling conſtantly to the peoples benefir, Heare Sylveſter. 


In th Ile of Irow (one of thoſe ſame ſeven 
Whereto our Elders, bappy name have 

. The ſavage people never drink tbe fireames 
af Wells aud Rivers, as in ot ber Realmes. 
Their drink js is the Ayre ! their guſhing ſpring, 
A rreeping Tree out of it ſelfe doth wring. 
A Tree whoſe tender bearded root being ſpred 
In dryeſt ſand, his ſweating leafe doth ſhed, 
A moſt ſweet liquor ;, and (like « the Vine 
Vntimely cut, weepes (at her wound) the Wine 
Is pearled teares,) inceſſantly diftills

laged, the other burnr ; fince when, both are betrer fortified. - 


The ninth of Aprill wee croſt rhe Tropick of Cancer, of like diſtance from Tropic. Av» mY | 
the Xyvetor, the utmoſt limit of the temperate Zone is from the Pole,called (ancri, © 


Cancer from Apollo's Crablike retrogradation,moving back in Iune from that 
ſigne in the Zodiac: The 12 day, wee hadthe wind high and large, fo that in 
two dayes ſaile we made the Sunne our Zenith or verticall pointe, his declina» 
tion at that inſtant r 4, degrees North ; where note, that only then, when we 
are Nadyrtothe Sunne, wee have no ſhadow ; asalſo, whereas to all in the 
remperare Zone, in the Sunnes Meridian their ſhadowes caſt North , having 
paſt the Zenith, the ſhade or xwbra becomes contrary. 2

a little upon the Mathemariques. The Inhabiranrs witfilh this Zone (rhe 


rorrid) we are now in, arecall'd Amphiſcij,in reſpeR they caſt their ſh2adowes 
both wayes accordingas the Sunne is in declination, and 4ſcijor ſhadowleſſe, 
when Solis Zenich, from which point when ir fleers either North or South 
theſhadow ever darrs contrarily, asfalls out when ever the pnomon or coela- 
red body is interpoſed. The periſcij have their ſhadow circulating , their 
meridionall ſhadowes having no cxiſtence from the vertice, bur oblique and 
extended tothe plaine of the tetreſtriall Horizon, glomerating the gnomon 
or body opacous; theſe ſore of people freezing within the polar circles (of 
like diſtance from the pole, the Tropicks are from the XquinoGiall) the pole 
being rheir vertex,and Fquator (go degrees) their dire& Horizon. The Hetes 
roſ-ijare ſuch as live inthe temperate Lone , whoſe fhadowes at noone day 
rurne bat one way. And this the Mathematicks teach us, thar the Heteroſci 
comprehend 4 parellells, the 4mphijcij ſeven, the Periſci}(thoſc in the fro- 
zen Lone) halfe the yeare. With theſe, goe others as they ſtand compara. 
tively, the Perieci, Anteci, Antichtbones, The firſt being ſuchas dwell in ewo 
oppoſire poiars of a like circle , one from rhe orher a ſemicircle or 189 de- 
orees.ſo they be numbred after leflerparellells, The A#7ecz are allo oppoſite, 
bur vary neither in Meridian nor equidiſtance from the Horizon, reſpeCting 


cither Hemiſphere. 

The Aztipodes are ſuch as be feet to feet, a preciſe ſtraight line paſhng tho 
row the Center from one fide to another: diftering frothe Periect by degrees 
of a {maller circle,whence we obſerve,that ſuch asbe to us Perieci, be Antec 
r2 our Antichthones, each inverted ta other in a perfc& contrary. Nor doube 
wee that there be, CAmtipodes , (the vaile of {tnpid ignorance being rene 
away) the ſphericity of the world, and that every place in the earth (tho op- 
poſite)is habitable,now fo well knowne asnorhing ſeemes more familiar. Nor- 
withſtanding, ir was not ſoof old, when Boniface Biſhop of Merz (a Clerke 
well learned in that blockiſh age ) was excommunicated by Pope Zachary, 
Awno 745. for maintaining ſuch a paradox,yea was ſentenc*d to be burner for a 
heretick except hee had recanted: the holy Father bringing in Saint Avguſtia 
againſt ir in his 16, book & civit, Dei, Qui Antipodas efſe fabulantur, &c. nul- 
bo modo credendum eft : and LaGantins another great Scholler deriding ir in 
his rhird booke of Inſticurions. Very ſtrange , ſach famous men to bee fo i!! 
read in Chorography: eſpecially , ſince ſuch a renct was proved before them 
by many: by Exclyde, by Cicero in his 4. lib. de Academe. queſtion. by Tyberia- 
ns who records an old letter beginning, Swperi inferis, Salutem, by Strabo, ' 
and of all others moſt ingeniouſly by Lucretive, 1b. Þ.

violent guſt and ſtorme of wind and raine which in 6 degrees ſuddenly affrigh- 
red us, the ſquiffe (faſtned ro the upper deck) in lefſe than two houres being. 
fild wich nalty raine, endiog in thander and flaſh , mingling terribly, a grear 
_ while che Tornado troubling us, a weather ſo incertaine and variable as is ad» 7 97n=thoz, 
mirable ; now blowing freſh and faire, and forthwith ſtorming outragiouſly, 
in one houres ſpace the wind veering about every poiat of the compaſle :

The infeious raines moſt damnifying the poore ſaylers, who muſt be u 
on the decks ro hand in their failes, abiding the brunt, and (which is ney 
commonly get forthwith into their beds (or hamackoes) refting their tyred 
bodies1n wet naſty clothes, thereby breeding many furious and morrall dif 
eaſes, as burning Feavers, Calentures, Fluxes, Aches, Scurvy, and the like; 
which doubrlefſe,did they moderate their bibbing ſtrong waters,and ſhift their 
filchy apparell, might be prevented: Other unlucky accidents happen in theſe - 
ſeas to vexe them, as when (in moſt becalmings) they ſwim inthe bearing / 
Ocean , the greedy Twberon or Shark arm'd with a double row of venemous 
reeth purſues them , directed by a lirtle Rbombus, Muſcnlus or pilot-fifh thar 
ſcudsro and fro to bring iatelligence,

By this, under 13. degrees we are parrellel with Sierrs Leon a Cape land 
upon the Lybian ſhoare,by old Geographers improperly cal d Deorum currus, 
Frons Africe,Taga%%s and Zenguebaiin Thevet and Marmolins : ftrengrhned 
by a Caſtle builr by the Spe#ierd,famouſed for refreſhing our Eaglih Neptuer, 
Droke, at his returne from circumnavigating the body of the whole Earth : 
and that thence to Beb- mended, (the entrance into the red Sca ) Africk is no 
where broader. 

The Inhabitants here along the Gwi#es coaſt, Bynnis, Cape Palmas, Lopes 
Gonzalvo, ec. know no God, nor are willing to bee inftrulted by Nature, 
Scire #ihil, jucundiſſumum. Howbcit, the divell (who will not want his cere- 
mony) has infuſed demonomy and prodigious idolatry into their hearrs , 
enough torelliſhthe divells pallat and agrandize their owne tortures, when 
hee gets power to fry their ſoules, as the raging Sunne has ſcorche their 


ics. 

A Ship of ours coaſting along and landing for diſcovery, was ſo admired at 
by the Salvages, as if they never had ſcene mennor Ship afore. Two of our 
men adventured the ſhoare, (fome hoſtages kept inthe boat till they rerurg'd) 
and are welcom'd by thouſands of thoſe naked black skind #thiopiens, who 
were (o farre from injury,thart they loaded them with Flowets, Fruits, Toddy 
and what they judged acceprable : after immeaſurable admirations returning 
them ſafe aboard all contented. 

April the 18, wee had 15. degrees, and ere morne were in height of Cape 
Verdin 14.degr. ſo named by Florian. Heſperion corme &- Surrentinm in Pliny, 
Lybie promontorinm in $trebo,of old cald CArſinarium, ar this day by the Ne- 
groes Mandengan,Hacdar by the Alfarebes. Dilcavered by Dio Fernendezo, or 
Antonio di Nolle a Genoan, Anno 1445- atthe charge of King A/phonſws 5. 
Famouſed eſpecially in the Heſperia» Garden, enrichewith Golden Apples, 
robd by Alcides in deſpight of that hundred-headed engendred by 
Typhen on Echydne. *T was a Greeke fable : who farpaſt for lyes. The morall 
this. The garden was a fpacious, greene and pleaſanr Field ; the apples of 
gold , good ſheep worth gold ({uch ſheep and fleece as Taſon had) the errour 
partly arifing from the word you admitting a double conſtruttion , ſheep 
and apple. The Dragon, ao other thana meare or fluxe ofthe Sea,ia forme 
or narure of a Dragon or Serpent invironing ir , (ſwelling in 100 armes or 
fluces : which Herewles (to corich Spaive) paſſed over and exported. The 
three faire daughters of Heſþerw, were three honeſt llands in the W eſt, ad- 
joyning this garden; their names gle, Aretbuſa, avd Heſperthuſa; now new 
named, Mayo, $4l, and pans: three other neighbouring them, the A7/2n- 
tiades , which we have noTellureinow to treat of, the magnifique Fabrick of 
Anthews calling us away apon, but alas wefind nothing exranr ſave 
memory; a pallace doubtlefſc brave and jous, the Lord of ir being no 
meane nor litrle man : he grew 70. cubirs high (adozen ordinary mens pro» 
portion) aproper man, and an excellent log for Hercwles to ſmire at2-yer 
(che Greekes perſwade us) his ſword could not. conquer,nor was he overcome 
when by prodigious force Jepes { him chrice | the ground, 
the Earth his mother ſtill reatvimat rill Big percely ', he ſtrangled 
or choakt him in the helpleſſe Aire. 

April 21. Zolwa'was a ſleep , one breath of Ayre not comforting us, the 

| Sunne 
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Sunne over-topping us and darting out ſuch fiery beames that the Ayre in- 
flamed,the Seas ſeemed to burne,our Ship ſulphureous,no decks, no awnings 
nor invention poſſible ableto refreſh us, ſo that for 7 dayes (7o-are berter 
endured in a zone more temperate) wee fwearand broyle, unable to ſleep, 
reſt, eat or drink wichour much faintneſle; in this ſpace our Ship making no 
way (no current is felt inthe vaſt Ocean) till the fifr day the billowes began 
torowle and the Ayre tronbled, travelling with an abortive cloud , which 
ſuddenly fell downe in forme of an inverted Piramid , wonderfull and dan- 
gerous. A cloud (as I agprehend) exhaled by the Sun (a powerfull Magnet) 
not agitated by the wind , and miſhng the retentive rty inthe loweſt re- 
gion , diſtills not in ſweer drops, bur diffudes or falls hideouſly the whole Sponrs of 
cloud rogether, ſo impetuouſly into the Ocean, that many great ſhips (as if rame. 
a thouſand milſtones or cataraQts had fallen) have beene daſhtand ſunke paſt 
all r-covery; and what's little lefſe formidable, the ſtinking raine is no ſoener 
in the Sea, bur (as a fearefull farwell) a whirlewind circles with ſuch vio- 
lence as helps the cloud to laſh the murmuring Seas ſo furiouſly that oftimes 
the waves or (urges rebound top gallant height, as if ir meant to retaliate the 
Ayrein another region : God be praiſed, we miſt the rage of raine, rhe guſt 
ſomewhat affrighred usz bur ir contrdried Segece's Philoſophy, Finis altering 
meli , gradus eſt futuri : a pleaſant Breelſe firſt, increaſing into a happy gale, 
cooled the Ayre and poſted ns our of rhoſe exuberances of, nature : ſo that 
on Mgy day we croſt under rhe XquineRall, a circle imagined to divide the ,#quater.

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his lofle of 1200000 men imploy'd to make the red and mid-land Sea as one) 
incouraged the Phcenicians (then, proud of their Art io Navigztion) co ſur» 
round Afrique,which to pleaſe him bur morefor glory, they underrook,and in 
three yeares effefted. Byr ſure, ſo excellevr an advenrvre (if it bad beene ſo) 
could not have eſcapedthe bufic pens of the Fegyprian $and Greeks, whoſor 
want of true matter, invented a thouſand Fables. The firſt threfore we can ho« 
nour (as ſayes 0ſorins) is; Veſco de Game or Bartolo de Dios, Lnſit anians,anno 
1497. from Adam 5467.by importunity of that excellent Prince, 70h 2. coalts 
ing hicher and ſointo the Orient. 

The Country is rich and fruirfall in her womb, but owned by an accurſed 


'Pregeny of Chem, who differ in nothing from bruit beaſts ſave forme ; a peo- 


ple by ſome call'd (meronimically)Cafferrs or Atheiſts ; Anarchy confounds 
order, no Prince ofpower or policic awing them: each Canton commanded 
by a Capraine, not choſen by voice bur as force nrges ir. Captain Fitz-Her- 
bert ſome yeares ſince ceremoniouſly devoted the Title to our King, in a me» 
moriall new naming two little riſing Mounts twixt the Sea and Sngar loafe, 
King 14mes and Prince Cherles their Mounts, (our now dread Soveraigne;) 
Give we an cxat 14es of the Inhabitants, 

Their colour is ugly black, are ſtrongly limbd, deſperate, crafty, andinju- 
rious. - Their heads are long ; their haire, woolly and criſpt, no apparell in 
aby place ſhewing more variety. Some ſhave one (ide and leave the other long 
and curled. Another cnts all away, alittle tuft atop, excepted ; a third (think« 
ing his invention beft) ſhaves here and there, the bald {cull appearing in many 
places; and otherſome, (notunlike Occaſion) ſhave away all fave a lock be- 
fore, ofno uſe, ſave ornament. Such as have tufts, or haire , _ brafſe but- 
tons, ſpurre.rowells, pieces of pewter, or what elſe the mirthfull Sayler ex- 
change for Beefe, Mutton, Woodſorrell, Oeſtrich egge-ſhells, lirtle Tor- 
roiſcs, &c. their cares are long, made longer by ponderous Bables they 
there, ſome uſing links of braſſe, of iron, ethers have glafſe-beads,chains,blew 
ſtones, bullets, or Oyſter-ſhells. And ſuch as cannot reach to ſuch jewells 
(rather than be withour) have ſingles of Deare, beaks of birds, Doggs or Cars 
ſtones, Egg-ſbells, or the like : their noſes are flar, cruſht ſo in their infancie z 
great lips, deſcription cannot make them greater; quick crafty eyes;andabour 
their necks (in imitation of the Dutch Commendores chaines) have guts and 
raw-puddings , ſerving both for food and complement, cating and ſpeaking 
both together. Yet of late they have got hoopesof iron, and long links of 
brafſe, grafſe wreathes, regoaſerkaggs of ſtinking leather, Their armesare 
loaden with voluntary ſhackles of iron, Jvory, ruſtybrafle, or muſty copper. 
The reſt of their bodies are naked, ſave thatathong or girdle of raw leather 
circles them, a ſquare peece (like the back ofa Glove) is faftned to ir, ſerving 
ro cover their pydenda. But I cannot commend their modeſty , the women 
(upon receipt of any thing) returning ber gratitude by diſcovering her ſhame, 
a currcfie ranghe them by ſame ill-bred Boore, our men I hope have more 


civility. The grand Scigniors among them have betrer cloathing ; a naſty un+» 


rand hide or skin of a Lyon, Leopard, Calfe, Baboon, or Sheep (the haire in- 
verted) is as a roabe put abour their ſhoulders reaching rotheir waſte,thighes 
and legges never covered, their feet faſtned toa broad pecce of leather, ried 


by a little ſtrap, reſembling the Roman crepid#ls, noc lypyes worne z their 
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hands for the moſt part hold them, nor that they feare to weare them our, bur 
thattheir feer may have their liberty ro fteale, which wirh their roesrhey can 
doe moſt daintily , all the while looking you in the face as if they knew nor 
how to deceive any. Iſt of the men are Semi-Eunuchs,one ſtone ever be« 
ing rane away by the Narſe, citherto diſtiſtinguiſh chem from ordinary men, 
orthat Miſtreſſe Yea» allure them not from Pellas. The women allo exciſe 

; themſelves, not froma Norion of religion butas an ornament : Both ſex, hi- 
deovuſly cur, and gaſh, and pink/in ſundry works, their browes, nole, cheeks, 
armes, breſt, back, belly, thighes and legges in Acherontick order: in a word, 
are ſo deformed, that itchey had ftudied ro become antick , they might be 
praiſed for invention. | 

Antre lares, dumeta thoros, c eneculs rupes; They have no houſes, Caves 
and holes they delight ro dwell in, or Lyons dennes, unfurniſhed, bur per- 
fam'd I warrant you, a whole Tribe commonly keeping together, equally vil- 
lanous, coupling wichour diſtin&ion, the name of wife or brother unknowne 
among theſe iaceſtuous Troglodites: feeding, fleepiog, ſpeatting all cogether 
withour order or law; in the night ſleepingrounda fire, a Centinell regarding 
the Lyons their adverſaries, 'rwixt whom is ſuch hate and ſtratagems, Kinitur 
ex repto that one cat other, the Lyon ſuddenly tearing ſome of them,andthe' 
other times trayning the Lyons over cover'd pits, which catches them, and ſo 
retaliating ; ſlaying and cating them to day, who perhaps were Sepulchresto 
their friends or parents the day before, Ocher times they dawb and rub their 
$kinne with greaſe and coale , and fo indent it, drying them in the Sunne, by 
that trick becomming Monſters to all civill eyes that look them upon. 

By what I have ſaid , you may imagine their pallats are nor very delicate. 
Solinus callsthe taway Africans, Agriophagi (or Panther and Lyon-eaters) we 
now call them I1#hioand Azthropopheg , a degree more barbarous than the 
Lyons, of whom tis ſaid, Mortwornm cadeverd fon guſtent ; quod vivit, corri- 
pinnt et ex comedunt. Bur theſe Savages cat men alive or dead, as in both 
kinds many{poore men have lamentably made experience of, Which wh& they 
faile of, dead Whales, Seales, Pengwins, greaſe or raw Puddings dier chem. 
Safety is fcarce among themſelves, for when the froſt of old age benums their 
vigour , unapting them to _ their owne food, they cicher eat thera, or - - 
leaye them deſtitute of defence upon ſome Mouarain, pitticd by none, where 
famine kills rhem, or the ravening Lions,

had got their ends, thar at our arrivall wee might be the baſelier uſed; chey 
rraine their catrell ro ſuch obedience, as with a Call or Whiſtle (impoſſible to 
be counterfeiced) a greet Heard will follow them like dogges, and being ſold, 
with alike Call will as readily runneafterthem,to the purchaſers coſtly mirth 
and admiration ; a deceit ſo long ſo unjuſtly ated,rhat now (to prevent them) 
our men upon delivery of each beaſt, cicher kill ir quickly , or falten their 
hornes with cords to ſtakes plac'd here of purpoſe : and to fay truly, by the 
friendſhip and good dealing our men uſe ro them (Nowmes amicitie barbara cor- 
da movet) our eſteeme among them is moregratious than of Portugall, Dane, 
or Flemmin. 

Their Art in Warre is guided by diſorder, their weapon no other than 8 
Javelin headed with iron, and directed by ſome feathgrs, which they take off 
and on at pleaſure z ſome quarrels nd (by ſome mens indiſcretion) rwixe 
us and them, and I know a dozen Muſquers will chafe 1000, at every diſcharge 
falling downe as thunder-ſtrack. Yer ler me adviſe our Men to avoid need- 
leſſe bravadoes , and not contemne them from their indefenſive nakednefſe,, 
or by a ſupercilious coaceir of their owne weapens and field praftiſes. Exem- 
ple decent, Almeydathe bravelt Capraine the Portugals ever had, after many 
glorious atchievements in 4fiz and Africk,, thoughrinvincible, and rernrniog 
home a##9 1 510 0ut of Indie: Hee, eleven Caprainesand many other gallant 
men , upon aſmall affrontpurting ſome of the Sayages to dearth ( whogrew 
deſperatein revenge ) were ſet upon by theſe naked Barbarians, and ſlaine 
exery one ofthem.

Nine leagues from Madagaſcar (in a North-Eaſt courſe) we had welnigh 
(for want of heed) runne upon the ſholes of nudes; ſands memorably dan» 
gerous, ſince 1»nivs 2 French man with all his Navy here periſhed; our vari- 
ation at this rime being 13 degrees, 18 minutes in longitude fromthe Cape, 
Whence wee ſteered N.E. and by E. aiming at Mobelis. By the way, one 
of our men rooke a Shark (a man cating fiſh , and who ſeldome miſſe the 

' hook, out of roo much greedinefſe) 9 foor ſhe was in length and @ halfe-by 
the rule, I ſpeak it in this reſpet , wee found in her paunch five and fifty 
young ones, every fiſh a Geomerricall foot in length, ( 100 of our Ship ſaw 
it) all which, go out and in at pleaſure : that night, wee ſailed merrily by the 
Maſcarenas, a Charybdis in 21 degrees, var. 13 and 17 minutes, where fuſpe- 
Qing nodanger, the wind favouring us, wee were attenne at night throwne 
(by an inſeofible current) upon the ſhoalds of Mozambique, and ſounding 


bare eight fadome : the wind was high , ſea rough, and Cinthys clouded, jr 
ſtood our Captaine upon to give yy notice (that night we bore the light 
in our maine top ) by eccho of 2. roring Culverings warning our Fleer , 
guided 


noxia flammis. 


(where wee rhought wee had a 1000 fadome) the plummet or lead found '

guided by our Lanterne to tack about, loring our top-ſailes , and hovering 
ill day ligke might help us by diſcovery : at our ſecond ſounding wee had 14, 
farhoms, 12. 15. and 14. after that; then 22. 24. 33. 35- and 40. fadoms 
which wee ſaw , the Lord in mercy had (asby a thred) direfted our ere 
from our theſe flars of death, and where (if his providence , which let us 
ever magnifie, had not prevented it) in halfe an houres ſayle further we had 
beene caſt away moſt miſerably:

ſuch we ſaulred as we could intice to taſte our hooks or fiſſgiggs: a fiſh(ir me«

and like marine Tyants)carry itaſhoare and there(if Ariſtotle, yan and Pliny 
erre not) inhume him and bedew his ſepulcher : they were glad of our com- 
pany many hundred miles concomirating and frisking abour us.

The 7 of September we diſcried land, ir proy'd Meo#tey one of the Iles of &cptimnd 16. 
Chumro, ſeated ar the North end of Medegaſcer. Ir riſes very high to the Eaſt 
as we failed by ir, mounrs in a piramid and views far into the Ocean. Its lati- 
tude is 12 degr.56 min. Sourh,and longitude 23 degr. 59 min. in this ſhape pro- 
fering ir ſelfe unro my Table book. 


Theſe Iles, (call'd the Iles of Camyo) be 5: cither becauſe Chumro (of 
Cumr-yne the Welſhmens Tie) is greater, than the reſt, or thatir was firſt difco- 

vered : named Cumro, Meottis, Toanne, Mohelia & Gazidia : by others thus 

St. Tohn di Caſtro, Spirito Sando, Sano Chriftofero, Anguz:2ia, and Mayotto : 

each of rhem excellent for refreſhing paſſengers, abounding with delicate 

fruir and ſuch catrell as are had ar caſte prices : none of chem are above a hun- 

dred miles about yet very populous and full of natures bleſſings. Chumro is 

the higheft and beſt land, bur branded with the moſt ſubtle and bloody Sava- 

pes: Tanng has courteous people, and ſuch as readily help ftrangers in ne- 

cellity : Ir lately obeyed a Queen reftrix much commended for ſagacity, bur 

now ſubmirsro a King , who tho tyrannicall yer better ſo (as Tacitus pro» 

teſts) than he anarchicall ; totheſe Tles we ſeat our boates aſhoare (intending 

to ride ar Mohelie) and rerurned with Oxen and Buffolls , Goars, and variety 

of Fruits, alt which were very heartily wellcomed. And tho our Randezvous 

be now in light, ſuffer me (whiles in memory) to r-!1 you of a fiſh or 2 which 

in theſe ſeas were obvious. The Sea Tortoiſe is wor much differing from q,.,. /e 
thoſe ar land, her houſe or ſhell is only flatter ; by overturninorhem they / 
are caſily raken, diſabled then to finck or help themſelves : ſome we tooke, 

for paſtime more than food, they taſte wateriſh and infexce fluxes; they ſu- 


perabound in eggs, in thoſe we rook = one having necre 2000, pale -_ 
round,

round, but never made hard though extremely boyled : ſome eat them and 
the fleſh (or fiſh as you pleaſe to call it) , burby the Leviricall law it was for- 
bidden; and tho our religion confiſts not in ceremonies (ending in the proto- 
tipe, our Saviour) yec except famine or novelty {o invire mes, with ſuch 
cates my pallat crayes not to be refreſhed. The Mannatee is good mear, and 
from their ufing the ſhoare have a fleſhie raſte, reſembling in ſhew and eariog, 
Veale; the intralls differing licrle from a Cow, and from whom in reſpe&t of 
irs phiſnomy , ſome new name her: her face is like a Buffolos, her eyes ſmall 
and round, hard gums in ſtead of reerh: the ſtone generated in the head is 
moſt valuable , ſoveraigne againſt choler aduſt, the ſtone chollick and difſen« 
rery, ſo itbe bear ſmall, infus'd in wine and drunk faſting : the body of this 
fiſh is commonly z yards leng and one broad, ſlow in ſwimming, wanting fios, 
in their place ayded with 2 paps which are not only ſuckles bur ſtilts to cree 
a{hoare upen luch time ſhes prazes ; where ſhes ſicep long, ſucking the coole 
Ayzc , uneble {contrary ro other watery inhabiraurs F to be an houre 
under water : arc famouſed (like Lizards) for their loye tromen , whoſe face 
they delight to lock upon, andin weakneſſe have xefreſhed them ; tho moſt 
unhappy to our Captaine Andrew Evans, who by firiking one at the Moritiwe 
wirh his harping-iron , and leaping intothe ſea to make ſhore work with his 
ſtelerto, was ſocruſhr, that he dyed ſhortly after, as I ſpeak in our deſcription 
of St. Helena, were We intombed him. 

The Carvell is a meere ſca fome, every where floating upon the ſurface of 


The Carvel. 4 Ocean,of a globons forme, like ſo many lines throwing abroad her ftrings, 


which ſhe can ſpread art pleaſure, angling for ſmall fiſhes which ſhe captivares 
at leiſure: a ſea ſpider ſhe may be cal'd,for when ſhe ſees her webb too weak, 
ſhe can blow aninfeftious breath , foming death, or ſuch a ſting as if ſhe had 
borrowed it from the Scorpion. | 

We are now ready to caſt Anchor,hopefall of freſh refreſhment. $:ptember 
the eleventh, we rode in/five-and twenty fadoms, the caſuing morne wafting 
neerecr ſhoure, Gopping leagting in (eventecne farhoms, at the Weſt fide of 
Mobrlis,a bow ſhort from a ſmall ſcater'd village of ſtraw , unworthy a name, 
yer called Meriangwy , governed by a She-bander , -% mf by name, a 
blacke big-bon'd knave', (avage in ſhew, bur lic and crafty in curteſic and 
bartring..

Eaſt and by South abour 10 : the Marittim places riſing gently , che inland

woody and mountanons; a little village here and there ſcattered; the houſes 
are of reeds and ftraw, fitred to the heat of ſuch a corrid climate. Moes 
ſome pronounce it, Molals others, and worſt of all one Beſt (thinking the 
derivation would carry it) Ms{-1/hg or bed Te, an incongruiry , that | 
his ill judgement, ſo ſweer and uſcſull a place ſhould be defamed. 

From Madagaſcar it is removed about 50 leagues, from 9xi/os in the 
Africk, continent ſixty ; the Tahabitancs are a mixture of Gentiles and Mas 
homirans : the Portugal has preachr Chriſt, but have few Proſelites; ſome 
fragmenrs of their language take thus in their owne idiom. A King, Sultes; 
Bracelers,4rembg;a Hen, Coguo; an Oxc, Gumbey; Coco-nuts, Sejavoye; Plan- 
tains, Figo; a Goat, Buz#; an Orenge, Twdeh; Lemon, Demon; Water, Ma- 
ge z Paper, Cartaſſs; a Necdle, Sinzeno, &c. a miſh-maſh of Arbick and

The people are cole black, have great heads, big lips, are flat nos'd, ſharp 
chind, huge limbd, affe&ting Adems garb, a few Planraine leaves girding their 
waſts, vailing their modeſt parts; cur and pincktin ſeveral! works, upon their 
durerro skins, face,armes, and thighs, ſtriving to exceed each other for yarie« 
ty: The Mecces zealifts have here a few poore buile Moſques, ftraw and 
woed withour , matted agd neat within a no entrance with ſhooes

: the other ſort of men are doubclefſe magicall :'I rhns imagine ir ; ano» 
ther Gentleman and I, one evening got us undera Tree to avoid the ſtorme, 
at that time thundring and raining exceſſively. A Negro ſtood by all the while 
trembling, now and then lifting up bis hands and eyes; murtering his black 
Artto ſome hobgoblin, and (when we leaſt ſnſpefted ir) sKips our, and in a 

ic rapture drew a long knife which he brandiſht abour his head 7 or 8 
times , and after ſo many ſpells pur ir up againe $hee then kiſſes the humid 
earth 3 times and rifes merrily : upon a ſudden, theskie cleared and no more 

iſe affcighted us. 

__ Kings of latecommanded them, PhancomeT and $ymel-beg ; rhe one a 
Native, th'other an Arabian z both made great by their wives, rhe only daugh- 
ters of the late King Sultan Shertph Booboocharee, and Queene Nannan-galle, 
both of themalive in lefſe than 20 yeares paſſed.

Tobacco is of great account here ; not ſtrong (asour men love) but weake 
and leahe;ſuckt our of long canes call'd hubble-bubbles ; ſneczlng-powder is 
not more frequent with the Irifh , than chawing Arec, (by Arab and Indians 
call'd Ta»ffet and Swparee) is with theſe Savages: the Arecca (reſembling the 
Nutmeg,the Iree the Toddy) is not us'd alone, they add roir Betele, which 
lixe the Jvie leafe involvesthe Arec and combured oyſter-ſhells, a chalky fub- 
ſtance, good in operative property, as colouring their white tecth toapure 
crimſon ; it alſo ſweerens the breath, kills wormes, giddies the braine, dries 


 rheumes, helps Yeaws, and begets an appetite. IFI erre, blame the laterpre» 


ter I had there; I profefſeno Phyſick. The Ile incicht us with many good 
chingsz Buffolls, Goats, Turtles, Hens, huge Barts, Camelions, Rice, Peaſe, 
Cuſcus, Hony,Oyſters, Breams, Cavalloes, and ſtore of other fiſh ; alſo with 
Toddy, Coces, Plantains, Orenges, Lemons, Lymes, Pomcitrons ; Ananas, 
Cowcumbers, Tamarind, and Sugar canes ; Mother of pearle and good pearle 
too if it were div'd for; an Ile ſo verdanr all the yeare (cach day a gentle 
breeſe and fhowre bedewingthe carth , and lenifying the flaming Sunne) arti- 
red in Flors's Summer livery,yea roabed with Natures beſt Arras; fo pleaſagr, 


{o refreſher with ſilver purling ftreames, ſo ſhaded, as may parallel! the proud 
Paradiſe of keg F mw 


Offruirs we will ſele& bur three, ſuch as may merit our acceptance. 

The Plantaine ( for taſte and odour ſecond to none in Mobe/is) is a 
fruit ſo good and vailed with ſo broada leafe that Goropiw? (ifhe be worth be= 
lecrivg) perſwades us, Adam offended in cating is, and with theſe leaves 
made His tranſgreſſion manifeft ; and that alſo, which was broughe Meſerour 
ofthe Holy Land; by the Arabians iris called Muſe-woww, Picen by the In 
dans : they in great cluſters, their ſhape is lopgand round, not unlike a 
Soffage ; the rind peels off, the fruit is gold-yellow, reliſhr like a Windſor 


Pear ; good for urine, bur bad for fluxes , cold crude ftomacks , and dif.

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The Coco (an excellent fruir) is cover'd with a thick ryad ; both rogether, Coco. 


equall in bignefſeto a Cabbage: the ſhell is like the skull of man, or rather a 
Deaths head; cyes,noſe and mouth, being eaſily diſcerned ; i3#ts vite ! with- 
in, we find betterthan the out-ſide promiſed; aquart of Ambroſe, coloured 
like new white Wine, bur farre more aromatick taſted ; the mearor kernel! 
cleaves tothe ſhell,and is not eaſily on z above aninchthick, beerer reliſhe 
than our Philberts, and enough to ſariate the appetite of ewo reaſonable men. 
It has other excellencies, The Tree (which is ſtraight and lofty, nor branch« 
ivg fave at the very top, where it ſpreads in beautifying plumes , the Nurs like 
pendants or pearles adorning them ) is good for timber, or Canooes, Maſts, 
Anchors; the leaves for Tents or thatching ; the rynd for Sailes, Mattreſſes, 
Cables and Linnen ; the ſhell for furniture ; the meat: for vidtualling : rare 
bleſſings ! I will give thee them conrratted in that excellent Poem of my 
Coſen Herbert, late Cambridge Orator.

The T is like Whay in colour, 
In taſte and quality like Rheniſh wine , at firſt draught nncouthly reliſhr, bur 
every draught rafts better and better, and will eaſily incbriate ; a little mgkes 
men merry; too much makes them mad ; extreame is mortal! : in the mor- 
ning tis laxative ; in th&eve coſtive ; at midnight dangerous.

Nurs : an Ox for a ryall of eight : a Goat fer ſix pence. They have no Ships, 
nor Boars, ſave ſach as are hewed our of one ſtump or tree, e toreceive 
three Fiſhermen in faire weather ; and if they fink, their ſwimming helps 
them : but though of no uſe with us , yer for cariry ſake I give thee the ſhape 
bercer to be imagined,

made us dance apace, bur without dread ; the whiſtler with kis iron Pipe en- 
couraging the Marriners; who made ſo good aſe of this advantage, thar in 
foure dayes wee found our ſelves but foure degrees from the Aquinodtiall ; 
thar night the 19 of September , the Sea was for x9 leagues as white as ſnow, 
not froathy or by _ of wind , bur in calmeſt weather (as many ſay) is 
here till the ſame, whence cauſed is net now to be diſputed. Next day 
we made the Sunne our Zenith : in this Latirude oppoſing that rich part of 
"I we call Soffels and Mombsſſe (in three degrees 50 min. South :) Mage 
x (in 3 degrees : )Zenziber, Pate, and Breva, terminating one another, till 
with Bernageſſo (the Port to the great Negwz or Pricft Tohs) che red Sea limits 
Africk from Aſie. 
-  Thethree and twentieth day wee once more fail'd under the Aquator 
and againe bad farewell ro thoſe late nefull Antartique conſtellations : the 
roſiers(foure ſtarres like a crofle , of a ſecond magnicnde 17 degrees 30 min, 
from the Pole) Noahs Dove, Polophilax and others : the two Beares now ri- 
ſing in onr Horizon againe , and ar eight $ North, the wind grew wea» 
ric ofroo much conſtancie, vecrivg into E.N.E, ſo that the Monzo0s affronred 
us, and we could lie no necrer than South-Eaſt; at which time many of your 
company died, impuring the cauſe of their Calenrures, Fluxes, Aches, Scur- 
vie, Feavers, and the like, tothe ſulphurous hear there, ſtinking water, corten 
meat,and wormecaten Biskets(in the id Zone,no mans care can better it, 
burin the remperarte they all recover afid become ſweet and nouriſhing again) 
Bur rather I beleeve, their over-eating themſelves at Mobelis, where they far- 
cinated their crude ftomacks with unſalted fleſh, andgulped downe too much 
Toddy, caufed it; here onr Admirall threw over-board five and thirty dead 
men: the H Fl eleven; the Starr, five : every ſhip loſt ſome,roo many if 
God hadpleafed. Bur of moſt note were Harvey Keywell , an expert Maſters 
Marte in the Sterre, Captaine Goodel, all good, ifskill in Navigation, huma- 
pity, courage, and piety may have ir : at whoſe putting into the Sea (a ſpati- 
ous grave ) avolley of one and twenty greatGunns awaked the watery Citi- 
zens to ſafeguard ſuch a Treaſure, heaven ir ſelfe ar char inſtant weeping (0 
abundantly, that I never ſaw a ſadder raine and of lefſe continuance. The Ma- 
ſer of our ſhip was removedinto the Yice Admiral , and Capraine Males our 
ofrhe Hopewell into ours, who allo died ſhortly after, a Sea-man as wiſe and 
valiant as any other: moſt memorable in thar neverto be forgot pollicie hee 
us'd in the Levant Seas after a brave faght to ſave his men and ſhip from fury 
of Mlgicr Pirats: for whom we may fitly apply that ofthe Prince of Poets,

ces garniſhe wirh ſpreading erees, ſweet ,fragrant flowers.and rich corne, 
Olives, Aloes, Semper view, Sangit drdcomem,Coquos, Dates, Piſtachoes, 
Orenges, Pomgranats, Pome-citrons, Melons, Snget canes, Limons ; atid 
of fiſh, fowle, and fleſh nowhere penurious : the civit Carts alſo are here 
obtained. Theſe andthe people were of late made flaves by Emir ben-[aid 
King (or Vice-Roy rather,the Turk commanding him)of Fartack, in which 
Adez'is builded 4 but expulſt by d'Cugus amo 1507. who made the Sagkee 
(the PrinceMyto Ceeſtew,and bifle ar harmlefſe diſtance : the Porrugall free- 
ing the miſerable Chriſtians, by whoſe help he rais'd a Caſtle _ a Colo- 
ny, but by 4/bwqwerque was cafhier'd five yeares after, rhe Merchandiſe pro- 
ving not equivolentro their charges. 

The Inhabirantrs aretrue black , the Sunne twice every yeare darting his 
fiery rayes perpendicular amongſt them ; by profeſſion they are Chriſtians ; 
converted the third yeare after our Saviours paffton , by the Xrhiopian Eu- 
nuch ſome ſay ; Tome ſay by St.Thowes the Apoftle of the Orient - their Chur- 
on are builr in forme ofthe Crofle, like ours : keprſweer and near, withont 
eats and images : they have a Parriarch, whom they reverence; and other of 
the Clergy to whom they duly pay Tythes; their Feafts and Faſts like ours ; 
the ſenibrity are much regarded, humility commanded and commended ;fe« 
cond Marriages are not allowed, except they had no children, uſe the croffe 
in Bapriſme, the other Sacrament in both kinds, and being dead, lamenc nor, 
bur joavolve chern in cleane linnen, and ſo bury them that they looke towards 
Jerufalem. 

Adew (now, ſo neere us) ſeemes to invite a ſmall relation ; It has 12 degrees 
35 mio. North, var. Weſt. 19 degrees : Madeneof old, Adzne in Califtus, Adeds 
and Achanis in Ewpolemus : oppoſed to Azenz , inthe Arabian ſhoare , bur 
ſnarchr av#o 1458. from the Arabs by the Turks,a ragged obſcure ſort of Lo« 
caſts rill then, rhen ſwarming and mounting towards Trepizong. 

The road or Bay isnone of the ſafeſt , inthe change flowing eight foot wa- 
rer; a S.E. and N. W, Moone makes afull ſearhere ; from Bub-mendel 18 
leagues; from Mohs (old Beronice or. Moco rather, a Towne in Arabia Petres 
after Pol.) ewo and thirty. Adez is ſeared low, ſulphuriouſly ſhaded by a 
high barren Mountaine ; whoſe brazen front ſcorching the miſerable Towne, 
yeelds a perfe&t charafter of Twrkiſb baſenefſe. Itisa Peninſule, and a good 
way (to get breath) thruſts ir ſelfe into the bluſhing Sea; big in circuir, bur has 
not many houſes,nor thoſe curious; their ourſides diſcovering a diſcontented 
flavery,the infide ſhewes poverty and wretchednefſe. A Caſtleit has ſet neer 
the ſea, not to be centred but by a long narrow difſefted path or trench; the 
Caſtle is very ſtrong and lofty,ftrengthned by ſo many rampiers and bulwarks, 
ſtored with ſo many roring Cannons, as if Mars dwelt there, or that it kept a 
Mammon of treaſure, having intruth nothing but iron bullets, armour, and 
miſerable raggamuffians to defend ir : the red Sea (on whoſe bancks 'ris ſea- 
ted) borrowes nor the name from colour , rather from ſand , which on the 
ſhoare and from the botrome has (when Apolo viſits the Antipodes) a rudd 
refleQion : ſhall I tell you the ſeverall names ir has z ſome ſay is called red, 
from Erethrews ſonne of Perſeus and Andromida, a Prince (inthe worlds ado- 
leſcency,) much regarded , from whoſe name ( as the Zgees and Icerian) the 
SCA 
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Sea was named ;z and by the Septwagint from" Eggs (otranſlared : otherſome, 
from Edom (Idumea a part of the Deſart Arebis,conkining it) the Sea of Edom 
the Hebrewes call ic Zuph or Seph, or Mere Algoſum, from Sea- weeds or Sar« 
gaſſoes here abounding : Some Mare Elenixicumtrom Alana a neighbouring 
Port and Towne : and others the Gulph of Meccs and Arabis ; fittitious The« 
vet calls it Zogoropb, Bohar Colzun the Arehs,Zebars ſome,and others Brachia : 
a Sca moſt memorable for the miraculous paſſage Almighty God gave Moſes 

andthe Iſraelires neere the Swes,of old Arſimoezand forSolomen: fleet at Exjon 
Gehber (or Mohs) thence ſetting our for the gold of Ophyr. To returne,when 
the Portugalls bad got Soroters, anda hundred other places in 1ndis and Args+ 
by. Albaquerquetheir Golias by much adoe anno 1520took Aden, boaſting that 
he was then (ole Emperour of In42, 9»s vide (laith 0Oſorins) putabat Twdie 
Imperium fore ſempiternum : Humanum eſt errare, or elſe 4/5»querk might be 
blemiſhed; for,in few yeares they not only loſt this, bur many other Forrs of 
greater conſequence in /xdis. 

a Oclesl. ih27 Occber 18 we had the wind pretty faire. Our obſervation that day being 
r7 degrees, our longitude 19 from Mohelis; the wind leſsned , and weather 
grew flaming hot; no Stove or Sudatory exceeding it : it made us very faint, 
yer Having paſt through as bad, it ſeemed lefſerormentto us. Bur Mehomet 
the Perſian Merchant (whoſe father Hodgee Sware died in London the yeare 
before) could hold our no longer, a Feaver drawing him through the parh of 

HMahomee dearth z a happy man, if (throwing away the raggs of Mawmetry) hee roab'd 

coxverred, bis foule with erue faith in Chriſt; they ſay he call'd upon him, rwice happy 
man, if unfaignedly : Ar his purting into the Sea,the Captain honour'd his fo- 
neral with the sky rending clamour of foure Culverin ſhot, leaving his carcafle 
ro the mercy of the Sea and Fiſh, a ſure treaſurie till the reſucretion,

phias, Boneraes and ſuch as feed upon ſmall fiſhes; bur alas! a Scidſa in Cha- 
ribdin: no ſooner taking the advantage of her wings (imirating a bird 200 pa- 
ces, adozen'yards high from the face of the Ocean, ſo long as ſhe keeps moi- 
ſtare) when an Armado of ſtarv'd birds and hawksas readily prey upon them; 
by this, becomming the moſt miſerable of all creatures ,' bleſt with'z ſhifts 
bur neither availeable, in the warer not fo full of bravery as upon the wing, 
yet that becomes the only gin and cauſe of her deftruction. | 
The ſeventeenth of November, ro our comfort we deſcried (terra ter ex 
tata) the coaſt of Indiz; in hiteene degrees larirude , and 32 of longirude 
(the ill wearher having driven us to Lee-ward many leagues) that very place 
where Goa (Barigaza of 01d) is ſeated; the braveſtbeſt defended Ciric in rhe 
Orient ; the Magazeen, refuye, ſeat of Juſtice,of che infolent and gold-thirſty 
Porrugall. The Cirie is noe viſible to ſuch as Navigate in the Ocean, being 
built three houres journey within the land, inTiſogre, an Ile of go miles cir- 
cuir, ſurrounded by a river ſtreaming from che mighty mountaine Belaguete. 
Gos, is compaſt with a ſtrong and beautifull wall , proud in her aſpiring Tur- 
rets, dreadtall in many forrs of tormenting Cannons : her ſtrength and beaaty 


begun from the Decan Emperours , Zheyz and 14alcas , from whom en#0 Goa,” 


1509 4/buquergue conquer'd it, but agrandiz'd from the Lufiranian; the great 
Buzzar (or Market) is in center of the Towne , richly builr, pleaiane and ca» 
pacious. The other ſtreers are (afrer the Indian mode) narrow and nafty z 
the bnildiogs ingenerall, are ſpatious and comly ; / dark within, carrafſed and 
ſarable ro the ſeaſons : tis watered with a delicious ftreame, which (by bene- 
volence of the ayre) refreſhes the helds, forcing Flors to diſmantle ; the gar- 
dens be alſo fill'd with variety of [weer and eye-pleafing flowers : the whole 
le abounds with grafſe, corne, groves, cattell, fruits, and ſuch ſence raviſhing 
delights a reaſonable man can require : above 20 lictle Townes are ſeene in 
this 30 miles compaſſe : In Go isnothing more obſervable than the forrifica- 
tions,the Viceroy and Archbiſhops Pallaces,and the Churches : Field peeces 
here are numbred above 300 z the Pallaces are ſtrong, of good tone, furniſhr 
within with rich Arras ard painting : the Churches of belt rank are, that de- 
dicared tothe blefſed Virgin Mother of God, (in which,is kept the bones and 
$kull of Saint Themes the Apoltle,holy Reliques brought 50 yeares agoe from 
Meliapore by Emanuel Friss at command of Tobs, ſucceſiour ro Emanuel, Kings 
of Portugall.) St. Pauls, St. Dominic, St,Katherine, St. S2vior, and others; in 
which, are preſt downe the bones of reſtleſſe Albwguergue, buried inthie yeare 
Is 165 of d' Acuenie, of Don Franciſco, and that late canonized Chyna St.Fran- 
cis Shyvier the Navarrean Jeſuit , who died anno 1552. 4 December , aged 55, 
and rubricated by Pope Gregory 15. 12 Merch 1622 , when many more were 
Sainted, 

® We hafted hence towards Swaly, judging the worſt paſt, the Indian ſhoare 
all our way in view us, and the fea every where 20 leagues from land an+- 
chorable : Bur, ſure all peace comes from above,and mans heart abounds wich 
vanity ; for upon a ſudden, the elemenr grew dreadfull, che wind to rore, the 


ſcaſublime and wrathfull, for three dayes = raging inceſſantly with =_ 
ry, 
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deceived, we miſt a Tuffon, but nor a ſecond diladventure, this ſtorme forcing 
a Mallabar Jnnck, a Pirat in view of us; our Ordnance could not reach them, 
though the longeſt Saker we had vomited the fire of defiance at them, where- 
by we were forced (in way of honour) to chaſe her wich Barges mann'd with 
fifry Maſqueriers : But, Vele demws, quamuic remige Navis eat. We made too 
much haſte in boarding her , being entertain'd with ſuch ſtore of Fire-works 
and Granados, a volley of cruell ſhafts; in a word, we were oppoſed with (o 
much deſperate courage that afrer (mall hurt to them , wee retreated with 
ſhame, the berrer halfe ſlaine, hurr, and ſcalded, our ſhips all the while being 
made an unwilling Theater of this Aﬀeront, the wind forbidding them to 
retaliate. 

The 22 of November the wind abated, and wee fonnd ground at forty fa« 
domes, many Snakes ſwimming about our ſhips, which (with the waters chan« 
ging colour) afſured us we were neere the ſhoare ( the laſt ſtorme had puzled 
us) and ſoone afterwe diſcerned Jand in 19 degrees 35 minures latitude, and 
29 in longirude, which by irs towring heighe we knew tobe DabsZ, and then 
Sr. lohn ae 14cas, a Towne ſubjetto the Portugall , at the Sourh end eſpeci- 
ally mounting in an ambitious piramid of Natures work , named $4in? Valew- 
tin's peake, the land continuing high from thence to Guedovee , a hill fix 
leagues ſhort of Swelley road , around hillock and bay of importance unto 


The ſeven and twentieth day of Nepember , we hal'd an Indian pilcadoro 
abord us, never was Antick berrer habired ; he told us of many enemies, bur 
we were feareleſſe after long toyle riding up with ftreame anchors , every 
ſixr houre weighing and dropping , in ſhort rime we to Choul, and then 
2painſt Dames, alovely towne lorded by the Portwgel/s, and conſpicuous to 
paſſengers; at the North end ir has a Caſtle large, ſtrong and daring ; the 
marteriall is good white chalky ſtone ,. lanckr with Ordnance and mounted 
high to play at advantage; Arthe Sonth end we perceived a faire Church, 
with white battlements a top, the houſes of like ſtone, ſtrong and beaurifull, 
z other Temples affoording joy and pleaſure to the heart and eye. The nine 
and rwentieth day we gor necre the barre at Swelley,, and there caſt Anchor, 
becauſe wee perceiv'd 13 faile of great ſhips, and knew noc whether they 
were friends or enemies : the laſt day of Nevember we adventured over the 
Barre, twixt two boas, in 4 fadome warer, a hundred paces aſnader, (cr there 
to manifeſt rhe paſlage, either ſide withour being very dangerous : the Ships

at Anchor proved our friends, 6 FnglzÞ, and 7 Dxtch, the moſt of them 1000 
Tunne: thoſe of onr Nation were good men of Warre. The Palſgrave, Ex- 
change, the William, the Bleſſzug,&c. cach of which (ro do them right) teaſted 
our Lord Ambaſſadors with hearty welcome: we rode in 5 fadome (others 
in 9) ewixt the ſholds and covtinenr, 

he ſame day we came toan Anchorin Swalley roade , Nogdi-Aly-beg the 
Perſia» Ambaſſador (Sir Robert Sherley's Antagoniſt) dyed; having deſperate« 
ly poiſoned himſelfe ; for 4 dayes, caring only Ophinm : the Mary (where he 
dyed) gave him eleven great Ordnance, whoſe rhundring Ecchoes folem- 
niz'd his carrying aſhoare : his ſonne Ebrehim-chan got him conveighed to 
Swrrat (10 miles thence) where they intombed him, nor a ſtones caſt from 


T om Coryats grave, knowne bur by two poore ſtones , there reſting till the 7ome. Cory- 
als graves 


reſurrection. 

Doubtleſſe, Nogdibeg had a guilty conſcience , hee had very baſely miſ(- 
behav'd himſelfe in Exg/eed, and feared the extreame rigour of Abbas a juſt 
(but ro0 ſevere) Maſter, at no time to bee jeſted with in money matters or 
reputation; ſo as neither his paſt good ſervice , alliance at Court, skill in 
armes, nor brave aſpe& , could aniwate his defence, aſſured of moſt horrid 
torture : Other mens ſufferings upon lefle cauſe made his feeme more unpar- 
donable : in the yeere 1612. a Perſian Ambaſſador ar Confiantinople (for affen- 
ting to ſuch Articles 'twixt his Maſter and che Grand Seigmior, asſeem'd ad- 
vantagions to him , but odious tothe Perſian Monarck) was upon his returne, 
beheaded at Cazhyn by command of his inraged Maſter: the condirions were 
indeed diſhonourable , That the Prince of Perſia ſhould arrogate no other 
Title bur Baſhaw of Tawri : thatthe Perfian ſhould pay tribute for Ghey/an,

etion,&c.which Abbas kickt back to Achmat with great indignation.T ames- 
coolibeg alſo came into his mind, who dyed miſerably (tho once ſecond in 
Perſis ) upon ſpleene ill grounded by the King; and of Trkifþ barbariſme, 
not afew exemplaries. Ebrehinm Beſſa, Cycala, Sywon Baſſas and Naſſuf, each

for the great Mogwl/ their Mates :* the Medon ik of tio great beartty , nor do 
the ſhops give ſplendor z:the crafty LY to be ti indeed 
then ſo accounted; The houſes are indifferently ſome are of carv'd 
wood , others of bricks dryed in the Sunne, the Exglih and Dutth houſes 
at the North ed excelling the other for ſpace and furnictore x the Stburbs 
allo have z poſterns , pointing our 3 ſeverall wayes; one to Y2rizy and to 
Cambaya ; a ſecond to-Brampores the third to Newſa#yten courſe thence , 
whence the road is to Gundevee, to Balſac, and to Damen upon the Ocean.

Alſo there is con- 
ſtantly many lirtle boyes or pe-unes, who are ready for 4 pice a day ( 2 pence 
of our money) to (erve yon, cither to interpret, rorunne, go arrands or the 
like : they will nor eatnordrink with a Chriſtian, nor our of the ſame leafe 
we drink our Toddy : the Baunyen and other Indian Females are ſeldome 
viſible, their jealous husbands mew them up in darkgefic. Here are Ele- 
phants and Horſes, but *'cwixt Sweley and Surat Oxen do moſt labour. The 
moſt currant Coynes here andthrough Indie, are Pice, Mammoedees, Roopees 
and Dynaes ; the Pice are heavy round peeces of brafle, z0of them make onr 
ſhillingzthe Memmoody and Roopre arc good ſilver, round, thick, and (after the 
Saracemic ſort who hare Images in Coyne) cover'd with Arabick letters, 


* naming the King and Maboret ;, a Marmmoody is our ſhilling , a Roopee two 


ſhillings and three pence, the Dizs is gold worth thirty ſhillings; but Speniſb 
Rialls, Piſtolers, and Peri» Larrees, Abafices and Engliþ gold (each pecce 
in Perſia going for 26 ſhillings) goc here alſo. And againe, as I have beenc 
rold by Merchants, a hundred thouſand Roopees make one Leck, a hundred

and exceſſe in ſuperſtxion,, make many well'minded fimple men loſe them- 
ſelves, when by a heedleffe ſtupid admiration of their fiacere hypocrific they 
intapgle themſelves by crediting their ſugred words in way of trade or com- 
plement , baits pleaſingly ſwallowed when wee contemplate their rem»

The Bannyen: (or Yathens) are tawny of complexion, faire ſpoken,crafty, 
and above mealure ſtperſticious; they let cheir haire grow long , their head 
is covered with a ſmalkwreath or ſhaſh for che moſt part white ; their habit, 
along coat or veſt of whice quilred Callico of the Dalmarick ſort; their 
ſhooes are variable ih colour and faſhion; ſome checkerd and ingraled in cle- 
gant order, wrought to cach mans ingenious fancy ; wich our lartchets, 
and turningup ar the toe, rthinſol'd”, bigh beeld , ſurronnded with fteele, 
faſt and durable : The women are whiter thanabe men , yer want the ſgn« 
guine mixture to adore them,which they ſi by Arr, there being found 
the beſt yermilion : they weare their haire | diſheycled ; part obſcu- 
red bya fige thin Lawne., by whoſe tranſparency ir ſeemes more: lovely; 
their eares, noſes, armes, and legs, are loaden with many yoluntary rings and 
ferters of Brafſe, Gold and Ivory ; theirbehayjour is ſilently modeſt, bar full 
gorg'd with libidinous fantaſies and diftempers. Marriage is ſo honored, .char 
they contra at 5 commonly, and at 16 yeeres old are often parents : bur if 
an infant dic Se ts be married, the parents of him that dyed procure ſome 
virgin or ocher (to whom they give ſome Dyzes of Gold in licu of Ioyn» 
Qture) co be his bed-fellow one night, to avoid the reproachfull proverb , be 
died numarricd. | l 

| Poligamy 
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Poligamy is odious among them, in which w_—_ they ceaſe not to yilli- 
fie Mahowit ens as people of an impure ſoule, and ſtuft with curpitude yea, 
in this they paralell the Antick Romans, who(as Tacitus, Marcelin, and Ter- 
tullian tell us) ſo hated Digamy (both in enjoying two wives at one time , 
and being rwice married) as no Holocauſt was ever offred, no holy fire look 
unto by ſach , nor ſuch as iflued from ſuch parents. Their Funeralls are of 
the old ſtamp (recorded by Cxrtivs) ſacring the corps to aſhes in a holy fire, 
compounded of all ſorts of coftly woodsand Aromartick fpices'; the wife alſo 
(in expeQation to enjoy her husband *mongſt incomparable pleaſures) inve- 
lops her dainty body with the mercilefle flames, for which kindnefſc ſhe ob- 
taincs a living memory. Their Prieſts are called Bremyni or Brachmani; ſuch 
3s in old times from rheir quality, were nam'd Gymno-ſophi, as Porphirius the 
great Platoniſt in his 4. /ib. de ebſtiven. ob eſu carnium, diftates concerning 
them, and thus : If by deſcent he continued conſtant to his ſtudy and con- 
tmplarion , he then attained grear Xſtimarion , and the title aa 
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Brachmans Antiquity. L1sB. 1 


if he ſoughe this degree by elefion, he was ſeven yeares (ſayes Bardeſarcs of 
Babilon) ſtiled Calanus and Samanenr, and then by that other Nomencla- 
tion ; of all ſorts of Philalopherstheſe were held moſt excellent , and con. 
templative. Tertullian cals them gloria animalia, Apollonius (ayes, they were 
and were nor earthly ; their thoughts ſo rranſcendenr,as if they were raviſhe 
by the ſweerneſle of that harmony the rolling Ocbs in an exaGt diapazan ſend 
forch in their forced Motion. Their imaginario flew beyond nature belciving 
that this Fabrick of the inferiour world was created of ngthing , and made 
ſphericall , yerſubje& co difſoluciog: thar ir badan efficient cauſe, ir being 
unable to forme ir ſelfe, and rhat that cauſe is the com ander of nature, 
Our byrth ro be no other, then a quick conception , perfefed by death, 
which is the true Nartiyiry of che ſonle, and entrance to. immortality. A 
Tenent however oppugned by the, Stoicks, yer by theſe Bramyss from the 
Tradition of the Phenix,obſervarion gfcorne,and the like, was ſo maintained 
thar from hence aroſe that of Celanws the Bremyn', who to 
injoy it burne himſelfely; » Bur, how they have (by over. 


ture of their wirs and Y, ot theſe and broachr new opinions, 
more fantaſtick and rediculous. I ſhall gleane alictle our of thartheir maſſe 

of confuggon, and dedicate'it ro your atrent patience. 
| The 3annyaen religi this day, is of theſe Tenents. the whole 
Religion of frame or body of the/w had a beginning, created by aGod of immenſe 
the Ba1J- power,cternall and pro 2 that after he had made o aſſociare him 
arr. created woman to fimpathize in ſimilitude of body , and -difpoſirtion. Theſe 


be named Powrows and Partonty, a coople fo innnocent, and contented, 
char they had poill choughts, bur iegpaly upon herbs and fruirs, not touch« 


ing ought udor life in it. *From this chaſt couple ſprung two couple 
of boyes , theEmbleams 'of che foure complexions, Brommon, Cattery, 
Shuddery, andFiſe. Ofdifterent conſtirutions. Bremon melancholy, Cattery 
chollerick, 77 yatick z and Wiſeſanguin : Each affcRing his ſe- 
verall calling. The firſt a Prieſt, rhe ſecond a_Warrior, the third a Mer- 
chant. rhe IiaPeſanr, 


Brammon the. Prieft: (from whom rhe 3rabman have their title , and nor 
from Abreham and K:twroh , as Poſtellus thinkerth) was commanded ( fayes 
their 8% aſter or booke cf-lawes) to travell Eaſt to finde a wife ; it being re- 
vealedto him, that God hadformed foure women for him and his brethren, 
on whom to propagate ; ( for the reaſon they had no fiſters ro generate 

n, was , becauſe ſo pure and holy a race as tkey , ſhould nor diſcend 
from filthy Inceſt.) Afrer long and tedious pilgrimage and much prayer, 
he eſpies his long looke for Virgin , cloakel with naked innocence, her 
face yellow like gold, her hayre and eyes black, ofa compleat ſtature , who 
without much courting he won and marryed: this Lady Savetree proved 
the mother of a holy generation. Cattery was ſent weſt ro find his mare, 
his ſword in's hand, habited afrer his nacure , all the whilc fretting for want 
of reſiſtance, and that hispaticnce was ſo long rrod upon : atlengrh, he eſpies 
afarre off one comming towards him , zqually inflamed with impatience ; 
without much complemenr, they forthwith aſſailed each other, with ſuch 
fury, andſo much bravery, that the farſt dayes fight the victory was not to be 
decided ; nextday, they renew their courage, giving and receiving wounds 

| inſenftbly, 
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inſenſibly , till in concluſion C»#fery grapled, and ſeiz'd Tod4icaſtree by the 
treſſes of her haire, bur inſtead of ſubjeRiag her, is (by the freſh our breakins 
of her beauty ) caprivared; yer afrer ſubmiſſion aad repentance for his rag: 
againſt ſuch an earchly Angel), ſhee is reconcil'd, 'and from them the Weſt 
ſwarmed with a generation of Radiaes and Souldiers. $Shrddery the third 
ſonne of Powrows and Parconty , travell North; in equall hope to find his Mi- 
ſtreſſe; farre he went and many ſtrange adventures paſſed thorow and ſ1w wir- 
nefſe that rock of Diamonds he alight on, many of which (as any other Mer- 
chant would have done) he capried along with him, enamoured of their luſtre 
and ſparkling excellencies : rill at laſt he allo mer Yiſagundsh,whom he ſoone 
woone, being ofatraftable ſweer nature and condir1on, (as be all the Bannyan 
daughters deſcended from her) and of her begor ſo many ſonnes , tha the 
Norrh quickly became pregnant and inhabited. Now come we to Wyſe (the 
ſimpleſt of Sir Powrovs ſonnes ) a man of much plaine honeſty 2nd comport- 
ment. Sourhward goes hee, having ſtrange intelligence that his female was 
thereabouts, whom (afcer he had paſſed ſeven Seas (the breadch and way is 
concealed in the Shaſter)and built him a faire Manſion, whither 1-junoour dab 
(his furure wife)came to admire (0 rare afſtrufture;he ſaw her, & not knowing 
how to court her , is o'recome with Loves paſſion ; but long cime is rejefted 
and thought baſely of, till (by divine providence) ſhee is moliif=d and made 
toyeeld, upon condition, hee ſhonld build many Pagods or Idols for Gods 
worſhip, and adore piftures under greene Trees and under Arbours, which to 
this day,his poſterity obſerve ceremoniouſly. Thus from theſe rwo the South 
was filled with mechanick men,and ſuch as praGtize eillage and husbandey. 
When theſe foure young men had ſpent ſome yeares in thoſe contrary 
uarters of the world,whither Fate had directed chem. All foure becam equal- 
ly mindfull of their firſt home , deficous to viſit their aged parents, nor onely 
to propagate there alſo, and furniſh that Meditallium of the earth, bur alſo ro 
recounttheir memorable fortunes and adventures. After much circumſtance 
and toile they arrived art the place from whence they came, each ofthem at- 
tended by a troope of their owne younglins : tis in vaine to decipher rhe joy 
and mutuall embraces twixtthem and their aged Parents, revived by this good 
hap from the benumming F roſt of old age ; as alſo the reciprocal! kindneſſe 
and love amongſt the 4 Travellers, adull ſenſe may eaſily comprehend, it was 
withour all mixture of diſcorent or malady. Notwithſtanding,to ſhew,no {wn 
mum bozum can be hadin this life, in proceſfle of time (the iſſue of theſe foure 
multiplying) the world began to loſe her virgin purity and candor ; diſcord, 
pride, and rapine mingling amongit them, whereby all brotherly love was 
layd afide,and no appearance now bur of violence & voluptuouſneſle: &ramos 
growes idle and careleſſc in his devotion. Cxttery becomes infolenr and alpi- 
ring, regarding neither the venerable advice & admonirion of his Parents, nor 
the dignity of Bremoz his elder brother. Shndgery alſo invents deccir, nor re- 
garding juſtice.nor equiry, bur delights in cheating his other brethren, Wyſe 
alſo growes unthrifr in a good conſcience, baniſhing his innate honeſty to en- 
tertaine ryot: For which, his cruell brother Cx#tery domineeres and makes 
an Aﬀe ofhim , impoſing ſuch taxes and burdens on that filly Countryman, 
that yſe is now the objett of caſheered ryor , and the abject of his Lordly 


brother;zwho alſo picks a quarell with Shxddery; and admirs not of any recon- 
G ciliation, 
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ciliation,till the poore Merchant had ſatished his Avarice wich(balfe his ſtore; 
fo thar ſuch hate and feare grew amongſt 'em, that all cheir Defignes are in- 
volv'd in a dark Chaos of confuſion. Burtrhough deceit, ryor, and eyrannie 
ſway a while, anall-ſeeing Majeſty ſits above, who in his owne time reraliates 
inthe exrremity of juſtice. And ſoit now hapned:for upon a ſudden, when they 
were moſt buſied intheir villany and leaſt dreame of account , God roab's 
bimſelfe with clouds and flaſhes rerrour, wherear the ſeas multiply their noiſe, 
and (well ſo formidably, that they rhreaten an univerſall deluge and deftru- 
ion : In the interim the amazed people are confounded with ſuch horrible 
cracks ofthunder , and ſuch rhick flaſhes of flame and lighrniog, char che en- 
rrailes of the earch ſeemedro gaſpe and quake with terrour and feare + which 
done, in a momentrhe ſea breaks ore her bounds, and ſweepes away in eter- 
nall darkneſſe and ſilence all creatures on the earth, purging away char naſty 
ſmell of rheir late wickednefle and pollution. 

Bur God who delightsin Mercy, and grieves at any mans confuſion, repenrs 
him ofhis ſeverity, and reſolves againe to furniſh the earch with a new gene» 
ration of men repleat with more purity, mercy and perfeGion. To which end 
he deſcends, and upon a very high mountaine cal??d Meropurbates commands 
Bremow tO riſe up,who (though till then not created)obeyed and worſhipped 
his Maker. In like ſort at two other calls, came up Yiſtzezand Kudgery, who 
performed equall obeylance. Brewaw (ro avoyd floath) has power to 
create all other creatures. Yiſtzey has order given topreſerve them ; and Rud- 
dery has ſtrength to maſſacre and beGodsexecurioner by way of death, plague, 
famine, diſeaſes, warre, or the like. And according ro this appointment, theſe 
three new created Lords performe and regard their parricular affaires,to each 
of them a ſer period of time being alotted to live on earth. Bremaw ar the end 
of the ſecond Age ina fiery chariot was clevared. Viſt#ey ſtayes double his 
time and then deparrs, leaving the ifſue ro Ruddery, (at the end of three rimes 
ſo long commorance) to deſtroy rhe world,and totranſlace the ſoules of good 
men into a garden of moſt raviſhing delights and glory. Bur ere this were ac» 
compliſhed,l is fat to acquaint you that how Bremew came to furniſh the earch 
wich more Inhabitants. The Shofter or their Cabalifticall The/mnd tells us, 
that as Bremaw was ruminating how to aQtir,ſuddenly he fell intoa trance,and 
upon recovery felt his body troubled beyond meaſure, purporting ſome im- 

mediate chance or alteration. Nor did his thoughts deceive him ; for loe, 
forihwirh his body begun ro ſwell, yea ſo great anguiſh ro afflit him , char in 
all points it reſembled a womans travaile, and indeedir had Analogie, in thar 
his bowels began tc exrend more and more and his dolour to encreaſe,till(af- 
ter much toyle) the ſecond (wellings found vent, broke, and deliver'dcheir 


burchea;rwo faice Twins, one of each ſex whom hee needed not to give ſuck 


unto, in that by like miracle they immediatly grew up to a perfet ttature, fur- 
niſht with language, and many ſymptomes of education ; Brewew the Parent 
named them Manaw and Ceterowps, whom after hee had blefſed,he ſent Eaſt to 
the great mounraine Moxaderpeurvoot, where ſtrairway Miſtrefſe Ceteroups 
brought forth three ſonnes and ſo many daughters : The Boyes ſhe call'd, Pri> 
auretta, Out avapentha, and Soomerant, The Girles Commah, Sornerettaw.and 
Sumbes : Theeldeſt ſonne and daughrer went Weſt to a huge mounraine Se- 
gund. T he two ſeconds North, to Bipols : The two laſt of each ſex to Swparr, 


where 
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where they ſogenerated,thar they quickly peopled each their quarter. Which 
done, God perceiving the hearrs of menenclinedto vice and all ſorts of vile- 
neſſe, ro give them directions how to live vertuouſly and avoyd tempration, 
he left heaven a while and alighred on the high Mount Meropwrbetee, whither 
he call'd Bremmaw, to whom hee (pake many things our of a dusky dark cloud 
or miſt, now and than flaſhing ſome glimpſes of his Majeſty, acquainting him 
why he deſtroy'dthe firſt world, their finnes provoking him, and how deſi- 
rous he was, never to doe ſo againe : and to that end deliver'd Bremaw a Book 
(the Shafter by name) fill'd with excellent ſtories, divided intothree Tracts, 
dedicated ro the three great Cafts or Tribes : the firſt containing Morall pre- 
cepts: the ſecond, the ceremonies of their Worſhip : the third, a civiſion of 
them into three, with peculiar notes and inſtructionsto cach Caſt or Tribe. 

Their Morall law (read and raught them by Brezzaw out of the Shoſter)has 
eight commandements. 


1. Thou ſhalt not kill nor deſtroy any living creature , for thou and ir are 


both my creatures, . 

2+ Thou ſhalt nor ſinne in any of thy five ſenſes: thy eyes not beholding 
vanity: thy eares to be ſtopt in hearing evill: thy tongue notrto utrer any fil- 
thiceſle : thy pallat hating wine, fleſh,and all other vive things: thy hands ab- 
horriog things defiled. 

3- Thou ſhalt duly performe the ſer times 6fylevotion, praying, waſhing, 
elevating, proſtrating,&c. 

4+ Thou ſhalt nor lie nor diſſemble. 

S+ Thou ſhalrnotbe hard hearted, but helpfull ro others. 

6, Thou ſhale not oppreſſe nor tyrannize. 

7. Thou ſhalt obſerve certaine Feftivalls and faſting dayes; 

$. Thou ſhalt nor ſteale.. 

Theſe eighr precepts are ſub-divided into foure : each ofthe fonre old 
Caſts recaining them. Bramos and Shuddery, i. e.the Bremizy and Bannyen arc 
ryedro moſt ſevere and ftrift obſervance in the decorum of their worſhip. 
Cuttery and Wyſe 3.e.the Juſtice and Labourer agree in theirs. From whence 
the Prieſt and Merchants (appropriating the firft and ſecond to themſelves) 
are more ſ{uperſtitious,than the erwo other Caſts of Souldiers and Mechanicks, 
who aſſume a great liberty in meats and wine, Notwithſtanding, all ofthem 
beleeve the Merempſychoſis of P3zthegoras, whoſe conceits we will parallel by 
and by wich theſe Bannyans. In this place drawing your judgement toa re« 
membrance of what is already related : wherein, we may perceive the delufi- 
on Sathan charmesthem with, whoſe cuſtome ir hat ever been to ered to him« 
ſelfe worſhip and Idolatry in ſome things(ro make 'em more aurthenticall) co- 
hering with the Story of our Bible, andin imitation of the Jewes : and that 
this Cabal or Sheſter of the. Bannyans is a depraved Story of the Bible, cicher 
obrain'd by ſome Jewes,, ſuch time as Solomon traded to Ophyr (ncere theſe 
parts) or from the father of lyes, who peradventure did diftate it for his ſer- 
vants. For in the Shoſter, ſpeaking of rhe Creation of the world our of a Cheor, 
and forming of Pexrows and Parcontee ſucceſſively: who is ſo blind that ſees nor 
the making of Adam and Eve : the other ofrhe Creation (delivered by Moſes) 
ſhadowed in'c : the univerſal! deluge and deftrution of mankind pointing out 


that of Noah 2 By Brewaws receiving the Law from God (in a dazk cloud and * 


G 2 lightning)

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lightning) upon the high Monne Meropurbatee, *is doubtleſic from Moſes his 
being on Mewnt 8594 in Arabye , where was given the Decalogue for the I- 
ractices inftrudtion. And in Brew oms departure from carth co heaven,is meant 
the tranſlation of E/ies. 

The Bon#ye#s are commanded(as in tnoſt hotCountries in all other Pazan 
Religionsis obfetved) to waſh often. Firft,dawbing their naked bodies with 
dirtand mud (the Embleatn of finne) then, diving three timesio che water,

element for em:A three-fold ducking and triparrire thred is hung ar 
three holes in a tone aboucrhe neck, the Rice fixed in their forehead each

rothe Faſt, in memory ofthe judgement and creation , and to adore the Sun 


and Moove , in that they take them ro be Gods eyes, full ofpurtty, heat and 
nurture. Bur this their atrending the bluſhing Sanne at his ariſing, the cleva- 
tion of their hands, marmars,plaſhing the water in Magick order, diving, wri- 
thing and ating other promiſcuous foperies , heare them condemned by a 
neighbour of theirs T#b , tharpaticnt Edomire. If 1 bebe/d the Swnne when it 


' (himed, or the Moone walking in brightneſſe, and my heart hath been ſecretly inti- 


ctd, or my mouth hath kiſſed my hand : this alſo were an iniquity tobe prniſhedby 
the Dads for Iſbould thereby have denied the God which is above . And by the 


. Pſalmiſt, 1fwee hove forgotten the Name of our God, and holden up our hands 10 


any ſirenge god , ſhall not God ( who knowes the ſecrets of the heart ) ſearch 
it out 
Bur above all, their borrid Idolatry to Pagods (or Images of deformed de- 
vils) is moſt obſervable : Placed in Chappels moſt commonly builr under rhe 
Bannyan Trees (or that which Lisſchot call'd Arbor de Rays or tree of roots, 
Sir Wal. Rel. improperly Ficws Indicus ) a tree of ſuch repure amongſt 'em,thar 
they hold it impiety co abuſe ir, either in breaking abranch or ocherwiſe, bur 
contrarily adorne it wich Streamers of filk and ribbons of all colours. The 
Pagods are of ſundry ſorts and reſemblances, inſach ſhape as Satan viſibly ap- 
res untochiem : ugly faced, long black haire, gogld eye wide moanrh, @ 
forked beatd, hornes and ſtradling, miſhapen and horrible, > iy the 01d filthy 
Under theſe holy Trees they fir and afttare their Tdolatrous devorion : 
there they pay their Tyrhes and Offcings,there receive the ſacred undtion and 
ſprioklings of ſundry colour'd powders : there they performe their ceremo» 
nies; which they denorate by the wooden ſound of a Jirtle Bell : there they 
repeat their OQrizons,make Proceſſions,riog their Bells, fiog and performe ma- 
ny myſteries z yea, ſo numerous grew their Idoll Temples, rhat (till che Muſ- 
ſalmen mixc among them) each Village had its ſeveral! Pagods, aud many to 
this day are ſtanding. The chicfe in I=dvſtes is nt Yariew neere Surret, at Ni- 
greens where theDewry is ſcel'd and paved with gold,yeerely viſited by ro05 
Bannyans, whoin way of deyorion cutour of rheir congues as a holy (a- 
crifce , and whereby to ſpeake the Sibboleth berrer ever after :; at Ban#ara7 
—— Ecbarpore,at Iellamexs, 3, 8ibsb, and many other places. 
r pars of their Religion conſiſts in 1 holy men fatnouſed for 
many vertues. In Warres (the Catrerys or Radieas onely) call upon Beavo- 
hee : the rich upon Myraſſer; rhe poore upon Syey 2 the labourers npon 
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Guaner : the married, upon H#rmonnt,&c, Moreover, they effet Pilgrime» 
ges to rivers,cſpecially Gongs(Genges) more venerable chen apy other.in that 
they lay Bremaw frequented ir,and that it has(at ibs where ir ſprings out of a 
rock)a head in forme of a Cow their belovedIdol: whereinthey waſh ofr,and 
thereby ſuppoſe themſelves purified from fione (and durt: ) and in requirall 
enrich her wemb with Goldand Jewels, hopingto thrive the berter, eſpeci- 
ally when they die to have their mourthes madefied with a drop of char water 
of the rerreſtriall Paradiſe. 

Io Bapriſme, the Priefts children and Marchants ( that is to ſay Braming 
and Bangyans) anoynt with Oyle, and clenle by water. The other prophaner 
ſort,the men of warre and manifaftures have onely water, with the point of a 
pen oppoſed to their forchead, as wiſhing that God will wrire good things 
there, to which the company ay Amen. Their Marriages (as I hve faid) are 
at ſev+ n yeares old, and if any dic unmarried, they conclude him in /imbo : o 
that ofrtimes they marry them, when dead, afore they be buricd : the Marri- 
age'ceremonies are not many nor frivelous ; the Boy riding aboutthe Towne 
arrended with all che little ones that can ride, roab'd with Jewels, Scarfes,&c. 
one day. Andthe Mayden Bride the next with a like crayne of dainty virgins 
no lefle richly attired, che Bride and her Husband knowne from the reft by 
their Crownes and Coronets, celebrated by many Kertle Drummes, Trum- 
pe's, Pageants, and che like ; the Bride has nomoney Porrion , they hold ic 
contemprtible : onely ſome Jewels and Dinaes of gold , ſuch as they rhat day 
areattired with. I dare not fay thoſe Dinacs are thoſe EA; or Marriage 
gifes mentioned by Homer g llyad, Swydarec. The Wedding is rhus . a fire is 
mterpos'd, intimating the purity and hear of their affections : a ſilken ſtring 
circles both rheir = hp Hyerogliphic or bond of Wedlock; rhen a 
linnen cloath is put berwixt cthemyia token that tillchenrhey were uoknowne 
to one another in nakedneſſe. This done, the Bramyn bleſfes chem , prayes 
that ſhe may prove asgenrle and fruirfull as a Cow, the cloath is rorne away, 
the ſtring unryed, and they gre one anothers (ever after. Allo they never 
marry out of their owne Cafts or Tribe : as Braminsthe daughters of Br amyns: 
Curterys, the daughters of Cu#terys : Shudderys Shwdderys z and Wyſ-s wot 
onely ſo, bur alſo compere in their owne Trades: as Taylershe daughters of 
Taylers ; Barbers, Barbers daughters &c. 

fo ſickneſſe they call upon Marrews (an Epichite of God)expreffing mercy. 
If they perceive he is going the way of all fleſh, then chey expand his hagd, 
and moyſten it wich holy water, the water of Genges: when he isdead they 
waſh the carcafſe and carry ir ſilently re the water fide, where they utter two 
orthree words to that element, then burne his body in (weer wood or ſpices, 
which as carth mixes with the corps, and throwing the aſhes inco the River, 
they think they have given every Element his peculiar due , and fo depart 
bome well ſatisfied forthwith. The Prieſts preſent his ſonne the roll of his 
deceaſed fore-farhers , and bid him fulfill the ceremoniall law of deploriog 
for ten dayes, neicher uſing his wite, laughing, cating Opium nor Betele, put- 
ting on no cleane cloaches nor oyle on's head, but thar day monerh for chat 
yeare ever after make a feaſt, and pay a complemental! viſic corhar River,that 
drunk his Fathers aſhes. Oft times the wife (to exprefſc her love) inceneraces 
her ſclfe at that time her Husbands body was iacendiated, They affc& no * 
con 
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cond marriages, the Reieces and Wyſes excepted. . Now the reaſon why they 

burne cheir dead,is cither in imitation of thoſe fecorded by thePropher Amor

wormes, who would ſtarve when the dead body was conſumed,a finne un+ 
nable. 

The Bremizy or Prieſts (ro ſpeake in common) are of 82 Caſts or Tribes, 
the Yertaes are of higher note and fewer : their habir is a girdle of an Aati- 
lops skinne tied abour their middle, a thong of the ſame hide from the necke 
rorhe lefrarme, and elſewhere naked; ſome of them weare a threefold rhre& 


. from the right ſhoulder ro the lefr arme as a badpe of their profeſſion and in 


memory of the 3 {onnes of the ſecond creation. 

The Cwutteries are more prophine; men of warre, ſhedders of blood, fleſh. 
eaters, and libidinous; they are for the greater part called Rajas or Kings, 
have ſix and thifty Caſts among themſelves, from ſome of which none of 
them bur is deſcended : of theſe, are the Tribes of Dedepuchees, ſome Chaw- 
«þ, ſome Solenkees , ſome YVaggelaes, and ſome Poramors ; of long times 
owners of I#doſtant , till Aladin, a petan, King of Delly, wreſted Guzzarat 
from chem, and fince then, moſt is taken away by the iſſue of Tomerlenge : at 
this day they call themſelves Rgſhpootes (or ſonnes of Kings) and live law- 
lefſe to the Moores, the chiefe of which at this day are Rave Radgee Mardont, 
Radga Swrmnul-gee, Raia Berumſhaw, Mahobet-chan, Radia Bermulgee, Radges 
Ramnagar, Radges Toob', Teſſingh, Tz:tterſing, and Mauſnigh,e>c. 

The Shudderyes or Bannyansare Merchants, and (contrary to their name, 
which ſignifics harmlefle) are the moſt crafty people throughout 1#dis. Full 
of flegmartick feare and ſuperſtition : they are indeed very mercifull, grieving 
to ſee other le ſo hard-hearted to feed upon fiſh, fleſh, Raddiſh,and ſuch 
things as have lite or any reſemblance. They will not kill a Louſe, Flea, or 
Kakaroch , or the like for 1000 pound ; but contrariwiſe buy their liberry of 
ſuch Saylers as of neceſfiry muſt cruſh them# yea, they have Hoſpiralls for 
old, lame, ſick, or ſtarved creatures, birds, beaſts, Cats, Rars, or the like, and 
haveno worſe men to overſce them than the Puſhelans , the greateſt and beſt 
reſpetted ſorts ofBrammins of all Caſts whatſoever:they are of Pythegors's do» 
rinating,.not only in belecviag the Merempſychoſis of the ſoule of cach man 
into a beaſt : as for example, the ſoule ofa drunkard and Epicurejinto a Swine, 
che luſtfull and inceſtuous into Goars and Dogs ; the difſemblers into Apes, 
Crocodiles, and Foxes : the lazie into Beares, the wrathfull into Tygers, the 

roud into Lyons, che bloudthirſtyinro Wolves, Ounces, Snakes ; theper- 
jur'd into Toads, andthe like - bur the ſoules of good men, abſtemious, pirri- 
full and courteous, into Kine, Buffalaes, Sheepe, Storks, Doves, Turtles,&c. 
An opinion memoriz'd by Ovid 15 Metemer. ©

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The laſt Set or Caſt of Gentiles are the #iſes, a name albeir derived from 
Wiſe the youngeſt ſonne of Powroxs and Percooter , yet in their rongue pro- 
perly ſignifying a Jabouring man : theſe be of two ſorts, the Wiſe and Coolee ; 
the ficſt agreeing wich the Ban#yenin abſtinence, the other nor forbearing ro 
eat any manducable creature ; che purer ſort are ſubdevided into 36 Caſts or 
Families. 

The concluſion is, thatall theſe 4 Caſts io time grew fo impious and un- 
thankfull, thar God commanded Rnxddery ro command a blaſt of wind to 
ſweep away this wretched generation, which accordingly he did; that rem- 

{t raging ſo vielently that the mouncaines and rocks were hurled to and 
fro like duſt or renniſ-balls,che {cas our of their courle, yea Gonges our of her 
holy channell, wherein all (fave a few honeſt men and women left ro reple- 
piſh) periſhed ; this was the ſecond confulion. Soone after, God gave them 
a King, propagate from the ſeed of the Bramys: cald Ducerat, who begat Rem, 
2 King ſo famous for piety and high attempts, that ro this day his name is ex 

ceedingly honoured , ſorhat when they ſay Raw Rome, "tis as if they ſhould 
ſay, of good betide you. 

But co ſhew the imbecillity of mans nature, his weak condition and frailty: 
in proceſſe of time the world again grew abominable and treacherous: ſo that 
Raddery commands the earth to open and (wallow down quick thoſe ungodly 
wreeches;a few excepted,who the third time peopled the carth with humane 
inhabitants, andrhen (as Brewew had formerly) Yiſtwey the mediator of mer- 
cy aſcended into heaven, leaving cruell Ruddery to over rule this aze of Iron, 
at the end of which he alſo ſhall be rapt into paradiſe ; theſe 4 ages they call 
Curtain, Duauper, Tetrajoo and Kolee, 

Touchiog the laſt Indgemenr, they hold ir ſhall be more dreadfull than 
the other; the Moone to look blood red, the Sngne £0 ſhed his light like 
purling brimſtone , an univerſall flaſhing of fire, with loudeſt thundcing ; 
then a flammy redneſſe will oxeſpread the heavens, and the 4 Elements (of 
which the world conſiſts) ſhall majaraine a dreadfall fight ſo long, ſo fiercely 
one againſt anorher , that at laſt all ſhall be revolyed into a dark confuſion ; 

the ſoules of ſuch as were good men, Ruddery will tranſport to heaven , the 
wicked periſh ; but the bodies of both riſe ao more, being roo incredulous of 
the reſurreQtion. 

Now albeit theſe people in a continued ſeries of wilfulnefle and ignorance 
beleeve thattheir Shaffer or Cebale was immediately from God, yet that ic is 
wholly grounded upon cradirion, and parched our of many Hiſtories, Tewiſh 
and Gentiliſme,I have already ſhewed what js in imitation of the holy Scrip- 
rure and from the rule and praftile of other Nations : and we may adde , that 
their burning the dead, is borrowed from the 6 of Awos 10. their marriage 
mer death from Cerintbue and Marcyon, old hereticks who uſed to baptize 
afrer dearh in caſe they were nor pre-bapeiz d; the thred tripartice hung abour 
their neck is a miſtexious denotarion of the Trinity; rice and paintivg in their 
forchead is nor only as a ſymbole of Bapriſme, bur in imitation of the Srarre 
Rempham fixed in the brow of the Idoll Moloeh, or of Int. Ceſar, who had one 
in his forchead as an embleme of immortality. And alſo, ler us ſee in how 
many things they concurre with the rules of Pythogorgs (to this day famous 
among them). Theſe Bramins or Bannyesr in their {chooles and other u -_ 
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affe&t ſilence: for 5 yeeres are not ſuffered ro ſpeake in the Schooles ; under- 
{tand one another by dumb fignes in moſt things ; adore roward the Sunne 
honor Angels z obſerve a Munday Sabbath ; abſtaine from ſecond marriages, 
(ſome from the firſt) affe&t white garments, loath coughing, ſpirting and the 


| like, forheare ſwearing and blaſphemy, ſhun pleaſures, drink water, beleeve 


the tranſmigration of mens ſoules into beaſts, offer inanimare ſacrifices, deny 
the bodies reſurreRi6,hate to rouch a pot or cup with their mourh, bur rather 
powre the liquor in at a good diſtance, reverence Elders,cat nor drink wich 
meu of other religions, uſe waſhings much, touch no uncleane thing and ma«» 
ny other, in nothing differing with the Pithagoreazs , as may be gathered 
out of Toſephw, Suydas, Philo, Laertius and other writers. 

Having tyred out your patience with this Set ; for variety ſake, turne wee 
to another ſort of Gentiles in Surrat & Guzzurat the Perſers,a people deſcen- 
ded our of Perſia, baniſhr hicher (ro avoid Mahomitry & circumcilion) upon 
the death of valiant I:zdgirdrhe Perſian King, Anno Dom.s; 5.0r thereabouts; 
whoſe lifeand dodtrine (as ir is gathered from the Daroo or Prieſts of this ſet 
by Maſter Lord a worthy Minilter, for ſome yeeres reſidenc in the Fatory 
of Surat) I will epiromize, that we may move (after this repoſe) onward in 
our travailes, s 

Into India 1 ſay theſe Perſees came, (ſuch rime as Omar the ſecond Chaliph 


where afrer ſome treaty with the Kaieas and Banners they got entertain- 
ment and leave to exerciſe their owne religion. A religion deduced from 
the raigne of Guftaph King of Perſia Anno Mundi 3560 , and before our Sa- 
viours Incarnation 500 yeeres, written in their Zu#deavaſtary (or law Booke) 
in this manner. | ; 

Such time as Guſteſþ (the 14 King of Perſia from Knyomerraz , by ſome; 
thought Neb) ſwayed the Imperial! Scepter of thar famous Monarchy : Ir 
chanced thar Eſþintamas and Podoo two poore people, man and wife, Chynaes 
by nation, lived long rogerher in a good reporr, but without Forcunes bleſ- 
fings, in eſtate or children: howbeir, at Dedooes earneſt requeſt, a ſonne was 
_— her who in his conception promiſed (by ſome rare and fearfull dreames 

e mother hatched) great matrers, not only tothe aſtoniſhment of his ſim- 
ple parents but amazement of the Chins King , who(our of jealoufic and dif- 
poſition to credit any report) ſoughe ro prevent all events by killing or poy- 
ſoning him :bur (ro ſhew a ſuperior power ſwayes us and never mifles to ac- 
complith its defignes rho by man never ſo much oppugned) nothing could 
do him harme: for fearing his parenrs ruine, andrto cale che King of his feares, 
chey all conſent ro give Chin a farewell, and ſeeka ſecurer abode in a region 
more remore, and where they might more freely medirate. 

Farre they travelled; ſaw many rare things, paſt over many great rivers on 
foot , for Z:xfvoſt (ſo wis this young pry named) turned them by a rick 
that he had into ſolid Ice , and after thawed themart his pleaſure and many 


rare adventures found; (all which are robe lefrour, in that religion is the 
marke we ſhoot at) not ſtaying long in any place till they arrived in Perſes, 
where they reſted and intended to ſettle: Zertooſt (as all pood men uſe ro 
doe) ſpent moſt of his time in mediration ; and on atime eſpecially , obſer- 
* vingthediforder of mens liviog, ſorrow overcame him, and a deſire a IC 

orme 
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forme them torally poſſeſſed him : bur finding the place he was in not ſolitary 
enough or fir for revelations, away he goes, nor reſting till he came into a 
dark valley,ſarrounded and obſcured by two lofty mouncaines, there he inge- 
minares his ſilent murmures, with dejefted eyes, erefted hands , and knees 
bended, when loe, aglorions Angell , whoſe face was more coruſcant than 
the Sunne, ſalutes him thus, Hayle, Zertooft, a man of God, what wouldſt 
thou ? he ſtrair anſwers; The preſence of God, to receive his will, to inftru&t 
my nation : his prayer is granted, his body purged; his eyes ſealed; till being 

& rhe Elemenr of fire and higher orbes, he is preſented aforethe ſupreame 
Majeſty. arrayed with ſuch refulgent glory, that (till he had Angells eyes pur 
into his head) he could not gaze on ſuck a daz'ling excellency : there, he re- 
ceived his lawes (no place bur heaven will ſerve ro fetch Philoſophy, as Ly- 
ertiur writes of Socrates ) uttered by the Almighty (whoſe words were in- 
compaſt with flames of fire: ) ſach lawes , ſuch ſecrets, as ſome of them are 
not fic to be promulgated. Being upon his departure, he deſires of God,thar 
he mighe live ſo long as the world indured , that in that protrat hee mighe 
the eaſier make all people on the earth imbrace his dofrine : God pitties his 
ſimplicity and in a mirrour ſhewes bim the alrerarion of times, the villany 
of Lucifer, the miſery of man, and many other rarities ſuch as quite altred 
his firſt deſiresz ſorhar, when he had — he takes his Zundavaſtaw 
or Book in 's lefe hand, and ſome celeſtiall Fire in 's right , and by Bebe* 
men Vmſhanſþen the forefaid Angell ( who clefe the Ayre with his gol- 
den wings ) is ſet downe in that ſame valley where the ſpirit found hin. 

Zertooſt (by this time a man of great experience) armes himſelſe againſt all 
diſaſters and temptations, and bidding his Hermitage farewell, travells home- 
ward, to publiſh his law and joy his too long afflited parents : Satan (who all 
this while lookt aſquint at Zer#oofts determinations) intends ro ſeduce him, 
and afrer a ſhort excuſe for his rude intruſion , proteſts himſelfe his unfained 
friend, aſſuring bim the Angell had deluded him ; that God hated his novell 
indeavors ; tharif he had loved him , he had not fo ſoone (o willingly parted 
with him , char his denying himrto live till the day of doome, argued Gods 
negle& of him ; that his travaile to reclaime the world was in vaine, mens 
minds ſo doated upon freedome and vanity; that his booke was ſtuft with 
lies, and in publiſhing it great ſhame and peril] ſhould betide him : that his 
fire, was a mercilefſe Element, rediculous and of ſmall nſe ia thoſe hor regj+ 
ons. And in concluſion , if he would reje@ theſe and depend on him, hee 
would furniſh him with all delights, honours and pleaſures poſfible, give him 
power todo ſtrange things , whereby hee ſhould bee worſhipped for a God , 
which if he refuſed he was a foole and unworthy his charity. 

Zertooſt ſoone ſaw that remprer was no better nor worſe than Lucifer : hs 
bad him avoid, and call ro mind to his addirion of terror, how by his ambiri- 
ous impiery he had loſt heaven, and how meere malice made him deſirous to 
draw all other into like damnarion : he alſo rold him how that booke he ſo 
ſcoft at ſhould condemne him.,thart fire torture him and all fuch black mouth'd 
lyers and derrafters as himſelfe; wherearthe Fiend was horribly affrighted 
and left him : the divell is no ſooner gone, but on goes Zerfooft and at lengrh 
arrived where he found his parents who(you doubt nor of)received him glad- 


ly; ro whom he imparted his Me — ian and intended occaſions. Dodoo = 
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his mother (that good old woman) imagines ir a ſinne uopardonable, that ſo 
excellent a young prophet (as ſhe crhoughr her ſonne) ſhould be longer con» 
cealed from the world ; yea grew (o tranſported, thar ſhe rhought all men 
wicked blockheads that could not findir our without her babling ic : bur ſee- 
iog them dull, ro them ſhe goes and wirhour longer circumſtance tells them 
the whole ſtory of her ſonnes conception, herdreams, his piery, his entho+ 
ſaſticks, revelations, viſions, the excellency of his booke , his authority ro 
command all men to believe and obey his lawes and ordinances. The people 
admire and blaron ir, ſo that in ſhort time Guſtaſþ the Perſcan King had notice 
of ir, who deſiring to ſee the man and know the truth, ſends for him , is ſo 


- well ſari fied and inſtrufted, rthar be forthwith wavercd in his owne religion, 


judging Zertooſts better and more plauſible z infomuch , as his owne Prieft 
became dejefted,and invented all wayes poſſible to reclaime him; andro ef- 
te& ir, bribes Zertooſts ſervants to convey under his bed the bones of dead 
men and dead dogs carkaſſes, things moſt hatefull ro the Perſcavy, poſleſfing 
the King that rhis ſtranger was a baniſhe man, aman of a moſt impure conver- 
ſation, wirreſſe the ſtuffing of the bed be flepr upon: the King is broughr ro 
view thar naſty deceit, abominates him, and for his reward ſhuts him in a 
loathſomie dungeon, but this miſery of kis endured nor long; forthe King, ha- 
ving aborſe of great account deadly ill, propoſes great rewards to any could 
recover him; many deſired , but none dueſt nndereake it , fearing the pe- 
nalty, till Zertooſ# heard ir who adminiſters a potion and recovers him : an aft 
ſo acceptable roGrſtaſþ that he receivesthe poore prophet into grace again, 
wherby he had the way ro diſcoverthe Kings prieſts knavery and co illuftrare 
his owne incegrity; yea,a means whereby ro publiſh his owne doctrine, and by 
ſome miracles intermixt rohave ir credited. 

It chanced that the King (either ſtimulated by bis Churchmen , or judg- 
ing Zertooſt able to do any thipg) calls for him , profeſſing his propenſity ro 
be of his religion, and which heand all his would enterraine, upon condition 
Zertooſt would grant him 4 things : the firſt, that he mighr never dic; the (e- 
cond , that hee mighr aſcend heaven and come downe againe withour 
hurt as often as hee lifted ; the third, that hee might know what God 
had done , did, and intended; the fourth, that his body might bee in- 
vulaerable, 

Zertooſt is ſomewhat thunder-ſtruck with theſe demands : Bur perceiving 
it otherwiſe impoſhble ro have his Dogmaraes believed, hee tells rhe King, 
that for one man to have all choſe ies was to make him a God, more 
than a man ; thatthe King ſhould chooſe any one for himſclfe, and the other 
3 things be given any other three men hepleaſd ro nominate : 'ris accepred, 
andGuſtaſp makes che ſecond his choice, that he might aſcend and deſcend ar 
pleaſure; to know the ſecrers of heaven was granted the Kings Churchman, 
the betrex thereby to governe ; to live for ever, is confer'd upon Piſchiton 
(the Kings eldeſt ſonne) who they (ay lives yer upon Damoan's high moun- 
raineguarded by 30 immorrallmen, ro forbidall orhers the entrance, leſt by 
tooting that holy: ground they ſhould alfo live for ever; and to be free in 
batrel} or otherwiſe from hart or torment was granted ro Eſþandier the 
Kings youngeſt fonne; after which che Zundeveſiaw is opened, the new 
broachtdofirine r2ad and generally accepted on. 
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Ir has a tripartit diviſion the firſt treates of judiciall Aftrologie, cal'd 
Aftoodeger, and iscommitrred tothe care of ſuch asthey call Teſopps or Sages : 
The ſecond ſpeaks of naturall Philoſophy or Phyſick, and is ſtudyed by the 
Hackeams or Phyſitians : The laſt is a compound of religion, named (from 
the Inventor) Zertooft, and kept by the Daroos or Predicamts ; each of theſe 
three containe ſeven ers: A little only of theirreligion. 

The Zertooſt is alfo of three parrs; pointing ar 3 ſorts of men ; the Lay- 
men, Clergy, and Archbiſhop; ro every of them ir dire&s an increaſe of 
commandementsto the firſt ſorr 5,tothe ſecond 11,to the third 13; the com« 

ndium of which we will only manifeſt. 

The Behedins or Lay-mens 5 precepts be theſe. 

1. Tocherifh modeſty and ſhamefaſtneſſe : a vertue deterring all ſorts of 
vely vices and concupiſcence, as pride, revenge, thefr, adulrery, drunken. 
neſſe, and perfidy. The 2, to cheriſh feare. z. To uſe premediration in what 
they are todo; that if bad, rejet it if good, roatt ir. 4. Each dayes firſt 
obje& to be a memento of Gods love to urge our gratitude. 5.To pray daily 
to the Sunne, and nightly ro the Moone, asthe only 2 great lamps and wir- 
nefſes,and moſt oppoſite tothe divell who delights in darkneſſe. 

The 11,given the Herboods, Daroos orPrieſts to prattile, are theſe(the other 
alſo of the Behedis they obſerve).

They are tollerared all ſorts of mearz bur(in obedience cothe Mahomiran 
and DT "mongſt c_ they __ refraine Beefe =_ Hog fleſh : they 
ſeldome feed rogether,leſt chey mighr participate one anothers in :each 
has his owne _ ; = any of his owne Caſt chance to uſe ic _ ir 
three rimes, and forbeares ir a good while after : they obſerve {tx folemne Fes 
ſtivalls annually ; the firſt call'd Med»ſernm, kept the 15 of Fere or February , 
2. Petuſahan, onthe 26 of Sheruar or Aprill ; 3. Tatram, onthe 26 of Mahar 
or May; 4. Medearum, onthe 16 of Deb or Auguſt; 5. Homeſpetemedum , on 
the 30 of Spindamadorc Ofober; 6. Mednſan, on the 11 of Adebeſe or Decem- 
ber ; all of themin memory of rhe Creation and monethly benefits. Aﬀer 
each of theſe Feaſts they car burone {mall meale a day for five dayes afcer,and 
whenſoe're thar lay men eat aty fleſh, they bring pare co their Eggaree or 
Templeto pacific the Lord, in char for cheir ſuſtenance rhe lives of thoſe 
good creatures are annihilaced. Now concerning the Fire they adore , tis 
in memory of that Zertooſt broughr from heaven, wherein chey memorize the 
veſtalls, or rather in an apiſh imitation ofche Jewiſh law (the devill as neere 
as may be, deſiring to counterfeit che Law of God)in che 6.0f Leviz. tz, where 
ris commanded rhar the fire (that came from heaven) ſhould be ever burning 
upon the Alrarand never goe our. In Perfis they had many Pyree of this ve- 
ſtall fire,moſt of which were deſtroyed by Heraclivs che Romane Emperonr 
in his Warres with Kozrbves(arthar time Mahborret ſerving in his Army.)Some 
ro this day are remaining , having the Idolatrous Fire from 1000 yeares un- 
extinguiſhed, In 1djz alſo rlic(* baniſht Peyſee have cheir Eggatces or Tems 
ples, one of which is at N#cery (not farrefrom Swrrett) whole Fire has con- 
tinued without fomentiog this 200 yeares:; where noe chac chis their God- 
fire isqotcompoſtd of comtnon combuſtibles, as wood, ſtraw.coales,(lates,bec, 
nor blowne by any bellowes, breath of man, wafcing,or like prophane chings; 
No, tis compoutided of (parks flying from a hoc buroing temper'd ſteele, and 
kindied tirher by lightning from heaven, by an ig#i fotwas, the beames from 
a butning glafſe, or ſuch like ;for, but ſuch onely is proper for thattheir Avtiſ 
behermen or Idol! fire . 

Bur if it chance the fre have need of cheriſhing, the Diſtoore and other 
Lay-men (at x foot diſtance) ſurtound 'the holy Dicty and afeer ſome ge- 
ſtures, the Prixfts adds fewell and returning tothe vcher people, alcogerher 
wortſhip it, beſceching it, thatthey may aot onely give ir due reverence, bur 
alſo honour ſolemnly all orherthingscharrdſemble it ;as Sunne,Moon,Starrs, 
and common fire,which zifd rhey © divinely eſtimate.char they holdic a moſt 
ungodly part roſpetin ir, throw warer intoit or pur it ro auy vile oc anne- 
ceſlary i z but reverence wood ant! ſuch things as ir receives life 
and vigour from. | 

- The Baptiſme vfthefe Hoachen Idolaters of this nature : fo ſoone as i” is 
borne, the Durod is call'd npon, who delayes nor, bur bring inftruced in the 
preciſe rime of his Nativity, calcutares hisforrancs: che Dearoo invents the 
impoſes it : this doacxcheyall rogether baſte rothe rec 
or Temple, whereche Pricſt pars a lirtle pure water imo the barque i 
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tree the name is Hole, the place it growes in, 7ez4, a Citie in Pezſie not farre 

from Spahawn , where ar this day are many of this religion, who uponthe 

mounraine 4/bors, have a Pyree wherein is a Fire-god; which has never beenc 

extinguiſhed (they ſay from Gaftſps cime,contempoty with 4brebam) a tree, 
Zertooſt blefſed and in this more memorable, that it never admits of any 
ſhadow : the water out of this holy rind is powred upon the Jofanr, anda 
prayer made that it may be clenſed from all impurity : ar ſeven yeares age iris 
confirmed by the Daroo, and made to ſay his prayers o're whe fire (but with a 
cloath faftned about his head , which covers his mouth and noſtrils leſt his 
fioful! breath might taint the holy Fire,) drinks a lictle water, chaw's a Pom- 
eranat leafe, waſhes in a Tanck, cloathes his naked body with a fine Shuddero 
or linnen reaching to his waſt , tyesa zone or girdle of Cuſhee or Camells 
haire about his loynes, woven with TInkle of the Herboods making (which hee 
weares eyerafter) and after a ſhort prayer, that he may never proyean Apo- 
ſtate or prophane wretch , but continue a F aſhes ak cating no mans 
meat, nor drinking no mans drink but his ewne ; he is then bleſſed and held a 
Perſce molt warrantable. .. 

Thcir Marriages it briefe are thus: diſtiaguiſhr into five orders. 1. Shovlan, 
ora marrying oftwo young children 
to the children; the vercue being , that ifeither die they goe to heaven. 
2. Chockerſos, a ſecond marriage. 3. Codeſterabesſen, when the woman is her 
owne chooſer. 4. Ecksas, when a dead body ( not being married before ) is 
married, 5. Ceterſov, when having no ſonnes, he adopts his daughters ſon,&c. 
the Coremony this : at midnight the Daroo or Prieſt enters the houſe, (they 
wed not in Churches) finds the two parties(to be married) upon a bed toge- 
ther ; oppoſite tocach other ſtands rwo Churchmen with Ryce in their hands 
(the Emblem of fruitfulnefſe : ) then firft, one laying his fore-finger on the 
Brides forchead, he asks ifſhe be willing ro take that man to be her Husband, 
who ſayingyea : the like rice and queſtion is by the other Prieſt done to the 
man ; the Bridegroome makesa-promile to infeoff her in acertaine number 
of Dynaes : ſhe replyes, ſhe and all ſhe has is his 3, the Prieſts then ſcatter the 
Ryce upon their heads and pray , that they viay.muleiply as Ryce ; che wo- 
mans parents give the Dowry, and eight dayes are ſpent in joviality and com- 

ent. | 

Their Funeralls aretheſe : They pur the dead body into a winding ſheet, 
all the way his kindred bear chemſelves but in filence dill they come 
within 50 or 100 paces of the buriall place ? © the Herbood or Prieſt 
meets chem (obſcrvingrten foor diſtance) atrired in a yellow (carfe and a thin 
Turbant:the Necefſelarsor bearers carry the corps upon an iron Beere(wood 

ts forbidden, in that ic isfacred to the fire) roalitrle Shed or Furnace, where 
( ſoone as ſome miſtique Antiques are ated) they hoyſe it up to the top of a 
round ſtone building, twelve foot high and 80in circuit : rhe efrrance is only 
athe N. E. fide, where through a ſmall grate or hole they conveigh the cc-+ 
caſe inroa common Monumenrt,the good men into one,the bad into another; 
ts flac above, wholy open, plaiſtgred with ſmooth white loame , hard and 
{aoorh like that of Paris ; in the midſt thereofisa hole deſcending ro the bot- 
tome , made ro letin the putrifation iſſuing from the melred bodies , which 


ae there-upor: layd naked in two rowes, expoſed to rhe Sunnes flaming rage, 
and 
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and mercilefſe ite of ravening Vul whocommonly are fed by theſe 
carcaſes,tearing 1 8 w fleſh aſunder,and d ir in an ugly ſort; ſo that 
the abominable ſtink of thoſe nnburied bodies (in ſome places 300) is ſo loath- 
ſome and ftrong, thar(did not a deſire ro ſee ſtrange fights allure a Traveller) 
they would prove worſe ſcene than ſpoken of; Nor doe the Perices delight 
that avy ſtranger ſhould goe up to view them.

rothe Maurenahar Tartar, and Perſian : 2600 miles ſome wayes, 5oco in cir- 
cuir : in which he has 38 large Provinces rich and containing the reſt are 
Gujurat (where we now are,) Malva, Pengeb, Bengals, and"part of Decanee, 
(Ariace in Ptol.)rogether com ng 30 large Cities, 3000 wall'd Towns, 
and ſuch Caſtles as for Na defences leeme impregnable ; his yearely re- 
venue is ordinarily accounted 5ocrow of roopees; each crow is a hundred 
leck , a leck is a hundred thouſand roopees,a roopee is 2 s. 3 pence, ſomrimes 
25. fix pence. Howbeit, outof this prodigious rent, goes yearely many great 
payments: to his Leifrenants of Provinces, and Vimbraves of Townes and 
Forts; having alloin continuall pay threehundced rhouſand Horſe,and 2080 
Elephants, fed with Donna or Poulle boil'd with Butter and uarefined Sugar; 
ro theſe onely, his Fiſcall or Treaſurer yearely giving out above forty milli- 
ons of crownes; his continuall warres are no lefſe chargeable. 

The pedigree of theſe Mogwl/s is thus upon their owne ſeales blazoned. r. 
Aben-Emmr-Temir-Sabeb- Queran (i.e. Tamberlane, great Prince of the foure 
quarters of the world :) 2. Abez-Miram: Sha: 3. Aben Mirza Sultan Mobum- 
med: 4. Aben Sultan Abuſaid: 5. Aben mirza-Emir-ſhe; 6. Aben Baber potſhangh: 
7. 4ben Homayon poiſhaw: 8, Abes Ecbar, caldalſo Abdul fette ghelaladyn Mi- 
bumed Achbar : 9. Shaw Selits or Aben Almozapher Nordin Iangheer porſangh 
G4%i : 10. Sultan Curroon or Shaw lehan, now cald Su/ten potſhaugh Bedin 
Mobumet. 

They have a larger genealogy;from Ciagis-chana Prince of Tartar(whon 
ſome have feigned) ſonne of Bobur, ſonne of Port an, of Philcan, of Phonama, 
of Bizanbeg, of Shaw-dub-chan, of Tominean, of Bubacan, (onne of Buzamer 
all ofthe brave men as ſtory warrants us. 

Cingis- chan ( as Haithos and others fay, his contemporaries) was at firſt by 
profeſſion a Valcan or Black-ſmich , by condition a good honeſt ſimple man: 
bur the inflaence of heaven new moulded him, in lictle time in ſtead of his 
hammer , purteing into bis hands the Globe and Scepter : bis ambitious 
thoughts begun from the frequent incouragements a man in white Armour 
(mounred upon a whice phantaſma) gave him, promiſing his helpe,and ſtimu- 
lating his courage,rells che viſion ro ſome chicfe hagrds or cantons, who give 
credit ro his deſtiny and make him their generall ; he ſhewes quickly how his 

e mer:all was refined by a berrer fice, with a troop of Mogli (one of the 
7 hoords) marching South ſabduiog asfarre as mount Belgian, part of Iman, 
at this day cald Nigrokot?, and Copizat by the Indiezs; there the (ca ſtopt his 
carriere, bur he proftrares bimſelte and 9g times over fumbles our his prayers: 
the effe&t followexthe hill clove aſunder che ſea parts in two and yeeldsthem 
9 foor ſafe paſſage : bur being upon the continent he bammers oat his way 
with ruſty iron , doing ſuch marvellous feates of Armes as to a good faich 
ſeemes wonderfull, 1 ſhall as briefly as may be trace his poſterity to Tamber- 
laze: for from his grand-ſonnes, we muſt borrow our maine hiſtory. 

Cixgis-chan King of the South-Eaſt Tarter after ſome viftories againſt the

caſar, coTuli-chan, his Jewells and Treaſure. Tuſoe or Twxichan dyed two 
yecres 
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A-X4.5245- Oglen, who ſolong and with ſuch delight 
—_ Sh by a divelliſh art and ambition he ſent him to an untimely grave, and eſtabli- 
$4655: ſhes himſelfe' by name of Hemeth-cawn, bur all bis raigne is ſo purſued by 


yeeres after his farther; Kagathay dyed inthe yeere 1242, boch of them with- 
our iſſue ; whereby , their Seigniories diſcended upon Ogg', or 0g725-charey, 
who in all his affaires at home and abroad really prov'd himſelfe the ſonne of 
Cingis-chan; compelling all the Perſian Monarchy as farre as B2by/on to ac- 
knowledge him their {overaigne; bur in the yeere x252 was conquered by 
death, foilowed the fate of his predeceſſors, commended his Monarchy to 
his iofaar ſonne Geoync-chan, and himrto be ordered by the care and provi- 
dence of Mizchonns bis wife, bur in the third yeer, impartiall death cald him 
alſo away, and gave Manchu-cawn (onne to Twli-cewn (youngeſt Tetrarch) ad- 
vantage to claime the ſov ry of all, by right of ſurviving ſucceſhon, 
This young Prince (by ſach an accident mounted to the Imperial! great- 
neſſe) perceives the eyes of all about him inflam*dwith envy, and threatning 
his expulſion , ye by the villany of ſome that whiſperd our his guilr in 
che lat infanrs death : ſo thar (albeic hee was armd with integrity and a juſt 
Title) be contraQts for his defence with ſome confining porentares, and gave 
them the honour and command of ſeverall provinces of his Empire upon 
condition they would hold of him in chiefe , and be uponall occaſions 
ro defend him; To wry, 0 he gave Ketoachotan and the royall City Cam- 
baleck : to Viakwc-cawn 
Chun-caws,Gaznmtben : but ere hee had occaſion to try the malice and incon- 
ſtancy of his men or chance of warre, death ſummond him away , A#»o 1260 
bur not before hee had nominated Ylarwkcown for Emperour ; who proved 
of EN , his beſt delighe being ro dance in Armour to Belloweer 
Trumpe, and to defend bis owne in deſpighe of all his adverſaries by his owne 
yertue, without ſecundary props or other allyances: he firſt quiers his dome- 
ſtick broyles compoſing peace at home, then magnihes his excellencies infor- 
raine parts, in circling and adding to the luſtre of his dyadem, B2hy/o, a great 
of Arebis, and in Syria, Aleppo and Demaſces; all which, duriog his life he 
hope in ſubjeRion and loyalty, and ruled with much magnificence,to the yeer 
1270.when, (by the extremity of his diſeaſe _— at hand) hee calls 
his 3 ſonnes afore him, exhorts them to unity, d his lands among them, 
dyes, and at Meregeh 15 farſangs from Tawris was ſolemnly buried. Hab- 
kay-cawn the eldeſt, had the provinces of Hyerac, Mozendram, and Korazes; 
(comprehending Meajo, Parthya, Hyrcenio, Batria, and Sogdiens.) To Hys- 
Shawmet, Aro & Adarbayon(part of Armenia and Iberia comprizing S«lmas,Coy, 
Nazivan, Merage and Merent, Cities of quality.) To Tawdow-coawn the Scig- 
niories of Dyerbec and Rebgion (or Meſopotemia, part of Syris and what was 
made fruirfull by Ewphretes and Tygris.) And to his ſons by another venture, 
Nic edor-oglan and Targabe-caws, he gave money portions. Hebhay-cows, that 
yeere dyed at Hamadan in Perſia, and made proteQor to his ſonne, Nycader- 
ed the young King, that 


divine vengeance, that inthe yeere 1275 he dyes mad and is buried at Coſhos: 
in his place, came the righr beire (from baniſhment) Argon-cews, who by the 
people is joyfully welcotnmed , and at his Coronation afſumes the name 
T engador-habkgy %edde, fonne to Hebkay-cexn. This man ſwayed the Scepter 
[5 JEETES wich much tyranny, not only maſfſacring Nycadors ſons and alliances, 
: bur 


his brother, Perſie, Chuſſtes, and Cherman: and to. 
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but amongſt the Innocent barh'd his ſword in blood, fo thar hee became 
harefull to his owne, and ſtimulared the Parthian ro revenge, by whom in 
a barrel! hee is overcome , and by Argon-chan upbraided with A cruelty, 
yeato compenſate the like meaſure , is cruelly rorinented , hisbelly ripr 
open, and his guts given to the doggs. To Tangader (the invererate Enc- 
mie of all Chriſtians)ſucceeds his brorher Giviator7 tþ2#,who in the fourth 
yeare of his reigne periſht by Be!duc-chan his Uncle, who alſo after five 
yeares rule died ifſue-leſfe. Badu ſonne of Targabe youngeſt fonne to Y/g- 
cnk:chan , by aſſent ofall thar Nation ſucceeding in the throhe'of grear- 
neſſe, whoſe affeftions he ariſwered with ſo much refpe&, clemency, and 
care,that never any before him was more belov'd and honored : howbeir, 
when he openly profeſt himſelfe ro be a Chriſtian , the peoples regar1 
drew back, and manytreaſons (fomented by Saran) were harched againft 
him, ſo thar at laſthe was ſlaine (or rather martyr'dY by Gazvn- chan, Co- 
zen to Targedor, who had ſmall cauſe to bragge of his treachery ; or time 
troſurfet of his glory : for, by the permiſhve hand of Godin Caz5ys, when 
he leſt ſuſpeted treaſon, hee is wounded to death by his owne honſhold» 
ſervants Anno 1305, and of the Hegirs 68 5, and lay longtime unburied. 

His brother A/iaptu Abwzayd (or Mobumet ben Argon)by many atremprs 
and ſhewes of valoarpurchaled the reftleſſe Diadem': ro whom, followed 
Hoharo-mirzs, or Abuſaid Bahador-chan anno 1337 , whocoaſumed his life 
in venerous exerciſes : ſothar for want of iſſue, the Kingdome' became a 
Theater of many troubles, no lefſe than 30 at one time contending for the 
Soveraignty : whereby the diftreſſed people were compelled to look for 
help from home : And none more oh eruſdeo}, than the Lord of $4- 
merchend.Tamberlayne, much famouſed for his juſtice and vicories,againft 
the Sarmarique Tartar, Precopenſe, and Chyneſes. Him they invocare by 
many preſents of their love , and a letter fill'd with hideous complainrs, 
deſcribiog rheir miſcries, the confuſion of their Kingdome, and inſuffer- 
able pride ofthe thirry competicors. The Scythie Emperour promiles his 
beſt ayde , and with fifry thouſand horſe forthwirh encers Per/i, withour 
doingany hurt, ſave againſtthe Tyrants,all whom he perſecuted with ſuch 
fury, that inthree moneths (by the induſtry of the TInhabirants) they are 
all taken and made to quaffe their farewell in the birter cup of rormenting 
Death : for which, the people urged Tamberlayne to acceprthe Diadem, 
and to eſtabliſhir by all meanes poſſible in his poſterity. Bur afrer {every 
and rwenty yeeres moſt honourable and fuccesfull government (in that 
time captivating the great Turk Bejazef, whom hee brought away in an 


iron Cage, ſubduing all Aſi; yea, in cightyeares —_ more King- , 


domes and Provinces than the Romans did in cight hundred :) this Mo- 
narch of the Aſratique world is ſubjeted by imperious Death, & inrombed 
axxo 1405, ofthe Heg. 785+ at Anzer in Cathayo: leaving his ſonnes and 
grand children toinherir his victories : Joon-groyr, Hameth-cheque, Myrans 
ſha. and Mirze-ſharockh , by ſome call'd Sowtochios and Letrochio ; of which, 
Toon gwir died (three yeares before his farher,) in Peleſtiee, leaving rwo 
ſonnes Memet Sultan , and Pyr-Mchbomet; which Pir Mabomet was by his 
Grandſire placed in Gezxehes and T#duſtan,where he ruled ill Pir Aly flew 
him villaga ouſly. Hemerh Chec was (laine iv Levreſtas, fome ſay in = fa- 
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thers laſt combat with Bojozet. Myremſbs, the third ſonne, was {laine in 
bartell azv0 148g by Chare-Iſſuff the Turkomes in Aderbayon (bur left if 
ſuc Sultan Mehumedfrom whom the great Mogs/is deſcended:) and Mirze- 
Shoroc the of Temerlans (onnes (ſurviving the other ) held moſt 
ofthe Emp re; till dying ia the yeare 1447,he left 4berdoyon (or pare 

of Media) to Mirzs Toonſha ſonne of Kars-Tſſnfche Turk new entred Perſia. 
Whiles Miremſbe's iflue preſerve the ſplendour and magnificence of the 
Tartarian Emperour,.- Myremphe (by ſome call'd AWan-C hen)lefe iſſue (as is 
laid) Mebumet, call'd Aben Mirzs Sulten Mahomet , who dicd anzo 1453, 
leaving to his ſonne Borches (at his Coronation new named Mirzs Sultan 
Abuz.2ed) many rich and ſpatious Provinces, as Bedgſbon, Goznehen, Cabul, 
Siſtan, Kerman, Chera%an,end Khoewnsz - all which were nor (ufficicat by 

bribe nor force ro ſecure him againſt the incenſed Perkan, who having en- 

dured much affliction for triall of conqueſt, at laſt, Joonſbe with 4cew Aly 
his ſonne, grand ſonne to Kera 1ſuff were beaten downe, and Y ſav Coſſan 

(call'dalſo. 4cembeg) Lord of the White Sheepe, governed. Vnder this Yſen 
Ceſſes (an Arminian) the people fall upon Swlten Abuſaid, and in a pitche 
field vanquiſh him and eighty chouſandmen,bimſelfe flaine,chree hundred 

Elepbantstaken, and. all his Countrics rauſacked; yer by reaſon of many 
diſcords- amongſt the Perſians , they revivedandſer Abxſaids ſonne upon 
cheThrone by name of 4ben Mirze bemeth cheque,whole foure and twenty 

yeares Were nm ſweet eaſe: and plenty. Ar's death his Empire def- 

cends 4##0 1493 upon:;bþis brothers ſonne Babur Mirz4,camed upon the ad+ 
dition of his greatneſle, Aben Bobur Padſhaw ;inticaled prince of Mazre- 
#4ber, Balke and Samerchend ; but, in the ſeventh yeare of his reigne is ex- 
p<1d his Kiagdome by praftiſe and confpiratie of Shs-Mahwmed(called allo 
Sha beg chan) who. lgyd claime to the Crowne , pretending hee was ſonne 

and true beire of Abea-Mirzeshameth-cheque late Emperour, being (as hee

{cnt with great and royall ſuccours back againe. 

T his alfo is remarkable(the ſtory of it is painted inLohor palace )chat king 
Bedur thiritiog after the cenqueſt of Tadye , diſguiſes himſclfe and chinty 
Noble men in his company in the habit of Kalenders or Friers, as if they 
were upon a Rummery or pilgrimage. The berter by this craft to eſpic 
their advantage : bur being in Dely (the greateſt Citie of the Poran King) 
could not ſo behave "themſclves bur that Tzecender the King diſcovered 
them , who pardoned them upon condirien they would ſweare never to 
attempt the conqueſt during either of their lives. Burt when borh were 
dead, Homeyon (Beburs (on) centred & diſpoſleſt Abrem and Sher-Sha-Selzm

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Secand:yr ſonnes) of the Diadem. Howbeir, Tzeerchana brave Bengelen 
* Prince,fights againſt this new come Tartar,& foiles his Army neere Ganges 
forcing him into Perſia, where hee married the Kings ſiſter, and with her 
and Fyrem chan, andtwo hundred harſe andreturnes, is reſeated in Dey, 
and acknowledged _ 

Homayos (ſon of Babvr great-grand-ſon of Teymir-Laes or Tamberliin) 
being re-inveſted with the Imperiall Ticle and Diadem of 1»doſtan by 
meanes of Tamas the Perſian King, and returned rrinmphane by the over- 
throw of Tzeer-chaws the ineruding King of Patan, who anno dom.1 5 50.and 
of the Heeira or Mehomitan acconnt g60. died diſconſolate. How yon, lay 
after hee had committed his eldeft fon Abdul Fett Gelaladin MR (a 
while afcer firnamed Eckber) to the truſt and care of Bejrenghono chawe, 
(adiſcreer and valiant man) beiog in Del, having one evening chawed too 
much ſence confounding Opi»m, haſting ro his Oriſons, upon the warch- 
word from a high Tower, ſuddenly he ſliptdowne forty ſteps or degrees, 
which ſo bruiſed him, that after three dayes tormenthe deceaſed, leaving

theſe, which to the obſervant may prove acceptable. 

Ecbar, having by help of Beyraugano-Kawn , and Chewn-Channs his ſon, 
diſpeld (ome clouds cauſed by 4bds/-Chaws, was with ſolemniry crowned 
King or great Mogu/ in Delly; after which, heebent his whole endeavours 
to enlarge his Terricories and make knowne:that he was verely the great 
grandſon of viſtorious Teymerlan. Inthe firlt, raking full revenge of He- 
mow. who had formerly chaſed T#rdichen, bur three months after by miſ- 
chance of warre comming under command of Beaur chaws, his head is cur 
off and eleuat ed in Del, and rhar Province for ſome time quieted : then, 
by Ally Cooclinchan he ſubdues Doeb (by ſome call'd Senbsl a Province fur- 
rounded by 1:winy and Ganges, fruirfull and well peopled: ) at thattime 
Bejramgano-chan (otherwiſe call'd Byramchan the Perſian)aging faſt and ty- 
red with the fopperies of this world, having well diſcharged the truſt re- 
pos'd by his old Maſter , and finding Ecber warie and valiant to regard the 
dignity of his Empire , obtaines leave to ſpend the reſidue of his time ar 
MyhometsSepulcher, in contemplation: bur (in his Roomery in the way 
to Medina) at Patbang in Cambeys is wounded to death by an obſcure ſlave 
of his, hoſe farther he had formerly (laine, ſo rhatby Abd Radgee his ſon 
(not fourreene yeares old) and much fad company this great Capraine is 
broughr back ro Agrey, and there buried : Echey laments his death though 
thought an Agent , but nothing can recover him : hee labours to forger ir, 
and ſpends ſome time in building the Caſtle at Agra, formerly of mud, bur 
by bim pull'ddowne & ſo altred, thar it ſcarce admits compariſon through 
all {foo : ris of durable ſtone, poliſht and (o ſpatious that it comprehends 
three miles circular, is built upon the pleaſant banks of Shemeny, circled 
with a/ſtrong ſtone wall, moared, and to be entred by many draw Bridges; 
has foure brave gates, many bulwarksand counterſcarps to defend ir. 


Agroy (from Swret Eaſt ſeven hundred and ſeventy miles) the Navel of egr- ! 
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rhe Moguls territories, and Empreſſe of 1n4js, has 28 degr. 37 min. Norch 
larit. is watered by Ieminy ( Tomenes in Pliny, and Hynamanes in Polienus his * 
$ lib. Semiramidis) which from Del glides hither , and commixing with 
Ganges, flowes into the Bengalan Sea. Agra was of old call d Naga, and 
ere thar, Dionyſca;whence ſome ſay 'twas founded by Bacchwe-bur I beleeve 
it nor;partly,in chat Fe#tipore till of late(no longer than fifty yeares agoe) 
bore away the fame for beauty and grandeur, and in that Bacchw (ayes 
S, Auguſtine) was contemporary with Moſes in the yeare from Adom 2515 : 
rather from the river Agreuis, which hence ſtreams into Ganges, as Arrian 
lib.de Indicu has it. The ſhape is ſemilunary,likeLondon:the ſtreets long and 
narrow, and naſty; of ſeven miles continuance : in part 'tis wall'd abour, 
the dirch the remainder, which roo oft ſmels infe&tiouſly. From Agrato 
Lahore (through a delicate ſhade of trees) are five hundred miles. To Bram- 
pore one thouſand z to Aſmeer two hundred ; to Surat ſeven hundred and 
ſeventy. 

Radgee Rana the moſt potent and noble Prince of Inds, at this time loſt 
his ſtrong and ſtately Caſtle Chy?tor, by treaſon of Zime? Padſbs his (ubſti. 
rute, not content therewith , till he had made inrcades into Gujurat 
in contempt ofthe Moguls forces. Echer isglad of the occaſion, haſting 
with fifry thouſand horſe to be revenged. Some months he ſpent in beſie- 
ging ir, but ſo fruirleſly,rhar he atrempts the conqueſt by ſtratagem,under- 
mining the Fort, andto the admiration and terrour of the belieged,blowes 
it up with powder, cauſing ſuch a breach as himſelfe and twenty thouſand 
men immediatly entred pel-mel with ſach haſte & fury, that Zime? the re- 
bell perceiving treaty of no value, gathering in one his Family, conſum'd 
himſelfe: and them in flames, to preveatthe rortures provided for him by 
Ecbar, and Merdout his enraged » In this ſort this famous Fort is ta. 
ken, which Aledinby twelve yeares ſiege could doe no hurt to. A victory 
ſo great and valuable , that Eckbarcaufes ir be expreſt in ſculpture, and for 
a Trophy placed in 4grea as a wonder. Hee had nortime to ſurfer of this 
victory, receiving letters from Rejes Begwender Viceroy of Lahore , that 
Mirzs Mamet Hagee his brother with thirty chouſand horſe our of Kabsl, 
had attempred to prey upon Lahore - Ecbar delayes no time, bur with his 
Army preſents himſelfe ſo ſuddenlyro the Enemie , that withour any re- 


. fiſtance or ſtay Mahomet flyes away, leaving higmen and camp to the rage 


of Ecbars company. 

This occaſion drew the King to view all advantagious places of defence, 
which hee both betrered by his care, and gave them in charge to ſuch hee 
rruſted. He alſo takes a ſurvay of Pexg- 06, out of which he is called by ler- 
rers from his mother in 4gre, aſſuring him of che rebellion of Badwr-kown 
Ally-Kooli-Karwn and Zemaes, (cntthat (pring againſt the Patanians,whom 
ia Doab they pur to flight, at Sambe/alſo , and at Lechnons got a greater vi- 
Qory,and three weekes after , at 70onpore utterly defeated them, ſubduing 
rothe Mogul all ſuch Provinces as lic ingirt 'ewixt Ganges and Tſat ſs, con- 
queſts of ſo great note, thar they grew efflated beyond meaſure, conceitin 
all I=doſtaw under like hazard, and which they reſolved to make tryall of, 
Burt che reward and deſtiny due ro Traytors overtakes them : for Echay by 
ſwift marches long before the Rebels expected him pitches on the Eaſt of 
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leminy (the river at Agrs) which wounded the adverſe part with ſuch 
amazement,that forfeiring the memory of their paſſed vitories,they begin 
a ſhamefull flight; Ecbar greedily purſnes them, beating downe the Gly 
men immeaſurably, and after long purſuir, the heads are taken : Alyculz- 
cares is rroden under foot by the inraged horſes, and Badwr-cawn (by Ec- 
bers command and in his fight) ſtrangled : this done, Ganganne is ſent to 
Toonpore againſt Mirza S»l5mas and the King retreats to Agra, where, hee 
fancics a pilgrimage to Aſmeer a hundred and thirty courle or two hun« 
dred Exeliſh miles diſtant thence , by invocation of Mandee a reverent 
Hodere or diſciple of Mahomer, by his favour to obraine ſome iſſue maſcu- 
line; afrer much foot royle(ar every miles end a faire ſtone being picche to 
reſt upon, as yet remaining) he getsthicher, where bare foor very devour- 
ly he intreats dead Monde for children: this Prophet is intombed in a rich 
and ſtately monument,graced with 3 faire Courts, each paved with Giogu- 
lar good ſtone, the Fabrick (after the Perſcas mode) poliſht and pargetred 
in Moſaick order. Aſmeer , is under 25 degr. 15 min. North lat. ſeated 
upon a high impregnable mounr, the greater part of the City being below, 
firely builc, of ſmall value in refiſtance, yer moated and wald about with 
ſolid ſtone; nor much diftant is Godeb, once, the habiracle and ſeat of the 
valjeht Roſpboot:the country is champaigne and very fruirfull,in many pla- 
ces affoording the ruines of much antique magnificence, by rime and war 
made deſolate and obſcured: theſe,Ecbor coupled to the reſt of his ſpatious 
Empire. Echar by this has made an end of his oblations, andin his returne 
viſits a holy Derwis,Siet Selym by name, who tooke it for ſo great a favour, 
that our of his delphick notions, he foretold che Mogul how ere long hee 
ſhould be farher of three gallant men children ; ic proved fo, in which re- 
gard, his firſt borne (from the Deroys) is called Selymafter, Sha Selym:the 
other tw 0,Chan Morad or Amurath, and Dbaen-ſhaor Denyell: a prophecy 
ſo grateful tro Erher the Mogy/,that there he conſecrates a brave and magni- 
fique Moſque, walls the old rowne Tzicherin or Sycary,and from this holy 
occaſion new namesitFe#tipore i.e. a _ of pleaſure;yea grew ſo affeted 
to it, that he added a pallace for himlelfe and a Buzzar, ſcarce our-beanti- 
fied by any other in the Orient, and had made ir the Metropolis had the 
river affected him, by whoſe unwholſomnefſe he forſooke ir, _ whence 
ruine ard neglet have moarhearen her , at this day proſtrate and become 
the objec of danger and miſery ; tis from Agra cighreene miles Exghiþ. 
Whiles things were in this ſort digeſting , newes comes to King Echar 
(then in Fettipore)thar a great rebellion was begun in Gujuret by Ebra- 
him Hoſſen, Mirza-cawn, Mahom:t Hoſſen and Toon-cawn , who had moſt 
audaciouſly forraged as farre as Boroch and were marching to Amedaved, 
hoping with his troopes of Theeves and Coolyes ro make a prey of that 
Emperiall City. | 
Ameadevad, undonbredly ſeemes to me, to be that City 4maceſis in Ptol 
Amadaveſtic in Arrhien. Howbeir, ſome ſay it has denomination from 
King Hemet who in the yeere of Mabomet 375 made it large and beauti» 
fall : the pole Articke is there elevated 23degrees 18 minures : tis at this 
eſent the Megapolis of Cambeye or Guzurat , watered by a ſweet river 
and circled by a beanrifall ſtrong ſtone wall of fixe miles compaſle , well 
and 
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and orderly advanc't with many pretty Towers and a dozen Poſterns; out 
of which few paſſe or repafſe wichour a Paſſe, fearing treaſon from Prince 
Badur, who in our times with a hundred thouſand herſe ranſackt Cambeya 
thirty ſeven courſes hence, and dayly threatens this faire Cirty. The ftreets 
are many, pretty large and comely; moſt ſhops redundant with Aromatick 
gummes, perfumes and ſpices:ſilkes,corton,callicoes,andchoiſe of Indies 
and Chiss rarities, owned and fold by the abſtemious,fairc ſpoken, crafty 
Banniens, who here ſurpaſſe for number the other Inhabicanrs : of moſt 
note is the Buzzar, rich and uniforme; the Caſtle is ſtrong, large, moated; 
and the receiving place of the Cambeyen Governour : the houſes in ge- 
nerall are of Sunne-burnt bricks, low, large and tarraſſcd : adjoyning, is 
ſcene the momument of a certaine ,{o deerly beloved by $ha- 
Reer the King, that by a ſtarely Mauſoleum he ftrove to make him ſeeme 
immorrall: borh building and pavement are of well poliſhrmarble, Ir has 3 
Courts of great beauty and reſpe&, one of them faſtidious in foure bun» 
dred porphirian _ framed in Corinthiack archiceQure: conjoyning, 
is a Tanck of refreſhing water , compaſſed with cloifters adorned with 
ſpatious windowes, moſt of which, give the obſerver a delicate horizon : 
at Seſqwes alſo (one houres riding thence) are ſeene the Dormitories of 
many Cambayan Potentates, Jodgedin a brave and princely Temple,much 
reſorted to by the Idolatrous Yaunyess: and two miles neerer the City, 
behold the gardens and pallace of Chaws Chenne ſonne to the great By: 
remchan the Perſian ; an T8dien Ombrave, by whoſe valour of late yeeres 
the laſt of the Cemboyen Kings in that very place by lofſe of his life, gave 
conqueſt ro this warriour, and dominion to Echar the Mogal/ his Maſter, 
Bne returne we to Echey; who no (ooner received intelligence of Hoſſens 
rebellion, but with incredible haſte,winged with fory, he gers chither (each 
twenty foure houres poſting ſeventy, in ſeyen dayes foure hundred cour- 
ſes) and gives thoſe rebells bartell ar Titens firft upriſing, and with their 
noiſe and clamour (o terrifies them, that after {mal] reſiſtance rheir whole 
Army is diſordered, many {laine, and by a freſh ſupply of ewelye thou- 
ſand Horſe led by {han Gogs an expert ſouldier, after ſome skirmiſh they 
are chaſed, and in flight Ebrebim Hoſſes and Mirza-cawn (laine, Mohomet 
Hoſjes taken priſoner and beheaded; and by this advantage not only Ams- 
davar recovered and is fortifhed,burt Swret alſo conquered and moſt of Gx- 
zurat made ſubjet ro Echers diadem : this done , hee returnes Crown'd 
with Triumph, and beginsthe- Caſtle in Agrey, bnilt of ſuch good ſtone, 
made ſo large and vaſt, thar ſhe may deſerve the Title of princefſe of Afe: 
twelve yeers ſcarce fniſhr ir, tho rwelve hundred at ſome time were im- 
loyed abour it: he expended fifry thouſand crow of Tacks, (a crow is a 
hams lack,each lack a hundred thouſand)ſchirty,ſomerime rwenty rack 
make one roopee; a roopee is two ſhillings three pence, ſo that accoun- 
ting bur ewenry rack to a roopee, the torall he disburſed, amounts totwo 
millions and five hundred rhouſand : at Fettipore, at that time alſo 
he ſpent about the wall and pallace a millions and five hundred chouſand 
roopeces, in all, foure million : ar T likewiſe,three courſe (or five 
miles from Agr as we go to Labor) rhe Monſoleum of the great Mogul, 
bezun by Ecbar, augmented by Jangheer hisſonne,and yer (carce finiſhed, 
havin?

having already conſumed fourteene millions of ronpees in that wonder 
of India. It would require an exadt deſcription, in litrle thus. The place 
is 8:4#der, a place where the greateſt of Kings made his ze play. Erbarthe 
moſt magnifique of Tambertans race is here buried: tis a Mayſolenm of 
foure large {quares, each abour three hundredpaces; rhe materiall is free 
ſtone, poliſhr, ar each Angle aſmall Tower of patrricoloured marble; ten 
foot higher is another tarrafle, on every ſide beantified wich three Tow- 
erszthe third gallery bas ewo on each ſidezthe fourth,one;the fifth,balfe, 3 
a (mall ſquare gallery mounting to a royall pyree z within, is the murnmy 
of Echar bedded in a coffin of pure gold , the whole firucore is built in 
midft a ſpaciots and curious garden , ſurrounded with a wall of red ſtone, 
and in that a brave raile mounted by fixe ſtaires , which diſcovers a lictle 
garden , but exquiſitely beautifull and odorifferous. Whiles theſe vaſt 
buildings were. ereQing, Gavgenne proſecutes Mirza Suhmas, who (whe- 
ther of griefe or age is doubred) dyed ſuddenly, commending the ſucceſſe 
ro Skander his ſonne, in ſort rime made away by raſcall conſpirators, in's 
place Dowre#?, Bazat-cawe ſonne , a man both effeminare and hated , ſo 
that now occaſion gave it ſelfe richly for Echey to linck Bengols to his 
Crowne Imperial): he apprehends ir, and with a brave army of fifty thou- 
ſand horſe and fixe hnodred Elephants marches agaioft the Pether and is 
Ganges ere Sha-Dowwet has notice of his comming, which when hee 
is aſſured of, ſends Redgee B'han with 20000 horſe ro encounter them : 
twixt Ziot ſs and Mobeb-A4l/3-poor they affront one atiother , and for three 
houres skirmiſh gallantly, but Echer at length has the maſtery and coura« 
gjouſly purſues them to Pathan, where King Downer had fortified. Echer 
by no meanscould commove them to batrell,norin z moneths ſiege enter 
the City, for Pate is both great and well fortified, yet in the fourth hee 
forces it, piving it as aprey to his men, who nſedallforr of hoſtill violence 
the unlucky King buried in drink, all that time ſenſeleſſe of any loſſe, cill 
too late to repent ir, is convaied away in a boar , at three dayes end made 
headleſſe, and ſentto Erher, as a Simbol of their love and his vanity: the 
King having thus fortunately proceeded in Bewga/s, goes back to Fetri- 
pore, where whiles he overſees his buildings, is miadfull to increaſe and 
briog to maturity his Empire which then was bur in adoleſcency, and to 
thar end by the valour and vigilancy of R»ſtan-cawn and Zadoc-caws the 
ſtrong Caſtle Rhoztipore is taken from the Radgees who of many hundred 
yeeres had lorded ir; afrer which, the Caſtle Rots or Rowghtaz in Berer 
in Bengels (ſome thinke Oreopbente of 01d) by a metry ſleight or ſtrata- 
gem : this Caſtle for many ages has acknowledged the Radere her Gover- 


nour, her building both from Arrand Nature excellent and impregnable: *9# 


tis ſeated upon a perpendicular hill , the aſcent cur oblique out of the 
firme rock for three miles continuance, the reſt round abour,precipirious;

This, the great Mogul lookes upon with a laſtfull eye, imeaſurably 
chirſting afcer ir, bur knowes neither by bribe nor valour how to compaſſe 
it; pollicy muſt aftaate, and tho he __—_— no way, yet ceales nor 
to torture his invention, till his bombaſt is ſpenr and che enterpriſe under. 
taken by Mohebally-cawn a wiſe and daring Captaine , who having leave, 
without acquainting Echoy or any other with his fantaſies, proceeds with 
foure handced yonng men, armd wich cryzes, and his Seraglio in two 
hundred doolacs or cajuacs as if hee were upon a Iourney iuito Hengal: 
and in this order paſſing on, when he came within view ofche Caſtle, he 
ſhowes a Rajes his concubines and bribes him to procure leave of the 
Lord above, that in regard of his haſte he might wich ſafety leave there 
his Seralio rill his recurne, which he would take as a reall favour and ſtu- 
dy to remunerate : the meſſage isdelivered, the Radgee (who loved wo.

prudent Eunuch, diſroabs the women z and wirh their apparell cloaths 
himſelfe and the foure hundred youths, commanding the women in mal- 
culine attire ro continue the Journey to Orixa, che Eunuchs, twelve in 
number, with bowes and arrowes gard the Sclaglio and by the Radgee: 
command are entred (bur like Syz0zs horſe into wretched Troy:) for,d4ly- 
cawn (giving the word) the Doolaes are diſmounted,and our of which, the 
warlike Amazons. In the firſt place they kill the porters of the Caſtle 
gate, then with incredible ſpeed and courage aſſaile the aſtoniſhr Inhabi- 
tants,whom they take priſoners,and iathe end che Redgee himſelf, who(to 

revent excule) they fend to Erebar © thus is this Caſtle wonne , which 
(bur by tagem) was notto bee taken by all the hoſtile force of India. 
Ecbar heares it with incredible delight, and joycs the more in his beliefe, 
when he viewes that mafſe of treaſure ſent him thence by Ally cows to 
confirme the conqueſt. - Afrer which the invincible Caſtle Jeloore is by 

A key, Gidney-cawn an Apoſtat Mebormet an betrayed tothe Mogu// tho to his own 
brothers confuſion. The fame thereof afflifts many Princes of the Kajees, 
each of rhem labouring to conſerve their owne againſt this overſpread: 
ing Tartar : ſome couragiouſly defie his greatneſſe, of which ranck is Koop 
Mathii, a Lady both faire and valiant; her face was ficter to ſubdue Mar: 
chen any Javelin, yer ſhe confides more in her lance than in her beauty;fo 
that , cheering up her obedient troopes , very bravely ſhe ſpoiles the Mo. 
galls dominions, bur inthe midſt of her boaſt and hopes ſhee is affronted 
by Adam-cewn, a hard-hearted warriour, who with his regiment (o furi- 
ouſly oppoſed her, that moſt of her Patten: were ſlaine, and her (elfe 
(tho ſhee might have lived) ro prevent ſbame and inchaſtiry, by poiſon 
gave over being : Msſoffer-caws allo this yeere 1588, of the Hegirs 968 
conſpires againſt Febor, in Guzwurat: firſt he ſtrangles Gotobdas Mamet-cav's 
the Kings Viceroy in Amedabat and ſome Ombroves, & then (cizes upon all 
the Forts & advantageous places for the berrering his villanous rebellion; 
bur by CAbdall ce (Beirengana-cawny onne) is vanquiſhr, and fearing 
ro obtaine pardon deſtroyed himlelfe as did the late nam'd Amazon. The 
reporr of whole death was no ſooner bruired, bur the fame alſo of Mirz/ 
Mahomet Hackim (brother to Echer) his dearth, occaſions Fcbey to aſſure

with all kind reſpeC his wives and children, yea giving Cheber-carn, H# 
metbeg and Mamet Muxuen-oawn his beſt Vmbraves large wages and com- 
mand in M_— , Orixe and ocher places; ar the ſame time Zebbay- 
cawn (late Preſident of Kabwutand ovared for his victory that yeere againſt 
Maxuen-cawn, Bema-cawn and other rebells in Bezgels) is made Viceroy 
of thar Province, and Radzia Thormiel cald to Fettipore,ſuch time as Rade 
gee Ramgiend Lord of Bands (a Province adjoyning ro Agra, redundant 
onely in ſand and ffones) by perſwaſion of Radgee Bhyrmiet preſents him- 
ſelfe to Echar at Fettipore ,\ and inrolls his countrey as a member of the 
Mogwulls Seigniory , by whole example many other perry Gentile Kings 
came and ſubmirred unro Echer, and yeerely(asa ſymbol of their love and 
acknowledgement of (ubjeQion) preſent him their daughrergto bee his 
concubines; torhe Mogsl a gratefull tribute : and for their better ſatisfa- 
&ion to court them in, at Prazje (an 110 courſe from Agre, Chryſoborcs 
in Pliey;) advances a triumphant pallace upon a promontory,where Iem#- 
# emprics her (elfe into Ganges; the maceriall is hard ſtone, fram'd & pol- 


lſhe wich grear beaury;& calls ir E/absſſezin noching more obſervable,then Elabs/t ' 
adeep dark cave, in which are preſerv'd (as boly relicks) divers deformed 6#i/4cd, 


Pagorba's, rediculouſly ſuppoſed Babba Adam, Mamma Evah, $:th, Enoſb 
and Methuſe/ah , whom they afhrme were created and lived here ;and to 
whom (from all parts of 7#4is) reſort innumerable Bannyens for benedi- 
ion: firſt purifying themſelves in Genges (reputed holy, and no doubc ex- 
cellent, for we find that a pint of Ganges water weighes lefle by an ounce 
then any other water ) and ſhaving off all haire as uncleane excremenes, 
and without them meritorious : the whole , is ſurrounded wich a rriple 
wall ; the firſt,of quadrated red ſtones and higheſt ; the inmolt of white, 
retaining an Obeliske fifty cubirs high, and as many under ground to make 
it durable ; fixt there it may be by proud Alexander. Inthis (which many 
Pot an Kings forme:ly in vaine attempred by reaſon of the rivers)che King 
ſpent a myriad and two hundred thouſand of roopees. Here alſo they 

ew a holy Tree, which many Poten Kings have ſought to eradicare and 
deſtroy , but never could prevaile in ir. Neere Elebsſſe alſo is worth our 
ſeeing the ſtately Tombe which Z2ngheer built for his firſt wife (Rajo Me- 
mwiſenghs ſiſter) who poiſon'd her ſelfe upon the report of her ſonne Sub 
tan Guſhrogs rebellion, 

The Mogus affaires ſucceeding thus fortunately, no clouds, nocumules 
appearing, Fcbar broaches new Chymeracs,and fancies the intire conqueſt 
of Purop, Patan, Chormandtl , yea of all Bengals co the South; andto 
ftrerch his Empire North as farre as Tartar: to further which,he heares, 
that 4bdul-caws, ſonne and heire ro Shender-chan King of Maurenahar 
(part of Tertary) was comming to Fettjpore to viſit him ; he prevents che 
moſt pare of his journey,$& meets hit at Lahore ; where,he was with much 
ceremony entertained, bur after ſmall ſtay departed home againe. Newes 
being brought King Achber that Mirſa Shoroph in Bedaxas had beene mi- 
ſerably abuſed by the 0#zbez Tattars; the King reſolves their puniſhment: 
bur as more conſiderable, bends towards Orixathat he might at once lord 
it over Genges. Ar Atteck he orders his Army : to Redjea Byrmiect he gave 
one part, to T:hen-cawn another, to himſelfe the third : Byreviel leads the 
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Van', and outſtripping the Army falls furiouſly upon the P2tanians, who 
by th' incouragement of Zek-Aly receive them with no lefle fury, bur an- 
ſwerblow for blow , ſo long, ſo bravely, that Zyzrmiet is bezren downe 
with moſt part of bis inconſiderate Army ; Ecber by ſuch as fled heares the 
tragedy, and inflam'd wich defire of conn and revenge, haftens upon 
them, and with ſuch order and force, that Zel-Ally and Twrkoft are diſ- 
comfired,fifteene thouſand ſlaine, and Beagels fubjefted : the conqueſt of 
Kendahor is next recorded, for hearing of a great variance twixtthetwo 
Princes H#uſſen and Rnſtan, (ſounes of Mirzs Beyrars the Kandabor Gover- 
nour)and the Perfien : he confederates with the rwo young men,and ſends 
Chabeer-cawn with five rhonſand horſe , who at midnightare ler in by the 
two brettfren, andthe Citty made a vaſſall of Echers greatneſſe : bur in 
ſhorrtime 46a the Perfien King reducted irfromthe 1ndien. Echars Ambi- 
tion growesendlefle, to he can overcome hecares gor how, nor where he 
conquers : for, hearing of the old King of Maurengbars death, hee covers 
to become his ſucceſſor. Firſt, to epic their ſtrength and winne black 
hearted fanvers to his intentions , hee ſends, Tzedder-eamn and Hackeem- 
cawn to work it ,- who under pretence of comforting Abd»/-cown play 
their parts, and at the yeeres end rerucne well dodrinated : the great Mo- 
gull reſerves the praftice for himſe!fe , bur _— Caſſemeer imerpo- 
ſing andnor under him, fends 4/h Mirzein A to Inſtoff-comn (1 
fearefull King) that if hee weuld with his ſonne forthwith come to Z- 
hore and do homage to him, he ſhould his ſeniory and his beſt 
power at all times ro defend him : if he would referre it ro the chance 
of warre, he wonld derhrone, and make him a perperuall ſlave, and his ſon 
a ſtranger. The Cefmirien King , affrightedarir, goes inſtantly to Fcber 
and confirmes his vaſlatage z but Tacob-caww his ſonnc , nor able any lon- 
ger ro diſſemble, flies home, and is ſo followed by ſuch as loved him, thar 
he expells the Iudi2ns our of the Citty and is acknowledged King ; but 
his Halcyon dayes are of ſmall continuance ; for Ecbes ſtermes, and accile« 
rates Ally Mirze and Coſſem-cars with thirty thouſand horſe to ferrer him; 
they chaſe him ; not daring upon equall termes to combare ir, he flyes to 
the high Mounrtaines of Bimbery, but Caſſem-caws, direted by ſome na- 
tives, fo hotly. purſue, that they are Lords of thoſe hills, whence 7ecob 
haſts to Sirhenaker, but there alſo they beleaguer him, whoſe ſtrength in 
mennor walls were ſufficient to repellthe enemy , but in defpight of both, 
- _ andmanacled, yea, made ro bend under the iron yoake of flaviſh 
ondage. 

Caſſwwer is part of that part of Aſia , of old calld Sogdien. The North 
Pole is chere raifed 41 deg. nine min. from Agrs three hundred ; from $»- 
rat,three thouſand Engliſh miles diſtant:the Province in generall is moun- 
tainous barren, cold and windy: Her — Shyrenaker is three miles 
in compaſſe, watered by Behat,a river, which from Caucaſus after many glo- 
merating dances. increaſes Imdw : nothing more obſervable rhan a lake 
(cighr leagues thence) fifreen miles about,in center is a pretty Iſle,bearing 
a faire and pleaſant Palace , ont of which isfeene variety of ſports, fiſhing, 
hawking, rowivg,&c. 

Thisdone , reſtleſſe Fcber (a while deferring the conqueſt of Buris)

mes at T##?4 and all 184u4 ; knowing how odious Mirzs lehan by reaſon 
of hisryrannie was to his inferiours, he ſends Ganganns with twelve thou- 
nd men, and by Boar ſayling downe Ravre into Indus, ere long they ar- 
rive at Tata, which for ſix moneths held our , but in the ſeventh the T y- 
rant yeelds ir up, and is upon conditions enterrain'd friendly, and by this 
all $y»de to Loore Bender upon the Ocean, acknowledge Ecbar King of the 
Mogulls their head and Soveraigne. 


Tutta or Tatts (till now, commanded by the Ryſbboot) Eaſt from Ie ſel= Tmtra, 


meer &W ct fro Buckor, is one of the moſt celebrared Marts of Indja:from 
Lahore thirty dayes journey, but by Te#dxs in lefſe atrained. Vpon the Oce- 
an ſhee has Lowre*Bander, three caſte dayes travell thence, obſervable in 
this, that ſuch ſhips as ride ar anchor there, are not ſo gnawedand ſpoiled 
with wormes, asat Swalley, Chant, Dabul, Daman, Goah, and other places. 


Abour this rime Nezamſaw the old King of Deca#, paid Nature her ut A.D. r593, 
moiſt Tribute , and Melec Amber his ſonne is ſtated in his royall Throne 4.H.973« 


and dignity : Erbar is ſick till he attemprthe conqueſtzto doe which he re- 
ſolves neither coſtnor toile ſhould hinder it ; the enterpriſe more hope. 
full, for that a woman was retrix of the Marches. Gangenns is choſen Ge. 
nerall, who wich inftructions and thirty thouſand horſe , from Lobore haſts 
ro Brampore, where Redgee Alzchen the Governour conjoynes five thou« 
and more , and after ſome moneths preparation ſet forward rowards De* 
can. Tiend Bichy, daughter tothe Jaſt King , heares of the Mogulls ap- 
ch, and tO reſiſt them fortifies Amdaneger,obtaining alſo ſome Forces 

the Kings of YViſcapore and Golcnnds,in all forty thouſand horſe, which 

ſhe commends to her Martiall Eunuch Godgee Shubet,who ſtayes for them 
athe Confives, firſt combatring with Aly Chawn, Mirze Gaſſer , and 
halfe the Army ; the Pagers cater au order,guided only by 
bravery & deſire of conqueſt,on both ſides were many ſlain: now onethen 
che other part growing victorious; ſo long,ſo couragioufly,wirch ſuch emu- 
lation and fury the bartell continued,that when Apo//o (weary of ſo much 
bloodſhed) had hid his golden tramells in Thetys boſome, they ceaſed not 
bur by Cyathia's pale candor renued the fight with ſach alacrity , rhar of 
many yeares never was battell fought bravelier , in eighreene houres none 
knowing who were more victorious ; till ſuch time as Phe bas ſparkling his 
flagrant beames againe in that Horizon, Changanns falls in with his Regi- 
ment, ſo freſh, ſo violent, that afrer rhree houres skirmiſh the Decans turn 
back, leaving their heroick Captaine Goggee ſlaine in the field. The Mo- 
gulls follow the chaſe fifreene miles, bur the Princeſle Baby charges them 
with freſh troopes, cauſiagrhem retreat ro m__ till a ſecond ſeaſon, 
Echar, the great Mognll has norice of theirſucceſle,and to accilerate ano- 
therrriall, intreats Sha Morad his beloved (onne to levie fifreene thouſand 
horſe,and from Brewpore with the other Forces to ſpoile or conquer thoſe 
meridional! Provinces : merrily the yourhfull Prince advances thithers 
ward, but during his ſtay in Brempore grew ſo exceſfively venerious and 


drunken, rhat his radicall vigour became ſpent, his lungs coonſum'd , and S*dd7 dearh 


death the period of his conſumption, His ſudden farwell ſtruck the Army of oY 
Orag, 


with ſuch amazement,chat many Vmbraves(to avoyd the ſuſpitious fury of 


his Father) fled, nor caring to inhume the carcaſſe :; Echer heares ir,ſweares 
K 2 they 
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they had poyſon'd him, and vowes requirall : his Chancellor (the Princes 
Schoolemaſter) Abdul Fazet is ſent, and (finding the dead Prince his owne 
conſumer) aſſembles Genganne, Iuſtofſchen, Tzadok-Mamet-Chan, Mirza 
Tzerok , and ſuch Vmbraves as were at hand, affords them comfort, andre- 
vokes ſuch as had fled, ſatisfies Echar whoſe was the faulr, undertakes rhe 
Princes charge (after hee had ſenr his carcaſſe ro Delly there to be buried) 
and in ſmall time ſubdues the Provinces of Chandys or Sands, Berar, and 
many other wealthy places: by letrers he acquaints the Kiog,& deſires him 
to forſake Lohore a while(baving ſpent ewelve Winters & Summers there) 
and come to Agr, hoping in ſmall rime to ſabje&t Decan.Gnlcnnda (by the 
"  Perfſianscall'd Hydrahbes) Viſiapore and otherparts of 1ndis to is Empire. 
A.D.1595, Ecbar, orders his ſonne Sew to chaſtiſe wich fifteene thouſand borle, 
A.Heg.g75 Radjes Rane Mardout, ſucceſſonr to King Porws,and of all the Radgres moſt 
werfull and excellent, his rebellion excepred : Tzebber Chan followers 
im with five thonſand horſe, Sha-Cooligan Mharem with three thouſand; 
Radece Shagenat with three thouſand; and other Vmbraves and Manceb- 
dars with other Forces, which digeſted,the great Mogull, for Agrey leaves 
Lahore the betrer ro receive intellizences. 

LAHORE, (a Citic both vaſt and famous) is competitor for the Title of 
Metropolis with Agray ; bur for circuit and bravery much more excellent : 
the pole Artick is there advanced 32 degrees 15 minutes: the ayre for 
eight monerhs pure andreſtorative; the ſtreets gracefull and pav'd z moſt 
are cleanſed and refreſhed by the river Revee,, which from rhe Coſ/myrian 
or Caſpirzan mounraines ftreames moſt pleaſantly torthis Citie, andafter a 
ſtarely flux of three thonſand Engliſh miles, deepe enough for Juncks 
of threeſcore Tun, by T#tts flowes into Indus, and with her ncere Dix ar 
23deerees 15 minutes lodges in the Ocean. In Zohore are many things ob- 
ſervable ; Pallaces, Moſques, Hummums or Sudatories, Tancks, Gar- 
dens,&c. The Caſtle is large, ſtrong, uniforme, pleaſant, and bravely ſea- 
red ; of ſtone, white, hard, and poliſhed;arm'd with ewelve Poſterns,three 
of which reſpe& rhe Towne, the reſt the Country : within, a Palace ſweet 
and lovely , entred by ewo gates and Courts; the laſt pointing out rwo 
wayes; one, tothe Kings Dwrber and Tarweo (where hee daily ſhewes him- 
ſelfe unto his people) the other to the Devorm-Kaws or great Hall (where 
every eve from eight to eleven he diſcourſes with his Vmbraves: ) On the 
wall are piftur'd ſundry ſtories and paſtimes.viz.lengheer (otherwiſe call'd 
Sha Selym) croſlegd upon a rich carpet , undera ſtately Throne or Stare, 
his ſonnes Perwees on the right hand with Cxrroon and Tymoret , hisbro- 
thers, D han-Shaw, and Sha Morad:; abour him Emirza Sheriff, Cam Aſorms 
elder brother, of ſuch wealrh and pride , that having above a hundred 
Concubines, he clad them daily, and each night tearing them off, buried 
them in the ground where they rotted, Mirza Ruſtan (once King of Can- 
4thor,) CanChanns, Rajes Meniſengh, Can Aſeam, Aſaph Chan, and Radgee 
Tzgonath (at whoſe dearh,his wives,ſiſter, Nephew, and ſeven other friends 
burnt themſelves with him for complemear fake in the fire :') Ard on the 
lefrhand, Raj-e Bouſing fly-tkarer , Rajes Randas (word-bearer, Mocrib- 
Chan Paraſite, Ratjea Redorow rebell, Radgees Ranſimgh, Manſingh, Bers 

frngh,& Boſſon,&c. In another Goozelchaw(and neere the RR painted 
, the 
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the Mognll, under a ſtate croſlegd: u _ the doresthe Images ofthe Crn- 
cifix,& of the bleſſed virgin Mother. In another,the Kings Progenirors, of 
whom, Babur, & thirty Nobles in rhe habir of Pilgrim Kalenders,&c. The 
Province wherein Lebore is ſeated is called Paxgeh,or rather from the Per- 
ſian word Pezch-0b or five waters, watered wich Ranee,Behat, Obh-Chan,Wi- 
hy, and Synde or Sindar (increaſed by Pedder and Damiazdee,) by Ptolomy 
and old Hydrographers, call'd Aceſines, Cophys, Hideſpes, Zeredras,and Rhw- 
4deb or Hiſpatis. Ina word, no Province of /»4ye our-vyes ir for pleaſure, 
andriches , nor any part of the Eaſt for a continued ſhade of Aſhy trees 
from hence to Agre five hundred miles diſtance , whoſe ſpreading growth 
and verdure lenifie rhe ſcorching flames of Titans motion, each eighr 
miles a faire and convenient Srey or Lodge built for Travellers to repoſe 
in: To, our ſtory : 

Ecbar, now at Agra, reſolves in perſon to proſecute the warres in Decw. 
Anno 1597. ofthe Heg. 977, he ſers our towards Brampore, but (contrary to 
his expeCtation ) ſo foone as he had paſt the river Nerebed: , hee perceives 
Badurſha, a couragious Radgee to fortifie Haſſer a ſtrong Caſtle againſt him: 
the Mogul likes not to leave ſo violent an Enemy behind him,bur reſolves 


to take ir by force or famine. Hyſſer, is three Caſtles in one, Chotzoap and Haſſr, 


Commergbar, the laſt, mounted high, andſo defended by Nature as is made 
impregnable : to force it isimpoſſible , therefore Echer reſolves rofamiſh 
them, and halfe a yeere tothat end he firs afore ir, which the Reggee with 
in,ſeeing, repentshis folly,and upon requeſt to have life and goods (granted 
him) reſignes,and followesthe Camp or Leskar which goes on joyfully,cill 
ſuch time as newes is brought,how Sha-Selyes and Tzebbaer-Cawn with the 


reſidue afore-named, going againſt Redges Rane Mardout, in Aſſmeer, Tzeb- _ 8 rince 
revels. 


beer dies (of poyſon ſome thought) which alters rhe Princes progreſfle, for 
he forthwith ſeizes upon Tzebheers treaſure (amounting to a crow orten 
lack of roopes) &therewirh purchaſes rhe mercenary affeQion of ſo many 
ſouldiers , thar, to Agre he rerurnes reſolved to thruſt his Father ouc of his 
Throne and Empire. Ecber, is ſo amated with this unlucky rebellion,thar 
what with feare of his ſonnes popularity, and what to leave Decan uncon= 
quered, his heart palperares, he droopes and becomes harefull ro his owne 
imaginations ; till 464} Gezet rouſes him , and by infuſing wholſome ey- 
couragement, nor onely revives, but exaſperartes his revenge toan imme. 
diate ation : whereupon, turning his back of Awmedager, with halfe bis 
Army, (his ſonane $hs D'baen, Abdul Fezel, Chan-Channe, Badur Shaw, and 
other V mbraves proſecuring Decan ) hee ſpeeds rowards Agre, whither 
Shaw-Sclym got before him in hope to ranſack his treaſury, bur miſting his 
ayme, marches back by Rehen'and Annewar, andart twelve dayes end came 
to E/-Hebaſſe, having already ſubjected Baheer, Syanpore, Chalpy, Lacknoo, 
Mehkpore, Chera, Gaſianpore, Ghanoots, ('herſam, Berage , and other Townes 
and Provinces: in all, putring Captains of his owne chooſing, The King, 
now at Agr is ſenſible of his ſonnes conſpiracie, and wiſhes all were well 
againe ; bls lerters firſt arrempr ir, diſcovering the ſhame and danger he was 
in, the curſe of Mahomez, and deprivation of birth-right, promiſing pardon, 
wich ſack perſweſions,of ſmall force with Shaw- Selyzs, who doaring upon 
his owne exorbiragcies,derides the Meſſenger,and ere long ore-runnes the 
Empire 
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Empire to Benge/s , hoping (bur in vaine) the Viceroy there, Radgee Man- 


ſing would fide with him. 


In this interim , his othec ſonne, Prince D'baes or D'baenyet with his 
Vmbraves and Army enter Decon,& come firſt ro Gandetzin a Caſtle,in the 
ſcite favoured by Nature, and by Art of man made impregnable. Herein, 
the diſtreſſed Lady with all her Nobles and force had pent themſelves, ſto- 
red with vicualls for two yeares fiege , and provided of all ſorts of war- 
lique inſtruments. Notwithſtanding all which (rhe dice of Warre and Fate 
ſo ordering it) in the ſeventh moneth rhey forced it , depriving many of 
their lives, all of their wealth and liberty. Madam Bebey only, rather than 


ſuffer any indignity , choſe to give her ſelfe(bypoyſon) the period of mi« 


ſery. Bur her Magazein of gold and filver came to the Conquerour , who 
giving that in charge ro Abdul Gezel and Chanchenne, the Caſtle he truſted 
ro Godgee Byckgrirz, and withour oppoſall reconquering che Counties Be- 


rar and Gendes, receiving ſome acknow| nefrom che fainr-hearred 
Kings of Gu/cunds and Yiſrepore, loaden with triumph and joy he returnes 
to EBramporemoſt victorious, 


BRAMPORE, (or Barempur, ) Baramatu in Ptolomy; or Bracman:- pore as 
my notion prempts mezof old & ar this day a Seminary of Zremans, loguer, 
Calans or Gimmoſophs , whoſe Academy (about this place) is recorded by 
Porphyrivs and Ptolomy ; is in Artick elevation rweaty cighr degr. three 
min. From 8#rst,Eaft,two hundred and twenty miles : from Aſmer foure 
hundred and twenty : from Agray one thouſand; the Province is , Chan- 
diſh or Sends, where watered by Tapee or Tynde (the river at Surat) it be- 
comes frujrfull and pleaſant; ellewhere,barren, unwholſome, (cortching, 
andy and pernitious : the Citry is low and in an unhealchy plaine : very 
TEAR by Baznyens moſt inhabited: the ſtreets are many and narrow; 

e houſes not high and but meanly beaurifull;at theNorthEaft end ir has a 
Caſtle(upon the flood) large and defenſive; in the river,an artificiall Ele- 
phant ſo skilfully ſhaped,that by the Bennyans tis adored, & by others ad- 
mired : intimes paſt, here reſided the Decas Kings, but by the Moga/now 
beaten from ir. Chen-Channe's gardens , and water deviſes calld Lol-baut 
ewo.courſes thence, are worthy a Travellers commendation. 

Ecber is no ſooner poſſeſt how fortunately his ſonne Dazye proceeds 
Southward, but Godgee Tehan preſents him a penetentiall letrer from Shs 
Selim his rebellious ſonne in the contrary quarter, After a lirtle ſtay , hee 
returnes with the Mogwl/s anſwer, wherein was his aſſured pardon, ſo hee 
would diſmiſſe his Army and aske forgivenefſe. His uogratious ſonne, re- 
rurnes this deriding reply, that kavingan Army of ſeventy thouſand horſe 
and many brave men art armes, to moſt of which he had given moneys and 
command; upon condition he would ratifieir, and in no ſort imagine them 
rebells or conſpirators , he was ready to obey z if nor, he would rake his 
owne courſes. Echer reſtnds him a tart meſſages and Selzwv ro demonſtate 
his negle& and boldaefſe, poſts ro Elbeſſe, where he commands all ſorts 
of Coine, of gold, ſilver,and brafſe to be ſtamp't with his owne name and 
motto : yea, to vexe the o1d man more, affrights Anertals bis fathers wife 
whom he ſfirnamed Pomegraned, and (cnt him of his new ſtampt mony ; a 
crime ſo ſtrange, ſo audacioully odious, that the inraged Father curſes 

bim 
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him, vowes reward, and with fpeed acquaints his Chancellour 4b! F s- 
zel with it, who firſt moderates his Maſters paſſion, and then with all con- 
venient haſte (accompanied with three hundred horſe) followes the poſt 
to do ſome ſervice, but She Shelizv, (having intelligence how all this paC 
ſed)defirons to anticipate ſo fare an enemy, he writes ro Radgee Ferfloch 
(Lord of 8oor)thorow whoſe conntrey hee needs muſt v7 e, promiſing 
him a gratuity and the command of five thoufand horſe ſo hee would lay 
jo wait for 4bdu} md ſend him his head : the Radgee promiſes his beſt per- 
formance, and with a thouſand horſe and three rhoufand foot, lucks neere 
Grigker, and ſach time poore Abdul Fazel (ſuſpeQileſſe of any villany) paſ- 
ſes by, Radgee falls upon him, and notwirtiſtanding the great advantage he 
had, for three houres the fight was hotly contiaued, bur ore-preſhng them 
with men and croops in the end, his company were moſt part ſlaine, and 
Abdul himſelfe (afrer twelve deep wounds) taken and beheaded; $elirs re- 
ceives it joyfully, bur Echar, who loved him deerly becomes ſo paſſionate 
and ſorrowfall, that for three dayes he conceald himſelfe and would nor 
a long time after be comforted : bar (like waves) ſee another horror affli- 
Qing him, vewes of his other ſonne, She Davyel, kild in the ſame Cirty, of 
the diſeaſe, Mored was formerly; hereat,he afflits his decaying body 
immeaſurably, cryes and ſighes, and vowes upon Chanchenns, revenge for 
nor betrer regarding him,who comes to purge yr for ſome time 
b not admitted to Ecbers preſence, till by mediation of others ;and ſo re- 
rurnes to Deca#, with an augmentation of power and dipnicy. Bur the 
ſorrow hee ſuffers in his rebellions forme cooles his courage and inflames 
his paſſion : ſome way he muſt eread to bring home or deſtroy him by per- 
ſwafion or warre ; but feares both : his ſonne is ſo hardned and (afegarded, 
ſomewhat he muſt doe; and therefore firſt (as a King) he rides againſt him 
with thirty thouſand horſe , but by his mothers death is recalled ; whoſe 
body when he had moſt ſumpruouſly interred in Dely in King Homayon 
her husbands Sepulcher, he reſolves to proceed againſt Shs Seher, bur his 
mindealters ; hee feares his ſonne”s ſingular courage and way in fight ; and 
(as a Father) tries once more, what perſwaſion can operate; he diftares a 
patherique letrer mixr of love andanger,reproving,perſwading, diſwading, 
promiſing pardon,and purs him in mind he was or ſhould be ar leaſt his joy 
and comfort, he had no mo ſonnes nor grand children; Myred Zedds (once 
the Princes Tutor or Schoolemaſter) carries it , who ſo forceably pene- 
trate* the yeelding conceirs and nature of $2 Selyz, that forthwith taking 
Perweerhis little ſonne along) he leaves Haloboſſa, paſſes Semers, and after 
two dayes more (the Wizard allowing the day forrunate)with all his Um- 
braves he arrives in Agroy , and by Mortoza-Kawnis brought to Echars pre- 


fence, then in the Guzel- Chan ; who bluſhingro eye him ſo,leads him into - 


the Mabael ( or private lodging) where (forgerring his promiſe) remem- 74. Prince 
bring the dances Selyw had led him, into ſuch a ragethar rapr him, that, af /ubmis.

efts hisFarherat once to puniſh him,ſhowes him his breſt,the (word and 
hand ready co ir, Bat Ecbay by this ſurferting of choller intends no my {a- 
crifice, 
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crifice, bur commanding hint roariſe, derides him and recmes him Aflc and 
Foole, that commanding ſeventy thouſand able men, would (o dolciſhly 
forlake them to cruſt the ſugred and deceirfull promiſes of a reconciled 
Encmie. Thar (aid, he brings him forth againe, and (cads him back to pri- 
ſon, giving all the Vmbraves his affociates like welcome, Redgee Bat ſo ex- 
cepred, who (wiſer than the reft) efcaped. By this impriſonment, Ss Se- 
hm contrary to his cuſtome abſtaines foure & twenty houres from Opin, 
which nexc day Ecbar himſelfe gave tim and the third day by interceſſion 
of his Ladyes and Concubines, is freed and ſent ro his owne home, where 
he behav'd himſelfe very coder in princely ſort each day viſiting Ecber, 
cill by ſome old mens malicious ar is reſtrain'd againe and the Mo- 
gull exaſperated. Bur the folly of his unnarurall and 11! grounded rans 
cour is not deſtinate againſt char obje&, the jealouſic of his braine throw- 
ing ir upon Mirze Gefoaw (the Viceroy of Tutt'sſonne) for (peaking one 
word, by Ecber ill taken and interpreted, No recantation will ſatisfie, bis 
life muſt pay ir, the Kings Phyſirian is commanded to prepare ewo Pills 
of like ſh pe bur contrary operation, Geſhaw is truſted with them, and 
The great brings them Echar , who (imagining by « private mark hee knew the right 
Meogulpoy- One) bids Gafhs ſwallow one and himſelfethe other. Goſhe ignorant of any 
ſons himſelf. deceitby chance devoures the beſt, and Echar is poyloned; roo ſoone, too 
laterhe miſerable Mogul perceives his miſchance, repears his choller, and 
(for ſhame concealing the cauſe) afrer fourereene dayes violent torment 
and'rrialls to expell the poyſon , yeelds up bisghoſt ; and having viftoris 
ouſly reigned five and twenry yeares, in the 73 yeare of his age isby all bis 
Umbraves with all poſſible ſtate and ſolemnity in Tzekezder three courſe 
from Agrsin a new begun Monument, buried; and $64 Sclym ( though a 
while reſiſted by Radgee Menſingh and Chan Aſerw,whoin vain endeavoured 
Sha-Selym © make his ſonne Cuſhroo Mogull, nominated by Echar as they alledged) 
crowned with ſuch ceremony as was requiſite js crowned by name of /angheer, King, 
grear Me- Ja the yeare of our Lord God 1604. and of Mebowet g84. 
gull, Wearenow to preſent you upon the Afjatique ſtage , various Scnes 
compos'd of a miſcelany of ſubjedts, excellent and remarkable. 
A.D. 1604, 1a9gheer (fo now we call him) by mediation of Mortezo Chen, Cooly Me- 
A.H, g84. metchan and orhers, receives Sulten Coſhroe (or Guſbrow) his late compe- 
ritor (and ſonve) into favour : and (to begin his greatnefle in the good will 
of his people) receives Cham ry and Redgee into grace againe. Bur Cuſh- 
rooe (truck by his own guilt) __ his ike and entreats 
by letter Huſſanbeg . ( Viceroy of Cebul) his old friend, to meer him neere 
Fettypore wich ſome Forces , that by his love and care he might fly away, 
aſſuredit he ſtay'd long art Court, of death or blinding : by his Zantell the 
lerrer is ſpeedily delivered him , who as readily obeyes the diſconſolate 
Prince with three thouſand horſe poſting to Achber- pore (from Agr foure 
and rwenty courſes ) whicher the Prince ( eſcaping inthe rwy-light from 
Court) comes, follow'd by five hundred youngGallants, and altogether 
_ renee LE Tanghcer __ immediate notice of his ſonnes flight, 
and reſenting how dan $ it mighr charges Godgee Melec Allybeg, 
Capraine of rhe Guard, with ſuch Cos - abour Fry purſue Cuſbro 
\ and bring him back, for which he ſhould want no acknowledgement. The 
Y* _ Cutral 
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Cxtwal, wich three huadred hore, rides after him,and Mortaza-Chan with 
fifteene hundred horſe, all nighr poſts afrer Godgee z yea after both, Teng- 
beer himſelfe ( perſwaded roit by Mirze Vmbrave) with fifty Elephants 
and eight thouland men : ſo that the poore Prince was every way purſued, 
yerſuch was the haſte Heſenbeg made afore them, that none of the three 
came neere him by fhifreene courſes, (yea though all. the way they ſpoiled 
the Villages, and made havock of allthey could prey upon) and in che 
ninth dayatcain'd Lebore; bur intendingrto enter the Caſtle, are kepr our 
by Ebrahim Chan the Governour ( —__ of the Princes flight) and 
which was worſe , by S4zet Chee (three courſe from the Cirie, and in his 
way to Bavgethe place of his goveramenrt , making as if hee would joyne 
with him, upon the river is impriſoned ; bur by bribe eſcaping rerurnes to 
Huſſ##, and receiving there a guilded bait) brought by Zalalagder Haſſen, 
that the King palling by all offences, had aſſigned him the Provinces of Ca- 
bul and Banaſoed ; 'with which ſeeming not contented, defires the addirion 
of Zerhynd, all being bur ro dally and allare his ſtay till 72ngheer came to 
catch him. Yer, the Prince is not ſo ſimple, bur that hee diſcovers his Fa- 
thers ſubcilries,ſo that afrer three weekes vaine attemprtto (ack the Caſtle, 
he forſakes the Citie,and with ewenty thouſand horſe moves back againe, 
wich a full determination to bid 12ngheer bartell. It happened, that hee 
pirchr one night, where Mortoſs-Kaws wich ſix hundred horſe (hearing of 
Guſbrooes comming) was ambuſhed ;withour any parlee, Mortoſa falls 

him, bur ſuch wasthe premedirated care Huſ/a# had of the place and fight, 
that in two houres ſpace theic Enemies were ſhrewdly beaten , and $h9« 
Ch:hal the Captaine flaine ; fo that had not Godgee Meleck wich the K ings 
ſtandard entred , proclaiming with great our-eries thar the great Mogull 
was at hand, the Kings fide had wholly periſhed : bur of ſuch terrour was 
the Kings approach(paſt S»/texpore)thar Abdul Rajes the Princes Enſigne- 
bearet moſt baſely threw it away and fled ; and by his daſtardly example 
all the Army, moſt ofthem being by the cuſtick time-ferving people chaft 
and knockr downe, and allthe baggage ſeized on. The King in memory of 
this deliverance and victory erectsthere, at Tziekerry 4.e.2place of hunting, 
aſtarely Caſtle, and new names the place (which I have formerly deſeri- 


bed) Fettipore, thar is, a Paradiſe. Fettipore, if the water had bin good, by Fertipore. 


this rime had triumphed over all the Cicies in Zn442; 'tis wall'dabour,and 
to the N.N,W. diſcovers a lake or fiſh-pond five miles over. The N.E. tras 
afaire Buzzar five hundred paces long, and well paved, builton all ſides 
wich pleaſant Manſions : at one end is the Moguk houſe, and a Moho} moſt 
excellently framed : the other fide is glorious in a Moſque aſcended by 
thirty ſteps barr'd with a brave gate , in all ſo obſeryable , thar ir is ſcarce 
equall'd rhroughourt Izdza:the top is full of Piramyds,the court within fix 
times bigger than the RoyaZ Exchange in Loadep, ſingularly paved with free 
ſtone,the Iles are large and paved, the columns of one ſtone high & beau- 
tifull , and affrontiog this gate is a moſt ſumptuons Monument, covered 
with paint and Oyſter pearle ſhells, proud in the Kalender there buried. 
The miſerable Prince (accompanied with Haſſenbeg, 4bdut-Radgee , and 
Chas Badaſhaw) ſcarce lookes behind him till chey arraine Lahore, where 
Radeet ſtayes; but Sultan Guſhroo with Fg « crolſe rhe Revee,and labour

co arrive with ſafety at Rents a Caſtle inexpugnable : bur bad fortune fol- 
lowes them:for, paſting the river Tzezob, by rhe rrecherous watermen chey 
are brought into the power of Caſſem-chawny ſonnes ( then beſieging the 
Caſtle)who without delay & mercy ſpeedily convay them to Iangherr . by 
that time paſt Letir a floud ſeven dayes travel thence. The King overjoyed 
with this good hap, returns ro Lahore, and by the way puts to death many 
Vmbravesthe Princes followers. The Prince was commirted rothe cu- 
ſtody of Zemanaebeg ( called after, Mebobet-chas , 3. e. beloved Lord; ) 
Haſſenbeg, Bedaſha, and Abdul Raadgee are firſt pabliquely diſgrac'c,and then 


. impriſoned, 


Whether ſome Noblemen reputed Tewgheey tyrannicall , or that they 
thonghr Gwſhroo had betrer title ro the Empire, or that meere envie cauſed 
ir, is uncertaine; bur one of theſe ſo wrought , that one night ſome prime 
men of quality watchingrhe Prince, agreed upon a conſpiracie ro take 
away the Mogulls life opon the high mounraines as he paſſed ro Cabn/, and 
ro place Gzſbroo in his roome ; the Lie, cors were Mirzs Cherieff (brother 
of A ſſaph than) Mirza Monradyn his Cozen, Mirzs Petulls, Mirze Shaf+- 
fenbeg, Hollabeg, and Murdoph-chan. Teanghrer ſuſpeting no treachery pal- 
ſes on, but by good forrune is ſo atrended , that they could by no meanes 
effe& their villany. In the interim , Erhemen Dovlet the Treaſurer Is ac- 
cus'd by one of his ſlaves to have converted to his owne uſe, and for th'in- 
couragement of Trayrors, 5ocooo roopees out of the Mogulls Trea- 
fury ; that, and the newes of Cheer Aﬀenchan ( Etheman Donlets ſonne in 
law) hisrrecherous murther of Cofopdy Mamet- chan Goga (Lieſetcnant of 
Bengala neere Radgee Mabel, (albeit Affenchannehe Turk therefore was al- 
ſo ſlaine by Geſſadine and Kiſſwer-Charn, brother and ſonne to the Liefere- 
nant, his Mother and Wife moſt baſely abnſed) yer rheſe refleted ſo much 
upon Dowlet, that he is not only pur from his place, bur alſo his eſtare con- 
Geared and himſelfe in Diaver- Changhouſe, to his owne great griefe and 
che aſtoniſhment of all Tnduſten, impriſoned. 

Bur grearer was 722zheers feare and choler, when by the open and reſo- 
hace defiance of Gorgee Veberhecis acquainted with the late vamed conſpi- 
racie, by men of power, ſuch as he never injured, and as had relation to be 
geere him in all occaſions ; he is much con dat it, butby Myrze Vmr- 
braves advice. , throwesoffall abjett feare , and'withour more diſpute or 
delay commands chem all ro execution , onely Ethaman Danilet at the re- 
_ of his Keeperis pardoned ( vpon of 200009 roopeesto the 

ing and him for his life ) bat led back co priſon moſt diſpracefully, Afrer 
which, he returnes (from Chl) unro , andin the way remembring 
che danger he had eſcaped, and thar Ga/hroo his ſonne was partly cauſer, he 
commands his ſonnes eyes by juice of Aeck to be forferted , bur rhe poy- 
ſon is more mercifall, leaving one eye « litrle ilſnininared. Chen Aſc rn allo 
(Cnſbrov's Father in law) is clad in loathſome raggs and brought into the 
Gnzelchan , where every V mbrave s&tommanded to ſpet in his beard and 
face, is thenferterd, manacled, and 1ed to priſon, where rwo full yeares he 

remained, rillby mediarion of his wives he is delivered, 
- "This yeare a»mv 160g Carromn and other of his friends prevailed with 
cheKing rhar (to make his way the eaſterro rhe Crowne ) bis kinſmen 
" Sha Selim: 
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The Moguls prandſons Chriſtned, 


$ha-Selims brothers ſonnes might be Chriſtned : which accordingly was 
done in Agra and not wichour ſolemnicy.The Jeſuics named them Philippo, 
(arlo, and Henrico - molt men thoughtthem undone,bur God knows they 
were bertered. Thar yearealſo they baptiſed another Grandſon of Echars 
by name of Dow Edoard. This yeare 1org. and of our account 1609. Mirzs 
Ombreve became apopleQique, and made incapable of his office : T'zal/an- 
chan alſoin Cotopay's place is made Viceroy of Bengala,and cemmanded to 
ſend up as priſoners , Affes-chens family ; which hee did accordingly, In 
the way, the young Widdow Meher-M:tzi2 (Dawulets daughter and ſiſterto 
Aſſeph- chas) wasaffronted by a Wizard who told her many ſtories of her 
ioſuing greatnefſe,which afrer hapned : for they were no ſooner arriv'd ar 
Agray (whither Tangheer was alſo come) bur are moſt kindly welcomed by 
Rockya Sultanna the mother Queene : and, one day being led intothe 
Mahal wich her little Girle , 12#gheer accidentally lifts up her vayle, and 
diſcovers ſorare and forceable a beaury, that rhenceforward ſhe is the ſum 
of all he contemplates : hee ſtudies now how to advance Dowlet her de- 
jetted Father, the better to ingratiare himſelfe intothe affeftion of his faire 
Goddeffe ; hee forgers his ſtate, and privatly each eve paſſes by boar to 
Ethaman Dovulets houſe, and all night conſumes himſelfe and pretious time 
in wanton lookes and amorous dalliances: but ro enjoy her everlaſtingly, 
at length commands Gedzee Abdul Hoſſen to requeſt Dawlets good will in 
his danghter, for hee meant to marry her ; Hoſſen admires it, and layes be- 
fore him the indignity he offers fo great a Majeſty; bur Ta»gheer (now (+ 
pids ſlave) is deafe and blind; in choller bids him goe,or ſtay eternally. He 
ſpeeds away and ufes ſmall perſwaſions : for Ethaman Dewlet ( by this mis 
racle rapt from his diſcontenced Orbe) after ſome profeſſion of his baſe- 
neſſe, condiſcends : and Meher Metſ5s is forthwith eſpouſed with all ſolem- 
niry,her name changed into Nowrſba begem (or Nor-wahat)3.e.light or glory 
of the Court, her Father is advanced above all other Umbraves,her brother 
Aſſaph-chanand moſt of her generation with th'addirion of honors, wealth, 
or command exceedingly graced and eſtabliſhed :and in this ſun-ſhine of 
happineſſe and content Tengheer ſpends ſome yeares withour regarding 
oaks ſave Capids Currantoes.

inſt Radeee Rana, or Rabanna of Maxdos,at that inftant time rebellious: 
To Comny allo of Radjes (ottz (a branch of Bengols) was that yeare ſith- 
jeted under the Imperiall Crowne of Induſian, by Tzelamchan a waric 
Capraine : during which, Mehobet-chan(by that time in Ranaes Provinces) 
goes on victoriouſly,and forces many Holds and Caftles from thoſe indo- 
mitable Indyans , but (by envie of ſome ar Court ) is call'd home in the 
beſt of his endeavours,and Abdul-chan made Generall of his Company: this 
alteration did not much alter the eſtate of the Army, for he proſecures Kyg- 
88 with nolefle haſt and fury , in conclaſion urging himto a ſer barrel! at 
Siſ-weer, where he gor the betrer, chaſing Radgee to Ondepors and Porman- 
dl} , killing many of his men , inriching chemſclves with abundance of

Fabrique of Idolatry. Abd»/-Caws lo fortunarly rom Be the warre againſt 
Rane, that Tengheer the great Mogull ſends him thanks, and defires him to 
live a while in G»ſ#rat, by all poſhble meanes not onely to curb , bur ex- 
irpatethar raſcall race of Cooljes and Bielſgretes that ſo unjuſtly and thee- 
vithly robd the Ceffilees and lived upon honeſt paſſengers : he failes not in 
that command, for with fifreene thouſand horſe hee ſearches and purſues 
them in all places where he knew they lurked, and afrer many petty en- 
counters tooke Eder their retreating place (70 courle from Amadavad) 
yeafell upon them ſuch timeas they were all unijred, & put them ro flighr, 
ſlew halfe their company together with Leek Coohy their Generall , whoſe 
head he ſent ro Amedebet , and commanded (as a memoriall of his victory, 
and to the terror of all ſuch Rebels) chat irſlivuld be ſer upon a pinacle. 
Cawn-Ichan (during theſe broiles) wayring all occaſions of conqueſt in 
Decan, by diſcord andenvie of fome Umbravesinthe Army , finds his ſuc- 
ceſſe worſe and worle againſt Melec Amber. He knowes no remedy with- 
out acquainting the Mogull, and entreating one of his ſonnes to come thi- 
ther, by whoſe greatnefſe the Army might be betrer ordered. Afcer ome 
conſideration,he ſends Swlten Perwees and Radjes Ramdas who from Brom- 
pore ſends Chan Iehen, Redgee Ramdes , and Manſingh with an Army to 
—_— where they ſend defiance ro Mele, and ere long expect him : bur 
Tangheer fearing the forces of Decoan ſpeeds Chan Aſers with foure thous 
ſand men more, and removes his Leſcar to Aſmeer, a place convenient for 
hunting : Chan Aſems is no ſooner come to Brampore,bur entreats Gangennes 
(Licurenane of Khoor) rojoyne with him, and ſo haſtens rowards Zel/agu* 
ate, then in all xo0000 men , 600 Elephants, and 12000 Camells ,' yea 
of ſuch fame, grew this expedition , that ere they departed Crncam they 
were 650000. Wirth theſe huge Troops , Abaukchan penetrates into the 
heart of Decan: no reſiſtance is made by men in field, Town,or Cirradells, 
- chat in Beder, Anurdenagar,Gent fro andas farre as Kerchy (the ſeat Royall) 
ey marcche victoriouſly ; burning, ſpoiling, and impriſoniog ; Villages, 
Temples, and Inhabitants not tobe bun _— King (ſtruck with 
feare & aſtoniſhe at their numbers) flies too and fro,nor reſting any where, 
till he came to Dean/tobet, (ten miles from Kerky ) a Caſtle reputed im- 
regnable. Some {mallskirmifhes and ambuſcadoes fell upon the Indyans, 
bur to ſmall purpoſe, fo that Melee 4mber conſules by ſome deceirfull po- 
licie to doe, what by force hee dared not adventure art, (albeit Mane? Lary 
and Weckhbyt Adehchaw were new come to ayd him with above 20 thou- 
ſand horſe, and ſome expert C—_— writes counterfeic letters, di- 
rected from ſome Radgees about Tengheers Court, containing a private cere 


calnty of che Mogulls death, and of Cxrroons advancement ; theſe he gives 
in charge toa crafty Bannyan, who circling as if hee came from Agrey , is 
GREY as a ſpy, his letters read , and with their lying conrens ſo aſto- 

d, chat wichout more conſulrarion ( creditto them ) they di- 
ride the Army, quir all ſuch places where they had placed Garriſons, _n_

lace of reſidence ; 8»ltan Perwees to Brempore , Abdulchanto Surrat, and 
Chan Aſem towards Agrs,giving Amber calie re-admittance to al his Towns 
and Cattles; which otherwiſe, without long warre, much hazard and vaſt 
expence would hardly have bin recovered.Burt ſo ſoone as [avgheer had in- 
telligence ofthar their leviry,he rages , &is halfe mad with anger, threar- 
ping them all wich puniſhmenrt,and commanding Mahobet Chan to goe Go- 
vernor any ſuch wasthe incredible haſte and good luck he had 
and uſed, hee ſubjeds Berer, and devaſtates the Decan Empire unto Kerky 
returning trinmphane and fatiate for Melecks rreachery : by which, Iangheer 
is partly pacified, bur more, when (by C#rroons intreaty, having ficlt by 
many bartels and purſuirs tyred him ) Rane Radjes preſents himſelfe, bis 
ſonne, and many gifts, amongſt which an Elephant valued at 100000 roo- 
pees,ſubmirtiog all he had,by [a»gheer to be dilpoſed of, who embraces him 
with all affetion, and offers his ſonne his daughter, and returnes him the 
government of Pormandel, Oodepore, and other places z but ſoone after, 
(whether for griefe he had ſubmirred, or ſome other cauſe) hee died, and 
wich much ceremony amongſt his noble progenitors, is buried.

Iangheer, having conſumed cighteene monerhs in eaſe and pleaſure at 8*2 4#c*- 


Mandou, departs, & comes to Amedavaed, where he diſcharged Abdub chon, 
and ordaines him Viceroy of Ca/pi and Khoor: andafrer r2 moneths paſtime 
and luxury rhere, rerurnes to Agray : A#n0 g94. and of our account 1614. 
Thar yeare, Chabeeg, Governour of Chandabar was dilplac'e (by reaſon of 
his age) and Bader-chan there placed. Tzediat-chas allo is ſent to ſucceed 
Turlem-chawn in Bengals , but at that time Ozmen-chen a Patanian with a 
mighty Army beſieging Daeck (the Metropolis :) hee and Ethemen-chaws 
with fifteene thouſand men give 0zmes batrell, which is bravely foughe 
on both ſides z but by reaſon of a mad Elephant, on which 0zaes ſare,Tz+- 
diat-chan is unhorſt and maymed,yea the Mogulls Forces diſcomficed : bur 
by ſtrange chance, a wounded man ſeeing 0ſwen paſſe by, transfixes him, 
and by that the Patanians give back and ar lengeh fly, the Mogulls not only 
recovering Daeck, bur piercing into the Gentiles Country, 'captivated his 
wife and children, forraging at pleaſure, and making all his wealth (which 
was great, & ſentto Agray) a joyfull teſtimony of cheir valour, Thar yeare 
the 11 journeyed to Lehore. 

Abdul-chaws, afterſeven weekes triall arrives at (pi where and of 
Koor he was to receive the government: : he ſtraightway executes his Com- 
miffion, in ſmall rime quiering and deſtroying thoſe ſwarmes of rebellious 
Rafhbotes till then there aboundiog z levelling their moſt defenſive places 
with the ground ; making ſale of ſo many of the Inhabirants as pay'd the 
charges of the warre , amounting to 200000 roopees and upwards. Chas 
Aſem alſo abour this time goes Ambaſſadonur from 1engheer to Abbas the 


Perfian. Not any in mans memory went more richly farniſhe iwwich Pre» Chan-Aſem 
ſenrs, or more bravely atrended. He preſented the King (then at Spahaws) goer Ambaſ- 


ewelve cheſts of choiſe linnen, and ewo with Shaſhes woven with gold and /449% 1» 
ſilver, many daggers whoſe hafts were richly ſer with ſtones of value,cſtee> ©7/%+ 


med at 70000 roopees. And for his owne port and travell had an addicion 


out of the Mogulls Exchequer of ſixty thouſand roopees more, the berter

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ro repreſent the Majeſty of ſo great an Emperor. Abbas entertaines the 
Ambaſſador triumphantly, and wearies him with invirations, ſhows, ſpores, 
and paſtimes : non at his d re makes five hundred Coſelbathes, 41- 
culicawn, Ruſtan-beg and other Noblemen to artend him two dayes Iour- 
ney towards Cesdshar, recommending his well-wiſhes ro: the Mogu/ in 
a preſent of five hundred ſwift and excellent Courſers, rwenry Mules of 
great aſſize and beauty, five handred Aﬀes, ore hundred and fifry Dromi- 
daries, (or rather Cooſelbaſh Camels) eighreene cheſts or Sa»doughs full 
of delicate carpets and bezars; 20 Camels load of Shyraz wine, and eight 
of conſerv'd Dares, piſtachoes, &c: all which were with much affection re- 
ceived by Tangheer, who that yeare journeyed to participate the plea» 
ſures of Ce/ſimere, having firſt transferd Mehobet-chan from Brampore to 
Kabul and Bawges. 

K ABuL by Pfolomy in his 6 Bookand 18 chapter cald Chabura (on the 
North confin'd by Cancaſas , on the Eaſt with Coſſmreer and Kakar) is 
now ſubje& ro che Mogsl, bur formerly ro the Tertar and Perſian: the 
name fromthe 83riaque ſignifies ſterzl, and agrees with the nature of the 
country, which is cold and windie ; not over fruirfull, ſave where rhe 
Nylob fartens her; a river ( by Ptolomy cald Choo) which hence ariſing, 
ſftreames South into 1»dxs, and is one of thoſe five, which with her wan- 
der into the ſea. The Ciry Cobvl, is from Lahore twelve good dayes jour- 
ney, hilly and dangerous; the people moſt part Bannians; the houſes 
are low and ſtrong ; in nothing more obſervable than the Serrays or 
common Inns, and two well fortified Caſtles; in one of which was Bobur 
borne, and ſwayed;from whom in three deſcents 1angheer is deſcended. 

Sultan Cuſbroo(upon his Fathers remove to Cafſwmeer) is taken from the 
cuſtody of Aſaph cawn and given to Cawn-Iehan to looke unto. Cheg + 
Coſiem is alſo made Leiferenant of Bengals in his brother T za/am-cawns 
ſteed. Cherrem-cawn (Tzalam-cawns (onne) hearing of his Vacles com- 
ming (who ever hared him;) from Daeck travels towards Agre with all 
his Fathers wealth to give up an accompt torhe Mogs/ ; but in the way, 
neere Radgee-Mahal, Caſſem=cawn meets him, takes violently away his beſt 
Elephants and ſome other things of value, which being by hisNephew to 
the fu]l related, (fſem is immediatly diſplaced, diſgraſed, and Ebrahim- 
caws (Queene Normalls coſen) eſtated in his place; meeting at Redeve- 
Com with Caſſem-cawn (who with all his and people were packing 
away) Ebrabim demands reſtitution of the Elephants ke rooke from Cher- 
ram-caws, bur ( aſſem is (o inraged ar theſe ſucceſſive indigniries, that after 
ſome foule words they fall ro blewes, and in the tkirmiſh /aſſews finding 
his party weakeſt, retyresto his Haram, murders his miſerable concubynes, 
flyes away, and leaves Ebrahym poſſeſſor of all his treaſure 3 who by afſent 
of ſome Umbraves,and moſt of the vulgar ſort,is admirtred Governor;after 
which hee falls upon Moeckbazs (the rebell) defeats him and his braving 
forces, killing ſome and ſelling other: yea inriches bimſelfe wich ſomuch 
{poyle, and arrogates ſo much glory, that J2wghrer (in roken of thanks) 

ſends him a horſe, a barrle-axe, and a dagger; and as an augmentation of 
\ honour from Ebrobyms, changes his name into Pherooz- Irhan-cown. The 
i fame ſcaſon Morioſs cavn was ſent by the King to beſcige Chngre (a

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Caſtle ſo fenced by Art and Nature, as made many judge it invincible, 


and the rather, for conremning the beſt the Kings of Delly of many times . 


could do againſt ir,) norwithſtanding all which, Martsſe (after much 
danger of ambuſhments in that thick Wood, ſeventy miles broad, 
and rrouble ia paſhng his men over high and fearfull rocks) lay eight 
months before ic, and then in deſpighr of their beſt defence enrred jr, 
and ſubjetedir ro the Mogh; though he lived not three months after to 
medirare his victory. Which, when Tawgbeer heard, with a mixture of 
joy and ſorrow. he leaves Coſſereer and removes to Lohore, where Sultze 
Cu/oroove (the true idea of miſery) is by perſwaſion of the Queene and 
A\ſaph-cawn taken from Caws-lehan, and pur to Carroon to be his keeper. 
Ar chattime, 1a»gheer affected his fonne Cxrroon beyond meaſure, Imagi- 
ning no honour too much, no command too great for ſo bravea Prince, 
ſohopefull a warrior ; fo that (little knowing what would follow) hee 
gives him the charge of forty thouſand horſe,and attended by Godjea-45- 
dul-Huſſan and other great Umbraves haſtens him to the conqueſt of 
Deces : and to ſpoyle the Kingdomes of Gulcunds and Viſtepore for omit- 
ting their annuall Tribute ofthree pound weight of Diamonds. 

This veare 1619 of Maubo. 1029 Abdul-Azies-camn ſacceeds Bador cawn 
the 0u2hegin his command of (andabaer ; Cammlehan is made Leiferenant 
of Mult'an and Buchor;, Sultan Perwees of Pathesn : and Radgee Bert ſingh 
Bondels, and Abdut-cawn, Governours of Kalpi, ate commanded to raiſe 
ſome forces and follow Sultan Curroon into Decen. 


Sultan Currowse (by this rime having leavied his forces, and made all 4.D.1619. 
ready for his enrerprize upon Deces) firſt commands all men to intitle A«Hegs 999 


him $h4-Tehan, or King of Hearts; then, with his whole Army in goodly 
equipage, travels to Br ampore the Rendezvous, and whither 4b4»l-cown 
and Radgee Bertzimgh (accordingro command)come and wair upon him, 
with Thedder-cawn bis Coſen,and many other Reſhpootes of quality. Cur- 
room (for by that name wee can beſt remember him) ſwelling beyond 
meaſure to ſee himſelfe Generall of fo brave” an - Army, dallyes nor, 
bur wich all ſpeed gives order to Abdul can, Lele-Ragee Bertzingh, Abdul- 
Hoſſen,and many other Umbraves,to begin the Warre with Me/ec-Amber : 
andthar he& the reſidue would follow them; Mirze Mackey and Shadour- 
tawn march to Gulcunde againſt Cotobel Meters and Ma'met Tackyro ie 

inſt Adekcaws, cither to receive by force or faire meanes the 
accuſtomed tribure due to the Dyadem of Ind»uſiznt. Abdul-camn in the 


firſt place ro effeft his Commiſſion, paſſes on withour any ler to Beagate Bellagate. 


(a faſtidious mounraine twixt Cu#ce and Decas, and for ought I know, 
may be Hippocwra in Ptolomy) Curroon bringing up the orher part of the 
Army at fifteene miles diftance,roſuccourthe Van on all occaſions: the 


King of Decas at all advantages ſeckes to intercept them, opponing in . 


many petry skirmiſhes; bur 4bdul-cawn (formerly acquainted with his ro- 
domonradoes) paſſes on, burning and ſpoyling whatthey met withall; not 


reſting rill they came to Kerki(rhe Kings beſt houſe) which they levelled ger, 


with the ground, inriching themſelves with ſtore of prey and rreaſure, 
reducing Berar and Chandy into ſubjettion, and forcing compoſition from 
all the Country as far as Aw#adeger, and Tribute from the Kings of Gul. 
ernda and Viſcepore; lengheer

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Teugheer is over joyed with ſo much good Fortune; and (ro _ ir the 
berter) ſolaces himſelfe in his ſonne Perwees Gardens beyond rite river, 
Ethemen Dowlet (Queene Normals Father) dyed at thattime ; his grear 
eſtate is by the King givento his daughter and Aſaph-cawn, bur his Office 
is coafer'd upon Caffe Abdut Hoſſew . Curroon allo ( who fate as Em- 
perour in his owne ambirion) witha greedy eye reſpects the Diadem; bur 
perceives his impriſoned Brother interpoſing in the way : bur ſuch is rhe 
violence and magicke_ of pride and tyranny, thar ir runs on not caring 
how, though maſqued with never ſomuch deformity : he feignes himſcife 
ſick ; (his diſeaſe is horrible) nothing canrecover him ſave his eldeſt Bro. 
thers death; Gargenss is of his infernall councell, who applauds his hu- 
mour,and promiſes his recovery; he preſently acquaines (ome Mencebdars

A.hrg.1cco. mands his errant; the villain replyes, he came from the Mogs/ his Fether, 


with order for his delivery. The miſerable Prince (affrighred with his 
Ravens voyce, and {uſpefting treaſon) deſires himto ſtay till the morne: 
the villain (without further parlee, perceiving no entrance by entfeaty) 
breaks open his doore, grapples with the amazed Prince, gers him dhe 
and ſtrangles him : that done, he layes him in his bed, locks the e, 
and trots away as if the Prince dyed of ſomgimpoſthume, and hee had 
done nothing. Cxrroos has quick newes of his Brothers death, and in- 
wardly rejoyces; but ere Sun-riſe, his. afflicted wife (Cams xz2ms daugh. 
rer) goesto viſit him; where finding him ſpeechleſſe, and (by bis contusd 
face) murdered; never did poore wretch ſhed more teares, or ſhew more 
paſſion; by tearing her faire hayre, deforming her (weer face o fiercely, 
ſo amazedly,thar her Father andall his family heare her, and (ee it totheir 
griefe and admiration. But when they ſee the cauſe alſo, rthey wonder 
not , none of them forbeariag to expreſle their ſorrow after ſeveral! 
modes, without moderation. All Brampore rings of this Treaſon, ſuſpects 
the aurhor, and curſes him; bur Cxrr700n, (cloath'd wich deceipr) comes 
thicher, falls upon the corps, and expreſſes ſo much ſorrow, that many 
durſt have ſworne that he was innocent.” After two dayes ceremony, they 
bury him, and Cxrroom writes his Father word of his brothers ſudden 
death (concealing the occaſion.)

up,and broughr wich ſolemne ſtare to Elzbaſſe, where hee interres him in 
his Mothers monument; ſends for Chan Aſer and his afflited diughter, 
comforts them, and takesthem for his conſtant companions; ro S»/tes 
Bullochy or B'lochy his grandſon (ſonne to Prince Gwſbrooe ) he intailes the 
Imperiall Crowne, gives him the command of ten thouſand horſe, and by 
Chan Aſem his Grandlire (of the blood royall of Tertery)to be educared. 
Caurroon, 
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Curroon, by his Fathers love to Sultan Zulocby, perceives himſelfe diſ- 
regarded, and thenceforth (not caring to pleaſe him) flies our into rebel- 
lion. And 4bdul-cban (winding his aymes) without leave taking, forſakes 
the Army and packs to Ka/pi to his government , but by the Mogull (who 
was ſtill deſirousto continue the Deca# warres) is rebuked and made to re- 
rurve. Yet ere long he is revoked, forat that time Abbas King of Perſis 
with z0000 men beſieges Kendahor , pretending ira member of his Em- 
pire, The Citie was defended by ,4zief-ches, a Captaine of great valour 
and honeſty, who for ſixtecne dayes kept itin deſpighe of the Perſian, bur 
perceiving his Company too weake if they centred, hee writes to 1angheer, 
defiring (ſpeedy athſtance. 

Iangheer is neerely touched with his diſtreſſe, and promiſes him imme- 
diate ſuccour ; ſothar, poſting to Lobore , he convocates his Vmbraves for 
advice and help, and firſt, commands Ches Iehan (then Lieferenant of MuZ- 
than, adjoyning Kandshar) with ſuch force as he had in readineſſe to haſte 
thither, the Enemy io the interim attempting day and night the entrance, 
whiles Tangkeer the great M ruminates whom to make his Generall; 
at laſt , by his owne aſſent and choiſe of all his Vmbraves, hee fixes upon 
4bdul-chan, by that,by Curroons leave againe returned. This famous Cap- 
taine readily accepts the charge,ſpeeds to Lebore,and is imbraced with ſach 
ſudden joy- by the Mogull, that hee preſently contradts his faire grand 
daughter (D'hae# Shaws child) to Mirz4-chewn, Abdul-chawns eldeſt ſonne, 
and ſo wich fifreene thouſand choiſe Cavalry, and one hundred Elephanes, 
(five thouſand of which hee himſelfe brought wich him ) makes haſte to 
give batel] ro the victorious Perſian, Bur ere hee could atraine thither, 
langheer ( having notice that the Perſians were too firong to be beaten, 
and had vowed the conqueſtYby letrers commands Azief-chanto ſurrender 
it untothe Enemy, bur he, doubting they were counterfeit, holds our, till 
by a Mine, a great part of the wall is blown up, and Abbas is entring, which 
when Azieph-chan ſaw, hee mediates their yeelding it up, upon condition 
they might depart ſafely with their baggage. Abbas (who onely aymed 
at the Citie) condiſcends, has ir given him, wherein hee 'places 4-Kolz- 
caws and returnes to Spahawn , whiles 4ſſupb and Abdul-chen calily goe 
back ro Lobore, where with welcome ,by Iangheer they are entertained.

ifthe conqueſt were caſieahd no way doubred'6f,”> Bur the rwo Ennnchs 
keepe clole in their defended Sconces, 'whiles Radgee Birkermanſe at ur- 
roons intreaty, begios the churliſh phy, followed by Byr ambeg, Rnſtanchar, 
Wazir-chawavnd Dereb,whoſconler tho ir was full of gallant force and fury, 
yet Ethabar-Chan , deſirous to ſacrifice his beſt endeavours to expreſſe his 
loyalty reraliates ſuch entertainmenr, that afreethree houres triall, having 
loſt five hundred men , without any prevailing they retreat , well beaten 
and aſhamed; (o that (converting theiypower upon a more hopefull way) 
they draw back and fall a rifling the houſes of ſuch Vmbraves as were like- 
ly to have booty. ZByrembeg begins with the houſe of Mirza 4bdult, Chaz 
Azems ſonne , but finds ſuch hot and unexpeGed welcome rhat hee was 
forc'c our, not withour amazement. -Howbeir, 'Radgee Bickermanſe entred 
with better fortune 4/ſ/aph-chens ( which in this rumnle found no eXcep=- 
tion) out of which they drew tweary leck of roopees; Ryfien-chan our 
of Leſcar-chaxns 16 leck,and Derab from Nowradys Cooly's, ren; In all,about 
threeſcore leck of roopees, after which baſe theft, ( as if they had done 
wonders) with great triumph they retarned to Fettipore. 

Curroon, after three weekes ſtay abour Fe#tipore ; finding it impoſlible 
by force or ſubrilry to obrainthe treaſure, and no more prey in thoſe parrs, 
reſolves ro march back and give his Father bartell, whom hee heard (from 
Aſſephb-chern) was comming. To which end, afrer double allowance to 
each ſouldier, and proteſtations ef his kind remembrances, hee retrears to- 
wards Dell , io five dayes attaining Pherryband ten courſe from Delly ,at 
ach time as Te#gheer wirh bis Army pitchrt three courſe from the Towne, 
and ſeven from Cu#rroons trenches. 

Very early next morne, C#rro0s (longing to grafpe the Diadem) com- 
mands Radgrze Byckereanſe to begin the fight with eight rthouſand horſe, 
againſt whom, Teagheer the great Mogull oppoſes Mabohet-chan, Abdut- 
Chan,Ethabar chan, 4ſſapb-cawn,Godgee Abdel Huſſan,Zadoc-chan, Immirzs 
Mamet, Radgea pert ſengh, Tzeerchas, Seberdeeſt-chan,and other principall 
Vmbraves; by advice of Mabobet-chen dividing the whole Army into three, 
One partto himſelfe and Radgee Bertſmgh , a ſecond to Sultan Shergar his 
yongeſt ſonne and Mehobet-chen,the third ro Abdul-chan arid Z adoc-chawn: 
to all whom hee uſed many per{waſions to fight bravely and with diſcre- 
tion, as againſt exquiſite warriours, moſt of which had beene in many con- 
flicts;yert ſuch was he juſtice of che cauſe, & each mans particular intereſt, 
that he knew they needed no exaſperating. Then ro each Commander 
(asthey were entring combar) heſenrt' ſome (mall token of his zeale,as re- 
membrances of his love and ingagements upon his vitory of grear prefer- 
ment : Zaber-deeſt-chan inthe fiſt place (carrying Abdulchsn his Maſters 
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preſent) by miſchance falls among five hundred lighr horſe of ( wrroons 


and periſhes. Bickermenſe with his large croop of borſe,charges Bertſingh 
and the Mogwls quarter fo furiouſly, that many parted wirh their lives to 
expreſſe rheir loyalty. Whiles Gongenne and (xrroon enter pelmell a- 
gainſt Mohobet-cawn, and Ruſtan-cawn wich T ſoſſsily upon Abdul-cawn, 
all which, were Capraines of ſuch yalour andexperience, and the armies 
on either ſideſo irritate for honour and benefir, chat for three houres the 
batrell continued wirh rage, each pare fighring ſo bravely, char no advan- 
tage could be diſcovered,cill victory at laſt inclinesto ('*7-00#, when Rad- 


jea Byckermanſe after a terrible flanghrer of rhe Mogu/s ſquadron, in deſ- 


pighr of his guard, caters ſteraly(dyde in blood) langheers royall Tent and 
arreſted him as his priſoner, but he had ſcarcely meditared the grearneſſe 
andexcellency of his prize, when grim dearh-dire&s the bartle axe of a 
Mancebdar then in preſence, which fell ſofore, ſo ſure. rhat downe hee 
fell, with a curſe breathing our bis nowillingſoule, and ſuch terror into 
the hearrs of his followers, that wichour any remembrance of their con- 
queſt, they all fled, and gave the Mog#/s part freſh advantage to re-inforce 
the victory, | 

Currogn amazedly perceives upon the, ſudden his overthrow, and by 
and by has the reaſon of ir. He does all hee can to alrer their cowardize; 
he perſwades, threats, oppoſes, and cries aloud that he was living , yea a 
hundred Captaines as good as Byckermenſe were inthe Army: bur in vaine, 
for ſuch was their prepoſterous feare and diſorder, that he ſees it impoſh- 
bleto revoke them : ſothar (vollying our a thouſand curſes, exprefling 
all ſympromes of rage and trenzie) he rides to and fro, not knowing whi- 
cher he hadberrer here put a period (by his death) co all furure misfor- 
tune,or to fly and hope for berrer afrerwards : ar laſt, by Gango2n9's advice 
he haſts away,burt leaveshis men andrreaſure to rhe mercy of his enemies, 
and after Jong and (wife flight with few of his freinds, atraines the deſolare 
and bigh Mountaines of Mewet, in whoſe ſolitary rocks hee ruminartes his 
miſery and the juſtice ofGod upon his high rebellion. 

Saltez Perwees wich a glad heart meers his: victorious Farther at Ba/zo!; 
after which the Seralios are freed, and the Caftle gates opened, as fearlefſc 
of any more oppolall. And now, the old Magutcheeres up his late droo- 
ping ſpirits, and (olaces bimſclfe with Noormat, the light of his eyes, 
and the beſt object of his devotion : his delight and jocundirics gave a faire 
occaſion to 4ſſaph-ceawn, and Gengamne, to mediate a reconciliation for 
Curroos;20d which the old man alſo inclined ro fo rhaty from Aſmrer, 
letters of peace and pardon are diſpatchr unto the rebellious Prince: who 
reads them with no (mall joy , and prepares for his ſubmiſſion : with 
Ganganns, Abdul camn, Darab carn, Bejram beg, and other Umbrayes of 
quality, hee, deſcends the !/Mouncaines of Mewer, and through Baſſawer, 
Hambyer ard Lack fod (unable toforbeare piltring all the way) ar laſt hee 
came to Azmeer, where he throws himfelfear's Fathers feer, and upon his 
repentanceandoath never more to fly our, is' pardoned :' bur his ſubmil- 
ſion (as by the ſequell) appeared counterfeit, and upon this oceaſion. 

So (oone as Rajee Bi was f{laine, C#rroon in his place made 
Abdul cawn Governor of Guſurat, 4medaved and Combaya. Abdu!-cawn, 

chough 
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though glad of ſo high prefermenr delays his journey; borh in regard of his 
deſire to ſee Curro0n freed from his troables, and to enjoy the command 
and gain he everyday got in Curroons depredations: and obteyning leave 
to ſtay 2 while, he ſends his Eanuch Baffadur-cawn as his deputy to repre- 
ſeat his perſon,and co prepare things the berter againſt hiscomming. The 
Eunuch in good equipage travels thirher-ward, and by the inbabitanes of 
Amadabat is received with much ſtate and ceremonle ; but, behotdin 
him(elfe mounted fo high, inctrcled wich ſuch rayes of Majeſty, & roabed 
with ſo much honour, his former vaſſalage is forgorren, and his genius ſo 
rranſcendencly etflated with pride and ambition,that he beholds his equals 
wich diſdaine and anger, his inferiors with a ſquint and ſupercilions eye 
of ſcorne and ryranny : yet, ſuch as knew his feathers were bar borrowed, 
andrhat his glory was bur he refledt of him hee counterfeited, gave him 
occaſion ro underftand himſelfe; by affrones, negle& and undervaluing 
him; eſpecially Nadab-T ſaffi- chan the Mogals Chancellor, who by intrea- 
ry andthrears fought co reforme him, but by ſuch meanes more exaſj 
raed ; ſorhart after many baſe and conttmelious uſages, hee is forced (to 
ſave his life) out of the City, bur ſo inraged, rhat he vowes requirall : hee 
haſts t9 Nazar»cawn Viceroy of Pater and Baben-cawn of Chepperbenniz, 
whom by his complaints(and affront offered as he pretended to the Mogul 
their Maſter) bee inflames with fury $ by this xl 5 allo perceiving 
a way to defy Cxrroos rhe'r invererare adverſary : for hearing the Eanuch 
had not above five hundred horſe, they preſently prepare, and advance 
to Amedaved with a thouſand horſe and five Elephants, and (by leave of 
fome thar hated the Eannch) enter the City, and commir what villany 
they pleaſe, force the Caſtle, and impriſon Beff#dor-cawn the Eunuch, 
with his branded affociates Mirza Medary, Motzab-camn and Mamet-Heſſen 
the Cambayan Podeſtate,whom they diſgrace, and depart at pleaſure, lea- 
ving the Ciry latisficd, and the Conntry full of amazement. Butere long, 
Curroon has notice of it, and (hnding it a plot ro diſhomour him) ſwells 
with rage, thunders out his diſcontent, and ſtraight way breaks out into 
rebellion. But .4bdul-caws ſcoffes ar this actident, as unworthy Cxr- 
roons impatience and his tronble, their Antagoniſts being but three, one 
ofthem apallid Lawyer z the other two, Merchants of ſmall wealth or 
atation. 
etknowing f(atisfattion would nor be had withonr a combar, and that 
$sffi-cawe might not roo long feed upon their miſery, hee convocares all 
his Ulmbraves, Amet-cawn, (Governour of r8) T*zalib:g, Ruſtau Ba- 
dor, Mamet-hoſſen, Mercon-beg, Zerdzie-caren, Matzact-cawn and others ; 
to each of whom he relates rhe Princes diſhonour and his owne griefe,not 
that hee feared ſnch meane enemies, burethat herein hee ſaw the fire of 
more wtath and diſcord akindling ; which by the conſtancy and valour 
oftheſe his friends hee doubred not to extinguiſh. They heare him, un- 
and profeſſe cheir loyalty : yea nnanimoufly with ſeven thou. 
ſand choyce horfe make haſte to chaftiſe Saffi-chan& his aſſociates: foure- 
reene hundred thoufand r#8opees are disbarſt by 464#F-cawn, to increaſe 
his army wich ten thouſand infantery; ſo that now hee makes fure to pu- 
niſh, yea ro extirpate the very memory of his enemies : indeed, _ 
we 
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ſwell themſelves with empry conceirs and fancies, and by a fooliſh admi- 
ration of their own power and bravery, judge all attemprs, though chargd 
with never ſo much danger, inferiour to their worth and forrune ; bur 
the event ofrentimes diſcovers their ſhallow imaginations, and makes 
them ridiculous. We (ee it ſo in this 4bdukecawn, a man of great power, 
credit, and experience ; yer ar this time ſo. whirld, yea ſo cfflated with 
pride and ſcorne, that (by too much ſecurityand contempt of choſe hee 
was to grapple with) bee prepares his owneraine. From Mazdon with 
his Army, in five dayes hee, comes to Broders, and haſts thence to Waſſer, 
judg 'ngall Gyjuret affrighted ar his. comming; burSf/=caw® and bis were 
nothing troubled at it; no, although S»/tan-Bulochy and Carwn-Azem were 
then at Tſeroy a good way diſtant,nor that he waned (the nerves of war) 
mony,and the people were(thovgh his was the Mogs/s cauſc)neutrall and 
indifferent ; bur rather, inſpir'd with new courage andpollicy, throwes 
off all apparition offcare, and (ro adde ſomewhar to his treaſury and pay) 
forragedlach Townesas refuſed to contribute, forces the Exchequer, aud 
ſpoyles thar rich and glorions throne or ſtate, Sultan Curroos had lates 
ly ſet up in Amad:044, as an addition and monument of his glory; with this 
and his other elps hee entertaives an Army of twenty thouſand horſe, 
five hundred Muskertiers, thirty Elephanrs for warre; and (by Proclama- 
tion, that all his proviſion was in defence of Japgheers prerogatives) above 
twenty Umbraves of quality, Mirz4 Caſſen, Immirca Mockyez, Radges Cal- 
licaws, Radgee Dools, (ommel-cawn, Gokeldas, Phereez-cawn , Tzedchan, 
Tz:d Iacob&c. afſociate. him, ro 'Kenckry, where hee incampr, and thence 
ro Aſſempore;where heating of Ab4n/-cowns comming, hee aroſe and came 
ro Bowbentalow, (1x courſe. from Amadevad; where in a valiaar poſture, hee 
attended che comming of his enemues. 

Abdul-caws at Anemogery receives intelligence of their incamping ; in 
ſcornfull ſorc he tels the, meſſenger he was comming, and upor his owne 
company lookes ſo merrily that they all condemn'd him of too much con- 
fidence, but(loath he ſhould perceive any want of valoar in them) they 
equall his haſte, and couragioufly march ro Nyrieed,and fo to Momodabal, 
bur ſix courſe from the Enemy : there, Abdub-cawn by afient of bis other 
Vmbraves command Motzeb- cawn to priſon, and thack!les him; (upon 
fome intelligence pafing twixt bim and Saffiw-cawn his cnemy) and next 
day with his ſonne Godgee Sx/tan upon an Elephant are ſent ro Mango to 
receive their tryall. The egſning morae hee moves towards Kawiſe and 
there hearing how ſtrong thalEnemy was (his opinion ſomewhat alrered) 
he travels to Beroch thinking to aſlaile them in the reare, bur in vaine, for 
they diſcovered him; ſo that next day he reſolved to enconnrter them in 

a maine battell, and accordingly at that time divideshis Army into three; 
one, to Amet.cawn and Tzalibeg; another to Tzardi-cann, Maxathes and 
Mamet-(ooly; and the laſt to himſelfe: and in this equipage, the whole 
Camp removed to Zietelpore and Phettibegs, where Nobor-cawn, his five 
ſonnes, and two ſonnes in law, Karemamet-carnand Kamemet-cawn,with 
three thouſand horſe, begia the fight, and charge ſo hotly upon 4bdvl- 
earns cnOOPH, that they made ther retire and loſe their ground of advan- 
tage; beſides, they playd fo fiercely on them with their Muskers , that 
. they 
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phaar, forced him corurne and execure his wrath upon his own campany. 

Curroows chiete Captaine ſees the yerill, and knowes no way for pre- 
vention, ſave by a _—_ to a fingle combat with Nohar-caps that was 
ſo valiant. The old man; is{o foll of heat aud furytharhe accepes ic, and 
with his Lance carreers ſo. bravely, that 4bdukceaps (martsin the Arme; 
burtthe 01d man wounded-in, the head; had periſhed; bad not. his ſonnes 
then made proofe of their urmoſ.valour and obedience : howbeir by 
this expreſſion, three ofrhem wel-aighfacrific'dcheirc lives, not forry if 
they had terminated in ſo happie an occaſion. but Kamemet was flaine, 
and the reſidue ſo diſcouraged, that but for Delawer-cown (who reanima- 
ted them) they had fled and left 4bds/ victorious. 

Whiles theſe were baudying for glory'inthe field of Mars, Tzed-cown 
and T'zed Tacwp give a brave. charge gpon T valibeg and Amet-caws; where 
after mucuall giving and receiving blowes Tzelibeg deſcends firſt a degree 
of miſcry by being uaborſt by his adverſaries Elephane, and by Tzed-cows 
forc't to a deadly dormirorie. Amet-caws (alſo adventring further than 
diſcrerion warranted) is taken by RKadjes Doota and beheaded : fo is 
Tzlibeg, and both, ſent to Sefjinchan as a reall y and reſtimoniall 
of their victory, The death of rheſe men 4 afflicted the whole 
Acmie, (that throwing away all hopes of conqueſt) each man fled which 
way his fancie dixeced him, Tz9itſ-chow Governour of Broders excepted, 
who thoughr irto0 grem ablemiſh ro his honour to turneraile.haviog fire 
handecd horſe and three Elephants as yet luſty and couragious; bur what 
could his oppalitioa do ? when Seffis-caps in perſon with his victort- 
ous txoops aftrontedhim z, to contend were madneſle, and therefore up 
on increatie, yeelds, and has faire quarter given him ; bue his example 
could work bug lictle with Ms wet-{ooy bis ſonne, for hee (imagining his 
Father had done cowardly )with forty hoxle and one Elephant flics to 4þ- 
dul-cawn, who received little joy in ſuch an untimely expreſſion, being 
burthened with ſorrow and diſgrace, bur bids him (do as he did) flic, to 
avoyd the ſwife rage and purſait of the Enemy. In the flight, Mot ſaib- 
cates is brought back to Sofjiw- cawn, and 4bdul-caws (by uncxpetted on- 
ſersof the Cooker and bigh-way roagues, 8s alſo by intollerable rempetts, 
amazed, beatca, and diſcouraged) haſtens to Boaroch; nexc day to Swrrat; 
andafter eight daics refreſhment, and fome freſh companie,to Br empore; 
to.atrend ' Carreves command, and make proviſion for reparation of his 
honour, never till then ſo notoriouſly blemiſhed. 


BaRocH (where the. pole ſeprentrionall is elevated eweney one ,._ +. 


degrees fifty five min.) is a Citic of gaod note in the Gvſorat Province : 
diſtant from &vrret (by Coſumbey and Periew) foute and thirtic engliſh 
mites; from Camnbeyefifty foure, from Amedevedahandred twenty foure, 
from Bramwpore two hundredand cleven or there aboats. Ir is ſeared in a 
beneficiall ſoyle, watered by Narwar (or Nerdabah) a ſweet and delight- 
fall river, which, fromthe Decex mounraines commixing with the Toppee, 
flowes through Brempore hither, and at Hanſor(a Village cight courſe 
lower) ſeparates , and makes a pretty Iſle : and (aſmall honres travell 
thence)in rwo ſtregmes fouremiles aſunder, incorporates with ——_ 
can: 
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Baroch is viſible (by reaſon of her high ſtanding) a good way diſtant, 
builr upon the beſt advanrages of Nature and Art: both, ſo excellenely 
contending, as makes it at firſt view ſeeme impregnable : ſhe is well peo. 
pled, and with ſuch as extract great wealth by land and warer : che bui]. 
dings are generally ſubmifſe and low, eſpecially thoſe below the moun. 
raine. Inquiondam times her royalties were more ſpacious, as ſoveranizing 
over tnany Townes of quality a great way removed : as Medepore ſeveney 
tmilesthence ; Redgre-pore or Broders eighty z Townboſſer thirty, &c. each 
of which now enjoy peculiar Podeſtares : howbeirt (as Merchants tell us) 
the Mogsl has received hereour agannuall tax or tribute, one Million two 
hundred end threeſcore thouſand mammoodets (or ſhillings in our mo. 
ney :) twixt Borochand Amadevad is intombed Pol;-Medince a Mohumi. 
ean Saint, exceſſively reputed of by the ſuperſtitious people; who in way 
' of meritorious pilgrimage flock thither, loaden with chaines or ſtenes, 
and locking up their mouthes from ſpeaking vanity, by ſuch penance to 
obraine children, healch, wealrhz\'or whar they luſt after. But ro our 
ſtory, , 
PAIR during theſe offenſive broyles, reſides at Fetripore, and heares 
f Abdul cewns preſuniption atid { #rroozs new rebellions; hee Nleepes 
' unquierly, and can ta&e'no reſt, till both of them receive due puniſhmenr: 
he calls Su/tas Perrvees his ſonne,acquaints him with his afflition,prives 
him order to levy ſome forces, wlierewith ro perſecute his traircrousBro- 
ther, and thoſe out-lawed Umbrvacs that attended him, 

Perwees (intreating Mehobet- chan to accompany him )with 50000 horſe, 
Curroon re- moves againſt Curroon : by the way, he impriſons Mirzs-chan, Abdul. 
bells and1% chant ſonne (bur lately ro Taugheers d marryed) and by order 
bearen, 5s ſent — to ages es in ters caſtle ye confined : whiles 

Abdul Azief-chan ( by Abawlc cit brought to Cwrroon ) 
eſcapes, ſabmitrs to thie Moguf, atid is pardoned. { xrro0x hs ape 
of the approach ofhis enemies, ſo that from Azmeer he haſts to Mendew 
ro augment his Army, with a ſerled dererminarion to bid them barrell, 
Perwees followes him, and pitches ren Engliſh myles from his brothers 
campe; andnext morning drawing oor his men afſayles him, who ar the 
firſt ſhock (by miſhap of Ryſtan chew and Berkendaſchan) falls back and lets 
the enemy poſſeſſe his exenches : 1nk word, Perwees has the day and Cur- 
room flicsto Brempore his 01d receptacle. Gangazne noting (urroons (ad- 
neſſe, makes it an advantage of his creachery ; he perſwades the Prince to 
ſend himto mediare a peace with Perwees, with an intent to deliver him 
mrto his hands ( having precontrafted with Beyrembeg and Darab.chows, 
ro ſeize him, who'ro-thar end had ambuſhed neere the river Nerd:beb 
20000 horſe , ) but Abdi chen difſwades Curroos, aſſuring him of Gangan+ 
#47 villany, Gengenneelcapes, the conſpiracy comes to light, and Bry- 
rembeg with his aſſociate is loaden with irons, placed on an Elephant and 
wich ſome "ſelected 'rroopes , leaves Erampere and flyes into Deces, 
where by Melec: Amber (glad of ſuch confuſion) he is welcomed, and ſcat- 
cd in NefGer-Throm, where he diftates parience; hisElepbants and men 
are ſent ro Dewltabat till he recalled them. 

Sultan Perwees and Mahobet-chen cnter Brempore , and here whicher 
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Curroon was travelled, They give Tangheer notice of their good fortune, 
and hee celebratesir wich no lefle joy, than as if hee had eriumphe over a 
dangerous enemy. Bur behold, this faire Sun-ſhive of content is inve- 
loped with an unexpetted cloud of ftorme and danger. 1'hen Thowz, an 
0uzbeg Tartar (of long time watching ſome fit occafion to forrage the 
Mogul: Territories, by Curroons unquietneſſe ſpies ir,) with thirty thou- 
ſand horſe overruns Chebsl, perpetratiog all ſorrs of ſpoyle and miſchefe. 
Jangheer, exclaimesand rages violently, bar ſo ſoone as hee had given vent 
to this his ſwelling paſſion, he ſends poſt to Zaerd-cows (ſon tro Mahobet- 
cawn) Viceroy of Barge, to retaliate him : this young Gallant delaies 
nor, but wich ewenty thouſand horſe interpoſes 'twixe the Citie and 
Tartarr, gives him ſofurious a charge, that Thes Thowz is a fraid to ſuffer ir, 
by baſe flight leaving his honour, halfe his men, and ſtore of wealth to 
Zaed-cawn, and by his joviall troopes to be rifled; after which, they enter 

Tartary, and as farre as Gaſſany, burne, ſpoyle, and make havock of what 

they meer with, returning with great wealrh and many Elephants to Xs- 
bul, where with all acclamations of joy they are welcomed, and by 1ang- 
beer (o accepted of, that he ſends Zaed-cawn many thanks, and adds to his 
former rroopes 5c00 asan augmentation of more honor and benefit. 

This cloud once over-blowne, the Horizon appearcs more glorious, 
and Iapgbeer contemplates in what part to enjoy with his beloved Noor- 
mba} moſt pleaſure. Caſiimeer ar length gers the preheminence : Ira- 
bounds with variety of choyce ſports, but the progrefle was long and re- 
more from moſt places whence in thoſe ative times hee was to receive in- 
eelligences; howbeir, delight ſwaied him againſt all objecions', giving 
Cwurroon (by that diſtance) ſo faire an advantage, that with all ( hd (ſen- 
ding his Ulmbraves word to follow him) hee forſakes Decas, and chrongh 
Gulcunde and Orixa,ſpeeds into Bengals, yea with foure thouſand horſe, 
and three bundred Elephants paſſes the ſolitary deſerts and fo ſud- 
denly preſents his forces afore Debaks, that Abrehim-cawn, governing 
thar Province (blaſted wich amazement) flies away firſt to Bennaray, then 
to Meſiipatan, and knowes not where to reſt ſecurely : whiles Curroon 
ſmiles at it, & withour ſtay or let, commands his treaſure ; with mony and 
fire words ſo bewirching moſt of che Umbraves of that fruirfull Country, 
that they —y came to do him ſervice with horſe ,mony, & armory. 

Overjoyed with ſuch good hap, this daring Prince breaks into Pwrop, 
flaſhing (as ro the other ) fach rerrour intothe eyes and heart of Makoliasſ- 
then the Governour, that without any ſhow of manhood or pollicie hee 
poſts to Elabeſs to acquaint m_ the Captaine with his danger, by whom 
(in ſtead of chanks) he is ſoundly rated,and for his cowardize impriſoned. 

Curroos heares of it : but ſo long as hee continues proſperous, hee re- 
gards no mans miſery, but rather by ſuch, increaſes hisaQtivity ; pafling bis 
Army over Genges,he aymes at Kerry not doubting of the conqueſt; but by 
the way at Radgee Mabel is with ſuch fury aſſaulted by Ebraimechan (by this 
time reiocouraged, and here ambuſcadoed with fix thouſand horſe ) that 
little wanted offoiling him, had not AbduF-chan ( behind with beſt part of 
his Army) þaſtily brought up his rroope , and by 3 houres skirmiſh reco- 
vered him, after three thouſand were flaine of Curroons party , and foure 


thouſand of Fbrahiwr,who alſo loſt his life __ t00 great avarice amongſt 
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his men, and out oftoo mach a to his honour ſo lately ble- 
miſhed. Cxrro0ne rubricates this inthe K of his greateſt dangers 
and deliverances: it teaches him to travell with more care and vigilancie, 
bur diſſwades nor from the proſecuting his enjuſt deſignes, ſpoiling & rob- 
bing all that wealthy Province , and entring as erour Te#ds andall 
Gonro , Bawards, ( betiches , andall ſach Townes in 0/3xeand Bengals a; 


reſiſted him; preying npon their gold and jewels, ating many anchaftiries, 
and for ray) ee oaths and hoſtages to become his ſabjedts : thence ro P«- 


then, whicher Radgee Yſiem with five thouſand horſe and twenty thouſand 
foot came to ſerve him. 

Perwees heares of ('wrroons extravagancies, and intends to curb him : he 
commits Brampore to Ruſte chan and Larker-keaws ; and with 50000 horſe 
2ymes with long toyle ac F/ebaſſe,and entring Luls Ber ſinghs territories, Luls 
meets him with 7000 hoſe, and yn him a Preſent of 3 leck ofroopees. 

langheer leſt hiee ſhoald ſurfer of delight , at Caſ/#eer enterraines the 
newes of his ſonhe Curr902s freſh outbreaking, as alſo of Ebrahimy death 
and fad diſcomfiture : but fearing his vagrant ſonne might grow too po- 
tent (if coo long ſuffered in his exorbitancies) hee rowſes himſelfe , and 
forchwith commands {hew Iehex out of Molthen and Backgry to raiſe ſome 
Companicsand to haſten into Gowſrrat; with the eribute of thoſe Provin- 
ces to advance a brave Army,end joyne with Perwees againſt the Rebells : 
Chan-lehan being come to Fertipore, hethere loyters, and as long at Agrs 
wraps himſelfe in idteneffe,forgerfull of the Mogulls command, the Prin- 
ces need, and his owne honour , yet, Ryſten, Captaine of E/abos , ſhewes 
himſclfe of better temper ; for having impriſoned Moko/idsſchen for his 
feate, he theneeforth labours to forrific his Caſtle with men, money, and 
p—_ : which when {##r009 heard, hee alters his intent, and drawes 

is forces againſt Reavtes ( d ſtrong defenced Caftle ) which by 8y07 Mou» 
bark is yeelded upon (mall treaty : hee alſo aſſaults Tzinner , which tho a 
while well kept by Heftibeg, isin the end delivered : after this, Abdulchen 
forces 14#2heer-Coolightn Captaine of Bonarce to Flabas, and Water Chan 
to Toonpore atid other T ownes, whereout they drew abundance of treaſure; 
arid hearing of his brothers approach with Mahobet-chen (ro forfer prever- 
tion) he ihtreats Abdulchan, Readgee Rhiem,and Byrom-chan to try their for- 
rune againſt Flebaſſe , by Ruſtan-chen (o ftrongly defended : they obey 
him, and with all hafte beſiege ir, and nexr dayaſſaultir with utmoſt futy 
bur by Reſtes are 2s bravely bear off and forced torerrear with ſhame and 
danger, IntharaQionrthe fced offo much emulation and ſpleene kindled 
ewixt 4bdul and Redeee Rhiem as was not queticht in long rymeand with- 
out both deſtriftions. ' $#/t2n Perwees and Mobobet-chan haſten (if poſ- 
ſhble) to be at Elobes Ere the rebells roſe from before it : they paſſe Bac- 
kery and Mwnicpore, bttt Abdul- ches hyes thence ovet Ganges and at Bo- 
narce (or Banare) joyne with Cxrroons attny. 

Gangaenne (banckrupt in credit with Curr008 and Abdul-chan,) had not

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and bitter, for Msbobet-chan feareleſſe of ſuch a ſcarecrow,in ſ.all ſpace 
ſlew him and his raſh ſociety. Gengenne thenceforth is more ſtrickly 
look'r to, his eſtate confiſcated, his wife and ſon and family are upon Ele- 
phanes ſent ſlaves to «Agrs ; whiles Perwees, Mabobet, and the Artny ar- 
rive at Elabss;, where by valiant and fairhfull Ruftes-chen they are wel- 
comd and lodged in the caftle with much pompe and joyfull enterrain- 
ment. 

Mzhobet-chaww is irmpatient of ſtay till he could come to grapple wirh 
Ccurroones Army, whoby thar tyme had aſſembled a great company, at- 
laced by rhe magick of his gold and tempting language, to runne a bold 
hazard with him ro the gates of Death. neere Thonec 15 myles from Zs- 
zeras they pirch their camps in view of one another, cicher ſide reſolv'd 
with the utmoſt of valor and policy to purchaſe victory, Ganges ( that 
vreat, rich, and deified river, which lay the Beznyens iſſues out of a rock 
at Siþa formedlike a Cowes head) a whiles forbad them, reſtrayning ci- 
thers fury, ſave what volleyed from che roriog guns to cithers prejudice. 
Bejrambeg began the play with 4000 borſe and forraged towards El/sbas 
bar is by Mamet Shawma mer upon Shawez#'s bancks where his men were 
diſcomficed, himſelfe (laine and his head ſevered. Mahobet-chan interprets 
this as a good Omento the batrell ; inflamd with courage, he drawes our 
histrroopes, bur knowes not how (without apparant perill) to paſſe his 
men over Gezges, till by a Native he is diretedro a ſafe rpc he gor 
over luckily : he gives his company ſome incouragement, and delayes 
not to affront {wrroos to his face. Cyrroon willing ratHierto loſe life than 
ſwallow (ach an indignity, orders his campe and deſires Radgre Rhiem 
wich his Elephants to anſwer him z this couragious Captaine moſt gladly 
undertakes it and gives Mebobet ſo hot a charge, yea with his warlick Ele- 

ſo diſordred him, that had «4bdutchen or Derro-chex ſeconded 

as wes appoynted ) Curroos had eaſily obraind a glorious victory ; bur 
they ſwelling with envy againſt this brave man, ever ſince their attemper 
of Elebas, not only betray his hopes by hovering back, bur are overjoyed 
when they bebold Mahobet-chans company recovered, and Radgees Ele- 
phanrs wounded and madded with rage to execute their wrath upon their 
owners, and inthe end Radgee (after as much proofe of courage and skill 
as could be in man) ſlaine, and his whole ſquadron confounded : in this 
miſerable ſort, periſhr one of theableſtmen of India , and e4badut-chas 
moſt baſely guilty of his death : revenge purſues him ; for finding ir high 
eto give overlooking on, and do ſomething, he ſees Perwees entring 
with Redgee Ziffing , Radgee Ziand, Radgee Bertzing and their Army. 
Curroow allo falls on, doing what lay in the power of man, the battell now 

Imel enduring for five houres with a great deale of marrtiall skill and 
——_— Carroozis hurt in the arme, Perwees (chough upon his Elephant) 
is by Derrhachas woinded in the fide, and bur for the excellency of his 
mayle had theredyed. In the end,the Kings Army grew victorious by the 
unrefiſtable fury Mebobet aFreſh affords rhem,the rebells puſillanimouſly 
oppoſing that;new torrent of deſtruftion , gazeawhile,and then remem- 
bring the injuſtice of their ſide grow pale with feare, ſo asin the end

take ſuch an oceaſion. Cxrroos isnot able toalterir, bis old accurſed fate 
purſues him ; and therefore (ftriking the ground with his lance) he leaves 
the battell , eſcapes away, and with 4000 horſe of ſuch as loycd him, he 
flyes to theinex c Caſtle of Rawtas,yeilded by Monberk, and wherin 
he had placed Radgee Gholam one. of rhe murderers of Prince &»ſhrooe, 
leaving the reſidue of his Army to ſip the bitter cup of death, rhe glory 
of a great and famous overthrow to his brother and Mahober-chan, and 
the ſpoyle of his campe to Redges-Bertfingh, who from our of ir brought 
of gold, ſilver, precious gemmes, Elephants, Camels, horſes,and (laves of 
both ſexes great abundance, | 

Sulten Curroon in his ftrong Caſtle and at ſuch a diſtance , has tyme to 
ruminate upon his miſcries, and with a diſcontented mind (ces how in. 
ſenſibly ke precipitates his hopes , at thar inſtane'fixed in the center of 
affiition : and as an aggravation to his melancholly, heares of Mehober- 
chans re-approach rowards him. He thereupon diſparks his Ser /io , and 
flyes thenceto Potan with Aſaph-chawns daughter only in his company 
(who had lately brought him a dainty gyrle) and by a Zente/ or Poſt dil 
patches letters to Dereb-chan(rhen in BengelsNto levy ſome forcesand meet 
him at Radgee-Mahal, where he expected him. 

Mahobet-Chas, Prince Perwees , and captived Ganz purſue Curroon, 
ſcarce reſting day or nightrillthey came to Rentas where hearing which 
way he tooke, they chaſe him to Potes, butthere alſorhey mifſe of him, 
baving ſure ci ofhis flight ro Redgre Mahal, Ar Patanthey breath 
awhile, and h of Darabs ebleplan Re to Currows, they get his 
aged Father Gazgenss by letters ro.debort bim, and to promiſe him re- 

aicall ſo he wouldjoyne with them : Dereb (incenſed by Mebobet-chans 

everity to his father, and ſuppoſing his perfwaſions forced and counter- 
feir) moſt unluckily denyes, and goes on ro levy men to ſupport the re- 
bellion. Prince Perwees proclaymes him Traytor, and allors 4000 roopes 
co him would bring him to his campe alive ordead. The ryme-ſerving 
greedy Multitude-( knowing (rrown was fled) not only bring Dereb- 
chas bur his children and kinſeman Moered, ſonne to She Nabarkbas, all 
whoſe heads are ſtruck off and ſent to Perwees,and by Mahobet-chans come 
mand preſented to Gengenee,by that a wretched Father, and thence (asa 
Trophy of their care and terror of others) unto Agrs on poles to beele- 
vated. The report of this untoward maſſacre is ſoone knowne to Cvr- 
roone, io that he bids farewell ro Mahal, and flyes ro Medenpoore, and 
rhence to 04jz ; bur is queſted after by Mahobet to Medenpeore,where,miſ- 
ſing him,he ſtayes for Prince Perwees and ſends Boker chan &8000horle in 
the purſuit afrer him, Ac this Oudee or Ovjed(a citty in Bengals & felicirared 
by Ganges) are many Antick Monuments, elpecially memorable is the 
pretty old caftle Renichasd built by a Bonzyan Pagod of that name abour 
994500 yeares ago after their accompt, from which to this the 3 annyen! 
haue ed ro offer here and to waſhaway their ſinnes in Genges,cach 
of which is recorded by name by the laborious Bremyss who acquaintes 
this Pagod with their good progreflions and charitable offerings. 

During theſe Comeſtique broyles, Melee & wher (perceiving the ſeaſon 


and 
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and ſounexpecedly chardges Lorker-chas, Mirta Mamnetfbeir, and Fbrahing 
Hoſſen, that they hadno warning for defence, -but' are compelled to give 
uptheir Forts and ſuffer the Decan to re-enter,what was his owne by law 
ot Nations ; 15000 Indians were flayne, and as many were expelld the 
country; the 3 Umbraves alſo are ſent priſoners to Dev/tebed to artend 
the pleaſure of their conquerer. Bacherchan having commiſſion to perſe- 
cure Curroos, procraſtinates not, but in few weeks attaines 0'djea; where 
the Prince (though he had 5000 horſe and 300 Elephants ) dared nor 
abide him bartell, poſſeſt with fearg and (o terrified with precedent dan- 
gers, that he flyes into Gulexndeb, contrary to Bacherchans expettation 


who deſired bartell. The King of Gulrande receives him with countex- Curroon 


feir welcome, andatrends him (where be paſſes) with 12000 horſe, pre- 


flues snto 


rending to ſafeguard him ; butC#rr00s aw it was rather to ſecure his Dya- DO m— 


mond mynes, (at that ryme open)roo prevalent a bairfor hisneedy Army. 
Melec Amber with lefle ſuſpirion and more ſubtilry (heartily glad of his re- 
bellion, thereby debelitating the Mogs/, and ſecuring his owne Monar- 
chy ) ſends an Ambaſſadour to Curroon, well attended, with letters of 
much affection, andplenty of money and other neceffaries ; with an in- 
vitation into Deces, where at all aſſayes he ſhould command his ſervice. 
Curroow rejoyces in this ſun-fhine of happineſle, and accepts his motion : 
butafrer three monerths commorance in that conntry, weary of idlenefle, 
he projects the recovery of his old Eparchy of 3rampore, and ſo withour 
longer advice bids Amber farewell, and with ten thouſand horſe divided 
amongſt 4bdulchoaw, Mehnmet Tackbieck and Tecup-chean, ſhewes bimſeclfe 
before Brewpore , but is forbid entrance by Kadgee Auſten ſet there by 
8ultes Perwees ; which ſo inrages Cuyrroon, that afrer he had breathed our 
athouſand fruicleſſe curſes and threats, he afſalts the wals with incredible 
haſte and violence,but is alſo (o churliſhly compenſated by valiant Ryffan, 
that with loſſe he rerreats to Chen-choannees curious gardens there to 
ruminate:howbeir, 4bdvl-ches is ſo tranſported with flame,thart he mounes 
againe and advances with his Standard; yetin the meridian of his hopes 
is dejeced by valiant Ryſieng” and forced ro fill the dirch with carcaffes of 
his too forward followers. Mehoret Tackieckart twilight tryes bis deſte- 
ny, and chardges (o furiouſly and fo cloſe, that in deſpight he mounrs the 
wall, and is ſo bravely backt by his owne regiment, that ingffvall tyme 
he takes the principall cirradell or forrreſſe , and on many þ.rrs of the 
wall floriſhe his colours in figne of vitory, and 2s a call to 45dwichan to 
- toſecond him ; bur 4bd»w/{poyſoned with envy to ſee a Merchants ſonne 
poſſefior of ſo much glory,) forbeares ro ſaccor him, ſo that this heroick 
Capraine ( roo farre ingaped) isafſayled by Ryftaw Atſet-chan and freſh 
troopes fo long, and with ſich egernefle, that all his company are cur in 
peeces, avd Mahomet ftruck dangerouſly in his eye, yea (afrer as much 
—_ of dexterity and valour as was poſſible) is taken and impriſoned. 
this baſe ſort (the ſecond tyme) has Abdul-ches forferred Cxrroon the 
vidtory, yer keepes the knowledge in his owne breaft, and goes unpnniſh- 
ed: whiles Sultax Perwees and Mahobet-chan continue their queſt, and 
receiving norice of the ſiege of Brawpore,they haſt thirher, with chan Alen,

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nifhed) ſecing no good likely ro bee dons, ariſes and falls rowards Belg. 
guate, in the way attempting vainely Heſſer; but miſſing ir, redelivery 
Rantas alſo into hisenemies hands, and once more viſits Mclec Amber at 
Rerki in Decescloathed in his old (ad habit of miſforrane, 

Haſſer, (five courſes from Brempore as you paſſe ro Agro7, the ſtrong- 
eft, and in all advanrages the beſt defended Caſtle through Chandy) 
is built upon the cop of a moſt high and precipitious Mountaine, wall'd 
by, Nature, and capable to feedand lodge forty thouſand horſe: within, 
are ſprings of wholſome warer, by verme whereof the people are inhi- 
nitly inriched;rhe carth alſo js excellently fruitful in: hearbs and corne 
and whar elſe is requirable for defence or pleaſure : npon ail ſidesare 
mounted great Ordinance of braſle, about ſix hundred, here placed by 
the laſt King of G#ſ#r#t : bur one diſcommodity is commixed, making all 
the other delighrs reliſh unſcalonably; Wormes ingendring in the legges 
and highs of ſuch as drinke the water; bur lately noted ; and which on- 
ly gave Echbar conqueſt of this Caſtle, otherwiſe inexpugnable. 

langheer the great Mogwl rejoyces at the ſeverall victories his ſon Pey- 
wees and Mahobet-cawe are crowned with :andro exprefie how well hee 
took it,o kg the valour & loyalty of Gezna-zied-carwn, (lately made 
Viceroy of Ksb»/) calls him ro Court, exprefles his good will in variety 
of complements,and morethen ſo, addes fiye thouſand horſe ro his com. 
mand, and under ſcale makes him Governour of Fexgasls, of all the Pro- 
vinces of Indoſien moſt famous, rich, and populous : Bengale, is a Province 
in 1»dis, ſpacious, noble, and fruirfull; peopled with Mahomerans and 
Idolaters, addi& ro Mars and Merchandize : reaſonable in ſhape and co« 
lour : well cloathed, extreamly luſtfull; jealous, crafty, and ſuſpicions : 
the ground is redundantin good Townes, Caſtles,fruits, lowers, corn,&c, 
mellowed by Ganges, which in two great branches flowes thorow her, 
and 200 miles aſunder, at 23 degrees,commixes with the Ocean.

meſflage, and Mahober (loth to ſhew any example of diſobedience, though 
he knew lexgheer abuſcd, and this a meere plor of his confuſion) lets bim - 

who forthwich beginsto chatrer and (pit his uemoſt malice againſt M4 

et, exhibiting many falſe complaints, and incenfing as much as poſſible 
the old Moga/againſt his innocent Champion : that hee had moſt nnjuſtly 
ny rodeath his ſonne and others of his kindred,our of malice ; yea, after 
e had voluntarily left C»rro0s roſerve inthe Kings Armie. Thele ac- 
culations wrought ſomewhat in the credulous jealonſic and weakneſſe of 
che old Mogel; but more, when from the ſeeds of haſte and diſtruſt own 
by Geznginthe heart of Perwee, by bis letter he intrears his Father to call 
Mahobet, a detrator of his glory, and ambtious to ingulph the Monarchy. 
This ſo contirmes the Mogul, that without more diſpure or memory of

In che meane time, Madoffer-cown at Lahore receivesthe 
ernment or Provoſiſhip of Agra, from Caſſem-cawns pride, who was 
edthere upon his m e which Moviſſex-begem ſiſter rotheQueen, 
is (o impatiencly digeſted by that ambitious woman, that ſhee ceaſt nor 
till ſhe had got him re-eſtabliſhed. 

$hx yeares paſt, viz. 1618.and ofthe Heg.g998. I told you, how Tangheer 
atrequeſt of 4//eph-cawn took his eldeſt ſon Guſbroo from Anns-Rba-Radia

fatne- time were commitred to that Ftatricide, Shs Hoſſen and Ethymor

death, hee was deſirous to ſend them in thar bloody bath, to ſudden de- 
frution; but hedurſt not perpetrate ſuch apparant butchery, perceaving 
all mens eyes and expeQations afrer them, and the death of their Father 
and Uncle, not a lietle murmured ar : fo thar he had no other way to pre- 


rent their power and anticipate.cheir claime unto the Empire, bur by get- 
ting 


bis Sowne ſhamefuly, abuſed.  Lw.1 


ting them inſtruted in rhe fairh of our blefled Saviour Chriſt, and to bee 
baprized; by that rrick out of the A/choras, making them incapable of {6 
great an carthly Monarchy, but beyres ofa berter; for, virtws locum habet 
inter aſtre. Afcer this, he ever led rhem with him to keep them the trig, 
lier, rill ſuch time as he was vanquiſhr at Elabas by Ruſtan-cows : for then 
Ethamore eſcapes to Perwees, and thence to e where his Vncle en. 
tertaines him gladly, and marries him to B'her Bannoo Begers bis daughter: 
and at Curroons next flight from m_ Huſſen allo flies to Radge: 
Ruſtang ,and thence to his brother , where hee lived ſafely and more 
honoured. 

Mahobet-cawn ar his Caſtle at Rentempore (prattizing to digeſt his af. 
A.M.5595. fronts with patience) receives a peremptorie command from 1e»gherr (Nor. 
A.D.1625, mal | might ſay) toyeeld up his bouſe to the Qyeene, who had giventhe 
A.H.roos, keeping of it to Becker-cawn his enemy, and that hee ſhould pack into 

Orixe to his ſonne the Licfrenant there. The mefſlage isſo tart and ſent to 
one (then whom none more) impatient of injuries, that hee rerurnes his 
Maſter the Mogs/ this reply, he was r (as a thouſand rimes former. 
ly) to ſpend his life and goods ro do him ſervice, but wonld never ſtoope 
ro the lure of his invererate enemies; he was ready to account the reaſon, 
bur upon condition hee might bee free from the tallons of his rammage 
foes, whom he ſaw ready to prey upon him : with this anſwer the Poſt re- 
rurnes, wich newes alſo, that 4bduk-cows (cither weary of ſuch vagaries,

Tangheer wonders at Mohobet-cawns preſum but Mahobet no leſſe 
admires his ingratirude.Bur after much perſi of his kindred & friends 
about him, hee aſſumes freſh courage , and attended by five thouſand vo- 
lantary Raſhboors, iſſues from his Caſtle,and through Koſamwer journeyes 
to Lohore, reſolving to make his owne defence to Tanghrer, then removing 
to K2byl, or dy in doing ir, The Qyeene and Aſſaph-caws have notice of 
bis intent, bur fearing his force, and thar (if hee had any private diſcourſe 
with Ienxgheer) hee would re-ingratiate himſelfe, they make che Mogull 
ſer to his ſcale ro what they had indired, the command being that Mehobet 
ſhould come in perſon,attended only with ſome few of his choyce friends 
to cleare hisinfamy : but hee ſmels their craft, and in his place, ſends his 
ſonne in law to make his excuſe, and to treat upon ſarer rearmes than if 
be had gone in perſon: witha willing heart this young Gallanr undertakes 
ir,and at his firſt entrance into the Zeſcer (withour ever ſeeing the Mo- 
gul) hee is made to diſmount his Elephant by the Queenes order, is dil- 
roabed of his bravery, and clad in naſty ragges; is after chat moſt mile«

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| Mahobet-caww is quickly certified of his ſons diſgrace, and that 1anghrer 
knew it not; he queſtions not who, the whole Country blaming Norma# 
andGangannatoi fich barbariſme : in it, hee ſees their hate and his owne 
miſery, if he had harkened eo their oartis for ſafery rocome weakly ac- 
companied : and now (more than ever, diſcovering the Queenes ambi- 
tion to advance her ſonne,and 4//oph-caws, Curroen, guarding, themſelves 
with a conſtant Army of thirty thouſand borſe, violently ſeating the Mo- 
guls creaſure,and in all affaires abuſing bis authority and grearnefſe, with 
other indignicies apparant to all the Empire) be incourages himſelfe, nor 
regarding the harefull eperbiterhey branded him with in their Proclama- 
tion;his innocency to Jengheer and zeale to Ballochy(next heire undoubred 
tothe Crowne) re-animating him; ſo that after he had (egr his old Maſter 
the Mogul 2 ſhorr, but pithy Apologie-of his contempr, and portrayed 
the villapy they offered his ſonne; he ſarveighs his Army,gives ſtrict com-

only diſ ordered, but flew above fix thouſand men, filling the reſidue 
with ſuch feare, thareach fled for his owne ſafety; burunpluckily; the lood 
withone mercy ſwollowed moſt of them,both dangers equally fo confoun« 
ding them, that with gaſtly lookes and loud outcries,ſuch as eſcaped made 
knowne the horror of their conflict ; ſo that the other part of Normals 
Army ftood ſtill; till by Aſeph-caws, Abdul Huſſes, and other Umbraves, 
they are cheered up, and prepare to-encounter the rebells, who with 
Mobobet their Generall were come infront, and with victory in their fore« 
heads (regarding neither their greatneſle nor muleitude)ruſh couragiouſly 
on their adverſaries, for five houres giving and receiving. blowes, each 
fide equally heated with rage, and inflamed with defice of conqueſt.

ore ſwayes her, and revenge predominares; ſhe calls Amir han, Nowradri 
Cooly, and Hemyr beg her minions, ro whom ſhe diſcovers her deſires, and 
intrears their diligence : they obey, andpromiſe their care and fairhful- 
nefſe, and with fifteene thouſand horſe wn — ro fight with him (whjles 
Normall and the King je to Coſiimeer) his we plus witre: 3nd A 
cawn (mindfall of Mabobers kindnelſe to him, loth ſo brave a man ref 
periſh for the Juſt and malice ofa woman, and eſpecially by his advantage 
ro draw him to C»rroen) by a ſwift and truſty meſſenger, ſends him a gra- 
cious letter diſcovering his ſiſters wrath and reſolarion,and ſollicirs young 
Rang Radgee to farther him. 

The Queenes Army perſecute -pocee Mabobet , who upon receit of 4ſ- 
faph cawns letrer, after ſome paſhon forſakes his cell in Zi-mol, fliesro 
Grffimerr.and rhence to Radgee Rane who ever loved him. The Army has 
norice of his flight, they fare nor enter Rene country withour leave, and 
therefore ſend poſt to Queene Normehell, who diftatesa letter ro Rane, 
mixt with intreaties and threats, makes Tangheer figne ir,and after long 
and ſwift running is delivered him ; Redgee Renee at firſt conremnes her 


bravadoes, 
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bravadoes, but upon better conſiderarion promiſes his good-will,but thus ;

Aplace forrefied by the 
Porcu who builea ſtrong caſtle here, planted it wich ſeventeene can- 
non, þ pedco, two culverins, two demiculverins , foure brafſe 
ſakers, and a thouſand muſquers : unable alrogether, to reſiſt the Engliſh, 
who in diſpighrt of their utmoſt bravery (to revenge the death of Captaine 
Shiling, (laine the yeare before) rookeirthe ſecond of February 1622, but 
unwiſcly by our men given tothe Perſian, whonow keepir; and by 
ſhooting of ſo many peeces as they ſee ſhips , give an Alarme to Ormnr, 
and they to Gombroon, loch to be intrapt by roo much confidence, 

In this channell we begun the Oramwzian ſtrait; Ormw is asit were rhe 
umbelick of the gulph, flowing from Belſorack ro cape Kozelgate ; nexr

The Altirude of the pole here, is 27 degrees : andrhough it be with- 
our the torrid zone, yet what by the ſulphur ofthe carch, and oblique re- 
flex ofrhe burving Sun, for foure moneths (from May to Se r) no 
place in the world is more hor or (calding; itisthe cuſtome hei<co flee 
in beds of rayne water, which is not very coole neither , all day naked: 
the City had a faire Buzzar,many Churches,and Frieries,brave Magazeens, 
ſtately houſes,and as gallant a caſtle as any other in Orienr ; the caſtle is 
yet ingood ſtrength and repayre ; the reſt, levelled with che ground; of 
whick Icannot lay, my 4 ubiTroja fuit, the ſoile being uncapable of 
corne or ether graine : atthat end againſt Dozer (and the great Bannyan 
tree in che continenr)the Ciry was built ; where the ſea is ſonarrow thar a 
Cannon may eaſily ſpit over : the whole Ile exceeds not fifteene myles 
compaſle : it is the moſt barren groundin the world,neirher tree nor ſpring 
of good watet could we find in ir. Ir hasfalr, filver ſhining ſand, and mine- 
ralls of ſulphar; has nothing elſe worth the looking on : And yer from the 
advantagious ſtanding, the laborious Portugal made ir the ſtaple and glory 
of che world ; ſecuredindeed by many naturall , On all ſides com- 
manding Iles aud townes to furniſh her : Loarac (Azgillis of 01d) Kiſhmy (by 
ſome cald Qvexome or BroiF)Keys or ®Oxeys le, Ange, Andreve(or de los 
paſharos) Kargh , Baharem (Icars in Pliny) Dozere, Teſques , and Koſtack 
in Margeſian (now Mogeſten) vicinating them. Soas to the eye of man 
no place could be more offenſrve and defenſive , garriſons of Portu- 
galls ever lying in theſe lands; and yer, when the God of Nature had 
decreed aruine , it couldnot be withſtood, but was in ſome regard mirs- 
culouſly effeted, and atſuch a tyme as they leaſt ſuſpetted ir, 

Butto doe her all the favourT can: Terus remember ſuch Princes 2s 
have honoard her: $hs-Mahomet is the firſt I find, whointhe 80 yeare of 
the Heg- Of Chriſt 700, left his ſeat at Amenin Arabia, and ſat downe at 
Calciet upon the ſhoare, bur diſliking ir , removed to Coftac in Mogeſten 
(ſix and twenty leagnes from T2ſques) and there builr a city which he ca!d 
Orzmmz,andfrom whence part of Arabia took name;ro him ſucceeded $o!?- 
#47, to him Iz4ches, tro who Mehobet 2, Shawren-ſhaw, ( who bequeathed 
the crowne to his Nephew) Emer-ſba-bedit-Moleng, whoſe daughter and 
heize married Sey fadin Abes-Ezzr ſonne to Ally-ſhaw Lord of Keys land :

1278 left the rule ro his Infant fonne, Seidfedie- Nocerat, who was 
faineby-bis brother Morador Maſad cleaven yeares after, and he forc't ro 
flic into Kermaes by his brothers ſervant MirBahadin : MirBabadin Ayaz, or 
Bew-Seyfin Beri-Cabadin is forced to flic, unablero refiſt the Turks Mored 
brought againft him, ſo with many of his friends ( ſach as hared the 'Ty- 
rant) removed to Kiſhay,bur nor liking the place,riſes thence and firs down 
at this Ile Gerws (or wood) where he builr, fortihed (andfrom the others 
name) namd ir 0rmuz; in rhe yeare 1312, of the Heg-Gg2 and to him a man 
of noble extraftion, Emir- Azadin-gurdan-ſbaw ;to him his ſonne Mabere. 
z4din-bebrow-ſbe, a brave Prince, bur fell by the axe of treachery, Mir-ſhg- 
Zedin-Tſſuff ftroke him with 5 who alſo fell by the late Princes youngeſt 
brother , Mirze.Codbadin was he cald, infortunately baniſht by his cozen 
Melec. Nozamedin, at whoſe death Cobedin returnd and ſwayd the Ormou> 
ſian Scepter, andat his dearh lefc all ro Paca-Twranſhs a victorious Prince 
yet by @arh 4#. 1488 conquered; toſhim Mezad-ſbs Bedin, to him 8alger- 
ſfe.cto hih Shawez, and to him Safadin or Zedfadin 2, ſubdued by Albuquerg, 
An. 1507 and by him cruelly ſtrangled : Nordino, Codjeature , and De lane. 
ſhrartempred the ſoverainty, bur Mehowet the right heire- was crowned 
King ; he dying, his ſonne Seyd- Mabomer-fhe was called King , who Ano 
1622 was ſubdued by the Engliſh and Perſians, and at this day lives a pris 
ſoner at Shyr&z. The Perfiannow is ſoveraine.. 
The particular Acts and paſſages in taking this famous Cirie, is thus (for 
ſome mens berrer ſatisfattion) remembred. 4 
At command of Shaw 4bbas the Perfian Monarch, Emaneoly-chawn 
(chiefe Lord and Governor of rhoſe Territories that conjoyne the gulph 
of Perſia) deſcends with nine thouſand men, ar ſuchatime as he was confi- 
dentro meer the Engliſh Fleer,reſolv'd to further them in revenge of thoſe 
many tyrannies they had endured by the braving Porrugall : The Condi- 
tions betwixt them , under hand and ſcale were theſe : 1. The Caftle of 
Orme (in caſe it were won ) with all the Ordnance and Amunitionto ac- 
cruero the Engliſh. 2. The Perſians were to build another Caſtle in the 
le at their owne coſt, when and where they pleaſed. 3. The fpoile to be 
equally devided. 4. The Chriſtian priſoners to be diſpoſed of by the 
Engliſh; the Pagans by the Perſians. 5. The Perſians toallow for halfe 
the charges of vitualls, wages, ſhort, powder,&c. 6. And the Engliſh to 
be cnſtome free in Bander-gum-broon for ever. The Captaines of beſt note 
inthe Pagan Army underthe Duke of Shyraz, were Alliculybeg, Pollotbeg, 
Shakulibeg, Shareearee , Mahomet Sultan and Ahlzbeg King of the Port : 
theſe withthe reſt of their Army encamped before & auder-gom-broon : and 
two dayes after viz.ahe twentieth of January 1622, with ſmall difficulty be- 
came Maftersof the Port. _ which the Duke and the Engliſh Gap- 
taines, Weddal, Blyth,and Woodcockagreed upon an immediate batrery,and 
inſtantly played upon the Caſtle with a dozen peeces of Cannon for five 
houres , but gave them ſmall hopes of ſudden conqueſt : yet that neither 
lanimity nor doubt might be ſeene amongſt them , the ninth of Fe« 
bruary the Engliſh tranſported three thouſand Perſians in two Frigots 
lately raken, and two hundred Perſian Boars good for little other ſervice: 
theſe, ſo ſoone as they were landed, having formerly made Sconces or

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Trenchesforthcir men , and Bulwarks for the great Ordnance to play on, 
very furiouſly they made towards Orwee thinking to meet no great oppo. 
{all ; bur the Porengalls rhough they [ler they land and quieey inng 
the Towne, with equal! reſolution ftopt the currenr of cheir fory, ar firſt 
encounter from their barracadoes defended with (hott and pike, faying 
above three hundred, and with their Ordnance beatrhem back wich more 
haſte and amazcednefſe than their approach had conrage : in this diſorder 
a Flaacker by miſchance'wss rms gs —— 
hur accruing to cicher , U 24 of February , on whi the 
Tenth edveicodromartechs Caſtle, (under which was riding che Portu- 
gall Armadv) - _ a: CO Om 
could make , being then bur fave Gallyons and rwenty Fri er fire on 
the Saine Pedro of one chouſand five tandred Tun, and Admiral of heir 
Armado : which miſchance,che reſt of che Spaniſh Fleet with no ſmall ſor- 
row apprehended, and frading no , to more miſchiefe and 
danger , cutthe Cables, and in chat let her drivoawhither 
winde and tyde cemmanded her : the ſaw her too hot to meddle 
with, and knew ſhe could enrich the adventurer with no other booty, bur 
Bellonoes furniture, ſo downe ſhe went towards Lereck, in the way a rabble 
of Arabians and Perſians boorded her,& like Iackballs with bunger tarved 
fury and avaxice tore her aſunder : that rapine,being no lefſe baſe and outs 
ragious than the fire which two houres had aſſaulted her : che ſcaven- 
tcenth of March the Perſians (to and ſhew they were nor idle) 
gave fire to a Mine ſtuft with barrells of powder, which blew up a 
great part of the wall , which breach the curaged Portugalls im. 
mediatly allyed & maintain'd the fight above one houre againſt the ams+ 
zed Perſian, who had drawne our a mayne Battalion, but when the Trum- 
pets ſounded, Ach recovered ſenſe and » going on ſo cours» 
giouſly, chatrhe moſt flow and hindmoſt diſcovered plainly a full ſcorne 
of death, and powerfull deſire of honourable execution : for nine houres 
this conflit continued with great fury, ſo that in fine the defendants were 
forced to retreat , GS : for, che hound 
Perſian fi og themſelves vidtors , with great bravery begun tro mount 
and enter the Cirie in many quarters , at which the Porrugalls were very 
” pl py” auch and ſo many Granadoes and burning fire- 
$, pO, and ſcalding Lead , thatthe aſſailants in deſpighe of 
their vowes and bravadoes were forced to retreat, and coald not prevent a 
thouſand of rheir men from periſhing : which miſery, when Shacelibes at 


full had viewed, jouſly followed bytwo hundred men , hee paſt 
through the fury of thoſe affrighing fires and took one of their Flanckers, 
bur could not holdabove halfe an houre, they were (o outragioully frycd 


and cormented with ſhewers of flames of Lead and Sulphur, and in del- 
cending were beaten off by fifry Haydalgoes, who for three houres affron- 
redthem, repel}d hem, and retyred crown'd with conqueſt. This enter- 
rainment ſo cool'd their bravery, that for five dayes they did nothing buc 
contemplate the valour and dexterity of their adverſaries. Bur,the three 
and twentieth day afſum'd more when they beheld the fight be- 
ewixt the Engliſh andthem z ous Cannon fromthe ſhore, playing ſo hotly

ds) and pay yeerely to the King of Perſia two hundredthouſand: 
Porrugalls rerum'd himan anſwer , they were in to ſich dIRreſſe, ro 
bay any favour ſo diſhonourably , and that greedineſſe ſo overwhelmed 
them, they afſared, a fifr part of thar proportion ſhonld never buy their 
ableſt benefirs. arr bn A a reconcili — og the Engliſh 
and them, pacting in , ey were tats, and by ma 
reciprocall favours of old (when hw of Gent invaded them ) ke ing 
times by allyances, prevalent enough tobeger goodwill in noble ſpirits. If 
they had injured rhew, they were nowſorry, and ttady to farisfe in any 
ent ofpaine CEOS $ were thar Inſtanre pood friends, 
and how conld ſich hoſtilicy he defended or anfwerd by law of Nations or 
Religion. Theſe and the like were ſent chem, bat'wherher che behavi- 
our ofrhe Fidelgo difpleaſed out Sea men , or that they underftoodrhem 
not, or ſaw themſelves fo farre ingaged , thac with reputation they coutd 
not deſiſt,orrhat it was uttered with a faigned humility, orrhe like, I know 
not; the Meſſenger departed not well ſatisfied. Andtwo dayes after, ſaw 
tly ſignes of confuſion and revenge: a hideous noiſe of helliſh 
ander amazing them , caus'd by the Engliſh their blowing up two ſeve. 
rall Mynes, which gave open profpe@ into the Citie ; bur the hearrs of 
rs darſt not travell with their ſrght, all their ſenſes the laſt time 
were ſo confounded and diſabled : ſo that very poorely they onely be- 
came ſpeQarors,and gave new courage tothe dying Portugal : all of chem 
halfe dead, with flaxes, thirft, (thethree pits in the Citie exhauſted) fa- 
mine or peſtilence. The fourteenth day, a ſhip full of Moores from X3/þ- 
wee, arrived at Ormur to help the Portugalls ; perceiving themſelves jnrer- 
cepted, they returned back, rhinking to landar ſome better quarter : the 
Perfian General), ſwore they ſhould receive no dammage by his Army, to 
which when rhey fooliſhly gave belicfe to, fonrſcore of their heads were 
forthwich ſtruck off, and the reſt inchayned. 

The 0rmwziees languiſhing thus long under ſo many ſorts of afliftions, 
every honre hoped for delivery from Ax- Friero, buthe failed them. The 
ſeventeenth day another breachwas made by giving fire to ſixty barrels of 

s powder, 
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powder, through which the; Moores entred in huge (warmes, but were 
beat back by cighteene Gentlemen withour che Bulwark; howbeit, nex: 
day they xe-entred and poſſeſſed ir. The eighteenth of Aprill,cwo famiſhe 
renegadoes ſtole.thence into the Camp of their Adverlaries, and being 
| broughybefore the Duke,confeſt the willingneſſe ofcheir cp—_ rold 


him theig expeftarion of ſupplies, rogether: with their preſent miſcries, 


aſſuring him, they. could por endure death raging more furiouſly 
within the Cicy, thai the greateſt forcesthey could oppole them with, 
Atthat report; the reanimared Perſian againe beſciges her, intending the 
next breach to enter pellmell amongſt them : which when the Portugal 
ſaw, and no ſafety avy,way appearing; thethree and twentieth day (know- 
ing no faith in the Mahomitans) hey yeelded the Caſtle, and their rrea- 
ſure narothe Engliſh ; only craving of them that they might receive 
their lives,and be conveyed ſafely to Mwsket in Arabis : the Engliſh afſenr, 
and very-nobly tranſported three thouſand of them, and entended like 
favour to, the reſt ; bus. the eavious Perſian ſuddenly intercepted above 
three hundred 4rebs halfe Chriſtians, and Portwgals : whom withour par- 
leyorany ligne of pirty, contrarie to their oath and honour, they behead- 
ed; and (cnt their heads to Gombroon for a Trophz, and as an afſured ſignal 
of their conqueſt and blameworthy fury. After this, by unanime aſſent, 
the Magazeens.of armour, vidtualls and ercaſure were ſe2led up with the 
ſigners of both Nations: the interim was imployed in maflacring of more 
than halfe dead men, xyolating women, polluting Temples, and defacing 
yerie brave and gallant houſes; during which, an unworthic Engliſh man 
(contrarie to the order) breaks into a forbidden Monaſterie ftuft with 
riches, and in his returne is diſcried by the ratling of his burthenſome (a- 
criledge; at which the Perſians flic ro rhg Duke, and by conſent break 
alunder everie thing, was valuable, (the Engliſh all chat time dreaming of 
no ſuch accident) but when it was known, much diſcourſe intervenedon 
both ſides, bur the Pagans accounted words bur ayre, and ſecing their de- 
ſignes accompliſhed, made the-fury and anger of the Engliſh meere pro- 
vocatives of {corne and laughrer : the Enliſh had no more than twentie 
thouſand potnds paid them for their ſervice. The braſſe Ordnance in 
the Caſtle and Rampires were divided,ſome ſay they were three hungred, 
others as many moe; Howbeit, our men ſay there were only fifry three 
great brafſe peeces mounted, foure brafſe cannon, ſix brafſe demicannon, 
ſixteen cannon pomem of braſſe, and one of iron, 9 culverin of brafſe,two 
demiculverin of brafle, three of icon, ten brafle baſes, ſeven braflſe baſtels, 
ſome baſilisks of 22 foot long, and nintie two brafſe peeces unmounted 
which I che rather name, ia thar the Po s bragge they had ſmall de- 
fence, and few Ordnance; with either of which if they had beene fur- 
niſhed Ormws had never beene triumphed over. Thoſe belonging to the 
Perſian were tranſported to other Citradells, to Gombroon, Larr, Shyraz, 
Hiſpehas, and Baby/on. The King of Orme, Seid Mahumet ſhaw, was 
made priſoner tothe Perſien, and ar this'day is at Shyraz under an allow- 
ance of five markes. a day; his other penſion (daring his proſperity paid 
him by the Porrugalls) amounted yeerely to a hundred andforty thou- 
ſand ryalls, . The Town ar this day is wholly ruinous, the Caſtle excepred, 
which 
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which aſpe& keepes her former beauty, ſtrengeh, and greatneſſe, andis 
owned by the Perſian. 

As forthe common Mariners,they found enough to throw away;by that 
lictle they gor, ſhewing their luxurie, nothing bur Ales, viss, Yeaws,jin the 
aſcendanr of their devotion. in Woodcocks lack was beſt and worſt; 
by rare chance he lighted upon a Frigot that was ſtealing away,loden with 
Pearles and. incſtimable treaſure, above a Million of royalls for his 
only; but what joy had he in that fading pelfe? pure clay is gold, whothen 
ſo mad to makethe earth his Idol? Whether poore (too rich) Woodcock 
minded more his tem Mammon than the ſtearage of his ſhip, who 
can tell? but many felt by ſad experience that the Whale his ſhip ſanck 
cloſe by Swally barre, the name neither of bird nor fiſh availing againſt 
the arrow of death, the mercileſſe elements yeelding ther no comfort : 
ſuch caraſtrophes have ambition and roo much greedinefſe. For, bur for 
roo much pride (the Portugall upon all cocalious braving the Engliſh) 
Ormws had ſtood;zand bur for roo much avarice, who knows but the Whale 
might have ſwam ſtill inthe Ocean of ſecurity.

HE tenth of ITanuary, Sir Robert $Sherlcy at our 

Ambaſſadors requeſt, entred Guwbrows to acquaiar 
4 the Sulran with his arrivall, and to demand ſuch en- 
g tertainmenr and neceſlarics as befirted his exeellen- 
AA cy and I ravaile rothe Perſian Court , though no 
L541 leſſe diſtanerhan the Caſpian ſea, It did nor reliſh 
$1 right to the covetous Sulran ; but upon ſight of his 
© Phirman or letter of Command, he diſſembled his 
humour, - proteſting he was tranſported with joy that ſo happy an occa- 
ſion was hapned, as well to expreſie himlelfe an obedient ſlave ro ghaw- 
Abba, as that the Towne ſhould be honoured by ſo noble a ſtranger ; ſor- 
ry onely he was (o ill fitted ro ſhew his humaniry, his Lordſhips ſo ſudden 
landing preventing the pomp he aymed him. Sir Robert Sherley returned 
his complement and forthwith invired my Lord Ambaſſador aſhoare, who 
as readily accepted ir. Art his'ifſuing from the ſhip, Capraine Browne 
(whom I name to honour him) thundred out his farewell by a hundred 
preat Shor, whoſe Ecchoes nor onely made Gombroos ro tremble , bur 
ſeemed to rend the higher regions with their bellowings. Wrapt in ſmoak 
and flame, we landed ve wane Neptune made us dance upon his liquid 
billowes and with his ſale breath ſcaſoned the Epicinia or intended Tri- 
umphs, Ar his landing the Cannons from the Caſtle and Cirradell vomit- 
edout their fiery choller, ren rymes roring out their wrathfull clamours, 
roour delight and terrour of the Pagans,whoofall noyſes moſt hare arrih- 
ciall Thunder. The Sultan and Shawbander handed him our of his Bardge, 
and mounted him upon a ſtately Arabian Courſer ; the ſtirrops were of 
pure gold, the ſaddle (a Morocco fort) was moſt richly imbrodered wich 
ſilver. All his followers had alſo ſuch as pleaſed them. In chis equi- 
page, atrended by his owne gentlemen , ſome fea Capraines, che Engliſh 
Agent Maſter Bur? and two hundred Coozell-baſhawes, we moved ſlowly 
rowards the Sulrans Pallace, all the way paſſing through a ranck, or = of 
Archers

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Archers and Muſquetiers on either fide doubled, and being alighted, 
uſherd him iato his Apollo ; where upon rich carpers was plac'r a near and 
coltly Banquet, ſtore of Shyroz Wine, and choyce Violls from the ſhips ; 
all which, with his proteitations of welcome,(Hoſpomedy Suffowardy (till 
dropping our of his mouth) gave ys undoubred knowledge that either he 
was a grand hypocrite , or extreamely fearefull a complaint ſhould be 
made ro the great Duke of $byroz againſt him of his paſt negleGt; all which 
we gave a favourable interpretation unto : let usnow into and about the 
towne , tolce if ought will preſent itſelfe a welcome objeR. 
GVMBR OVV N (or Gomxroos as ſome pronounce i) is by moſt Per- 
ſia0s Ka' iZayls cald Benderor the Port Towne : ſeared upon the gulph, 
in the © deſert (part whereof is now cald Lerr) or in Kermoes as 
the Perſjanscallir; albeit my fancie promprs me, that ir is rather in Chx- 
ffs, Shuſhan being ſo ſmall a way removed from ir. Some (bur I com- 
mend them not) write ic Gawros, others Gomrow, and other-ſome Cun- 
meroow, The Artique pole mounts here to ſeven and twenty degrees 
and nine minutes. A Towne it is ofno Antiquity, rifing daily out of the 
ruines of late glorious (now moſt wretched) Ormws, an, houres journey 

thence, x 
I wastold, that it had nottwelve houſes twelfve yeares ago ; atthis day 
encreaſed to a thouſand : bur how can I credirit, finee one Newbery our 
country-man entitlesit a Town at his being here, which was in the yeare 
1581. Yer old it cannot be, ſince all agree the Portugals firſt founded it ; 
after Ormows doubrleſſe, and whete the Caſtle was begun bur in A#no 15t 3 
by 4/buquerq' che Portugall. Gxmbroen is from Orme nine engliſh myles: 
jealſo viewes Arabia abourſixteene leagues weſt, for there the Gulph is 
narroweſt, Ir was forced from the Portugall in the yeare 1612 by Aly- 
eee the Shyrazien, and is now compleatly governed by the Perſian. Ir 
is in comipaſſe. abour ewo myles , the earth is ſandy, withour gardens, 
ſprings, or grafſe : from March ro October ſo hor, asthe Natives flie away 
Lorry and other Townes where Date trees ſhadow them agaiaſt the 
ever burning Sunne, and ground or ſand that ſcalds like hotteſt embers: 
agreat Mountayne (reckned ewenty miles diſtant,bur by irs height ſeemes 
not eight) atiricipates the coole North-wind, which ro other parrs breaths 
ſweetly and refreſhes them. The houſes are of Sunne-dried bricks,thick & 
ſollid; wirhin,are without much furniture ; without ſimple to look upon. 
The windowesare large and trelliſed, made to open when aty Favonius 
murmursamong them. The m_ rarrafſed, made both ro walk & {leep 
upon, ſo Carpets be {pred to ſoften them, In the Summer ſcaſon when 
few ſhips ride here, they ſleepin troughs or beds fild with water. The 
Buzzar is very ordinary : tis covered atop to keep ont the ſearching 
beames of the {cortching Sunne; whereunder is ſold Wine, Arack, Sher 
bee, Thlummery, and many otherthings to the eye and belly neceflary. 
The entrance into the Sultans houſe, is ar the Eaſt ſide of the Marker place. 
His, the Shabanders, Eagliſh,and Duch (diſtinguiſhe by their Flags or Kn- 
ſignes, diſplayed by #olas atop their houles) are all are worth the entring 
in or my noting : ofbeſt note,are ewo Caſtles,at the North and South ends 
ofthe Towne, ſpatious and defenſive; adorn'd with good Battlemenrs and 
R. Platformes 
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Plarformes to play their uſeleſſe Cannons on. Foureſcore brafſe Peeces 
are planted i rnphur wok part of thoſe they from Ormus Anno 162 2; 
two hundred more being ſent up to Lerr,Sp and Beby/on) of ſmall rer- 
rour, ifnoberter Gunners exerciſe them. Whiles ſhips ride here, Gum. 
broom is 2 garriſon foure hundred+horſe-and foor attend their Gene. 
rall>but dare nor fight againſt che Sonne, —_—_——— where they 
can findfood and ſheker. In winter you may find here, Merchants of 
fundry Nations ; Engliſh, Ducth, Perſians, Indians, Arabs, Armenians, 
Turks, lewes;and others. The moſt common tommodiries here, are belly 
food ; Wine, Rack, Sherber, Roſewater,Sugar, Almonds,Dates, Pomgra, 
nats, Figs, Currans, Orenges, Lemmons, Pomecitrons , Mirabolans , Ap. 

es, Peares, Quinces, and Flowers, in great variery. As alſo, Goares, 

ens , egges (two yeare old,) Ryce, &c. moſt of which are ſold by the 
crafty, faire ſpoken Bamnyens , who ſwarme through all parts of Aſia, 
They will readily trade or prartle with Chriſtian, Turk, lew, or Gentile, 
bur have rio good felowſhip, for they hare to ear or drivk with any ſaye of 
their owne caſts and religion; rice, plaintains, arid ſome fruits they ear, 
drink water or ſherbet (which is faire water, roſewater Augar and juyce 
of Lemons pur together): bur for fleſk, eggs, or ſuch roors, as raddiſh and 
the like, reſembling blood or wine, nor one bite would they edt, though 


you would give the pooreſt knave ar them, a thouſand pound ; they

Some Sudatories(cald here Hammnms, ) fome Moſques, ſome Syna- 
gogues and Sanhedrins archere ; bur thoſe ſo obſcure, rhar the eye can 
ſcarce dire& us rothem. Moſt remarkable is the preat Bannzen. I rec, 3 
league Eaſt from the Towne, and oppoſite tq Ormes Caſtle : a Tree (or 
rather ewenty Trees, the bonghs r and fpringing vp a whole aker 
together) rounded within and ſhaded in forme of a Theiter, rwo hundred 
and nine paces abont asT meaſured and wherein, or undef , may ambuſh 
very ſecretly three hundred horſe: ſome call it the arched Fig tree, ſome 
Arbor de Rays, (2 tree of Roots) others de Gog + namd by us theBeonnyen 
Tree,from their adorning and ador ingit with ribbons and ſtreamers of vs 
ricoloured Taffata, a goodly Diety ! ſuch a one as Plisy obſcrvd long ſince 
in his Travayles amongſt 'em. Hec frere Numinhm Temple, priſcoque rits, 
etiaw wnnc ſimplicia rure Deo preceentem Arborem dicant. Here ___- 
allo 
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alſo,they have a temple, ſi ed on one fide by the body ofthe tree, un« 
ſcen to ſuch as are without the branches; in which(for I adventured in) are 
three of the moſt deformed Pagods or Idols imaginable z invocated by 
the Banvyan in memoriall of Cu#tery, Shuddery, and Wyſe, their three det- 
fed predeceſſors; kept by an old doting Braminy, who for abovethree- 
ſcere yeeres in this irreligious place has moſt wickedly facrifizd his ſoule 
to Belzebub ;for many yeeres hee had allthe Pagods warr% 4 , part being 
the virgivity of the Brides (at ten yeeres commonly) which fince he can- 
nor atuare, he is not aſhan!'d (as I was told) to contratt with Travellers, 
 whoinan infernall diſguiſe reap the unripe and unholy Holocauſts. 

The Inhabitants (I exclude ſtrange Merchants ) are Olive-coloured, 
white onely in their ceeth : their apparellis a haſhabove , a Shuddero or 
lingen abour their waiſts , and elſe-where naked. They cut their skin, 
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and burne round circles in their fleſh,to ſymbolize their pride and love,far 
reverence z Cupid has not fire enough , butthey muſthelp him ! Pomps- 
nive Mels long ſince thus anatomiz'd them ; Carmesi ſunt To veſte, fruge, 
G-pecore, ſedibws piſcinm ſe cute velant,, veſenntur carne, Oc+ The female 
ſex are wrapt in white (nor from innocence ;) ſome goe naked upwards, 
moſt valuable in their cares and noſes , which are the richeſt parts abour 
them, cach earc being garniſht with a dozen oP - Rings, and their __ 
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with ſuch like gingadoes,ſome which are looking-glaſſes to admire them. 
ſelves (rare beauries ) in; their armes and legges are laden wich voluntary 
ſhackles of brafſe and Ivory : in their noſes they pur their molt pretious 
Jewels z brouches of gold , ſer with Garnars, Emralds, Turquoiſes, and 
like ſtones of value : and with it,other round Rings headed with ragged 
pearle, ſuch as with their intollerable impudence ryakes me ſay, they are 
the moſt nally, pocky Whores you ſhall find in any place, and who very 
fitly comply with 0vids remedy of love. 

o concomitate thoſe carrion women fake notice of thoſe troopes of 
Jackalls, which here more than any other where rally themſelves, nor 
only each night commirting in the Town, bur commonly they 
teare the dead our of their graves , and with a vulcare appetite devoure 
their carcaſſes; all the while ulularing and in offenſive noiſes barking 
and ecchoing our their ſacriledge, Wee made good ſport to hunt them 
with doggs and ſwords, but they are roo many to be baniſhe, roo unruly 
ro be conquered. I take them for thoſethe Romans call'd Crocute, the 
Greeks Alopecide, or Lyciſce (Multum latrante Lyciſca) and are cither an 
unnaturall mixture of a Birch aad Fox, or doggs from Exrope , by diver- 
ſiry of ayre and ſoile varying in ſpecie from what they were formerly , 
obſerv'd in other things z the Indian Ounces, what be they bur exrrat ' 
from Cars of Exrope 2 Spaniſh dogs, in new Spaive , inthe ſecond litter 
doe they not become Wolves? good Melons being alſo tranſplanted in- 
to a baſe and barren ground, turne quickly to ordinary Cowcumbers, 

Fourteene dayes are paſt ſince we entred Gombroon; the place has no 
ſach Magick to perſwade usto inhabit here. Our endistravell, why ſtay 
wethen ? ſure, wee were ſtayed three dayes by the Sultans ſuperſtition, 
who upon caſting the Dice, if the chance prov'd right, would let us goe; 
if wrong,nigro carbone notetw .The foure and twentieth day the Die was 
right, and wee were mounted ; our little Carravan conſiſted of twelve 
horſe and 29 Camells: the Engliſh Agent and other of our owne, and 
ſome Dutch Merchants attended our Ambaſſadour a league our of the 
Towne ; where, the Sulran met as, who (well pleas'd with the Piſcaſh 
or Preſentour Ambaſſador had given him)payed us alla hundred $alams 
and Teſſelawns : that is, God ſpeed you well, God keepe you. And lifting 
up his eyes to heaven, his hands to his breaſt, and bending almoſt unto his 
ſtirrop,once more bad farewell & ſo returned. His men & be all che way 
back played at Giochi di Cann, darting at one another very dexterouſly. 
Wee heard the King was ſolacing ar the Caſpian Sea , whicher now wee 
are travelling. Till then let us keepe an Ephemerides or day-journey. 
The firſt night (from Gumbroon) wee rode to Bandelly, ſixteenc Engliſh 
miles (and moſt part along the gulph ) orto compure ir in the Perſian 
rongue, five farſangs and a halfe; a farſang (Pliny calls it a paroſeng which 
conraines thirty ſtades or foure Italian miles) is three of ours, or a Durch 
league ;in namesonly different. At Bend Ally we found a neat Corravans- 
raw or Innt, the Turks call them 1mereths, the Indians Sarrays; built by 
mens charity, to give all civil! paſſengers a reſting place gratis; to keepe 
them fromthe injury of theeves, beaſts, weather,&c : for, through all 
Aſie we find no other receptories,nor proviſion ſave what we carry along, 
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and Kitchin utevſils ro drefle it in ; alſo wee have our water uſually in 
Tancks or Store-houſes, ſome made long, ſome round, pav'd below ; 
above, archer and plaiſtered; fill'd by the beneficiall raynes (ſprings are 
rarely found ) which albeit the clouds ſeldome here diſtill their happy 
moiſture, they ſomrimes breake, and then in churliſh ſort diffade to ſome 
purpoſe ; for, falling in CarraraQs they quickly fill their gaping Jarrs and 
Celterns, Nexrnight wee got to Gacheen, five farſangs further ; the third 
night to Comreſian , ſeven; next, to Tanghy- Dolon ( 3. e. a narrow way) 
praiſe-worrhy in her Lodge or Carravans-raw,bur eſpeciallyin the ſweet 
Cryſtallin water wee found there, Ir iſſues from a mighty mounrain three 
milesEaſt thence,andin an Hque-dv& ſports wantonly torthis Tanck,whoſe 
over- plus is received (by another Pipe laid in an artificiall way cut mar. 
vellouſly through the botcome of an adjoyning rockie hill) into a large 
Pond;which, richly mellowes all the Vally (reſembling Teepe) and Town 
call'd Doloz, ſurrounded with ſtudpendious hills on every (ide , ſo per- 
pendicular, as with few men may bee made impregnable; a ſofitary place 
iris, but exceeding pleaſant; when from the hill tops wee dazell our 
ſights in view of that ſandy, ſtony, ſterill Deſert, Thar dayes journey was 
foure farſangs. 

Our next daicstravell was to Whorwoot, eleven farſangs (thirty three 
miles) where we found a black pavillion ; in ir three old Arabians; who, 
out of their Alcoran ingeminated a dolefull requiem to their Brothers 
carcaſſe, over which they ſar; their lookes were clouded with pathetick 
fadneſſe, their cheekes bedewed with briny teares, intending (afcer the 
Jewiſh mode, Septems ad lnuGurm) to (olemniſe his farewell leven daies, 


ſioging, ſighing, weeping.

Nigh Whormoot are Duzgun, Laztan-De, and other Townes, where is 
the beſt Aſſa-Fxrida through all the Orient:the tree is like our brier 
o height ,che leaves reſemble Fig leaves, the root the Radiſh : the vertue 
had need be much, ir ſtincks ſo odiouſly. Bur, though the favour bee fo 
baſe, the ſapor is ſo excellent, that no mear, no ſauce, no veſlell pleaſes 
the Guzurats pallat, ſave what reliſhes of it, Next night we pot tO Oure 
wangel, five : and next day to Larr; two miles ſhort of which old Ciry, 
the Cawzy, Calantar and other of the prime Citizens welcomed us with 
wine and other adjun&s of complement. Wee had not rode halfe a mile 
further, when, loe an anrick Perſian our of a Poerick rapture, clamored 
out a ſong of welcome : the Epilog wasreſounded upon kettle Drums, 
Timbrells, and Barbarrous Jingle-jangling inſtruments ; a homely Feaxs 
attired like a Bacchanell, atrended by many other moriſdancers, begun to 
caper and frisk their beſt lavolroes; every limb ſtrove to exceed each 
other, the Bells, braſſc Cimbals, kertle muſick and whiſtles, ſtorming ſuch 
a Phrygick diſcord{that ro conſort we might ſqueak'our 
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Their ruſtick pipes did jarre, | Barbazaque horribili ſridebat tibia canry, 
with wotes that horrid are. 
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e bottles empried of wine 
200 Mules and Aſſes,and con- 


For Becchus then __ = agen : 
claſhing one againſt another, the roaring 
tinuall ſhooting and whooping of above two thouſand Plebeians all the 
way,ſo amazed us;that wee thought, never any civill ſtrangers were bom. 
baſted with ſuch a Triumph ; che noyſe that P»/cen and all his Cyclopy 
makegwere not comparable totheſe Mymallenians. Bur his finer, 
wee got wich much adoeto our lodging, infinicly wearied ; for my owne 
, I was ſomewhar deafe three dayes after, 

LAK R, isaCiry and Provincein Perſi« ; on the North limited with 
Parc or Pharſiftas ; on the Eaſt with Coarmoan or Cermenis ; bas the Per- 
fan gulph co rhe South ; and to the Weſt, Chuſgtan or 8»ſi2ne; a region 
a thouſand miles in circuit : barren and flaming hot, full of (and, ſtones, 
a few Date trees, Mines, and ſulphur. 

The City Ley is in the navell of Lereſtes, and raiſes the North pole 
ſeven and twenty degrees and forty minutes ; ſome have more, rweanty 
eight degrees and thirtie minutes, in 1 from the cape Meridian 
niaty degrees : a very old City it is;if call'd Laodices by antiochus as Pines 
tus thinkes, (in Phrygie and Coeloſyrie were Townes of the ſamename in 
Ptolomy) Procopolis by another Greek ; Corrhs after that, and now Loy 
(or Lear as ſome pronounce it) a name given her foure hundred yeeres 
ago by Laarge-beg, ſonne of Phiroe, and grandſonne to P3lees, afrer whom 
ruled Gorgion Melec (of whom their Cobels feigns wonders) to whom fol- 
lowed eighteen Kings, of whom Ebrahim-cawn was laſt, ſubjefted( Anno 
hegirz 985. of ours 1605) by a ſtratagem Emengoli-cawn Duke of $hy- 
r4z overthrew him by, to ſariare the hungry ambition of 4bbss his Maſter, 
and (which is rare conſidering the grear —_ his Country) for the 
Kings pare loaded away with treaſure ſeven hundred Cammells, The 
captiv'd King Ebrahim had his life and a noble penſion promiſt him, bee 
enjoyed them bur awhile, an unex ſword of death betraying his 
hopes, without which the Dyadem fat not right upon the head of Shaw- 
Abbe: the ſoveraigne, 

Nine dayes we ſtaid in Ley; a ſhameir were, if in ſo longtime we had 
noted nothing. Ley is from Gwmbroon (even ſmall dayes riding ; from 
Shyrezfouretecne, from Babylow twenty : a very poore Towne it is, as 
being parche with the ſcalding Sun, defaced by rage of warre, and thrown 
down by many fearfull Earth-quakes. An#o Domini 1400, it ſhook ter- 
ribly, and made five hundred houſes proſtrate to irs Tiranny. Anno 1593. 
of their account 973 ſhe boaſted of five thouſand houſes ; bur ſee how 
vain: is the pride of man: that very yeere, the earth ſweld with ſach a 
dreadfull rympany, that in venting ic ſelfe, irmadeall Lorry to quake; and 
in fine, would not be ſuppreſt, but by the weight of three thouſand houſes 
turned topſi-rurvie, quaſhing to death three thouſand men in their de- 
ſtruction. The old Gaſtle alſo on the Eſt fide of the Towne (it owes its 
foundation to Georgeen Melec) though buile atop a ſolid rock, groand in 
a like affcighring downfall : and to me it ſeemed ſtrange, a City fo ſtrong- 
ly. ſo ſurely founded, ſhould be ſo ſubje& to ſuch unnaturall commotions. 
Whirher ir be (as Democritus dreamt) from the gaping Sun-torne carth 
quafhng in too greedily roo much water, and (like a glutted drunkard) 
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overcharging her caverns, vornirs it np inaforcible and diſcontevted mor 
tionz or whether (as 175ftorte teaches) from vapors ingendred in the 
bowels of the earrh, and loth ro bee impriſoned in 4 wrong orb, rends irs 
paſſage by a viperous horrid Motion 2 or whether from ſebterran ean fires 

che ayre inflamed upon ſulphug, or ſuch pxnberances/of nature, 1 dare not 
conclude, bur leave ſuch theories to choſe rhat ſkndy Meteors. Let us

the Caſtle walf ate raiſda htindred houſes, ſtored with men, moſtparr 
ſoldatts , who have there a | won Armory able to furniſh with Lance, 
Bow,and Gan,three thouſand men: it is a fort withour,of a ſtately frame: 
within, is no lefſe commendable : the Buzzer is alſo a gallant fabrick; rhe 
matetiall is good chalkie ſtone; long, ſtrong, and beautifull : a quadrant 
Icannor call ir, thefides are ſo ntiequall * ris cover'd atop, arch, and (in 
pizzza ſort) a kinde of Burſez wherein each ſhop ſhowes ware of ſcverall 

ities: the Alley from North to South , is 170 of my paces; from 
bit to. Weſt, a handredand ſixty; the ovall in center is about a hundred 
and ninty: a building (to ſpedkof the Afiaricks)in ſome hundreds of miles, 
ſcarce to be parrelled. Neere this Byzzgr arc coyned the Larrees , a fa- 
moas ſort of money, ſhaped like a long Dare ſtone, the Kings name ſtampt 
upon pure ſilver, in our money valuing ren pence. 

The Moſques here bee not many ; one efpeciall Moſque (or Deer) ic 
has,ronnd(eirher ſhadowing ont Erernity,or from a patrerne of the A/cs- 
be the holy Temple in Meccs, whoſe ſhape they ſay Abrebewr had from 
heaven)in ſome parr varniſht with Arabick lerrers, and painted knots, gar- 
viſhe in other parts with Moſaick fancies : tis low, and wichoue glaſſe win- 
dowes, woddenrrellizes (excellently cur after their invention) ſupplying 
them ; the entrance is _— a brazen gare,tieer which is hung a Microur 
whether ro admire their tallow faces in , or internal deformities, I know 
not: ſome lamps italſo has, for uſe and ornament : fome Prophets reſt 
their bones here, take one for all. Emeer-ATy-zedday-amerra long-namd- 
long-bon'd (if his grave bee right) long fince rotren Propher z the older 
_—_— the freſher profir ; zeale andc oft times worſhip antiquity: 
bur how can I credit them that he was a Mahomeran; they (ay (if that will 
not pleaſe, they ſweare) hee died a thouſand five hundred yeeres ago, ſix 
hundred yeeres before Mahomet, and yet a Muſſulman : their faich admits 
no queſtions nor anſwers, or if it did, wee will not trouble it : For I ſee 
variety of good fruir cloſe by, to which T have a better appetite; here arc 
the faireſt Dares (Dattillsin Latin from their finger-like ſhape) Ocenges, 
Lemons,% Pomcirrons you findin Perſia; if choſe will nor pleaſe,you buy 
here at caſic rates, Goars, Hens, Rice, Rach,and Aquavitz : but for their 
water (wee dreft our meat with ir, the people drink ir) they call ic Ob» 
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Ob-baroon which in the language of Perſia ſignifies rain-water z but wit 
farre more reaſon I may call ir ,Aque-Mortis; death ſeeming to bubble 1 
it. Abaſe qualified warer it is z whether that their Taacks or Magazeen, 
are ill made, ornaſtily kept, and by that the water is corrupted; or whe. 
cher the raine of it [Life is inalubriousand loathſome I cannot cell; by 
both it may bee Fakes ir ſo bad as it isz ſo unſapory,ſoill tothe gult, 
worſe water for taſte,and eſpecially for property can (carce be reliſhed:z 
litrle of ic came in my belly as coaldbe borrowed from extremity of thirſ, 
and 1 _— I had good reaſon to forbeare it: for, it cauſes Catarrhs, 
breeds ſore eyes, ulcerares the guts, and which is more tercible thanthe 
reſt, ir ingenders ſmall long worms in the legges of ſuch as uſe to drink 
it; and, which ſort of yermin is not more loarhſome to look upon, tha 
paiofull rothe itching diſeaſe of chem that breed 'em; by no potion, no 
unguent, to bee remedied : they have noother way to deſtroy them, fare 
by rowling them abour a pin or peg, not unlike the treble of a Theorbs; 
the moſt danger being this, thar if inthe (crewingthe worme chanceto 
break, it makes them very dolefull Maſick, forit endangers the leg, apt to 
gangreen and ( but by lancing) hardly curable, The water is the natw- 
rall cauſe of this ſtrange malady: and ſeemes to mee to bring the venome 
from the region where tis generared ; for, commonly the clouds here at 
Lerr ate undigeſted(as in the Tornadoes I have formerly ſpoken of ) and 
unagirated by the wind; Nor do the clouds diſtill cheir raine-in drops as 
is ufuall in colder regions, butin whole and violent icruptions ; dange. 
fotis both ih the fall, and no lefſe huccfull inthe uſing, 

The Inhbabirants are moſt part naked and. meric as naked a relation: 
they area mixture of Jewesand Mahomitans; both of them, a ſwarthy de- 
formed generation : for generally in this City they are blear-eyd, rotten 
rooth'd, and mangy legd : the violent heart and poyſonous warers cauſes it: 
the habir of the greater part of them is only a wreath of Callicotyed 
abour their heads ; their mid-parrsare circled with a Zone of vari-colo- 
red plad, and have Sandalls upon their feet, elſewhere being naked : ſome 
indeed have ſhaſhes of ſilke and gold , tulipanted abour their heads; they 
roab themſelves in coats orCabays of Satten;and eſpecially inrich their fin- 
gers with rings of filver ſer with Turqueiſes or Cornelians,and in which 
they affe&ro have ingraven their owne name, or ſome ſclefted pofie our 
of the Alcoran : upon their thumb they commonly weare a ring of horne 
which makes the arrowes go off ſtrong and eaſily : their crooked ſwords 
alſo afford them no ſmall delight, the blades being exceeding good,the 
hiles no lefle valuable; for they are of gold; Tnthis City ſhouldbeea 
riverandthar not a ſmall one,if our Geographick Maps were true;but they 
erre egregiouſly, for here not ooly is no river, bur allo none elſe is to bee 
foundin a hundred miles travell, go which way you will; for both by in- 
quiring of many Perſians & our own experience io further cravell, I could 
neither heare of nor ſee any river neererus than Tobb,famous in her ſepa* 
rating Swſiens from Cormenia; and from Larr,weſtward abour 5 ſmall daies 
journey hence: orthar other of Cyre,over which we rode twixe $hyrazand 
old Perſepolis : forme ſmall brooks wee rode over; but rivers no man muſt 
dareto call them,fince none of themia bredth or depth exceed 3 foot. 
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Weſt of Lerris 142rown, twenty 
thence : itisa Town conſiſting ofa thouſand Jewiſh families : ſome make 
ic their rode toShyraz, bur the way is extreame ftony and monntainous,bad 
for horfemen, worſe for ill-ſhod Camells. Theſe Jewes (or Jehuds as the 
Perſigns call them) are a remnant of thoſe foure Tribes, Se/rwew2/ſar ſon 
toTyg/ath Pilezer the Aﬀyrian King forc't from Semerie Anzo Mund} 3220. 

lcing them in Hats, Here and Ghaboy (by the river Gozes) Citics of the 
Medes : the Towne (I do but imagine ſo) is named from 140riw a memo- 
rable Townein Can4es : they have ſome Sinagogues, bue no kigh Priefts; 
the Moſaicall Law they have wonderfull _— : they are to this day 
a hardharred ſubrle people; very cowardly, rich, but odions to all other 
religions: moſt remarkable, is a precious liquor or Mummy growing here, 
Mumnaky-koobas they call it, a liquor which none dare take, for all is 
carefully look to forthe King. Ir diſtills (in June only) frem the top of 
thoſe ſtupendious Mountaines, every yeere abour five ounces : a moiſt 
redolent gumme ir is, ſoveraign againſt all forts ofpoyſon ; and(if we may 
beleeve them) a Gatholicon for all wounds and moſt diſeaſes : when other 
Princes ſend this King preſents of gold, pearle, or other coſtly devices; he 
ſends them back, a little of this Balſome, as a full remuneration, Theſe 
Mountaines are famoſed in ſtory ; After Alexander had preyes and ſacri» 
ficedin S»ſ#(betrayd by 45»/ites atime-ſerving Satrapa)he led his wanton 
Army towards Perſepolis ; his neereſt paſſage was over theſe hills of 14- 
eowns{inthoſe dayes cald Pile Perſidis and 8uſeide) whereto his amaze- 
menr,he was ſo beaten by Arioberzanes a Marrialiſt and his ſmall company, 
that _— to the pace and honour of the worlds Monarch)he was 
conſtrain'd to retrear apace, and ſhamefully to ayoyd that thundering 
ſtorme of ſton:3 andarrowes. | 

The eleveath of February we left Larr, [odges-Obdruzythe Governor 
furniſhed us (to Shyraz) with Mules, very poore ones; the Aﬀes they 
return'd upon:no matter. Mules are Emblems of ſobriety; oar Herbinger 
(or Mammandore in Perſian) was an honeſt Cozelbaſh,and would be ſure, 
(hopefull of ſome reward, and becauſe his part lay therein) at every place 
where we made our Manzeel or reſt, to provide us good lodging , and 
ſuch meat as the country would affoord us: by vertue of his authority do- 
mineering over the wretched Ruſticks more than pleaſed us ; he would 
proffer them alittle mony for what he liked, if they refuſed to rake it, he 
took it then by force, and Alla Soldado paydthemin big words and baſti- 
nadoes : in miſerable ſlavery the peſanrs live; a ſoldiers life is here the 
moſt honourable and ſafeſt, The firſt night we _ our Tents not far 
from Lerr, but were ſtopt next day by an immoderate flood of raine,thar 
made the earth ſo lippery,as our Cammells glib-hoofes could nor foot it; 
the raine falls ſeldome here, bur whenir comes,they borh feele and heare 
&: ſome crimes it raiſes ſuch a Deluge asſweeps men and houſes away ; ſix 
yecres ago (in this place) a Caravan of two thouſand Camels periſht by 
the fury of ir. The fouretcenth day wee rode to Deachow (or Techoo) 
which ſignifies a Towne under ahill ; where we ſee many prettie Tombs, 
notany without his grave-ſtone andan Arabick memoriall. The Alcoran 
commands that none be buried in Citics,for feare the noyſome G_ 
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iofe@ the living, but in a Gemirery a the moſt publique highway ; thar 
by viewing the Sepulchers ofthe dead (the Romans did rhe like, rhe X- 
gyprians had them in their banquerring houſes) they might contemplate 
their mortality. A mile from this Towne we view'd threeſcore black Pa. 
villions; black withour; within full of female beauties : the Perſians call 
them Vloches; the Arabs,Kabilaiz the Turqitans and Armenians, Taiphz; 
the Tarrars, Hoords ; the Antients, Nomades ; of whom the Poet thus ; 


Nulla domns, plauſtris habitanr, migrareper Arra Their Carts their houſes are,their ſole delight 
Mos, atq; er: antes circumyeRtare Penatess To wander with their hou ſe- Gods day and wight. 


I cannot chuſe but wander a little if I keepe ſuch company. 

Vereuc, the Trophy of arefin'd ambition, is purchaſed by embracing the 
excellent and wholſome Notions of an humble ſoule, of a well-temper'd 
ſpirit, whoſe heavenly radiance reſpeRts no other object with delight ſave 
vertue, from which pure ſtreame flowes Moderation, to whoſe excellen- 
cie (next to ſpiritual! ſacrifice) wee may ſafely devote our beſt endevours, 
So apt to every immodeſ AR, is mans co diſpoſition , that ro enjoy 
ſenſuality he conceits vertue (though neverlo gorgeoully arrayed ) foule 
and deformed : till moderation force him ro a account, and diſcover 
how much he erred, in preferring intemperance before the tranſcendene 
qualities ofa verruous life : and from whence, when we contemplate the 
contented life and poverty of cheſe Vloches, needs muſt wee condemne 
our ſelves of lothſome ryot. For, how free from unſcaſonable care » pale 
Envie, affrighting Tumulr, and nafty ſurfer doe theſe enjoy themſelves; 
happy Conquerors ! how mutually doe they accord, how joyfully ſatiate 
Nature, in what is requirable.Heare Laces praiſing them.

Toreturne ; ſo ſoone as Phebw had runne thrice fifteene degrees in 
our Hemiſphere, we mounted our melancholly Mules,and made our next 
Manzeel art Berry. Nothing was obſervable in che way, ſive a huge thick 
wall, of great length and heighr,car by infinite toyle our of the ſollid rock, 
co ſafeguard the Lerians from the Shyrazians, Larr in that place termi- 
nating. 

Berry is aſmall Village ; it promiſes much ar diſtance , but when there, 
deludes the expettation : yet is it famous through the Perſian Territorics, 
both from the prerogarives an ancient learned Syer endued it with , cons 
firmed by all ſucceeding Princes ; and from an Arabick Schoole, diſtin- 
guiſhtinto claſſes, of the civill Law, Aſtrologie, Phyſick, and ſuch as leads 
to Mecca: commendable in their Pyrhagorean filence,learning to diſcourſe 
by wincks, nods, and ſuch dumb notions: for babling is in all Arabick 
Schooles wonderouſly hated : they alſo obſerve two rules eſpecially,obe- 
dience,and moving the body too & froinreading : adjoyning this Schoole, 

is 
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isa Deer or Moſquir, a venerable place, chiefly by being a Dormitory to 
their greateſt Doftor Emanm-zeddey-a meer-4 maddy-Ally , a Prophets 
fonne,andallyed to holy Aly; in the grave enjoying (fay they) eight huan- 
dred yeeres reft z a great antiquity. His Tomb is rais'd foure foot from 
the pavement, is cight foot long, covered with a white fine linnen cloth ; 
the Tomb-ſtones are carvedand painted with knots and poeſies of Arabickz 
neere him are fixttwo Lancesro memorize his quondam profeſſion, and 
ſome Enſignes nor of ordinarie invention : Vpon his Coffin lic a ſer of 
goodly Beads, ro help his devour memorie, and which to this day reraine 
their Maſters vertue of working miracles. Arop the Chappell is a globe 
(orſteele mirrour) pendant , wherein theſe Linx-eyed people view the 
deformiry of their ſinnes. They alloſhewed usa ſquare ſtone pearced and 
hung neere the wall, a rare ſtone, a relique moſt notorious ! che Propher 
uſed to burthen the backs of impenitenr 7 mn with it, telling them their 
impiery made it ſeeme heavie , a waight ſo ponderous as made them take 
the righr path ro be quit of it. A little pot comes next to our deſcription, 
holding a ſoveraigne ent made eighrhundred yeeres ſince , ofc us'd, 
and never exhauſted: and is not only good to help ſore eyes, bur a Penaces 
againſt all diſeaſes ; to crowne all, his booke (no Alfurcan of devotion) is 
layd upon his carcaſſe; any body is ſuffered to ſee it a far off, bur trorouch 
it is counted a preſumption, the impure breath ofman peradventure infe- 
Ring it : in ſtormes and crofles they finde remedy with only naming it : 
the Church is neatly matted, a Moſque of ſo much holinefſe , that none 
muſt enter with boots or ſhooes on : ſuch as want iſſues (I meane not in 
their leggs ) health, wealth, friends, or the like, upon their offring ſhall 
have ſarisfation. The Oracle (the Prieſt) never cheats them. Sed nos ego 
credulus illis : and with that I bid Zerry farewell, 

Next night wee got to Beznerow. The laſt Towne feafted us with Tra- 
ditions, this with good cheare , muſick, rhree kettle drammes, and fix 
dumb Moſquets. The ruines of anancient Caſtle (demoliſhr lately by the 
Perfian) ſhewes its ribs, through which the coole ayre blowes , ſeldome 
failing from the rop of thatſtupendious Mountgine: one fide of the Caſtle 
wall is anaromizedto the Town,the other tothe ſtony Deſart. Next nighe 
we lay in Goyeme, bragging in a thouſand rotten houſes. Afrer we had re- 
pos'd an houre , a Hocus-pocus affronted us, and performed rare tricks of 
Attivity. I rememberſome of them*+ He trod upon two flicing hooked 
Semiters with his bare feet, then layd his paked back upon them, ſuffering 
a heavie Anvill ro be layd on his belly, and rwo men to hammer our foure 
horſhooeson it very forceably. Thar trick ended, he thruſt his armes and 
thighes thorow with many Arrowes and Lances; then,by meere ſtrengrh 
of his block- head helifr upa yard from the ground a great ſtone, weighing 
ſix hundred pound, and (asifhee had done nothing) knit his hairetoan 
old Goars head , and with a ſcornfull pullcore it aſfunder, at that crying 
outaongh-whoddmw i.e.God helphimzthe ftanders by with a loud yell,ap« 
plauded- him : we gave him particular thanks,and rold him he was a prer- 
tiefellow. Bur what was hee ? roſpeake of Marixs(one of the thirty Ty= - 
rants) who with one of his fingers could overthrow a loaded Wayne : or 
of Polzdamas, who with one hand would hold a wild Bull by his hinders 
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legg,aad in deſpight of his beſt force ſtop him,as Cel. Rhod. and Treb. Polio 
have ic. Bur in remembring rhe(e, I had almoſt forgot torell you, thar in 
Goyeom, is fairely intombed one Me/ec Mabomer, famous for fomenting the 
authority of his Maſter Mhowet, when the Saracens begun to canyaſle ir, 

Next night we loſt one another by a careleſſe aſſociatiog, and had a mi. 
ſcrable lodging in that vaſt and barren wildernefle : affording no grafſe, no 
trees, no warer, bur ſtonesand ſand in great abundance, Oſtriches, Storks, 
and Pellicans ber ſole Inhabitants. I beleeve the carth has worne Flore's 
livery; but, by the parching rage of Warre, or continued heat of the fla- 
ming Sunne becomes thus miſerably deſarr, or rather from the juſt wrath 
of Almighty God, who (as King David ſings) wokes « fruit full land barren, 
for the »wgodlin:ſſe of them that dwell therein, Next day wee queſted in 
ſearchof our Carravan , and with much trouble recovered ir : thae night 
alſo pitching in the Deſart,were welcom'd by ſuch a ſudden ſtorm of rain, 
thunder, and lightning, as made our cheare more wretched , impriſoning 
usalſoin our Tents. Next day, wee had the weather comfortable, the 
ſight of afew Date and Maſtick tree, refreſhing us; confuting Coriats con- 
ceir, that Maſtick is found no where but in 8yo. By the way we tooke nos 
rice of an od-devis'd Tomb (it inhum'd - harmileſſc Shephear d) hong ro 
and fro with threds tripartite (it may be,ſhadowing our the Trinity) each 
thred beautified with party-coloured wool], at each end a Puppet to Pro- 
rect ir, ſome Cypreſſes were added to condecorate and to revive the old 
Idoll ceremony.

The next (the ewo and twenty of February) by the way we had ſome 
ſport in diſlod ging a wild Bore, but neither ſhot nor = reaching him 
we made (ut-bokþo our meuzeil; Mohack our next(in which are buried Ma- 
homet, Hodge, Izmaet, and Ally, foure great Muſſulmazniſh Doors, in- 
rombd here 400 yeares ago, reſortedto with no ſmall reverence.) Next 
day to Conghton,to Yaghea next, thence to Mojechaw, next day to Pal: 
pot-ſhaw (leaving Bobbew-hodgee on our left hand) next night pitching a 
farſangh ſhore of Shiraz ; where we expected a ceremonious entrance : 
bur ſeeing none came out ro meet ns, our Ambaſſadour (who was ever 
ctoavel his honour ) ſent his Mammender to the Governour, (the great 
Duke was hauking fifry myles thence, of purpoſe abſent, ) ro demand freſh 
horſes anda befirting welcome. The Daragnedin perion came to difſem- 
ble, firſt excuſing his Lord the Duke, who would go ncer to kill him fos 
not acquainting him with this excellent Advantage to manifeſt his inte- 
gricy unto our Nation, in compariſon of whom all other in the world 
were odious. In a word (perceiving our haſte) he bumby beſeechr his 
Lordſhipto pratize burthree dayes patience, till the great Duke might 
honour his entrance, and diſplay his radiance ; a favour ofa double reflex, 
in that it would infinitely content their Governour, and accumulate an 
incomparable ſplendor and triumph to his entrance, cloſing his hypocriſic 
with an if nor, he was then preſto uſher his Lord(bip co his lodging. 
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The Ambaſſador eaſily deſcryed him tobe a 8ynox, ſenc meerly ro berray 
his credulity : ſoas perceiving no remedy , the twilight helping his ſilent 
paſſage (Apolo had already drenchr his fiery rramels in maddame Theris 
la5p, Cynthis alſo lookr pale,as diſpleaſd with fo much koavery) we jozgd 
lafirety on upon onr Portugall Trumperters,who (ſo ſoone as they wind- 
ed the ſmoak and ayre of this excellent Cirty,) ſpared the Perſians a labour 


jo their brafſe pans, hoboyes and ſuch Phrygick Muſique, ſometimes bray- ' 


ing our, ar other tymes ecchoing to one another in their Mymallonian 
Cornets, as if fome Orgies to Liber Pater had been ſolemnizing : in ſo much 
a5 many ran our of doores , others fired cheir flambeauxes ro know the 
cauſ> and glut their wonder. After long circling we artivd ar Shock Ally. 
Begs Pallace (the Dukes ſubſtirure) where our Lord was wearied with a 
prolix Apologie , and then madeto raſte a Banquer of dainties. Afrer 
which they convoyd us to Aly-chen, a neat houſe at the Eaſt end of the 
Ciry, belonging to the King, incompalt wich as brave Gardens and as ſpa+ 
cious as moſt in Aſia. And now the vexation is paſt, why do we make it 
an indigniry, as if NoQturnall entries had not equall luſtre with the day z 
the Arrificiall light we had(for ought you know) might eclipſe the ſpicn- 
dor of the ſtarry firmament. Holofernes choſe the night ro make a tri- 
umphanr entrance into Domes. Proud Aatiochys took the fame time into 
Hiernſalem, Auguſinlus into Rome, and haughty Sapores, into this very 
Ciry. Let us now rriffle no longer, bur view the Ciry. 

SHER AZ 7 (fothey pronounce ir)the pleaſanteſt of Aſiatique Cities, 
s removed from the Equator nine and twenty degrees , forty minutes, 
andin longitude 88 degrees. By Bex Jones ( 500 yeares ago) cald Syaphas, 
by Corn. de Indeis Sites and Sives, by Oſorius Xiraz, by Raleigh Siras, by 
Stephanus Cyrecbatha, by Celine Ciropolis , a frivolous conceir, fince all 
eld Topographers place it and the river Co745 in Hyreanid in the larirude 
ofthirty nine degrees and a halfe : and of Jongirude eighry three degrees, 
five and forty minutes. And ofthat name is one in Media as Ptol. in Sogdi- 
a4 0ne neere Iaxartes as Qnintus Curtius, in India one,as Flienus,a river 
alſo fo caller! in Armenia as Pliny notes,bur none,in Perſia aCiropelis. This 
name Shergz (as I conjeRure) is a derivative from Sheer (milk in the Pers 
fian language) or Sherab a grape, no part of the orient ſhewing berrer or 
richer wine ; from like reaſon, that Alepporakes name from Halip milke, 
(and not from Alepins Leiftenant to I»lien as ſome dreame of) many other 
Townes in Perſia denominating chem(ſelves from what they are abundant 
in, as Whorrroote (a Towne of Dates.) Deachow ( 4 hilly Towne) De-gar- 
dow(a walnut Towne,)Beze- bakow, Periſcow, Cutbobhaw &c. or from = 
ſerthe incole of 01d, as Poliznxs has it in his s [;b. de Semiremide. Or it 
greek Synopymacs would carrie ir , I might borrow the name from 
Eat. catens :; or more properly 2 T1 epuu per eftnrs. Bur atfectation 
is hiſcommendable. 

For albeit ſhe be rayſed from the ruines of Perſepolis.that does nor ſtyg- 
matize her with an upſtart name, two thouſand yeares bcing paſt fince ir 
wasburned. 1 may therefore reje& the peoples Cronicle , alluding her 
firſt founder to be Tarmſhed fife King of Perfia.afrer whom ruld ( hedortao- 


mer, not long from Noob, Boterws may be txed allo,quendo $yra5 erat Sy- 
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14s, tunc Cayrws erat ejus pages, an Adage never us'd by the inhabitant, 
Antient no doubt ſh2 is, her name in hiſtory coaheming ir, Rocneduddevie

riſten and Shyraz ((o'ris then named ) being here buried 42»o Dow, 
980- of the Hegire 360. And queſtionlefle ſhe has been much greater than 
at chis preſent. Yiughbeg (a learned G:ographer and Nephew to T ember. 
lang) gives her in his tyme fifreene myles compaſſe, Contarenus ffreene, 
and eightic thouſand bouſes. Barberws eight{core yearcs ago, gives her 
ewenty; Teiſhers after him, ſix and thirty myles circuit ; $kikerd upon 
Tarich a like vaſt circumference: Tohn of Perſis in his time numbred hee 
[nhabicants eightic choaſand, Ben-AZy rhee hundred chouſand: we may not 

ainlay their reports, becauſe no inquiry can diſprove them ; let us there- 
Gee reſt contented in her preſeat — which I ſhall preſent you 
(God willing) wichour errour. 

Shire is diſtant from 079##4,0nc hundred and cight farſangs or three hun- 
dred and foure and twenty mylesEagliſh. From Lery one hundred eightie 
fix miles, from Bebylos three hundred,from Spehewe wo hundred two and 
ewenty, from the Ceſpies ſea fix hundred, from Cazbyn foure hundred 
and eighty ſix,from Periſcow foure hundred and forty,from {ndshor three 
hundred and txrie, from Tezdtwo hundred and niatceen, from F.zs ſixry 
miles Engliſh. The Antient dwellers hereabours are named Artiete, 
Tapiri, Certii, and Orebatii, Maſqued in Perc, Furc , Fores, and 
Far . 

= at this day is the ſecond City for magnificence inthe Monar- 
chy of Perſia; watered by Bindemyr (or Bradamyr) a (weet river that 

dra wes her deſcent from the Tepirian Mountaines, and after ewo hundred 
miles circling ia many wancon meanders, commixing wich c h»eſpes (now 
Tab)and Hlay, with them nor farre from Valdes (old Shuſhan) loſe them- 
ſelves in the Gulph and promiſeuouſly thence into the vaſt Indiao 

Ocean. ; 

It ſhewes ſome walls buile by Yſa» Cz/ſan, but ſeems to ſcorne a limit- 
ed bondage. Ir ſtretches from Sourh-caſt ro Norch-weſt,three miles ; and 
not much lefſe the other way ; rhe compaſle nine myles or there abours : is 
pleaſantly ſeated in the North-weſt endofa ſpacious plaine, rweary miles 
long, and fix broad; circamvolved with ſtapendious hills, under one of 
which this Towne isplaced. Defended by Nature, inriche by rrade, by 
Arr made lovely; the Vineyards, Gardens, Cypreſſes, Sudatories, and 
Temples, raviſh the eye and ſmell, in every part ſweer and delighefull. 

Here Art magick was firſt hatched, Here Nimrod ( after Babel 
confuſion) livedand was buried. Here Cyrus (the moſt excellent of hea- 
then Princes) was borne, and (all bar his head) intombed, Here the great 
Macedonian glutted his Ambition and Bacchiſme, Here the firſt $ybiPolung 
our Saviours incarnation. Hence the Magi are thought to have ſer forth 
rowards Bethleew, and here a ſeries of rwo hundred Kings have ſ{wayd 
cheir Sceprers. 

The houſes here are of Sun- burne-bricks, hard and durable : nor very 
lofry; flat and carrafſed above, Belconies andthe windowes curiouſly and 

largely trellized : within, ſpread with rich carpers; lictle ocher furnicure 
other 
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other where isnoted. Sultan Shock; Alybegs houſe (where the firſt nighe 
we were banqueted ) is inferiour to few ; his dining roome was high and 
round and ſpacious. The archrt roofe and ſide walls imbolt with' gold, and 
wrought into Imagery; ſo ſhadowed, thar it was hard to judge whether 
imboſt,in(cule,or painted. The windowes were of painted glaſſe, the floore 
ſpred with curious Carpets. None are without their gardens, forreſts 
rather of high Chenaers and Cypreſles. 

Fifteen Moſques profeſle their bravery , round (after the holy Alhobs 
io Mecc4)til'd withour, and pargerred with azure ftones reſembling Tur- 
quoiſes; lined within, with pure black poliſhe Marble ; the rops dignified 
by many double guilded creſcents or ſpires which gallantly reverberate 
4pollo's yellow flames in a rich and delightfull ſplendor. Two are eſpecially 
note-worthy in their Antick ſteeples and ck curioſity. The one is 
ſquare, fifry foot high in the body,leaded in ſome part, covered with gold 
and blue ; the walls varnifhe and wrought wich knots andpoeſies, vaſt and 
unfurniſhe (or nofiniſht) within ; above, ſpiring in two columns or pillars 
of wood round, cur and garniſht with great bravery, very neer as high as 
Peules in London. The (other) rather reſembling a royall Carvanſ-raw ) is 
quadrangularz the ſuperticies of Arabique invention, imboſt with gold, 
flagd with porphyre, painted with azure, garniſhed in many od mazes, 
and made reſplendent ar ſome ſolemnities by a thouſand Lamps and 
Torches, 

The other Moſques are not ſo excellent, nor yet ſo baſe as notto invite 
the buſie eye, regarding novelties. Whar ehey wantin ArchiteQure,they 
lopply in reliques, venerably accounted of for intombing the rotten car- 
alles of ſome Alcoranniſh Doftors,whoſe hypocriſie have gor ſuch repure 
with thoſe ſuperſtitious Ideors, that theic Priefts are fat, their Tombes in- 
riche by ſuperfluiry of Zeale,no coſt,no paines thought enough to manifeſt 
the integrity of(impious)devotion. Some (epulchers are framd of Marble, 
pure and ſhining.O: hers of wood,cur into Antique carving,others expreſſe 
the painters Art, and others the Sculprers skill in braſſe, in plate and coſtly 
mettall. Where Art is defective, Nature(our of the treaſures of darkneſſe) 
has dignified them. In one place , Shaw-meer-Ally-Hamzy a propherique 
Mahomiran reſts his bones, ſeven hundred yeares fince ferried by Charon 

into Acheron for doating upon his deceitfull A/cerow. Threeſcore paces 
long I found the Moſque he is buried in, andin breadth juſt ſo many, In 
another, ſleeps Sandent»Emyr-amahow contemporary with Maborret, and 
equally holy; with many moe,who are like to ſleep till che Trumper raiſe 
them. Upon many oftheſe Moſques the Storks have pyld their neſts. A 
bird (as of the Zgyprians.ſo) of theſe people, divinely eſtemared. 


The famous Stork, which buildeth in the Agre Aecio inſignis pictate Ciconia nido 


Foſters her naked young with tender care- Inveſtes pullos pignora grara fover. 

And by that love, their duty dothingage Taliaque expeRar fibi mutua munera reddi 
When need requires to help her feeble Age. Auxilio hoc quories marer cgebat anus, 

Nor feile Tate ng for when ſhe cannot ſtir, Nec pia ſpem ſoboles fallir ; namfela parenrum 
The pions brood both feed and carry her. Corp ora,tert humeris,przſtar & ore 6ibos, 
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geftan and Farſften, Prince of the gulph of 
Beglerbeg, commander of twelve Sultans, fifty rhouſand horſe ,ſlave to 
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The gardens here are many, and thoſe borh large and beaurifull. 
ofthem (as I paced) are-cight hundred paces long, and foure hundred 
broad: Hony-ſhew(the Kings )challendges ſuperiority oreall the reſt, 
ſquare and every way two thouſand paces. All ofrhem be ſafeguarded wi 
walls, fourteenfoot high, foure foot thick, and of excceding good work: 
they rather reſemble groves or wildernefſesthan gardens, bur by that name 
(the Perſian word is Bw?) arc called; abounding in lofty pyramidall Cy. 
preſſes, broad-ſpreading Chenawre, rough Elme , ſtreight Aſh, knorry 
Pines,fragrant Maſticks, Kingly Oaks,ſweet Mictles, uſefull Maple z andin 
fruit trees allo, as _— Pomecitrons, Orenges, Lem 
Piſtachoes, Apples, Peares, Peaches, Cheſnuts, Cherries, Quince s, Wal. 
nuts, Apricocks, Plums, Almonds, Figgs, few Dates, and Mellons of both 
ſorts, and Flowers rare to the eye, ſweertto the ſmell, and uſefull in phy- 
ſick : the earthisdry and green, the ayreſalubrious and healthy, and ſuch 
as may make good TibrIns his Fanſies of Elyſives.

Somewhat of Emengoly-cewn, the great Duke and his Banquet, 
Thisbrave manisa Georgian by diſcent, a Maſlulman by profeſſion, a 
T ime-ſerver for preferment : is one of thoſe foure Tetrarchs, thar under 
Abbas rule the Empire : his Territories reach every way welnigh ſix hun- 
dred miles, and rd him the Titles of Arck-Duke of $hyraz, Sultan 
of Lerr and Taarowsn, Lord of Ormur, M. , Kermoen, ( buſiſtan, $1- 
,and Iles there ; the great

Hee is of a miraculous deſcent for nobleneſſe (as honour goes in theſe 
) his farher and graad-father being Dukes afore him ; and which is no 
lefſe admirable, is priviledg'd from degradation by oath from Abbes : up- 
on this occaſion 2: «/cnlices his father was victorious in many pjrche bat= 
tells againſt T#rk and Tortey, adding no ſmall luſtre ro Mihomet Codobaw- 
dzes Diadem + moſt memorably, when (by command of Amureth) the 
fawcy Baſha of Rhyoer with fifreene hundred muſquers breath'd defiance 
2gainſt Morad the Chielfall governor in Armenie, for daring to fide with 
I/mael in that famous overthrow they gave the inſolent Turks, 490 r 5 14, 
in the Colderan plains. Mord thus ſuddenly affaulted, ſends a timerous 
excuſe, which rarher inrages the Baſſa, implacable ill Mord had glatred 
his greedie appetite with burniſhre gold, ewo thouſand pound comman- 
ding him thence t6 Naſſiver (old Art axats) by that time hungry againe. 
Alicolichan(Shaw Mahomets Liefcenant in Georgia) rates Morad, & vows to 
make the Turk to ear cold Iron,mear the Boſh car'd not for,but by 4ly-cu. 
lic ans fierce charge with a gallant troop of fix thouſand horſe, made him 
retarne his bribe, and flie as if the Devill had beene in his guts, without 
more prating over Anti Tanrns (calld Mezis Tawr) ſcarcethinking him- 
ſelfe ſafe in any place, whiles the valiant Georgian extratted a treble 
ſumme from Moradfor his leviry, returning a triumphanrt victor to the 
Courr, recompenced with-the Sheraz Dukedome and his ſonne after him, 
who has prov'd no lefſe fortunate in $hs 4bbs his field-ſervices, having 
quieted Georg/s, ſubdued Larr,part of Arabia, Diarbec, & Ormus. All which 
it ſeemesis now forgorren, the young $he-Soffy firſt cutting off his ſonnes 
head the young Beg/erbeg, and when the great Duke was ſinging to him- 
ſelfe, Twiamw me copies fecit. Anno 1632,had ſuch anorher trick ſervd bim, 
bis greatneſſe prefling him to deftrudtion, Burt though he be dead, his ban- 
quet and reſpe& ro us muſt not bee forgotten, Ingrato homine terra pejus 
vil ereat ;, ſayes Anſonins. 

Ar ourbeinghere, he had abſented himſelfe of purpoſe: ard albeir Sir 
Robert 8herley took the paines to ride to him, and tell him his error, hee 
anſwered; Ic was no diſhonour fer any man (his Maſter excepted)ro ſtay 
bis lealure : bur if onr Lord Ambaſſader bad had his guard and other 
furnicure, wee had gone away without his Licence. After fix dayes ar« 
tendance his Greatneſſe was pleaſd to viſit $heres , followed by ewo 
thouſand hotſe, & moſt unmanerly took his eaſe two dayes after, withour 
any reſpeR or noce raking of the Ambaſſador. At leageld be ſenta gentle« 
manto bid kim come and viſit him, returning with chis anſwer, hee was 
weary having come a great journey, andthar hisbufineſfe was toſee his 
Maſter, hee knew not him. The Duke ftorms tobe ſo lighted, bur duſt 
notaffronr bim, (knowing the King had commanded his whole Kingdome 
to honour and bid him heartily welcome) ſo after ſome pauſe, ſent word 
he meant next day to viſit him bur _—_ in - _ = —_ the 
Begle cighreene yeere old) being fenrtroe im. Next day, our 
Aba. Pu nadiy Shoe-Ally-begro the Dukes ſonne,his viſit ſhould 
berotaliated, Famrauge/y-camm is angry no more reſpect was had of him,

after. Ir (cemes we are ſq infatuared with our banquet and wine, 
thatthe Duke is nor taken notice of, pray pardon. : he is nor yer come,that 
when our belliesarc full, our eyes may haverhe better leiſure ro ſurveigh 
his greatneſſe. The feaſt belong ended,the yulgar multitude ſtrove to rend 
the sky with Tonugh A%z-Whoddaw-Baſbet, 3. e.. Ally and God bee thanked: 
the Eccho was asa watch-word to the ambirious Duke that hee might eq- 
ter : his way wes made by thirty gallant young gentlemen veſted in crim« 
ſon ſarten ; their Tulipants were of filk and filver wreath'd abour with 
cheynesof gold, of Pearle, of Rubies, Turquoiſes, and Emeralds : all of 
them were girded with rich ſwords and imbroydered (cabards; they had 
Hawkes upon their fiſts, each hood valuing a hundred pound. To theſe 
ſucceeded rheir Lord,the Arch-Duke of Sherez : his coat was of blew far- 
tenrichly imbroydered with filver,upon which he wore a Veſt or Roab of 
great lengrh, ſo glorious to the eye, ſo thick powdered with Orienrall 
glittering Germs, as made the ground of ir inviſible, the price iovalu- 
able : his Turbant was of pure fine (ilke and gold, beftudded wi h pearle 
and Carbuncles, his ſcabbard was ſer all over wich Rubies, Pcacles, and 
Emralds; his Sandalls relembled the beſpangled Firmamenr. To this 
1doll, all che people of his religion ſacrifiz'd a hundred Sizzdacs,and Tel(- 
falems, bowing and knocking their cockſ- combs againſt the ground : Sir 
Robert Sherle) alſo ſ1zxdacd very formally,and ia a cup of pure gold drunk 
bis Graces health, and then pur ir in his pocket z paying him home with 
this complement 5 Thatafterſo mean a perſon as bimſelfe had breath'd in 
it, it was impiety to offer ir him : the Duke accepts it as good coyne, and 
civiog our Ambaflador very ſad, darted him a ſmile , drunk his 
health, bad him and his heartily welcome, and ſo went in againe: 
our Lord Ambaſſador alſo ſcarce well pleaſed at the Dukes proud carri- 
we, difſembled ir; and after reciprocall Sallams or bendings (none but a 
few Coſclbaſhaws atrending him to his horſe)departed : 

Well may this grand Duke buy his renowne at thoſe high rates, his 
rents being bruited fo great, ſo wonderfull : hee has ({ay Merchants) foure 
haodred thouſand Tomans a yeere (a Toman is five marks ſterling) bur 
out of this hee payes wages yeerely ro fifty chouſand horſemen : his plate 
and jewels is valued ar three hundred chouſand pounds, ſome ſay three 
Millions, and is pretry well deſcried by that New-yeeres gift hee ſent the 
King (upon Meloembeg the Fiſcalls prompring) three yeeres ſince : vis: 
fifty great flagons of pure gold, ſeventy two of refinedſilver : in Lerrees 
foure bundred ſixty five thouſand floryns : the whole, loading three hun- 
dredand fifty cozel-baſh Camels, a valuable preſent : and for which the 
King (as a Symbole of his graticude) remunerates the Duke with fifty gal- 
lane Arabian Courſers,ſix change of rich garments,a ſword, and (of more 
ralverhan the reft) the aſſurance of his health and dignity. 

This Duke here and in other Scralios (or Harams, as the Perſians term 
them) has above three hundred Cencubines;Mawmerry commending it: 
there is no other way in theſe Pagan countries to diſtinguiſh one mans 
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oreatneſſe frotn anorher, fave by exceeding in their females: hee bunts 
elſewhere, ocher ſporrs ferving as a provocation to baſe venery : nor do 


rhey refraine more manly exerciſes; chafing rhe Lion, bnoring the Tyre, 
difſodging the Bore, uoketinelling the Lackall, afd che like; at which ſo- 
lemne ſports he beſers whole countries with above twenty chouſand m 
whoſerve ts ronze all kind of farage , and when the whole h 

are inbartelled 'upon ſome ſpacious , impales ir with a huge 
Toyle of wyre and cord ſtak't with wood (fix hundred Cammels load) 
and ſo eicher dart chem from withone the raile, or venture in, and (by 
drawing a croſlſe line) ſingle what beaſt they pleaſe ro fight with. 

Twodayes after thegrear feaſt, the Duke wich a gallant rraine of 
Sulransand Cooſelbaſhaws came galloping to Al- cows, (ſo is the hou 
named we lodged at;) andalbeir he endeavouredto affanir us with a ſudden 
viſir, yet ſach was rhe excellenc fore-ſighr and vivacity of our Ambaſſador, 
atrending all occaſions of advantage;rhat at his alighring, be found a choice 
ſhade for his recreation, chamnbers nearly furniſhr, from his Balcony look- 
ing into a moſt fragranc & pleaſant garden, where the Paphyan cipreſſes, & 
other rare trees in their aparel,repeld the guilded rayes of wanton Phieton: 
here the facerious Duke andall his company ; reſoly'd ro incoun- 
ter rhe urmoſt fury of his owne ſtrong wine, and our Engliſh chymick wa- 
ters: three houres the fight concivned hot, charging one anorher with 
equall valour; many ſtout bottles and flagons wete empriedand buried, bur 
by ſtrange ſtraragem revived afreſh, th ſo fierce a ſtorme in the 

kes braines, that hee fell back and had un himſelfe, had not m! 
Lord Ambaſſador by grear chance upheld and horſt him : the reſt petce! 
ving their Generall ſo ftrangely vanquiſhr, ſound a retrear, and dy or 
to untwiſt cheir braines from our rhat magick l,byrioth : Mr. $t0dart of 
Caernarvan,abold Bcitron, and Mr. Emery playd Bbotes : Next day the 
Dake made his excuſe, and retarnd his in a Preſent of twelve 
brave horſes, wich bridles and ſaddles ſuring them by which tr ſeemes all 
ofrthem were pleas'd and the Arabaflador (who wichout ſuch at entertain- 
ment had never pleas'd them, though infinitly contrary to his temper) 
was crownd with th appliuſe of a noble, diſcreet, liberall, and well faſho- 
ned Gentleman. Afﬀter many other ceremonies of welcome (in which 
eime, piſcaſhes and gifes were not lefr out) we had leave to ſet on rowards 
che Courr; Icallic leave, the Duke was ſo unwilling to part with vs : wee 
were bravely mounted, furniſhe with freſh Cammells and Aſinegoes, able 
eo endure the brant of travell. 

Six and rwenty dayes wee conſumed in Sherss, forced to ſo long com- 
morance by the merry Duke, and on Lady day in Lent, departed rhence 
for Spehazws the Perſian Metropolis. Bur I cannot ride farce, ill I cele- 
brate my vele-diFum in this Chariſtery,

940,heg. 320. Huſſanby death of his elder brother, was Lord of Perc, 
Hery, Hierac,and { oraſe# ;, Acmet had Kermen and Macron. To Huſſan 
ſucceeded a ſtranger Zeddey-Mobee b —_—— in byMsſf.phs the Ba» 
bylooian Calyph ; to whom lacceeded Ey#s-4uddeul: that had no ifſue.So 
Rocnadant(Hyſſens (onne) got poſſeſſion ofhis fathets ſeigniories, and dy- 
ed Anw#o Dowini y80 hep. 360, dividing firſt his crowne lands amongſt his 
three ſonnes; Sherfa-denle, Shamſdanles, and Bahao-danles. The eldeſt 
had ShyraZt ew, Lareſian and Kerman : the ſecond, Hierec and Diarbec : the 

eſt had Gerioom and Toaburſtan, Sherfadaule dyediſſules Anno Dore. 
990. heg. $70- the ſecond brother inherired; bur the envie of traitors

Kaliph, who is glad of this occaſion, having long look: with a ſquine eye

r40. Abumasſor inlarged Shyrez, anddid his beſt to make ir ſtrong and

A Cirie 
ſo excellent, that®uintwCurtivs and D Sicu#lw intitle ir the richeſt 
and moft lovely Citie under the Sunne- A high and ſtately Tower it had, 
circled with a triple Wall? fixteene cabirs the adorn'd with 
WH batrlements ; the ſecond was two and thirty; the third of threeſcore 
cubirs high , of delicate poliſhr Marble , centred by many gates of burniſhe 
brafſe. To the Eaſt roſe amiably ahilloffoure Akers, in which (in ſtate- 
ly Mauſolcums) were incombed the'Monarchs of the world. Many rare 
and admirable buildings it had, amongſt which, the glorious Temple of 
Diens (mother tothat at Epheſaws ) by Toſephas report was ar that time the 
moſt iſite for Art & material in the world. The tones were of richeſt 
WH Marbleand ,the roofe of refined gold. A bayt Antiochd# the ava 
citious Arheift long had nibled at, but ceuld not ſwallow it, as he had done 
Jerulalems, whence ſacrilegjouſly he raviſhtren mnne ofgold. The Pa- 
| lace royall here, was cur out of the marble rock, above two miles abone ; 
| the roofe and caſements were of Gold, Silver, Amber, & Ivory. TheState 
within, was of gold and erienral! glittering gems, in one roome an artifi- 
ciall Vine rorfanted by Py#hies) the ſtalk pure gold,the cluſters of pearks 
and carbuncles; his bolſter was valued at five thouſand Taleats of gold, 
his footſtoole worth three thouſand ; ſuch, as (after the unruly Greeks 
had pillag'd threedayes) gavethe Macedonian V iQtor for his part, t 20000 
Talents,or 72 millions of crownes, a maſſe of gold: yer verypoſlible , if ir 
betrue 01d Hiſtories (Herodotus is one)how tharat thatrime, the 
Monarchs of Perſia the Tribute of other Kingdomes)bad yeerely 
our 
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out of Indya three hundred and threeſcore Talents of gold. Eaſily then 
mighe the Greek load away (as ftory ſayes) three thouſand Mules, wirh 
ewo and millions and 750000 pounds in coyne, though in that ado- 
leſtency of the world , one would wonder ſo muck treaſure was found, 
But we may beleeve it, ſince ſacred writ tells us that in So/omony reigne,in 
Jeruſalem'gold and filver was as common as ſtones, Alſo Yenophor, thar 
when Cyrae deſcended into Aftathe lefle , hee t back no lefſe than 
125 millions ofpounds. Bur why ſtand we gaping at theſe prodigious ſums, 
Pauper evim nos eft, cui rerum ſuppetit uſus. Theſe Tparkling Diamonds, 
what are they but Mammons eyes ; this Chaos of gold, bur retined clay, 
What Magick then to make Idolaters. For my part (by Gods help) I in. 


' tend rather ro admire the Anatomy of this glorious ruine, which Don 


Gartia de SHoe (Ambaſſador 4220 1619 to Abbas from Philp the 
third) callsit che only Monumenr of the world, withour Impoſture ; yea 
farre exceed (fayes he) all orher micaclesin rhe world, wee can either 
heare orſce at this day. Miſefable in my poore deſcription. 

The ribs or ruine$of Perſepotis are at this day call'd Chil- Manor or Che- 
hel-Mazor (4.6. forty Towers) in the idiom of Perſia : and might more 
properly have ſaid Hoſbtor-Manor,or eighty Towers,for ſo many are eaſily 
rold rwo yardsont ofthe ground;and if from ſb many pillars as are perfe& 
and lofty, rhen may they ſay Nowzds- Manor or ninetecnce Towers , at this 
day no more ſtanding, one excepted atthe Eaſt below, above a bow ſhot 
thence. The whole Baſts is cu by incredible toyle,our of the ſolid marble 
rock, twice the compaſlſe of Yyndſor Caſtle, aſcended by foureſcore and 
fifteene cafie ſtaires , diſſc@ed from the durable black Marble, ſo broad 
that a dozen horſe may goe abreaſt : the perpendicular is rwo and twenty 
Geometric feet , and where the ſtairesare not , the rock is precipitions.

ſtormy or cold weather they forſake the and fly where the Sunne 
can comforr them : che Perſians have many ſaperſtitious ſtories concern- 
ing'em, and ſuppoſe them (as elſe-where Ihave nored) the Emblems of 
piety and gratitude. The Pillars which are at rhis day ſtanding, (but ſeeme

lace, as ſeeming to ſubmir ir ſelfe in a happy lowlineſſe. 
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; In parcof chis greatroome (notfarrefrom theportall) in a mirrour of 
poliſh marble, wee noted above A lynesof ſtrange characters, very 
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faire and apparent rs the eye, bur ſo myſticall, ſo odly framed, asno Hie. 
rogliphick,no other deep conceit can be more difficultly fancied,more ad. 
verſe ro the intelleft, Theſe conſiſting of Figures, obelisk, triangular, and 
pyramidall, yet in ſuch Simmerry and order as cannot well be called barha- 
rous. Some reſemblance, I chonghe ſome words had of rhe Antick Greek, 
ſhadowing out Ahaſhuerws Theos. And though it have ſmall concordance 
with the Hebrew, Greek, or Larine letter, yer queſtionlefſe ro the In.

Above cach doore is ingraven the Idea of a Maje 
Monarch ; his roabe is long, a Tiers os Mithrs on his head, bis hayre very 
long and curled; in one hand he holds aGlobe,in rhe orher his Scepter, a 
garbe andſefſion never uled by Perſian Princes. The filly ihabirants (who 
made no accompr of it till of late) name him, Iamſbet,and Aaron,& Sampſon, 
and Salomon, a wonder they leave our Raſtes their Herenles, and as caſic 
for invention. Arthird chamber conjoynes the laſt we ſpoke of, this: (if 
they lic nor that told.us (o ) was a Gynecie or Nurſery ; it has foure un« 
equall angles, two ſides are fixtiez the orher ewo, ſeventy of my largeſt 
paces. From that we iſſuedintoa fourth roome, two ſides-are twenty, 
the other two, thirty paces. The wallsare very eminent in this chamber, 
of black ſhining Marble , in many places ſo bright and jerty , as we could 
eaſily view ourreflex, no ſteel mirror co with ic. ln moſt 
che walls are cut into Gygantive Images , ed with Gold, ro this 
day permanent. Somewharfurther, over heaps of ſtones of valewable 
porrraictures, we mounttowards the —___ wa this Pallace, where 
we ſaw the reſemblancesof adevout King, ing bis three D 
the Sunne , the Fire, aSerpent, all which are cur upon the perpendi 
lar Mountaige. The otherfide of this high bill is a pre .do 
which is nodeſcending...-Bur whetherthis Fabrick was 1onich,Ds 
Corinthiack,, in the perfeftion , Icannor determine; the 
policive judgement. Bur ſuch at this day it is,that a ready Lyramer in tl 
moneths ſpace can hardly (to doir well) depit out all her excellencics. 
Pirty iris, ic is not done ,:the barbarous people =—_ day defacing ir and 
cleavingir aſunder for grave-ſones and benches to ſit upon. Five miles 
Weſt Chehel-maner is alſo a gallant -Monument, a Giant cur into 
a monſtruous proportion , whom rhe illicerate Perſians ſay was Rvſtas, 
and from him cald Noa-&xſtan. I rather judge irthe Image of great Alex- 
#nder, who had a deſire, that after 'apes mightthink him more than a 
man; and his men more than Mooſters, as appeatedin his canceirro make

Aaztiorhtheir old Sea theydare not 
chalenge, They have the three firſt generall Councells in great honour, 
ſtady the Latin tongue, (rare in Aſ@) ; they have twelve ticular Biſhops, 
three hundred ſomeſay x; poore, but no way deſpicable. They have the 
old and new Teſtaments intheir mother tongue ;z the Lerany alſo, part of 
which, is every Lords day read and expounded in the Churches : they ad- 
miniſter the Lords Supper in both kinds,Bread and Wine; and deny a real! 
preſence ; they allow but our two Sacraments : Baptiſme they celebrate 
afrer the Eutichyan ſort, as Tacobus (father of the Iacobites) and Tohanne: 
Phzlipponus Anno Dore. 550 miſ-raught them: the proſelir gentiles or Mo- 
kumedans in the fore-head with a burning crofle, others they bapriſe with 
ewo fingers , and ſigne the Infant with the crofſe , as glorying in that 
hyerogliphick the Jews and Muſſulmen efteeme ſo ignominiouſly of : are 
alſo grear lovers of Tradition : they pray nor for the dead , imagining that 
till the generall day of doom they are wirthonrt joy or torture. Five 
Sabbaths in every yearerhey abſtaine from fleſh, fiſh, cheeſe, and burrer , 
in memory of thoſe five Ages,whereia their barbarous forefathers uſed to 
immolate their children untothe old red Dragon : all-wedneſdayes and 
fridayes alſo inthe yeare except from Eafter-ro Aſcention they faſt pre- 
ciſcly: and noother Chriſtians are ſuch ftrict Lent-bſervers: for they re- 
frayne their wiyes that time ; and from fleſh, fiſh, milk; egges, burrer; 
thoſe forty dayes ng only upen oyle, bread, honey, water, dates, 
cowcumbers, melons, andthe like. At other rimes they cat hogs 
fleſh. Before the thxee grear Feſtivals, they faſt twelve dayes : they mar- 
ry betimesar nine ox twelve yeers: the Layery are permitted ro wed twice 
the Eccleſiaſtiques but. once : trigamy to all is hatefull. The Presbirry are 
much honoured. ;'Tmapes 'in-their Churches they deteſt, bur at home 
have pictures of Yeaxs and Priapur. - The crofle they regard, bur worſhi 
not, beleeve not purgatory.. their: Temples are bur meanely beaurifull. 
Obedience and reſpe& tothe better andelderſort is much praftiſd. They 
puniſh theftandadujrery ſeverely. Tn ſome thingsthey are-butrefind Ido- 
laters : asin ſome burialls,they leadabourt the Church an unſported Lambe 
with much ſolemnity ; they then ſacrifice, divide and give each there a 
bitrto ear; asa Simbol, or ſuperſticious bond, obliging one another in 
love and charity : to mee ir ſeems they derive this cuſtome from that of 
the Hebrews, who uſed to divide a calfe, as Moſes records in 15,” Ges. g. 
and-as Jeremie notes in the 34 (6:18: 19:'verſes, "On good Friday they 
repreſent the paſſhonand buriallof-onr Saviour > during which, they weep 
and ipgeminare their ejaculations,-- Oa Eafter-they inrimate the reſtrre- 
tion 
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foo by 2 repreſentacive body, uſing all chat morningthe old ſalute of 
joy ; He 1s rien indeed: an Angelica)l note they call ir, That day they 
celebrate with great Feaſts, the Mahomirans nor Iewsnor daring to min- 
gle among :hem ; The King allowes them thar priviledge, T hey faſt upon 
the Nativity of our Saviour, The Ieſuirs labour ro knit them into Rome; 
bur in vaine : they ſtand much upon their Antiquity, and name two hun 
dred grave and learned Biſhops ſince their converſion, many of which 
were noble Martyrs or witneſſes : the report ofan envious Doeg that they 
had fubmirred ro Rome, agniſing the Pope their head, made 4bbes ftorme 
and not to be pacified, till a thouſand of them were made headlefle : up- 
on which the reſt implore help and revenge from the Turk , raiſing a 
bloody ſcean of enſuing Troubles. Some ſay that Lodovic Grangier a lee 
uire larely croſt the black ſea into Mengrelis , where Threbiſ-chawn ens 
treated him gently and by his charity they ace much purged from ſuper- 
ftirion : which if (o , 1 wonder that his name is of no more fame 
amongſt them. 

I feare 1 have made too large a parentheſis. Let us therefore to Spe- 
hews againe, the Metropolis of the Perſian Monarchy ; yea the greatcit 
and beſt buile Ciry throughouer the Orient.

SYAWHAWN, (at this day the Perſian Metfopolis ) is in Artick 
elevation 32 degrees 39 minures; in longirude 86 degrees 30 minutes : dif- 
fering from Dos Gercies accompr, whole height exceeded not 31 Gagpens 
30 minutes. In whoſe deſcription if I ſeeme prolix, impure it to my defire 
to give thee every thing uſefull and obſervable. And in the firlt place, 
in regard ſome ſuppoſe her (like Agre) a ſtart-up Towne, wee will trace 
her in her variations as farre as my poore reading will well afford ir us. 

That it was Eebat a#(25 Niger thinks)is ridiculous to lmagin;two thouſand 
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three bundred yeere ago it was called D#rs; bur whether in that Dvy; 
the haughty Aſſyrian erected his golden Colofle, I finde ic nor. Hecatom 
py/os is the next name ir had; recorded by Apollodorws, Polibius, Ptolony, 
and Plizy lib. 6.c.8. ſo denominated from her hundred gates: whereby we 
may imagine her in thoſe dayes great and ſtately ; and rhough in Alexa. 
ders conqueſt Curtivs name her nor, itſeemes ſhe then varied into that 
Greekiſh nomenclation : and of this name we have a ſtory, that Demetrim 
Nycenor (Storrs {onnce) thirkting afcer Syris and Jeruſalem, was (upon his

After thar,he helped him againſtthe invading 7#4j9»,and in 
recompence of his good ſervices, the Txrque deſires leave to paſſe Araxis 
co viſit his countrimen , betwixt the two ſeas the Hyrcan and Frxine ; 
andby jealous Mahowet denyed and(ſo enraged, that lurking awhile in the 
Carmanian Deſert, the Perſian gulph was at his pleaſure. Bur (vexing 
to be (o confin'd) marches againſt the King, and at $hyraz beats his twenty 
thouſand darſtardly ſoldiers;and after that, oppoſes 60000, then alſo vitto- 
rious; whereby Mabomet fled, & with rwo mu ] haſte to ger into Speahaws, 
fell from's horſe, and broke his neck, rhe Turks then ſubjeGting Parthya. 

Rached-bilz alſo, ſonne of Almoſter-ſha was ſlaine by Maznud, Anno 
1130. of the Heg. 510 and buried in Spehawn: which few for many, 
ſhall ſpeak her antiquiry inthe name ſhe is now triumphane in. 

Speak we now of the magnificence : wee have told you how the ſtory 
of ben- Abivakez a thouſand yeeres ago,cals her a great City, but gives usno 
berter deſcriprion. Bex- Tons (who ayes he ſaw it foure hundred ſeventy fix 
yeeres ago) afoords her twelve miles compaſle, rich, and populous. Maz« 
devel, A.D. x 300 (which is above 3o00yeeres fince)faies that in his time ſhe 
was a noble Ciry, A. D. 1474. Toſeph Barbarws was here (Vſan Caſſan reign» 
ing) and hee deſcribes Spehaws to bee a great and famous City. peopled 
with 1500000 ſoules, the I owne and Suburbs ten miles in compaſſe. Keb- 
bi Benjamin and Contarenns the Venetian Ambaſl. 80 yeere ago, relate 
that rhen (hee had 20 Tralian miles in circuir, and Lemiws the Portupuiſe 
ſent by e-lbuquerg to Sha-Iſmacl,» 1m. Dom.xg 13. reports her glorious. 

I ſhall now more largely, and truly acquaint you with her preſent ſtan- 
ding. Spewhawn, Metropolis of the Perſian Monarchy, is ſeated in rhe 
Parthian Territory now cal de4yrack,,& as Umbelicrto that ſpacious bodie 
ar this day awed by the Perſtan Scepter : from the Perſian gulph removed 
a hundred ſeventie nine farſangs, (of Engliſh miles five hundred chirtie 
ſeven,)from the Caſpian ſeaa hundred and twenty farſangs(three hundred 
and ſixty miles;)from Shyra% two hundred twenty rwo miles, from Babylon 
foure hundred and fifty, from Cendaber eight hundred and ſeventie, from 
Cezbyn 270. In compaſle art this day nine Engliſh miles , including 
ſeventy thouſand houſes, and of ſoules above rwo hundred rhouſand,com- 
pos'd (beſides Natives) of Engliſh, Dach, Portuguiz', Pole, Muſcovir, In- 
dian, Arabian, Armenian, Georgian, Turk, Jew, and others, drawne thi- 
ther by the magnetick power of gaine and novelty : many things here are 
memorable; which for order ſake I will preſent you thus divided. The 
Mydan, Moſques, Hummums, Gates, Pallaces, Gardens, Monuments, 
and Telphey the Ciry adjoyninge, 

Ler me lead you inro the Mydan, into the which ere I can bring you, 
we paſſe overa well-buile Bridge of ſtone, ſupported by five and thirty 
pillars, through which rhe Syndery (or Zindaren) from the Acrocerau- 
nian Mountaines {treames gently; ſpreading in rainie ſeaſons here welnigh 
ſobroad as the Thames at Londos, but nothing (o navigable; in Summer 
R 2 ber 
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River, 
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her Channells beingdiſcovered. The Mydan or great Marker, is withour 
dopbr the moſt ſpacious , pleaſant, and Aromatick Marker in the Vai- 
verſe; a thouſand paces from North co South, che other way above two 
hundred, reſembling our Exchange, or rhe place Royall in Pris, but fix 
times larger :the building is of Brick, well made,and in delightfull min- 
ner fabricated; rhe whole Mydan joyatly conriaued : the in(11e 1s full of 
ſhops, each ſhop full of ware, archr above(and ina Capolo) s: rarra(- 
wiſe framed, and with plaiſter (like that of Pars) cemented, This My- 
dan being the nobleſt parc, is ſo placedinthe hearr of rhis crriamphantCity. 
The Kings Pallace(or Chonna-Potſhangh)conjoynesthe Welt ſide of the 
Mydan, poſſeſſing a large quanticy backwards, but jurs not to the {treer 
farcher than the other buildings, nor to the ſtreet ſide gives any magnifick 
front or ſtare, her beft bravery being in che rrimme, pargetted and pain» 
ted with blew and gold, in moſaick or antick fort, interlac't with poſics 
of Arabick, either ſavoring of oſtentarion (they deifie their Kings) or for 
inſtra&tion from che Alcoran ; within, the roomes are archr, enlighren'd 
by curious trellizes, the coofe imboſt above with red, white, blew, and 
gold, the ſides with ſports and painted Images; the gronnd (pread with 
rich and curious carpets of (ilke and gold, wichour other furniture. Tar- 
raſſed above, garniſhr with a Pharoe over-topping many Moſques, and ex- 
cellent for view and breathing. The wilderneſſe behinde,is fild with ayery 
Cirizens, priviledg'd from hart or affcizhts, and for which they rerurne 
their chankfull notes in a more ſwift melodious conſort, than if chey were 
in the exaGteſt vollyere in che V niverſe. 

The North Ile in the Medan, ſhews eight ornine ſpacious archt rooms, 
hung wich Lamps and latten Candlefticks, which being lighred, gives a 
curious ſplendor. . Thicher the Porſhaw and others goto ſee paſtim*s of 
cumbliag, dancing girls, and painted Caramires, thar damned (inne being 
tolerated by the Alcorany, The furtheſt end North is appropriate for 
Myars z the firſt day filver, gold the ſecond, next day brafſc. Nor farre 
thence are victualling ſhops, wherein, to feed the helpſull belly, afrer the 
buſie eye and painfull feet are ſariated, 

Afore the Kings doore, and within the Hippodrome, lye unmounted 
one and thirty Demicannons of braſſe, and rwelve jron Culyerins, brought 
hicher (by ſome late over-throw they gave the Porragall or Turk) from 
Ormws or Babylon. Oppoſite tothis Pallace is a faire Moſque, bur that at 
che Souch end (of all others) moſt excellent ; the outſide ſtone , not 
formed to the Crofle (the hyerogliphic of our ſalvation) as ours bee; bur 
round, either from the Talmud, figuring out Xrerniry,or fromthe Alcaba 
in Mecce, the ſhape whereof was reveal'dro 4breham from heaven , pat- 
tern'd from thar, Adam ((ayestheir Alcoran) reard in Paradiſe : within 'tis 
diſtinguiſhr into Iles,the wals lined r5 geomerrick foot high from the (ole 
wich whire well poliſhe Mirble; withour pews or ſears :in center isa ftate- 
ly Tanck; and art the porrtall another, o&tanguler, fild with criftall ſtreams 
which is firſt forced co glide round the infide the Medan through a ſtone 
channell fix foot deep, and fix in bredth, which after apleaſant drilling 
murmur, flowes into this Tanck (or watery Magazeen)whence iris ſucke 
our by ſubtercanean paſſages into many private houſes and gardens. Wich- 
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inche Medan the ſhops be uoiforme, rhe trades are no where ſevered, but 
unired. Some be of Mercers, of Lapidaries ſome, and moſt of them of 
gums, ny ſpices; ſo ſweer, ſo delicate, asnot cill chen, could I ſee 
the Poet well,

Take the outſide of this brave Fabrick thus preſented. 
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The other Moſques (call'd here Dear” and Zune) are orbicular for ſhape; 
for ſight, low andindifterencly pleaſant : the materials arc Sun-burnt 
Bricks, varniſhr,and beaurified with painted poſes; few are wichour their 
Tancks (or ceſterns of holy water) wherein all Muſfſelmcn waſh theie 
hands, armes, eyes, (having formerly bath'd their face, eares, bre 1ſt, feer, ) 
a5 an operative work to purge ſine, and conferre devorion : their other 
Church ceremonies I will contra& in rhe latter end of this book, under 
Ticle of their religion. 

The Hummums or Sudatories in this Cirie are many and very beautis 
full ; quadrared ſome, but moſt be globous. The ſtone is whire,poliſhr and 
durable:the windows are large withour,crofſed,and to the inner ſide,made 


.narrow ; the glafſe is thick, anneald and darkning; the rop or covering, 


round; and tyld with a counterfeit Turquoiſe, perfe& blew. and very 
freſh and laſting : The inſide of theſe hot houſes are divided into many 
cells or concamerations, ſome for delight, orhers for ſweating in, all ſor 
uſe; of pure ſtone all, all pav'd wich jerry Marble : men uſe them com- 
monly inthe mornings, women towards night ; the price is ſinall, but fo 
generally us'd as makes the gaine abundant; tisthe Carholicon againſt all 
diſeaſes, colds, Catarrhs,flegm,aches, agues, Lues vemerea &c. the womens 
being rhere, is knowne by a linnen cloth diſplayed at the doore, (er 
there as a warning peece) by the jealous Eunuchs. The Ciry is ovall, 
each houſe delighred by large Cypreſle gardens : the wall is of no force 
againſt the confounding vomir of the fl:ming Cannon; it is of uſe againſt 
horſe, and ſhock of Launces; ſome parapers and bulwarks it has,of more 
imicarion thanuſe; che Perſian magnanimity ever chooſing to dye rather 
than be inclos'd or ſeiged, Ir hasa dozen Portreſles, of which, foure are 
ſhur up. Goxldeſt, Chaly, Mergh, aud Cherbangh, made th'cnrrance of a 
royall garden. The eight are theſe, Hezeza-bewt (opening rowards Shx- 
raz and the gulph ) De-crideſt (to Babylon and CArdaveil.) T ocksy (roCa- 
ſhan,Casbyn and Tabryz.) Kerroen (to Tezd and Cawreſtan) Lamboen(to Ha- 
madan.) Sheydack Madayan (opens to C andaeber and Indya.) Towbars and 
Dalwaet. 

The Pallaces are few, the Kings houſe in the Medan : that where wee 
were lodged, belonging to the King, but madeready forour Lord Am- 
baſſidor : Conne Melozembeg, Tamaſ-coolibeg and Heram Beenns are all I 
ſaw, worth remembring : the firſt, is low, painred wichour. guile within, 
well watred andincloſed with fragrant gardens. The laſt, a Seralio, fa- 
mous forpretious treaſure andas valuable beauries, of which (being dan- 
gerous to inquire or view) wee will ſpeake in filence ; the Caſtle is very 
large, well wall'd and deeply moared: arm'd with ſome brazen peeces, 
bur better defended by a troop of leane fac't, beardleſſe, memberleſſc 
Eanuchs, who like ſo-many angry Sagitraries guard rheir Ladies. The bar- 
rlements are pleaſant to looke on, but no doube the Horyzonral! plaine 
ou is eaſily diſcovered from thirty riſing Turrers there , yeelds moſt 

lealure, 3 If 
: The gardens challenge our attention z than which for grandeur and 
fragor, no Cirie in Aſe@ our-vies her. It incloſes ſo many, thar at ſome di- 
ſtance from the Ciry, you would judge it a Foreſt ; ſoſweer, you won 1d 
call 
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call ir Paradize : all whole excellencics we will joyne in one at the Sonrh- 
Weſt end of Spawhawsn, Nazer-jereebby name, a garden famouſed defer 
vedly over all this Monarchy, 

If you go from the Medan, you paſſe by Cherbaveh, throneh an even 
delicate ſtreet two miles long at che leaſt, moſt part of rhe way wall'd on 
both ſides, beſtrew'dwicth Moholls or Summer houſes, bur more remark- 
able in that abundance of greene, broad, ſpreading, Chenorerees, yeel- 
ding ſhade, and incomparable order and beaur y 3 the garden (or rather 
fruit Forreſt) of Nazerjereeb is circled with a ſtately wall about three miles 
in compaſle, entred by three gates ſtrong and elegantly ſhaped. From 
North ro Sourh it gave mee a thauſand paces, from Eaſt to Wa ſeven 
hundred, from one end to the other caftly diſcovered, by reaſon a faire 
open Ally (like that in FownteinÞleeu) runs along in parellel], diſtinguiſhe 
into nine Aſcents, each ſurmounting orher a large foot, each diſtance 
ſmooth and even. Ia center. is a ſpatious Tanck, made into twelve equal 
ſides, each (ide or ſquare 1s five foot, fild, and round {et with pipes of lead 
which (after the Iealick fort) ſpours out the liquid elemeart in variety of 
conceirs and poſtures; ehar ſort of paſtime continuing thence to the 
North ' gate, where is rais'd a pile of pleaſure, antickly garniſhe withours 
wichin, divided iaro foure or fix chambers ; the lower, is ſer our wich 
Tancks of rich white Marble,and fames out a coole breeſe, by quaffing up 
ſomach chryſtaline water as makes it bubble thirher by a conftreyned mo» 
tion, cut by incredible coyle chorow the Coronjan Mountaine. 

The higher roomes are garniſhe with variety of landskips, and repre- 
ſents their way of ſporting, hawking, fiſhing, riding, fhooring, wraſtling, 
courting, and other fancies; rhe roofe or feeling is inriche wich beaten 
gold, imboſt with azure. Bur, what ſeemd to mee moſt excellent, was 
the view we enjoyed from her Tarraſſes, which affoorded usa dainty pro- 
ſpe& of moſt parr of the Ciry; which, (fave at Ryſtews Tombe, vpon a 
hill rwo-miles rhence) cl{ewhere cannorhe obreyned. This garden is 
repleniſhr wich trees of all ſorts; for medicine, for ſhade, forfruir : all fo 
greene, ſo (weer, (o pleaſant, as niay well be term*d a compendium of ſenſc- 
nviſhing delights, or King Abbas h's Paradiſe, 

Monuments ſhould come now to our deſcription : but I found few to afonuments 
feed my eyes upon. Raſters Tomb muſt be one (two miles from Sp- 
hbawn) behind the Garden wee laſt fpoke of : a Tomb ſcarce diſcern'd by 
ſhape, but by the Gowers Cabala preſerv'd from Ob:ivioa. To ſee ir,wee 

iro the very top of an Imperious Mount , where is only a hollow 
Cave, whether cut by Art'or Nature ſcarce diſcernable. His grave is here, 
bis Tmage.at a place neete Shyrez (from his gigantive ſhape ingraven of old 
nablack-marble precipitious mountaine) NoZ## or Nogd? Ryſtaw, a brave 
Cavehier ſach time as Artexerxes (Queen Heſters husband ) wore that Di- 
ademiA4.D.3500.hut envie (the heyre of perdicion)fo burnt nm the wrath- 
ſult heart of his nnnaturall brother Showged, that when Auſtan was hor in 
chaſe, he fell intoa dreadfull pit, cover'd with boughes as if ir had harcher 
bo danger , but in proſecuting his hate was alfo flaine by a Dart Ruſtes 
flung up toreraliare him. Such was the cnd of valiant Ruſten,of whom the 
Gowers ( the old Perſians ) fable more" than we of Bellyans or Ogerothe 
ne. Neers 
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1 Neere which, and neerer the Citic is Derive (or rather Xerxes) mount; 
| a riſing hillock, and whence, Xerxes viewd the innumerable Army he had 

| in that large Plain, weeping, upon a mediration that in ſo few yecres none 
b'| ſhould be living ; a Notioa true,and ſooner than he predicted : for wha! by 
{4 Themiſtocles aſhore , and Leowides ar (ea, at Solamys and Thermopile, his 
huge Armie mclted away, and quickly became numerous. 

Not farre thence, ride we to the Acrocerennies hills (I meanc not thoſe 
of Epire knowne to Prolomy) hard and loftie. Through which, bold daring 
Abbas is forcing paſſage,though he effeQ ir not under twenty yeeres,and by 
th'inceſſant toyle of 40000 ({omtimes 200000)menyto invite a ſweet river 
to Spehewn, that runnes contentedly to ir ſelfe fity miles thence, andis by 
this I beleeve effe&ed :; which whea ir is,may well compare with that old 
wonder , intended by vaine-glorious Nero *ewixt Oftia and Aver#ws , now 
call'd Licola. 

Wirh in Spshaws I found none, ſavethat Columne or Pillar of heads of 
13 men and beaſts,erefed as a Trophy of the Kings oath, and as a Monument 
\ ofthe peoples leviry. Art the baſe tis rwenty foor round an4 threeſcore 
high or there-abours, for (ro my ſhame I confeſſe ir)I forgot ro meaſureir, 
The occaſion this, of ercQting it. 

{a Anzo 1500. Heg.8 80. ſuch time as Tamas ſhaw ruled Perſia, and Guizzg 
f added rothe luſtre of that Diadew : chis Cirie(ſurferting with luxoric, for 
Pbi uber, ibi tuber ayes Apulcins refus'd not only eo contribute reaſonably 
: to the Kings occalions (ar that rime troubled with Turk and Tartar ) bur 
moſt audatiouſly with ſtood his deſired entrancega rebellion ſo inſufferable 
as made him ſweare a reveage ſcarce co be paralleld. Wirth fury he aſſaulrs, 
in rage enters , firing a great part and in all hoſtile ſeverity pillaging each 
houſe; androconclude, regarding neicher the onrcries of old men, weak 
women, nor innocent children,io two dayes be made headlefſe zoo000 of 
thoſe late Spahawni ns, and (from Tomberlen's rigid example at Dorwaſen:)

The women ſhew their faces (a thing very obſervable ) their 
apparel isrinftur'd with yellow(reſembling the burniſhe imbrodery of rhe 
Sane) a lame>coloured (carfe banging looſe behind tHem , many of them 
whether out of zeale or poverty (I know nor ) uſe neither ſhooes nor 
adalls, The farewell to theſe Gowers fhall terminate our deſcription 
of $powhawe ; this onely remembred , that the Porrugutze Friers ms 
two houſes here; of the rules of Carmet and Avguſtin, their Chappell 
is gaile and furoiſhe with Organs, Alrars , Crucifixes, Images, &c. with 
which, they hope to convert men to the Papacie : but Armenians love no 
Ingoyation , and the Perfians in their zeale contemne Images; yet, they 
ſerve for eſpialks, roſend Intelligences to Goo and Chriſtendome. 

We entred Spabews therenth of April,andon May day departed thence 
forthe Court, then at Aſbersff in Mozendramabour foure hundred Engliſh 
miles diftaor North 

Oar firſt nights journey was to Aeegue (or Reig) an houres riding from 

. Thence-forward we made(by reaſon of the intollerable heat) 
pale Cyw#bie and Ar&urns our nighe guides,all day refreſhing in the Cor- 
re04®ſ-raws, good reſting places if gnars forbid irnot. From RKeigue we 
mavell'd ro Sardehan {ixteene Engliſh miles, & next nght we made WW home

fot five hundred paces it every way gives a ſeries of all ſorrs of Perſian 
fruits and flowers, Pomgranads,Peaches, Apricocks, Plums, Apples,Peares, 
Cherries, Cheſnurs, Damask, red and white Roſes, and other flowers in- 
numerable,fruftified by a cryſtal rivolet,intermixr with many delicate na- 
turall and artificiall Groteoes, Labyrinths, Meanders, and Volliers, with 
Sudatorics or Hummums of good ſtone, pav'd with choiſe whice Marble z 
the Mohnll or Summer e bragging of a dozen chambers, delicate in 
view, rich in gold imboſments, and prondinth*Archited, all ſafeguarded 
from ſand and ſtealth, by.a defenſive wall that hinders (fave in one riſing 
billock in midft of the ſix deſcents) the affrighting fight of the circumvol- 
ring Wildernefle. 

Who calls himſelfe a Traveller, maſt not imagine pleaſure his Obje&, 
tis paine and miſerie muſt entertaine him ofrneft. Orherwiſe,l could have 
lalld my ſelfe in this laſt Paradiſe : bur on wee mult and try the diffe- 
rence. 

From Towgebogh wee got next night to Baw? fix farſangs or 18 miles 

I £ diſtanc; 
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diſtant, nothing memorable, ſave an old Caſtle in the way, which, by Cy. 
this spalenefſe, we could hardly diſcover. From Bawt wee gor by break 
of day to Obigermy , borh of them houfes of the Kings , who has at 
twelve miles end a ſeveral! Lodge betwixt and the Caſpian Sex 
like theſe, and wherein our Ambafſadour had the honour to repole. And 
now we are paſt the danger; ler me tell it you. Moſt part of the laſt 
wee croſt a miſerable inhoſpitable ſandie Deſart, ten long miles broad, in 
lengrh a hundred : where we beheld monntaines of looſe ſand , accumula. 
ted by the winds fury in ſuch heaps as upon any great wind the traft is loſt, 
and paſſengers (too oft; involv'd and ſtifled by that imperuous mercileſſe 
Tyrant, yea Camels, Horſes, Mules, or other though ſtrong, ſwik 
and ſteady, periſb without mercy : Albeitthe King (to do as much as may 
be for prevention) has rais dat every 3 milesend a Caſtle , but by che un- 
ſtable handaton is in March & September in deſpighe of their beſt prop 
ycerely peece-meale torne aſunder, without any remaines of their late 
ſtanding. This our laſt nights travell was thirty miles. Next night wee 
rode one and twenty miles tro S»ffedew, an old rotten weather-bearen Inn 
er Carravans-raw,and placed in = of an unſociable Deſarr. Oar next 
nights lodging was at Syacow ten farſangs (or paraſſangs as Pliny calls them) 
thicty miles Engliſh,notable in her Carravans-raw, built from the gong 
of good free ſtone, white and poliſhr, and was the firſt building of that ma- 
teriall 1 ſaw in cight hundred miles riding z a word of our laſt nights jour- 
ney. The moſtpart of the night we rode upon a cauſey broad enough for 
ten horſe abreaſt , built by incredible labour and expence over a moſt 
dreadfull Deſart, ceven and affoording a plaine Horizon of boggy looſe 
round,cover'da tOP, a yards depth with pure (alt, as white as ſnow; a mj- 
crable paſſage, for if cither the wind forcethe ſalr abroad like duft,or that 
by any accident Horſe or Camell miſtake the way, the quaggy bogg up- 
holds them not, but ſuffers them ro ſinck paſt all recoverie; a _ e more 
od 


feared , from ſome forloriit hopes rhar pillage paſſengers; e bleſt, 
wee eſcapedrhis, but nor another, licrle fell formidable ; for wee had no 


ſooner paſt the ſalt Deſart, bur of neceſſity wee muſt climb over and about 
hills, ſo high and glomerating, as if 0/ympay had beene car our into Deds- 
lian labyriaths. From Syecow wee rode next night 22 miles, moſt part 
was over other ſalt vaſt Deſarts wherein thouſands have periſhed , and 
would yet, did nor a like large deepe grounded cauley ſecure the paſſage: 
And here we pitchr our Tents, _ Terminus in this place limirtiog 
Parthys from further branching North, from whoſe high tops looke wee 
back and memorize herthat was once Miſtreſſe of Aſye, and formidable to 
the Roman Emperours. In the rongue ſhee meanes a ſtranger, 
(as Tuſtis in his ewelfth book) given by the rude Tartar, as to us the name 
Welch, by the barbarous Saxon. The Parthyan Diadem was once garniſhe 
with two and twenty Kingdomes, encircling moſt part of 4. From 
which luſtre ſhee fell; bur after lon e, by vertue of rhe Sophyan 


ſtemme, has recover'd a great her bravery. Tis now call'd 
Hyerac, firnam'd Agemy, todiftinguiſh it from thatincluding Bebylon. Her 


old Shires were Rhages, Apemes, Topira, Choeme, Araciens, Semina, and 
Mizia; het mountaines,0rontes, Abicoronii, Mardor anii, and Parchoatri not 


cight 
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eight bundred miles in circuit , billy and barren, yerbreedivg men both 
wiſe and valiant. 

Next night (Diens running cheerfully through her Zodiac) wee rode 
cighteene long miles ro Gezz a pretty Lodge belonging torhe King: the 
greater part of this nighes journey was through the bottoms of rranſeed 
Texrws, whoſe ſtupendious forehead wets ir (elfe in the ayery middle re- 
gion: the frerum or lane is abut forty yards broad, even below, and be- 
ſtrew'd with pibbles; either fide is wall'd with an amaziog hill, higher 
than ro reach up art ewice ſhooting , and for cighr miles ſo continue 
agrecing wich relation P/3sy and Soliezs make of it: a prodigioas pat 
lie, whether by Art or Nature queſtionable : I allude ir unto Nature 
(Gods hand-maid.) Bur if it bee the ſame which Plisy calls Caſpio porte ; 
Bertine, Coſpterum Clanſtre , Strabo, and Ptolomy, Pile Coſpic, Media vel 
Zagrie; and Zerzee by Dio. Siculss ;, I then grant Semyramys(who did 
what ſhe could co eternize ber name) effeQed ir, and from her was call'd 
Pile Semyremide, asNiger has ir. Howbecit,the Perſians appropriate ir to 
Mortyz= 4%; who with his ſlicing Shamſhcer for the eaſc of his people 
made ir; a (word after their Cabala a hundred cubirs long; and where- 
wich at one blow he beheaded ten (or as ſome ſay, a hnndred) thouſand 
Chriſtians : of no credir, in that Pliny (cre Mortis-Ally was hprne) thus 
wrices of it, Rupture cft Montis longit udine oJo mill: paſſ: anguſtiſſima,%c. 
But though they rarifie their ſtory of 4y with an oath, from mee they ger 
no other beliefe concerning ir than this. Hevc febulem longi temporis 
nendacia finxit. 

Of more certainty is this, a Perſian in our company told nie. That a 
dozen yeeres ago, a valiant thiefe with five hundred horſe and three hun- 
dred Maſquets defended this narrow roade againſt all paſſengers;none paſ- 
fing nor re-paſling withour Tribute, The King of Larry-Ioon, and other 
monntaneers frown'd at his ſawſinefſe, andthreatned his baniſhment ; bur 
ſuch fformes made good muſick to his cares : Abbas growes cholerick to 
bee ſo bearded by an ordinary fellow, and fcornes to honour his over- 
throw by an Army : for knowing he had naany Cavalleers about him, he 
doubred not by their courages to fetter him : he moves ic and propoles a 
reward : but they had heard x thiefe was of incom le fortitnade and 
dexterity ; ſo as by long filence Abbe findes their feare, and grows pale 
at it: yet ere hee could give his rage a vent, a bold Armenian under-takes 
i: the King embraces him, and breaths freſh courage into the hardy Chri- 
ſtian, who excellently mounted, ſingles our the gladded rhiefe,rhat doub- 
ted not to maſter -— ea beaſt _ oppoſall.

Beares they fell upon the vitor Armenian, who had doubtlefſe there ex 


pired, had noe an Ambuſh of many brave Cooſel-baſhaes broke = _ 
releeve 
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relieved him ; by whoſe ſudden aſſaulrthe wretched theeves were quick- 
ly acrifiz'd untotheir Maſter. The Chriſtian returnesro Court crown'd 
with a glorious Laurell; 4bbas addesto his luſtre and gives him a brave 
command, ſo i le tothe weak ſoule of this roo-ſitrong Cham- 
pion, that to content the King and-ground hisftandiog, bereaycs his pro- 
feffion,though an Ocean of teares ſhed by his beloved countrymen ſoughe 
rowaft him from the Alcoray, But feethe end of ſuch Apoſtacy. Al- 
beic the King had cauſe:ro hug him in his boſome, ſo excellent and forty- 
nate prov'd heagainſt rhe Tartarrs; yet jealoſie (rather divioe vengeance) 
ſoftang old 4bbas that without any triall or acquaiating any man with 
his reaſon, bee commands Lol/a-beg to cut his head off, (ſuch tame as hee 
was ſinging a lullaby to his good fortune. | 
Our next nights manzeil was at Halvery(cighteene miles. from Gezz) 
a well buile Towne it is, and pleaſantly feared, rhe earth being mellowed 
by a ſweet rivoler, _ purls _ the —_— On = ” 
rue the ground is richly appareld in greene, and xequites the painfall haſ- 
bandman wich a happy acknoledgement of Olives, Walnuts, Rice, Wheat, 
and Wood in great abundance : bidding aſad farewel! ro thar healchy 
Village, thenexc night we rode 20-miles to Periſcow 4.6. a broken Moun- 
tain :a Toggn ſomtimes bonoured wirhthe Kingsrefidence; not that the 
beauty of his houſe (bitordinary)allures him, choyſc bawking, Pheſancs 
and other game more delighring him here than any other part of Parthia. 
The Pole is here elevated ſixandthirry degrees : the Towne is refreſhe 
with chryſtallin water, ſweer and advantagious to the earth and her jnha« 
bicanrs : tis buile upon the brow of a high (well woodded) divided hill, 
whoſe top has beene Erown'd with a vaſt Caſtle, bat now by age or warre 
(the canckerwormes of all remperaries) is moarh-earen, her ribbs onely 
appeare, expreſſing deſolation and famine, One Mohuwmed commands 
che” Towne, and keepes the ſword and kale, but is I feare dame Aſtreas 
. corrupted ſervant : no marvell if ina diſcomented humour ſhee has lefe 
the earth, in Perſia (efpecially in Periſcow) Juſtice is (o odly ballanced, Ar 
our entrance into this Towne, (to extort a bribe from the Ambaſſador) 
he hangd one Perſian, cut off anothers noſe, and murilated a third man, 
co ſhew his authority more chan otherwiſe z rheir faule was, for ſtealing 
atrifle of rwe ſhillings value from a,foorman ſerving the Engliſh Agent: 
another wasready ro bee' truſt up, but a meſſage was ſent to my Lord 
Ambaſſador, that if hee pleas'd: to beghis life ic ſhould be granted him: 
my Lord Ambaſſador very gladly ranfom'd him with ſomewhat more 
than a meere complement. Cotnplaine was alfo made againit a Farmour 
for thraſhing a whore agaioſt- her will ; Monſieur Redamanth bids geld 
him, and ro hang his ſtones at her or LEPrn ons, the gulph of 
Perſia afforded none fo prerious : the poore humbly beſceche him 
co ſpare his uſefull pares, ſodid his aſtoniſhr Wife, fo as afrer much medi» 


ation of friends and thirty pounds fyne, upon iſe cogrinde in his 
owne mill ever after; all is huſhe, and each part {ati Bur cach man 
cried out, a ſevere Cenſor is this Der: I read chat the barbarous 
Gaules had ſacha cuſtome, # frruverit quad nolet 40 diner. aut mechs- 
bitur, vil coſtretur ec.

- - Aftet twordayesrepoſe in Prriſcow;'we jogd onz"the Court then being 
lite more-thaw' a hundred miles from us. Our firſtnights journey from 
Periſcow was'to Gheer, fonre and eweney long miles, and tedious : ſome 
part was ove# terrible hills, other part chrough whiltliog dales ; in both 


which we were ſo weather-bearen with a raging ftorme of wind and haile 
bredin Tortary, and forc't over the Ceſpian (ca (which from hence if the 
ſeaſon had permitted wee might haveſeene) that ic not onely tooke away 


our ſight and hearing, but chrearned our braines; for in deſpighe of our 
beſt skill and cloſing one wich another.jt ſeparated us; inforuch as we had 
hardly recovered our companies, had not the melodious noyle of the 
braying Mules, and jingling of the Cammells bells revoked, yea untwiſted 
usout of theſe Caſpian or Zegrian ſtraits z through which, when neither 
Sunne, nor Moone, nor Starre befriends, whoſoever hereafter travel, 
let them (if they would prevent precipitious falls) borrow Theſews bis 
thred, or be content ro wanderin endlefſe labyrinths. From Gheer wee 
rode next night foure and rwenty miles, to a ſmall Village whoſe name I 
have inforrunatly loſt : the Frogs (the Bul-bults or Philomels of this mar- 
riſh place)ir may be were the cauſers of ir, aſſembled in ſuch troopes, and 
chirping ſuch lorhſome tunes, that we witht Iwpiter bad beento give them 
another King : for p

Crookes fruitfull ſy in his beloved mud. COAXAt aquis, 


To Alieverr,one and ewenty miles from the Town of Frogs we rode nexr 
night : 2 very ſweet and pleaſant place in water, wood, and ſtore of Phe- 
ants ; a bird intheſe Hyrcanian Towns,and neerethe river Phaſes in Men- 
grellya (Cholcos of old) originally breeding : 14ſon and his Argonaurs firſt 
made chem knowne to Greece, when hence he forc'ctheir Sheep, bearing 
fleeces of gold,or gold-meriting fleeces. Next night we got ro Necaw, five 
and twenty miles from A#iover, obſervable in the Kings boule, and thar 
the common Manſions and Churches here , differ not in ſhape from ours 
ofthe poorer ſort in E#g/and. Next night wee got into 4ſbaraff $ a Cirie 
upon the More Coſpiner. The Emperour of Perſia was here , and had long 
d the Ambaſſadour ; nowilling ro remove hence, till he came,tha:r 
he might ſee the extent ofhis Empire,and leſt wee ſhould report in Exrope 
tharthere was no graſſe (nor grace) in Perſia. The Sultan of the Towne 
and fifry Coſelbaſhaes brought us into 4ſhereff, and uſher'd us ro our lodg- 
ing 4 1 may ſay us, for the ceremony befitred nor ſo greata perſon as an 
ador 


ASHA RAFF (or Ahbeſnreff,] dare not ſay fro Ahaſuerus )is 2 long miles 
fromthe Caſpian Sea. Ir is ſeated low, and many ſalt Mariſhes circum. 
volve her; is but meanly watered; noother bur a ſmall ſpring crickling 

from 
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from the Taurifian Mountains drils in two branchesthorow ir, the broader | 
of which is not five yards over. The ground is reaſonable far, bur inculti. 
vated : the greater part of her Inhabitancs'plonghing in cumpo wartio. I 


judge rwo thouſand Families live in this Towne; and no doubt encteaſes 
daily, che King having bur of late affefted this place, his Pallace bur newly 
finiſhed, and Ferrebaut the Hyrcan Metropolis: bur five miles Weſt retno- 
yed hence, where the ſcat Royall hasbeene kept for many Ages. 4baſſe- 
baut alſo,trwo miles hence, ſurpaſſes for a curious Summer houte,excelisall 
his other houſes for a delicate view, Imagery,” Hummum; : Water- 

and a Forreſt ſtored with game of all ſorrs: ic I ſay, attrads tbe King,who 


' (where ever hee ſtayes long ) makes Ciries of ſmall Villages: ' The 
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Buzzar here is but ordinarie ; che acs are not tobe admired; rhe 
Kings Pallace is vaſt,and notable only in her Gardens: the biuildiog irfelfe 
is confuſedly divided inro rhree or foure Mohols'or banquetring houſes, 
oreatand gorgeouſly painted ; which, were they unired mighe berrer de; 
light the eye, and cauſe the Archire& tobe commended. I will ſpeak 
more of it ar the Ambaſſadors audience. q 2 

The pole Artickis here elevated cight andthirty degrees, ſeventeene 
minutes ; it is due North from Spabews, as wee oblerved ity our ftar-light 
travell, (for the dayes are raging hor, and notto be travell'J in or jealted 
with) 4r@urus was ever juſt before us: from Ormes torhis place are athon- 
ſand Engliſh miles: from Spehaws,three hundred and fifty,or rhere-abours; 
as reckoned. | 

Bur before I give you a ſurvay of Hircesis, let mee preſent an effay of 
my Lord Ambafladours audience and entertainment. After foure dayes 
reſt, the King (or Emperour, Porſhaw they call him) was pleas'd, without 
long warning to aſfigne him his day of andience. Tt was*the five andewen- 
tieth of May, our Sabbath, and the fag-end of their Ramazen or Lent ; ad- 
vantageous tothe Pot-ſhangh, for it ſpared himthe charge of a royall Ban- 
quer. My Lord Ambafſadour had Sir Sobert Sherley in his company , and 
ſeven or eight other Engliſh Gentlemen, his followers : gbod reaſon it 
was ſome Sultan or other ſhould have convoy'd and ſhewed him the way, 
(rhe Court being a quarter of a mile diftant from our houſe) bur ir ſeemes 
they wanted breeding, or,that ſome orher mytterie was in it : for,noother 
than a foorman from Mehomer-Ally-beg proffer'd a complement ,every way 
ſocourle that the Ambaſſador had no patience rodigeſt it , fave by equall 
contempr to inculcate in the Perſian mode, and ſend him rbarklefſeback 
againe? To the Courr at lengrh wee gor, no-noiſe, no admirers, ſaw wee 
there neirher ; by which we preſumed, the Towne knew nor of our going 
thicher, which I wonder art, ſince 4bbs: of all ſorts of honours counted to 
have ſtrangers art his Courr, the higheſt. Ar our alighring, an ordinaric Of- 
ficer bad us Hoſh.geldow and vſher'd us into alittle Court dv guard, that 
ſtoodin rhe center of a ſpatious Court : in ir was no other farniture ſave a 
few Perſian Carpets ſpread abour a pretty white marble Tanck or Pond 
fill'd with warer : hzre we all ſtayed, and fortwo houres ſpace junketred 
upon Peloand wine , nothing ſo good in taſte as the mareriall rhey were 
ſerved in,the flaggons, cups, diſhes, platesand covers,being of pure beaten 
gold; rhence, wee were led by many Sultans, thorow a Garioci and fra- 
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grant Garden which was curious to che eye, and delicare ro the ſmell ; to 
znother Summer bouſe, richin gold imboſmenrs and painting ;' burfarre 
more excellent in afree and royal) proſpe& ; for from the Tarrafles wee 
viewed the Caſpian Sea one way , and anocher way the tops of Tavrus. 
The ground chambers were large, quadrangular, archr and rictily guilded 
above andont her ſides; below, ſpread with mott yaluable Carpets of filk 
and gold in center were Tancks full of cryſtallin water (an clement ofno 
meane account in theſe torrid babi:arions; )round abbur the Tancks were 
placed (pompernes ferculs) Goblets, Flagons, Ceſternes, and other Stand- 
ards of pure maſſie gold , ſome of which were fill'd with Perfumes, other 
ſome watch Roſewarer, with Wine fome,and others with choifeſt flowers : 
and afrer wee had reſted ſo long as wee mighr ar fuil feed our bungry 
eyes wich that food of oftentation, wee: were br thence into ano- 
ther ſquare Jarge upper Chamber, where the roofe was formed inro an 
Artificiall Element , many golden Planers atrrafting che wandriog eye to 
belp their motion. The ground was cover'd with richer Carpecs than the 
other were, the Tanck was larger, the materia more rich ia laſpar, and 
porphyr ; the ſilver purling ſtreame was forced upinto another —_— 
yet ſeem'd to bubble wantoply here as in het proper center: this (ea of rich 
ſtone, ſo deepe and ſo caparious ſeem'd an Ocean rather, where the ſpoiles 
of ſhipwracks were conjur'd our to pleaſe the appetire of«Mydas or god 
Mammon : (> much gold, in veſſels, tor uſe and oſtentation , being ſer for 
usto looke upon , that ſome Merchanrs there, adjudg d ir worth twenry 
millions of pounds ſterlin : another watery Magazzen there was, circled 
with a wall of gold and richeſt Iemms : no flavons; cups, nor other rhere, 
but what were very thick and cove:'d with Rubies, Diamonds, Pearles, 
Emralds, Turquoiles, Iacinths.&c. The Chamber was gallery wiſe , the 
ſeeling garniſhe with Poetique fancies,gold,and choiſeft colours;all which 
ſcem'd to ſtrive whether Art or Nature ſhould beroa jadicious eye more 
valuable : one John a Durchman, wbo had long ſerv'dthe King celebrated 
his skill, ro the aſtoniſhment of che Perſians and his owne advantage : the 
in this roome alſo was over-layd with (ach Carpers as befirted the 
h of Perfis : round all the roome were placed tacire Mirzaes, 
Chawns, Sulrans, and Beglerbegs, above threeſcore;who like ſo manyin- 
animare Sratues far crofſc-legg'd; and joyned their burms to che ground, 
their backs to the wall, their eyes roa conſtant object; notdaring to ſpeak 
onero another, ſneeze, cough, ſper, or the like, it beitg held in the Por... 
ſhaws preſence a finne of roo preſumption; ln/breach of any them 
fearing his ſpleen, who (as Ceſar told Meteins) could by the fulgurof his 
eye dart them dead, ſooner then ſpeak the word to have them killed : the 
Ganimed Boyes in veſts of gold, rich beſpangled Torbanes and choiſe ſanx 
dalls, their curl'd baires dangling abone their ſhonlders, rolling eyes, and 
vermillion cheeks, with Flagons of moſt glorious merrall , went up and 
dowae, and proffered che delighe of Bacchusto ſuch would reliſhir. Ar 
the vppper end (and ſurmonnring the reſt, ſo much astwo or three white 
fiken ſhags would elevate) fat the Por-ſhaw or Emperor of Perſia, 4bþes ; 
more belov'd at home, more famous abroad, more formidable to his Ene- 


mics, than any of his prediceſſours. His Tg was this, (circled ohn 
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ſuch a worl#of wealth) to cloath himſelfe that day in a plaine red callico 
coat quilted with cotren : as if he ſhould have ſaid, we might ſee his digni- 
ty conſiſted in his parcs and prudence, not (frtivs coloribss) ro ſteale re. 
by borrowed colours or rich embroderies : croſſe-leg'd hee far: his 
Shafh or Turbantwas white and bungie ; his waiſt was girded witch a thong 
of leather;the ſcaberd/ of his {word was red, the hilt of gold, the blade for. 
med like a hemi-cicle,anddoubttefle welltempered : rhe Courrtiers (Regi 
4d exemplum) were burordinagily attired. My Lord Ambaſſador by his lo- 
rerpretos' (or Calimerhee as the Perſians name it) quickly acquainted 
Shaw Abbas whry hee had undereaken ſo great'a journey; ro congratulate 
his good ſuccefle againſt rhe common enemy of Chriftendome, the Turk, 
2o agrandize the traffick of rawſitke, andother Perſian ſtaple m:rchan- 
dizes ; to fee Sir Robert Sherleypurge his honour from thoſe ſcandalous 
impuratigns Nog di-Aby-beg his late Ambaſſador had blemiſht him with, 
and har perpetuallamiry mighrtbe continued 'ewixr the two famous Mo. 
narks of Great-Brittaywand Perſua. 
' The Pa#iſbavghroſeup ;and inthe Turkiſh Tongue gave him a grarious 
anſwer. Torhe firft;thar the Turks were a baſe people compared with the 
—_— minds and rad ,oh che Perſians ; in _ barrells he had 
iven them-ample proofe: cir magnanimiry, an no people in the 
Hoek were to kim odious and offenſive. He wiſh nie o_ all 
Chriſtian Princes, the — cheir conqueſts meerely from 
their diſcord: whichif otherwile, they would readily. retreat ro Tarte- 


ry. Conceming 1 rade,the King of Great Brittazn, ſhould if he fo pleaſd 


have yearely ten thouſand bales of filk delivered him at Ormes every Ianu- 
ary, and forpayment would accept of ſo manythouſand Clothes as would 
equallin walne his raw ſilks; which as he knew the {ilk was a farce greater 
quantiry.then be couldufe in his owne Dominions , ſo were the clothes 
ro him ; bur he would hazard the venting them by his Merchanes, to ſerve 
the Tartars; Arabs, Georgians, and Muſcovians. And by this, neicher we 
nor he ſhould have any need to traffique or correſpond with Twrkie, It 
would iofinitely redound to his honour and content; for hereby he ſhoul'd 
nr the grand Scignior ofhis yearlycuſtomes which he is forct to 
Pay: when his carravans goto Aleppo or other parts of Txrkje ro deliver the 
k, to the Venetian, Genoan, French, or other European Merchants; 
and an unexpreſſable rorment and vexationto his hearr and ſoule it muſt 
needs be, ro ſee the whole band of Ieninzerger maintained meerly out of 
thoſe hiscuſtomes, What was this? butto cheriſhchorns to prick his eyes, 
or to make the (words of his invererate Enemies ſharp and ficred for his 
deſtruftion. Concerning Sherley he had been long of his acquaintance 
and done more for him,than any of his native ſubjects ; that if Nog- dibeg 
had layd aſperſions unjaſtly on him , he ſhould have decenr ſatisfaGtion. 
It arguedindeed Nogdibeg was guilty of ſome heynous cryme , in that he 
rather choole to kill himſelfe, than ſtand to his purgarion from ſo impar- 
cial a Juſtice? in ſome ſort he preſag'd my rigor, for if he had come , by 
my head (an oath of no (mall force) I had cur him in as many peeces as 
there are" dayesin a yeare, and burnt them in the open marker wich ſtinck- 
ing dogs But ronching a perperuall league of rruc friendſhip, with 
the 
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the Monarch of Great Britteyne your Maſter, Iembrace ir moſt heartily 
and wiſh them accurſt thar go abour to eclipſe ir. And you are truly wel- 
come (ſpeaking romy Lord Ambaſſador) that have done me that ho- 
pour, none of my famous Predicefſors ever had before me : for as you 
are the firſt Ambaſſador ever came hirher out of your Nation, ſol ac- 
count your Maſter the firſt of the worſhippers of Ieſus , and of you in a 
higher reſpe& than any other Ambaſſador : which faid, 4559s ſat downe 
againe» And whereas all Mahomirans fizeda, or knock cheir heads againſt 
the ground and kifſe his foot or garment z molt friendly he puld our Am« 
bafſador downe, ſeared him cloſe to his ſide, ſmiling to ſee he could nor 
ſirr (after the Aftatique ſort ) croſſe-legd : and calling for a bowle of 
Wine, drunk his Maſters health, at which the Ambaſſador uncoverd his 
head;and to complement beyond all expectation, the Pot ſhavgh puld of his 
Turbanr; by diſcovering his bald head ſymbolizing his Aﬀettion : andafrer 
an houres merriment departed. Bur by what meanes the current of the 
Kings good will became diverted afterwards I cannot divine- I could 
afrerwards perceive that Mahomiran Princes are terrible crafry or 
myſteriouſly poliricious : for from thar day till we got ({azbys , neicher 
was our Ambaſſador feaſted at Courr, neither ſaw he the King , nor did 
any other Sultan invire, or come to viſite him : we partly found the cauſe, 
Mahomet-Allybeg was by bribery made our enemy ; a Perſian larely ad- 
vanc't from a baſe beginning, and for his neat faculty in diving into all 
mens doings, _— the Potſbaw who gramble, who are contented; 
by ſuch his paraſitick facetiouſneſſe has ingroſt his favour from all others, 
inſomuch as all chings paſſe through this impure conveighance ; for 
whom he loves the King honours, ſuch as he hates the King cruſhes all ro 
peeces. So that to have his good opinion , each great man out-vies 
others by guitrs and ſuch lincks of corrupt eſteeme, inſomuch rhat his An- 
nuall commings in,are bruiced ſevenſcore thouſand pounds ſterling. And 
well may be, ſince Myter-beg (the overſeer ofthe Kings Harams or Se- 
ralios)has a hundred thouſand pound yearly,if it be true,ſome here afſured 
me. Sors noſtra humilior | poore Tamer-begs houſe at the North end of the 
Towne impriſond us twelve long dayes and nights, (fo long the Court 
ſtayd, after we gor thither,) where the Sunne darted his ourragious 
beames ſo fullupon us , that nopart of the burning Zone could broile 
more than did .4ſhareffe ar that preſent : but the Sunne did not more 
torment us all the day time, than thoſe innumerable ſwarmes of Goats, 
Mus-ke-roes, and fach like exerements, {tang and peſterd us each night ; 
they biring us, we thraſhing rhem like mad folks. Norwichftanding, ſome 
betrer uſc I defire ro make of this time, than in ſpider-catching : and in the 
firſt place commemorate we the Kings juſtice, ( Tiranny I may rather call 
ir) for which, he is famouſed above all other Mahomican Emperors: chat 
by view of others miſerics, ours may appeare bur reall flea-bitings. 

A poore diſtreſſed wrerch, upon ſome buſineſſe beſtowed a long and 
tedious pilgrimage from /bul/ in Indis to this miſerable place z where 
ere he knew how the ſuccefſe would be , reſted his weary limbs npon a 
held carper, choſing to refreſh himſelfe rather upon the coole grafſe than 
be rormented by the mercileſſe vermin within the Towne ; but poore 
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man he fell 2 melo in pejos, for ſnorting in aclimaQerick houre, che ſame 
time the King ſer forth ro hunt and many Nobles afrer him, his pamperd 
jade winded and ſtartled at him, che King examines not the cauſe bur (ene 
an eternall Arrow of ſleep into the poore mans hearr , jeaſting as (Tpbz- 
crates did when hee flew his ſleepy Centinel) I did the man no wrong, I 
found him ſleeping, and aſleep I left him : a comforrtlefſe con plement: 
poore wretch! happy only in this, ##ee magni dextra cecidit | rhe Courti- 
ers alſo(as the Negroes in Mexicongo do,who when their Caprain receives 
a hurt by warre or accidenr, ſympathize by voluntary mayming themſelves 
in the like part) to applaud his juſtice, made him their common marke; 
killing him a hundred times over, if ſo many lives could have beene for- 
feited : but how highly ſoever they exroll their King , I preferre thoſe 
ancient pagans before him, who our of Natures poerry coula ſing, Nul/s 
unquen de morte hominis cunitatio longaeſt, A Soldars wife(or concubin 
if you pleaſe to call her) having fed roo high, in a laſtfull bravado petiti- 
ond che King for help, her good man proving too weak to conquer her: 
a dangerous impudence! the King finds it rorefle& upon himſelfe, ( old 
at that time, and Maſter of foure thouſand Concubines) he ites her 
apreſenc ſarisfaQtion : he calls his Phyfirians, azd when Phlebotomy was 
held too meane a remedy, they give an Afinego an ophiar luftfull potion, 
which inrages the beaſt, whoby a forced connexion, baſcly glutred her; 
but in the end baniſht herlife alſo. A needy ſouldier, drawes up a catas 
logue of his good ſervices and cloſes it in wane, humbly intreating favour 
and ſome ſtipend from his god of warre for ſuch and fuch good ſervices. 
Is bello non bis peccatur : for, fer his ſaucineſle he is almoſt drubd (with ma- 
ny terrible baſtinadoes on the ſoles of his feet) ro death; and (imicating 
Pyſo the cruell Judge in Senece, 3b. x. c. 16.) examines who ir was chat 
writ it: the Clarke apologizes, the King quarrells at his ſcurvie writing; 
and that hee ſhonld never write worſe, makes his hand to bee cur off; 
giving the poore wretch juſt cauſe ro ingeminate:0b/ guem eller neſcirem 
liter as. 

Two needy knaves were brought into the Divan, and condemn'd for 
ſtealing : many.grievous tanrs the Pot-ſhaw leveld at them , affuring 
them no deſerved death for daring to come fo neere his Courr, fo louſfic 
and ſo ragged : they confeſſe they therefore ſtole, ro wrap themſelves in 
berter cloathing. Abbas is not (atisfied with any reaſon : bee commands 
rwo new veſts bee brought and to apparellchem ; bur winding ſheers had 
beene more proper ; for the executioner forthwith drag'd chem away, 
and upon two ſticks moſt cruelly ftak'd them upon their fand aments. 
Such,and ſuch other was his inhumane paſtime during our ſtay at the Cſ- 
pin (ea, enough on ſuch a ſubjett; by the foot of Hercules che whole bo- 
dy is diſcerned : for if I ſhould ſumme up his variery of cortures; his 
men, men-eating hags of hell ; his caniball honnds, bis Capigi and their 
death rwanging bowſtrings, his ripping mens guts and the like z whart 
could be rhe effe& bur an odious remembrance: and ſuch is the hard-hear« 
rednefſe of Mahemirans, a wicked people for cruell inventions : the ten- 
der mercies of the wicked are cruelties : a good man is mercifull ro his 
beaſt ; bur nor beaſt nor men, are here commilerated. And, albeit no- 
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thing be more commendable in Princes than Juſtice, (for ir is that that 
makes rhem gods) yet clemency is no lefle honourable. Tull a heathen 
could afficme ir, in his oration roCeſer for the life of Lygerivs : Thy cle- 
mency (O Ceſar) is moſt excellent, yea more honourable than thy other 
verrues : Fortune bath made thee great, Nature advanct thee higher in 
thy inclination unto mercy. Nor can they well bee ſeparated. A Prince 
(exalted above others in dignity and Tirle) is tyed to an imparriall way, 
veicher hating nor fearing any, but rewarding and puniſhing as cauſe re- 

virech ; without which, contempt or confuſion followeth, Burt ro theſe 
of 4bbes I cannor give the glorious Attribute of Juſtice: ſince, if the pu- 
niſhment exceed the faulr, itthen degenerates into cruelty : a vice, odi- 
ous ro God, (the Father and fountaine of mercy:) to men, by imirarin 
their deformities; conceiting any Ait,though never ſo unnarurall (ifmonl- 
ded after ſuch a pattern) good and commendable. And heathen Po- 
rentares ſwerving trom che rule of divine Juſtice, pamper the corrupt ha- 
bit and diſpoſition of their minds, out of a menſtrous appetire and opini- 
on that they are above all law, and may every way inebriate their luſt, by 
fporrfull ryranoy : ſuch were the inhumane games in the Roman Amphy- 
theators : ſuch was the barbariſme, Xerxes (as Xenophon notes) pratiz'd on 
Maſites his brother,& other Satrapacs ;ſuch in Dejoces(father ro Phraortes) 
who utterly exterminared the Perſian generoſity : ſuch in moſt Mahume« 
dans ar this day governing: I cannot chuſe bur adde the miſerable Tra- 
gedy of his ſonne, the memory whereof is recent through moſt of 
- 


Abbas, by divers Paramours had divers children z many of which hee 
educated with grear coſt, care, aad experience. Of moſt hope, fame, and 
vertue; where Iſmael, Sophy-mirzs, Codobanda-Sultan, and Emangoly; 
foure brave young Princes; the two firſt, begor on Gordines daughrer of 
Simon-cawn; the later rwo, of Marths daughter of Scender-mirzs : both 
Georgians, both Chriſtians : the firſt Lady was brought thence by Kurchi- 
ki-cews, the other by Shaw-TamasCoolibeg ; both Perſians, both favo- 
rites : all of them fo deare ro 4bbs, that it ſeemed hee then had por the 
Elixar of earthly bappineſſe : his wives were fo incomparably beaurifull, 
his favorites ſo exaftly fairhfull ; his ſonnes (o lively the charafters of his 
perſon, policy and courage: reciprocally joying the aged King, and over- 
joying the warlike Perſians. Bur it 1s commonly obferved thar as the moſt 
excellent things fade, periſh, and alrer ſooneſt : ſorthis admirable candor 
and perfection in theſe yourhfull Princes quickly vaniſhed, Sat»72 ating 
it. Iſmecl (when by reaſon of his innate delight in Armesand many quick 
ſignes of magnanimity, the Aſiatick world gazed and admired him) ia a 
black infernall cloud of poyſon went down to an untimely grave ar nine 
teene, in the Meridian of his ſplendor. Soffy-mirze, dogd by a like ad- 
verſe deſtiny , chough elevared at firſt for revealing a conſpiracy, was in the 
end, at equall yeeres rhrowne downe and cruſht to death, afrer rhe dumb 
Capigi had gor a harefull vitory,meere jealofie inthe King commanding 
it. Emanguly, ere his popularapplauſe could hatch hisruine, upon confe- 
rence with a witch that hee ſaw (by the Almuten of his nartiviry) ſhort 
life atrended bim, growesfearſull of his Syres inconftancy, and in adeep 
diſconſolate 
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diſconſolate melancholy evaporares his ſad ſpirits, leaving the expeCtation 
of hazardand ſoveraignty to ( odobende $ulten, firnamed Soffee,who(made 
wiſe by his brothers miſeries) ſo exquiſirly behaved himſelfe, in duty to 
his King, in a pleaſing diſtance to the people that Abbos doares, the peo- 
ple celebrate, and an uncontroulable har Fortune _—_ to —_ him, 
Afﬀabiliry, bounty, loyalty, courage, and experience in Armes, at home 
rem Perſon Money, Turk, Arab, Mogul,and Tarrar, admiring, 
fearing, and commending him in ſeverall Eulogies and acclamarions : his 
owne, left nothingunſaid or uninvented that might honour him; his ene- 
mies withour giving their thoughts the lye, could nor bur idolize him : 
who for all thar, (not like our common f(pirits, efflated by every valgar 
breath , upon every a&, deifie themſelves, and conceir all great addi. 
tions of honour under their merirs) ſtood immoyvable, ſorry he grew {6 
popular ; modeſtly chiding chem for flattrery, condemned himſelfe of 
hypocriſy by ſuffring his victories to bee ſo guilded, fince what he had or 
did was bur a reflex of his Fathers verrue, which he doubred might ſuffer 
an eclipſe by hisaccumulations. Oh! how execrable is this marrow frert- 
ting ſcab of jealouſic and envie? it converts that reaſon which only makes 
us Men, without any regard of juſtice, into brutiſhnefle; yea ro exceed 
in cruelty the moſt unreaſonable, moſt violent creatures ! Is not 4bbe 
a King, a Father? does clemency belong to any attribute ſo properly? Is 
not Soffee- Sultan-mirzs a Prince, bis (onne? on whom can he more juftly 
conferre his love? in whom ſhould verrne rather dwell? where can there 
be a betrer center ? Prince! the path he treads to adde luſtre to his 
Fathers Diadem,ro do his Country good, to be accounted commendable; 
betrayes hisſteps, and intices him to an affrighting precipice : the more 
he labours to delight his Parher, ic ſerves as fuel] roan unjuſt jealouſie the 
more hee dignifies his countries honour, the more applauſe the people 
crowne him with; and 4bbas feares bis popularity : yea fo farre cheriſhes 
diſhonourable thoughts, ſo much degenerates from paternall piery, that 
withourall pitty or regard of juſtice (which makes Kings more beauriful! 
and glorious than when circled with a Tyrants ſparkling Diadem) hee ru- 
minares his ſpeedy deſtruction. During thefe his cabiner machinations,tbe 
harmeleſſe Prince brandiſhes his ſteele in proud Arebis, bur after many 
conqueſts, himſelfe becomes captivated. An Arabian Princeſſe of good re- 
port,great beauty (in ſuch bodies uſually areimpaled the faireſt ſoules)and 
other excellent indowments fetrered him : bur by his bravery and worth 
quickly redeem'd himſelfe and vanquiſht her. Such magick has love, ſuch 
magnetick power is in vertue. By this Lady he had (in few yeeres) rwo 
children, Seffy and Fatyme : no lefle loved by their Syre, than beloved, 
doared on by the Grand(yre Abbosz a ſtrange affection, ro diſtinguiſh ſo 
nnnaturally; to ſeparate where narure had fo ſtrongly joyned, to hate the 
graft, and have the fruit endeared ro him. But that his hare might flow 
more currantly and lefſe ſuſpeted, hee lookes one way and ſhoots ano- 
ther ; ſeekes to inrage by abuſing him hee lov 'd moſt dearly, Meger an 
Arsb, the Princes Turor, a ſober, Firhfull, and valiant ſervant. 4645s calls 
for him, and in leiu of applanſe or rewarding him for his ſonnes noble 
education, he lends him a ſterne frowne, accuſes him of pride, and charges 
him 
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himchat hee had bewirche the Prince with baſe ambition. Meger ſeesnot 
the venome prepared for him ; and therefore in- an humble, but comfi- 
dent excuſe, (eekes ro quier him z but the better hee apologuiz'd in his 
owne behalfe;and the clearer hee made the Mirzaesloyalry a e, the 
more hee exaſperares the King, the higher his rage inflamed : fo rhiar firſt 
hee amazes him with a volley of rigorous defamations, and in that maze 
givesthe ſigne, adreadfull figne: for forrhwith the Capigies break out and 
ſtrangle-him. An unparaleld barbariſme ! an a@ ſo unbeſeemiog thar fa- 
mons King,as amongſt rherommon ſort to rhisday it is nor credited : bur, 
Fames brazen ſhril-mourtyd Trump ſounds it abroad, and ere long the 
Prince (then in ation againſt rhe Tartar) has notice of his Syres injuſtice: 
hee leaves the Camp, and afcer many fignalls of ſorrow, befeeches the 
King hee may know the'realon of it 2 who flaſhes him this thunering rea- 
ſon, for chy rebellion ; he calls heaven'to witneſfle his integriry and obedi- 
ence, bur Abbas provokes him further, to intrap and have ſome colourto 
fatisfhe the world in his deſtrution; The Prince madded wirh-hear and 
n, imagines hee ſaw Mage a ſtrangling ; and in thatextafie unſheaths 
his ſword, vowing to reſcue him: the King forrowes not at his diftraQtion, 
bur at this advanrage (upon ſome faire rermesdifarming him) calls him in- 
to another roome, and (pretending he was not very well) goesour, com- 
manding ſeven big-bon'd villanies,deafe and dumbe; through a trap doore 
to iſſue upon him, arm'd with bloody minds and deadly bow-ftrings : theit 
habit and weapons bewray their cruelry, they needed no other interpre« 
tors : the Prince admires rhe cauſe, 'and if oratory or cther fubmiſſive 
fenes of entreaty could have gotren remorſe or delay fromrheſe hell- 
hounds, burttill he knew the ground of this unnaturall projet; he had af- 
foorded ir : bur, aſſured they were inexorable, with an incomparable rage 
and ſaddennefſe he flies upon them,now one,thenanorher receiving ſuch 
borrid blowes, that (cre they could faſten on him,. or infnare him with 
their ebaſtly ewanging bowſtrings) hee ſent three of them to the Divell; 
and long time defended himlelte, offending thoſe blood-hounds with ad- 
mirable courage and dexterity, infomuch that had hee maſtered any wea- 
pon, hee had doubrlefſe ſaved himſelfe; bur wanting ir, his breath failed, 
and longer his valour could not nouriſh him, for, facile eft vincere non re- 
prgnentecm : (othar ar laſt thay faſtened their noozes on him, who now was 
aa dead man z for al! which, rhe villains had rriumphe in his furtherror- 
tares, had not the King prevented it, commanding them to pinnion him, 
and (before hee could recover his fences) rodraw a flaming ſteele afore 
his eyes, and ſo to blind him forbidding him the fight of what hee loved 
ever after; wife, babes, friends, ſoldiers, or Megars carcafſe : And by this 
_ Aſis loſt her faireft jewell, Pezſ@her Crown of honour,and Marg 
darling. | 
The loſſe of ſo brave a Prince is quickly romord All Perſis mourns,and 
in many threnodies fing his farewell: his Army ſwells wich paſſion, but 
ſeeing no remedy, by a forced filence murmur their imprecations : the 
Prince, when he perceived his undoing (the eye of reaſon lent him ſach 
a ſight) falls frantick ; hee curſes his birth, his fate, his loyalry, his cruell 
parent; and by many contumatious threats, vowes his deftruction : bur 
Vaus 
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©4na ſine viribuc irs; he findes bis revenge impoſſible; bur ar thar conceir 


raercs bidioufly, and is notto be comforted, till Suliman-mirzs, Curchi. 
ki- cawn and other his kinſmen and quondam favorits, flockr abour him, 
and by their miſerable examples dictated patience ; for none there bur in 
ſome meaſurc had ſwolne big with the Kings infuſion in their times, and 
by like jealoufie were cruſht downe, — damnd to perperuall 
impriſonment. Inthoſe diſconcenredrimes, 4bbes kept his Ocb, movin 
like another $47#r# : now he imagines his Crowne fixc cloſely to his head, 
his ſcat ſteddy, every way free from ſtormes and other accidentall cauſey 
chat mighc diſturb his quiet : he (wum hourelyin an ocean of delight, and 
reliſhrir : bur nothing {ſo much inchanred him, as young Fet51ma; no other 
Syren was melodiousin ſong,or delicate in feature, ſave pretty Fatyma; if 
any ſtood in feare, he is pacitied by Fetyme; Court and Kingdome admired 
his love, but joyed atir; for by this Lady they found a way to expell hi 
rage, and how to pleaſure him; the priſonersalſo by this Faty-22 gor ſome 
livelyhood; for want of which, they were oft times weloigh famiſhed; 
none (bur ſhee) daring to mediate : and thus by this good infant gained 
they what formerly they pined for,food and comfort. But whar joy fiades 
the blinded Prince, fince.hee cannot participate : revenge delighrs him 
more, that word as muſick pleaſes the infernall fancie of this melancho- 
ly Mirze, not caring how deteftable,ſo 4bbas ſuffered. The Divell inſpires 
new rage, and blowes the coales of (more than cruel!) aſſaſſinarion : for 
albcic he loved Faris, yet hearing bow his Father doarted on her,thar be. 
gers his hate, yea harches the innocents confuſion. Oh! in him behold 
the ſavage and tranſcendent cruelty of curſed man : revenge had plung'd 
bim headlong into a whirle-poole of unnaturall barbariſme; inſomuch, 
as when the pious child came (inan unluckie houre) to bring him comfort, 
and by all ſymptoms of duty to ex her obedience; the wretch 
gralpes her, &in a lymphatick fary whirles her neck about, unable to un- 
twitt her ſelfe from his ftrong and wrathfull hands, miſerable Fetima cx- 
piring by her helliſh Father: and in her,the joy of parents,delight of 46bas, 
candor of Perſis, and comfort of the diſtreſſed, vaniſhing. The amazed 
Princefſc his wife cries our bis ſight deceived him,that ir was Fatyma,lirtle 
dreaming thar he therefore marryr'dher, becauſe Fatyme. And, as if that 
had not beene enough, (to preventthe King of a ſucceſſor)bearing young 
Soffees voyce,doloreuſly crying our for Fatime,wingd with rage he gropes 
for him, but by che Princeſſes interpoſing, the boy eſcapt, or c1ſe had loſt 
what he now victoriouſly enjoyes) the Monarchy of Perſia. When 4bbas 
card her Tragedy, he growesfo ourtragiouſly paſfionate,that many feared 
he would become hisowne executioner. But, when bee had drenchr his 
ſorrow in aſea of falr teares, hee moderates his ſpleen, and revives upon 
hopes of puniſhment, and vowes to retaliate him in the height of crue!- 
ty : but, receives ſo rerrible a reply from: the diftrated Prince, who had 
return'd a million of difmall curſes, chat he is ſtopified with amazement : 
And ro end the Cataſtrophe, after he had tyred out rwo dayes with much 
impatience, therthird, hee pur a period co his loathed life, by quaffing up a 
cup of deadly poyſon : ghe King mo needleſſe mercy in his ſolemne 
buriall. The (ad Princefle mewed her ſelte np from ſight of man;bur ſince 
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her ſonnes comming to the Crowne, whether hee have made ker ſociable 
or no I know not ; Abbes juſt ar our departure, Let us now to ano« 
ther ſubjet, andina deſcription ſurvey the pleaſures of Hyrcanie, 
which we have p_ reliſhed, and are now encloſed in.

which from che Taurifian Monneains ſtream violently,gpd after they have 
mellowed the hamyd earth in many divided branches , wander intro the 
Mare Caſpinm : at this day jr abounds with many ſorts of beaſts, birds, 
fruits, fiſh, and villages : Sheep, Buffoloes, Camells,Afes, Goats, Horſes, 

Cowes, Antilopes, red and fallow Deer; wich Silkwormes alſo, and Phes |

Prolomy : andthe ſame Citie per paranomeſiam (if opinion delnde me nor) 
which Vinghbeg'and Teixere call Strabatt and Eftrebext. The ſciruation of 
Forebattislow, ina marriſh and iofalubrions plaine z wherebyiir ſucks in 
the (alt fumes and cold fomes the Caſpian ſea (a lirrle mile, North) evo- 
merates. Tis watered by a freſh ſtreame, forty _= broad; which ari- 
ſing in mount Tawrws, bubbles downe, and at this Town incorporates with 
the briny Caſpian: in place of folyd walls, ir is ingirt with liquid moars or 
erenches, planted with willowes and other trees, which give borh ſhade 
and ornament : the houſes differ trom the common mode of Perſe ; they 
be wichour Tarrafſes or flat tops, and reſemble ours in Zaglend rather, in 
ſhape, in windowes, and in tyling ; the whole Towne brags of three thou-« 
ſand families ; of moſt Note, are the two Buzzarrs, equally jous, neat 
and beautifull; many choice and fragrant Gardens allo condecorate her, 
which rogether make a combined beauty rhough ſeeming'ſeparare: bur, 
more notable than the reſt, is a ſumptuous Pallace of the Emperours; ar 
the North ſide of the Citie, whoſe balconyes view, whoſe Gardens exrend 
to the Mere Caſpinm. It has awo large Courts (comparable to Fountain 
bleaws) eicher of which exprefle an elaborar Art in the skilfull gardiner ; 
paild they are ip many ſhapes, rhe ground & forced into pretty knors, the 
ſpreading 'Chenores, and Sicamoresſ{urronnding and commixing (© 
pleaſantly, ſo artificially, that from each chamber rhe profpett is amiable, 
the eye and ſmell contending who ſhould ſurfet ſooneſt of variery. The 
houſe is low ; but each chamber, high & capacions;-rich in work,comend- 
able innniformity ; we could not enter with our ſhoves on (a comon Aﬀia- 
tick trick at meales & houres of devotionztheRomansalſouſed ir,asTerence 
in his Heautont : Acourrnnt ſerv) ſoleas detrahnnt, oc. ) ſome are ſquare, 
ſome gallery-wiſe,bur all are arched: three were eſpecially rich and loves» 
ly ; whoſe fides were ſer with Mirrors or Looking-plaſſes ; and whoſe tops 
or mn, , were glorionaſly imboſt with flaming gold ; the caſements were 
of large quare Muſcovian glafſe , cemented wich gold; the ground was 
over-ſpread with crimſon velver,fome ftufr with Down ; ochers with mar- 
tereſſes of azure coloured velvet; coverd with Calzoons of bodkin or 
cloth of beaten gold: and in Winter the 'Por-ſhaugh fleepes either in 
ſheers of coſtly Sables, or of delicate ſhagg or ſheep wooll of Coraſan: in 
thoſe gallaries of Mirrors theKing has ſundry repreſentations of venereous 
gambolls, his Concubines ſtudying by — to illace hisfavor, 
to glur his fancie : the other chambers are richly furniſhe, the walls vars 
niſhe & painted in oyle,but by an uncivill pencil,the genius of ſome goariſh 
Apelles , (ach Lavalroes of the Perſian /upiter are there,ſuch immodeſt po- 
ſtures of nitn and women, nay of P:xderaſtyes, as makes the modeſt eye 
ſwell with ſhame. che” curious ſmell winde nothing from thoſe artificiall 
flowers, ſave loathſome invention. Let us goe cens the Caſpyan ayre.and 
taſte che unruly waves, compared with the quiet houſ®, ſweet and whol- 
ſome. The firſt obje& are thoſe prams or ſhips, wherein the Moſcovite

theſe veſſells (reſembling our old C recorded by Ceſar and Lwcas) 
are wichour ordinance, the Seca is free of Pyrars : they are (owed with 
hempand cord (made of the husk of Cocoes,) and have little iron work; 
the Marriners are as mganlyfaurniſhe with skill or uſe of Compaſſe. Here 
alſo weſaw many os, of one peece of wood hewd our of ſome grown 
Oke (Hyrcenis has ftore, yer little uſed) capable ro receive cight men in 
faire weather without much danger. 
The Caſpian Sea(call'd by thePerfians Deriob. Mozendram, by the Arabs 
. asall other Ponds, Bober'corſun) is brackiſh,and very turbulear, yer land- 
lock on every ſide z; the Hyrcenies, Armenian, Ruſs, and Tarter circum- 
yolving her: nor has ſhee commerce with any other ſea, excepr it be (ub- 
rerrancan with the Exacize. They are three hundred miles aſunder, yer 
may admit ſo vaſt an intercourſe, if wee conſider the like (though not (o 
much) in other places: as in Zioberis, which ſprings from Tawres, and after 
chirry miles concealment under ground, apaine diſcovers it (elfe and com- 
mixing with Rhodago, in one ftreame, wander intothe Caſpian; grear Alex- 
awder at Ariſtotles requeſt maderriallby rwo Oxen, whoconfirmed it * as 
alſo in Niger an Afrique river, and others in other places. Some vent or 
other ir has queſtionleſſe, orberwiſe ir would overflow of purrifie z for ic 
reccives many great and.navigable rivers, as Folge, Araxis,Cyrus, Connack, 
0bſel, Rhodego, Mazeras, Hydero, Aregns,Phaſir,Wlment, Sirto,Cheſel,Oxns, 
Edel, Rha,{ſome call Yolga ſo)debun, Habyn,&c. by many oſtinars (welling 
her womb'or concave 'channell.

Foure dayes wee ſpent in eafie journeys upon this remote ſhoare, the 
firſt night wee got to Charopore, a = —_ twelve long miles Weft 
from Ferrabet, and upon which, the fea ofgentimes bears outragjoully : 
a river; a ſtones caſt over refreſhes her, bur (if theytold vsthe ruth) is 
pot alwayes potable: for one month every yeer it taſts brackiſh,Nexc nighe 
we'gotto Barfruſh-de, a great Towne; well peopled, inriched with fitk- 
wormes, wood, and excellent water; and therefore they may the better 
forbeare wine z for the law here forbids the uſe of it, under a grievous 
penalty. This place is from Chacoporo 12 miles, many of the men here de- 

light in Archery, andſhave long beene faniousd in thar manly exerciſe.

Hyrcenizis a continued Forreſt, and of all the trees I ſaw,nione excee« 
ded rhe Mulberies, for numberlefſe numbers, nont more notable for uſe; 
een, y ea thirty miles ſpreadingin them : the berries if-white, refreſhr our 
bellies, the colour oureyes, the leaves our obſervarion. In every Village 
and Corrage wee might behold ſheds fild with induftrious people, and in- 
riching ſilk- worms,ſcaming the ſeminary of that valuable Fly ,ſo accoun- 
ted of rhrough all the world, fo advantageous ro the Perſian Emperour , 
who from hence (beſides thoſe many rich Carpers offilk and gold, filk, ilk 
and filver yeerely woven for their owne uſes) extracts an annuall quantity 
of raw ſilke, ſeven thouſand fix hundred Batmans (or bales 1 think) expor- 
red through Turkic into Europe, to his great benefir. © The ſilk-worme 
(as in quality, ſon diverſity of ſhape)varies from ather wormes : her firſt 

eration ariſing from a (mall round black ſperme (like Gaonpowder or 
Maſturd-ſeed) which by moderate heat increaſes ro an inch, aſſuming (ar 
firſt) the ſhape ofa palmer worme, from which reſemblance in fix months 
ſhe rwo times changes : her common food are leaves and boughs of trees; 
but of all ochber, the white Malbery moſt de ighrs her, ſtrewed dayly all 
over their ſheds, kept ſweer, and warme, and cleanly. Having fatiated 
their uſefull appetites, they forthwith become enemy to idlenefſe, ſur- 
ceaſe their creeping , and with their Excretiared vertue intwine them» 
ſelves, in ſome ſort makingtheirlawne both winding-ſheet and Sepulcher. 
The ſilke co-operates ſuch colours as be laid afore them, white, yel- 
low, greene, andſandy, Andalbelr they be involved, yetare they viſible 
to the eye, ſuch isthe tranſparency of their excrement. Their exterior 
part, is a pale gold commixr with lemon, rough and hayry. The interior 
more hard and form ovated.the berrer to inhume th'included Fly. Whole 


task being ended, the ſilken cods or balls are ftraiyhtway {pread afore 
Apolloes 
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Apolloescorruſcant rayes, by whoſe radiant candor the{diſtreſſed worme 
is broyldtodeath; nor unlike aglorious miſer fzlicicating his death, ſoir 
bein contemplation of his rich 14olarry. And by this expaoſion the ſilk 
becomes much finer and purer, thanif ſhee were ſuffered trom her owne 


-notion to iſſue forth and break her habiracle ; Afﬀer this the ſilke cods are 


chrown into a large caldron, fild wich water, and made meanly hot ; then, 
with a penetrated cane the people ſtir the abour,at once drawing the limy 
filke from as many as his inſtrument can lay hold upon, or convene in ad+ 
vantage; laſtly with a wheele they are turned round; ir artradts the filk,and 
leaves (nothing worth the gerring) iadivellicared, Bur char chey affoord 
hony, yeeld wax, build neſts, and are a ſort of \pyder, Ariſtotle, and Pliny 
may conjeQare ſo, bur experience deridestheir lupppſicion. By this rime 
weare got toOmoel a City as well known as any other in Mozendram. 
OMOALL, (of old, Zarama 1 Bong: ro bee that Nys- 
borca or Neborea, where the Oracle of dreames was fo much famouſed, 
It is built under the Norch fide of the imperious Mountaine Tawres: of 
ſuch Grandeur, that chree thouſand Families inhajjt in her, of ſeveral! 
countries and languages, Armenians, Georgeans, Hyrcans, Perfians, Jewes, 
Curdies, and Maſcovians, who make a Babel of ſeven rongues amongſt 
chem. The place is fruirfull, and bleſt in preſent proſperkty and aatick 
oreatnefſe,cthe ruinescompleating the reporr of, her being once Merropo- 
lis; che houſes at this day are nor buildedin the meaneſt faſhion, glorying 
above the reſt, in an old bur ſtrong and ſtately Caſtle, ſecond ronone 
abour her; which, beſides the well compoſed ArchireQure (affoording no 
ſmall pleaſure to the eye) is obſervable in a deep trench fald with water, 
of good defence againſt rhe pilfering and rodomantadoes of the adjoyn- 
ing Tauriſians : commend ble alſo in ſome ſweer gardens uſefull and de- 
le&able 2 wirhin the. Towne and neere the Caſtle, is afamops Moſque, 
honoured” by foure hundred and foure and forty Princes and Prophers 
of that Kingdome intombed chere, whoſe Sepulchers raiſe admiration in 
the beholders; that eſpecially of Meer Agomwmedeen is famous, to whole 
ſhrine are daily offered ſerious devotion. As I entred. I found twenty 
reverent and well apparclled Arabians in a round, cloſe ly the Princes 
Dormitory, with each an Arabic Alcorambeforehim; one of which, with 
great modeſty and good mulſick they chanted a dolefull requiem to his 
oſt, in which they were ſo ſerious, that notwithſtanding I came ſadden- 
y amongſt them, and in fach a habit as others admired, chey ſung on and 
in a Dorick ſweetneſſe continued ill chey had finiſhe rhar their Tran. 
dy; which ended, they aroſe and bad me heartily welcome, readily poyn- 
ting out the rarities of their Temple, Thence, I went to the river fide 
fo which upon a Bridge we rode the night before) hoping to ſhade my 
elfe (from ptiagaon Phaeron) under ſome Poplars there abounding , 
bur quickly left the place againe : for 7 or eight beaurious (bur nor baſhfal) 
Damoſells (like ſotngay _ ſprung ly out from the water, to 
admire my cloaths, never grthey were naked ; ſome. my har, my 
hayre others, other-fome chought my ſpurres an antick, Iwondred no 
lefle archeirimmodeſty, and lefr them with a frowne, diating their baſe

| novelry, I chonghe them Layeſians : bur ir ſeem'd I erred; for 
| be men (fach we 2s Phebus mounts in his meridian) go ro ſleep, 
the women then enjoy the river and coole their hear, in both kinds too 
much abounding there. Their habir is only a {mock of tranſparent lawne, 
wrought at hands, neck, and skirr, with an imbroydery of {ilk and golds 
the men are cloathed like the other Hyrcanians.

Our journey lay ſometimes through inhoſpicable ftraits, other times 
over moſt ſtupendious hills; the bredth from one fide roanother about 
fifry Engliſh miles, from Omoe to Demon; the lengrh fifreene hundred: 
towring in a hedge of hills from 4rmenis tothe furtheſt part of 184 : 
and after rwo dayes painfull climbing got ſo bigh, that wee might ſee the 
middle region under us, and we involyed in chill exhalations. T avrav, \

aminate ns, asdid the danger of deſcending, the path was ſo uneven and

not ſee how boch could have ſafe paſſage,nor is ir higher than ones head if 
mounted z a wretched paſſage ! for whiles I was ſomerimes looking at the 
wonderfull height above us, and anon caſting my fight downwards into 
that dark Abifſe, a rock bending ill-favoredly iaro the narrow way ſtruck 
me ſuch a blow, as for a great while I was aſtonied, and happily delivered 
from a downfall ; a rock, demanding an uncivell tribute from all carelefſe 
paſſengers. Ar length wee got ſafe our of that formidable path of dearh 
into the broad and lofty Mountaines, from whence the lying Greekes be- 
held Prometheus (ſonne of Topeth by 4fis bis wife and brother to Ar/as) 
__ rotheſe rocks, his heart gnawed by a Vultur, for daring (though 
helpe him up) to ſteale celeſtiall flames from ApoV's Charice 
wheeles,to inſpire life into his Images. The mythology is this, from theſe 
Mountaines Promethews firſt ſtudied and obſerved the firmamen- 
morion, the acronicall rifing and ſerting of the Stars and other bodies 
celeſtiall, the cauſes of Meteors, ecliples, and other hidden rarities of 
narnre.

Ben-Ionas allo, a vagabond Jew records ir. Within the Fane (round and 
low)isan Alrar elevated five ſteps fromthe ground: afore this Altar is a 
Treach or ditch, wherein the F yre-god is placed; a fire nor as is other 
clemenrall fire, fed by cumbuſtibles z butof chat, Prowwethens ſtole from 
Don»Phebus Carc-wheeles, or which Zertooft their Law-giver ſtole from 
heaven , (a cabala of <quall truth, and chuſe you which likes you beſt) 
and is, no doubt in imiration of the-Jewiſh fire which Moſes comman- 
ded ſhould never bee extinguiſher or _— 6 Levit. 13,the Devill 
ever frameing his w (to make ir better accounted of) after the beſt 
patrerne. In this Topher,they commonly Immolated their lictle children, 
andſomrimes men of more yeers than diſcretion,thinking by this volunta- 
ry to purchaſe an (iron)crowne, of (helliſh) martyrdome. Afer he had 
vow'd himſelferobee a ſacrifice, his friends in great troopes, and with no 
lefſe joy flockt abour him ; clapping him on the ſhoulders with this 
greeting. Hayle, blefſed man | When? when wilt thou burne thy impure 
carcaſſe, to have it purg'd & made glorious in Paradize ? he appoints a day, 
and they prepare towards the ceremony : the time being come, they aſ- 
ſcmble ar his gate; & he ifſues crown'd withgarlands; they mount himu 
a Mule, (for afrer hee has yow'd, bee no more honour the profane 
earth with his foor-ſteps) the Teſop annoints him with a hallowed oyle,and 
afrer many loving farewells, he incinerates in flame to aſhes. Ere'his chil- 
dren depart, or muſick ceaſe roaring, the Prieſt having conſulted with the 
Devill, tells chem their duty; bids them ſanQifie themſelves, and provide 
a coſtly banquet againſt ſuch a day, when their fathers ghoſt means to viſit 
them : they leap for joy, and think each houre a day till the time accom- 
pliſhes. Ar laſt old Satan comes, that ſubele lyar, and in their fathers ſhape 
or phantaſme, enters amongſt chem, and art ſome diſtance deludes their 
eyes, and readily ſatisfies their curiofiri ſcp inquire how Paradize con- 
rents him ; hee replies, by proſpetirisagarden of ſuch delights as arc 
ineffable, but asyer cannor poſlefſe it. aske why? he tells them, 
becauſe his will is unperformed; they aske who he left it with, the Pricfi 
produces ir: the tenor is of one notehisgoods mult be divided into three, 
che Altar one, the Prieſts another, his children a third : withour which 
ſpell rhe ghoſt affrights rhem ever after, The Gowers in many parts of 


erſee are of this religion;the Perſcesalſo in Indzs, Upon theſe Mountains 
they fable, thar Piſchyton (Guzteſps eldeſt fonne, who in Tacobs dayes 
govern'd Perſia) lives here and thirty Immorall Chyrons, who by a grant

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of Zertooff (the fire-bringer) are to abide here till Doomſday, and if any 
keale in by chance, they likewiſe may become immortall. No doubt, bur 
4bbes artempredir. Here alſo,upon evegants high hill are ſome reliques of 
thefurious Gyanteſle Lawoſque, and of Arneoſt her husband, a Gyant of 
monſtrous ſhape and proportion : I have forgotten how many ſcore of 
cubirs hee was high, bur arm'd hee was (if you will belceve the Perſians) 
with ewo hornes as big as the tusks of an Elephant ; his eyes were terrible 
big, bis taile like ro a Cows, bur in fight as powerfull as was that club of 
Herewles: This great theife and his wife were both flaine by Saint Ham-ſhe 
Boxcoir (ach another ſouldier as was Saint Roweys at Rohan. Bur leaving 
theſe ignes fatwi, let mee draw your eyes to our enſuing journeys : Aﬀter 
many laborious ſteps wee gor toa Village called Ryne,twelve miles ſhort 
of Damoen; where wee beheld a Caſtle, ſo built upon the beſt advantages 
of Arr and Nature, that it ſeemes impregnable tabove, ir wants no ground 
fitted for eaſe and warre, (weet ——_ fild with fraits and flowers, made 
happy in a rivolet of pure water ſpringing there, and thence delighrfal- 
lyſtreamingin many oblique meanders into the bortome, 


In this place, five and twenty yeere ago, lived one Meleck Bahamen, Late cogueſt 
who like a ſecond Pluto commanded many hills and dales in Gelack and of Mounts 
Tawrws ; a King, albeit confined to the middle region,moſt commonty for. 7 4% 


ced with great coſt and care touphold his dignity againſt Tartar and Per- 
Gan his great and quarrelſome neighbours: yer ſach was his good fortune, 
policy, valour, and muruall love ewixt him and his ſubjects, that though 
often invaded, he ſtood ſecure, yea, lived to heare the ruine of many, his 
late enemies; his only aime tending to preſerve what his predeceſſors had 
juſtly made him heyre nnto, and that his gray hayres might goin peace ro 
an eternall dormitory. Thus thought Bahoman, and added his endeavors 
tocompleat his thoughts, Bur 4bbes the ambitious Perſian, returning 
from rhe conqueſt of Mozendrem( forcing Shalle-mirzs ſonne of King 4b- 
delo-cewn tobecome his pentioner)looks up upon Tovrus which ſeemed 
to threaten his undaunted heart, and vowes to bee no longer bearded by 
that mountanous King,raking his Morto our of Tecitns,jd equins quod wa- 
lidius; charging him alſo that from his lofry dwelling hee peered into his 
two Kingdomes Medys and Mozezadrars, by thatadvantage ranſacking his 
Townes, , robbing bis Carrevers, illuring his wormes , anticipating his 
progreſſe to the Coſpien Sea,and diverting many rivers into other ſources; 
which ſpringing upon Taxrxs, ftream'd gallantly into 'Hyrcenia & Sherves, 
without whoſe felicitating, thoſe Provinces became barren and barbarous. 
Meleckh Bahamas readily anſwers CAbbes, and finds his drifr, comparing 
him to that fable of che Wolfe who drinking atthe (pring-head,quarrelled 
with the ſilly Lambe for troubling bis draught by quenching his flagrant 
thirſt ar the ſtream below. Whiles 4559s in an impatient delay reſolves 
to try the chance of war, appointing Me#hiculibeg with an army of Coo- 
ſel-baſhawes to perfe& his deſignes, and not to deſcend thence without 


Ie could not be (o ſecretly intended, but aged Bahamas has intelligence 
ofhis immediate purpoſes. Ar firſt it troubled him, in that his gray haires 
vere more propenlſa to caſe than tumule, Yer, leſt his ſubje&s from his 
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example might be diſcouraged, he throwes away bis dull choughrs, and x; 
a common father provides for Cos in armes and —_—_ Is — his 
large Cirtadell for many yeares yea, omitting nothing that mighr in. 
title him a carefull and expert Souldier. In each defenſive place he plants 
a Garriſon, and makes every part naked and comfortlefie where the Ene. 
mie might march,that in nothing he might be advanragious tothe Perſian, 
Thar done, be mews himſelfe, his Queene,two ſonnes, and ren thouſand 
able men in his defended Caſtle, nor any thing they could atrempe 
againſt him. The Perſian generall with rhirty thouſand men monnt uy- 
wards and at their firſt aſcear, findthe way ſo tedious, made more dange- 
rous by many diſmall ſhowres of Darts and ſtones thunderiog on them, 
that they led at ſuch ftratagems, and would needs tumble downe 
againe , till Metbiculibeg by many promiſes of reward, and expoſing his 
owne headin the front of danger drew them up,and after ſome perry skir- 
miſhes, incawpr himſelfe before this Caſtle 5 where he was told, the King 
and victory was iacluded. When they had long viewd this inacceſſible 
forrreſſe,they halfe diſpaired of ſubduing ir. Sach was the height of tha 
Caſtle, and ſuch rhe perpendicular aſcent, two excellent defences Art and 
Nature had inrichr ic with. Some Attempts he made,invalidable; ro ſhoot 
their Arrowes at it,was one wich ayming at the Moone. Small ſhotr they 
had and many Lances, but of ſmll force to batrer rocks ; ſothat after mz 
ny tedious bravadoes ( wherein the Perfian had ſtones for payment ) the 
,finding force not valuable, turnes Matchiavillian. He fammons 
them above to parlee with him z which granted,he affan|ts them with ma- 
ny proteſtations of truce and friendſhip, And that hee mighe the better 
ſhadow truth, preſents the aged King with choiſe Tulipants, Shamſheers, 
Pearles, and other guilded baits, meane enough to angle for a Kingdeme, 
increating him t6 deſcend and raſte a banquet : ſolemnly ſwearing by Mor- 
tus Ally, che head of Shaw Abbas , by Paradiſe, by eight tranſparent Orbs, 
and other panym arreſtations,rhat he ſhould have royal! quarter,come and 
goe as pleaſed him ; no other reaſon inducing his invitation, chan a hearty 
ood will hee bore him, and hopes of agreement upon parlee. The peace- 
Fall King , unuſed ro deceir and warres rotten ſtratagems , ſwallowes the 
tempting hook, and is credulous they had no per fidy. His wife and ſonnes 
diſſwade, adding freſh examples of their hypocriſie. Bur neither thoſe nor 
the teares his men ſhed to beg his ſtay, vowing their conſtancie to the laſt 
man,could divert his deſtiny: but downe he goes and findes the Crocodile 
below ready to embrace him with teares of joy : bur after a ſhort banquer, 
gives him an iron bed; regarding neicher yow, honour, nor ingagement. 
Baberan too late repents his ny The Pagan General! thinks all his 
owne now, and therefore ſends his ſonne a meſſage of intreary upon 2 
Speares point, thar ifrhey wiſhe eheir fathers ſafery, an end of warre,truce 
with Abbas, and new Grandeucto cheir fortunes, they ſhoald come down; 
all which by obſtinacic would beforfeitedand denied them , yea prove a 
_ of perpetuall trouble , and a common monumentall ſhame unto po- 
crity. | 
Nature, enrichesman with reaſon ; Time, with knowledge and expe- 
rience. Hence, the two gallgnt yourhs,regardlefſc of the es 10” 
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ofthe faftidious Pagan, commix dilcrerion and pollicy, throw downe this 
choking anſwer , They would beleeve hee was an honeft man and condil- 
cend to any reaſon, fo the King might have his liberty to come up againe ;

Now, whether this bfllrake detomination from Domoen, five farſings 
thence, or the Towne from it | cannot argue ; bur froth the ſignificarion 
s &icond plantation, the Jewes have a Cabala chur Nowhs Ark reſted hete ; 
nor only from theſuper-eminency of the hill, bue Vines and Zone firing a 
ſeminary berter than any part of the 'Armenlan mountains. Beſides,this 
hill where Tawrws riſes up higher chan elſewhere, is part of Poroperaiſe, 
k where Becaaus places the Atk,detying that Arer? isin Armenie though 
Hejton to make it be beleeved,calls it 47999906, But how itmptobable ſo ere 
char be, this ſeemes more congruoutz that at this Towne of Damon and 
mountaines abour ir, the Idviatrous Tribesremoved by Sa/maBeſſer, were 
here ſeared; thoſe eſpecially of Das, Zebulon, Aſſur, and Nept haly, the 
other of Ruben, Ged, and halfe Mansſſer, by Tigleth PiHIeſar about Lar, 
leerox's, and other patty of Chuſſiaw, For albeit' Proſomy makes Gozans 
(in his 6. 436. 18: chap.) a branch of 0x22, In above 40 degrees : and at Ho- 
6, and Hale, and Gheboy Cities of Medya, neere the river Goza# (acred 
ſtory ſales they were placed bythe Aﬀſyrlab, it caritior be that Gozan mixes 
wich Oxx7, ſince no part of Meche is within three hondred miles of it. 
Gozen then is in Medya, and ſecing that 4rexis watets 4rmenis from Ara+ 
ret, and runnes Into the Weſt ſide of the Caſpian ſea; this river hete of a 
great bredth ſtreaming from To#r»s both into Medya afd Hyreawte (clit in

Eaſt of Demwoes: gh peak is 2 Towne call'd N#vs, in it a hundred fami- 
lies. A young man ({onne to Hodge-Suafethe Perfian Merchant that dyed 
in Lowdon, Anno Domini 1625, and brother t6 Mehoryet, whom we buried 
a ſea)bearing of our paſſing by, accompunited with all his loving Kindred, 
catne toinvite us to his home ; he was apparelled iti « long robe bf cloth 
ofgold, his head was wreath'd witha huge Shaſh or Talipant of filk and 
he beftowed a banquet and hearry welcotne, With an invitation of 

time: but after mucuall thanks and ceretnony, we returr'd a long 
farewell,and thence haſtned towatds Dowoes : where,as wee deſcended a 
fteep hill, wee paſt by a large black Tent, ſtuſt wich above thirty anrick 
vomen,& as many men; Ithoughr they had been ſolemnizing their Tau- 
rilia and Boalia,bor it prov'd a wedding; the bride was of ten yeeres, the 
groomne of thirty; ſhe a Yewws, he a Falco + many bride-maids came out 
wadrtiire ax 11h, wee ftaid awhile no lefſe wondribg at them : their faces, 
hands, and feer were painted in divers fortnes of birds, beaſts, caſtles, and 
flowers, reſembling our predeceffors in Bri##9ime in Ceſars time ; theie 
egoes 
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+ cluded by the skirt of Tawrws, in the 
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leggs were chain'd with voluncarie ferters of brafſe and filver , which ig 
their Moriſco Paſtorall made them -more excellent in that ſpor 
than any deſcription' of the Arcadian Sheepheardefſcs ; wee gave them; 
a ſmall offering andſo left them ; that night making Dewoon our Manzeil 


or Lodging. =P 

Damoes , (whether the _ _ vr W_—_ Haldh is — by 
che Jewes (in theſe call'd Ie ong captivity er 
rs ro —_ fam) is a Town,well known unto the Perſians; fone 
write it Dermewes, bur erroncouſly. The North Pole is clevated ar this 
place, ſix and thirry degrees, twenty. mituteas, longitude 88. Ir is in- 

Kabonchorion Province (part of Ghe- 
lack) and the limit, of Medzs, North za Towne pretty well watered, : 
branch of Gezes refreſhes her: peopled moſt part with Jewes, who in 
this place are two hundred Families : The Buzzar is builc alofr, and ſcarce 
worth the climbing to, excepr it be to buy-wine and fruir, which is had 
here in plenty and ar caſte prices. 'T wo dayes: wee itay'din Domoanto re 
creat our wearied bodies z on the thirteenth of June we departed thence, 
and chat day rode to Bomwabeers, five and twenty miles from D amonn, 

And now we are in Me4zs, a wordof her ; it takes name either from Me: 
dews ſonne to Teſon and Medee , th'infortunate daughter of King Aets; or 
from Madai third ſonne. of Iephet ſonne of Nogb : on the North it has 
mount Taurus ; has Partbia South z confin'd by BaGris to the Eaſt 5 Weſt 
by 4rmenisand 4ſ{yris. Media was anciently divided into two (as Trogw, 
Adephizs, Strabo, and others witnefſe,) Atropetio, (Tropet ens in Polony, 
Atropatens in Pliny, from Atropetus one of Alexenders men) and Azorks 
or Sheerven 1. e. milky Plain. 

Ar this day tis (ub-divided into Ghezlan (Gheylein Ptolomy , Caddufiain 
Pliny) Deylan, Vaat-precen, and Thezicen, thoſe are Atropetis ; in which 
we might include part of Armenie. Sheirven has Aderbayon, Harran, Sul- 
tavia, andTebrizten. A rich andpuiſſant Country it was in the worlds In- 
fancie ; but whether by the conſuming hand of warre or Gods juſtice, in

or horſe paſture here nouriſhing fiftic rhouſand breeders; but 

icrle grafle is to be found at thisday over moſt of the Perſian Monar- 
chy;as you may ſ(ce,if you pleaſe to journey thither, Bur in-ftead of them, 
as many Camells abound a in ſandie Defarts, and crop the boughes of 
rrees or ſhrubs ſuch asthey meer with : a beaſtalbeit generally known,yer 
may have a ſmall memoriall. The Dromodarie and ir are of one deſcent, 
bur varie according to the Countrie they breedin : in Ba&ris ( where of 
old were reckoned athouſand Cities) and Perſſorhey have bur one gib or 
bunch, the Arabian is doubled. 'The males in one moneth every yeare 
burne with too much heat,and grow foaming frantick rowards copulation, 
yet in thar diſtraQtion cannot be ro-commit inceſt, nor will they 


goe any whither withoue their conſort : the females are not ſo cholerick , 
| they 
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they couple backward , goe great ten moneths, commonly have bur one 
young one at one birth , which they ſackle rwo yeares apart from compa- 
nie, not looſing their milk rill a ſecond conception : They live threeſcore 
yeares, labour much Feed lirtle;refraine drink three dayes, but then quench 
their thirſt immeaſurably : their milk is cordiall,their fleſh ranck and lean, 
yetin Aſie preferr'd before Beefe, Veale, Pork, in that Mabomet's Alcaron 
or 021m0#'s Parady, licenriats it. 

This Kingdome was firſt conquered by Semeremys; ſome ſay by ber 
ſimple husband Nynur, Anno mundi 1900. Ninus was ſonne of Belns (det 
fied by names of Be/,Baal,and Inpiter Babylonicus,) (onne of Nymrod(call'd 
Mars by ſome,by others Satwrne ) ſixt ſonne of Cuſb,Chems eldeſt ſonne,the 
curſed brat of Wb : or thus, Noah had { her, father of Cuſb (begor ſome 
fy inthe Ark ) father of Nymrod who begat Belden, fatherto Berodac pre. 
deceſſour ro Nebuchadnezar, father of Enel-Merodech,father of Bel-ſbazzer, 
who (as Daziel fore-rold) was the laſt ofthat Aſſyrian pedegree , Darius 
Medvs (ſupplanting him, Ago M, 3426, by ſome call'd Cyaxares ſecundus, 
whoſe daughter and heire was married to Cyrxs the Fortunate , who by 
ſlaughter of 4ſHeges became ole Monarch of Perſis. Since when, ir hag 
groaned under twenty changes, but wee will notſpeak them here ; for by 
this time we are hous'd in Tyroes. 

TY R OAN, by her continued greatnefle and Antiquity ſeemes to be thar 
Rhaznnds, mentioned by Strabo and Ptolomy. It is ſeated inthe midft of 
a faire large Plain ; which albeir it be invironed with hills of ftupendious 
heighr in moſt parrs at good diſtance, yet ſome wayes it affoordsa delicate 
Horizon. The ayre here is freſh and ſweet in the morning and towards 
Sunſer, bur in the Sunnes perpendicular glances, wee found ir-hot and ra- 
ging : the houſes are of white bricks, hardned in the Sunne ;, above three 
thouſand houſes are numbred in Tyroes; of waich,the Dukes & Buzzar are 
the faireſt and moſt obſervable; yer neither ſo excellent as to beger won- 
der : rhe Marker is divided , ſome part thereof is open and ſome arched : 
aſweerrivolet playes wantonly in two ſtreames through the Towne, fer- 
tilitating the Groves and Gardens, who for ſuch a favour returne a chank- 
full Tribure torhe Gardiner : adjoyniog the Cirie, the King has a ſpatious 
Garden, ſuccin& with a great Towring wall of mud, as much in circuit as 
isthe Citic : The houſe wherein we lodged overtopped all the other,and 
from whoſe higheſt Tarrafſe (carly one morne) I rooke a dainty proſpet 
both of Towne-and Country; every houſe top was fpread wirh Carpets, 
whereon each night ſlept the Maſter of the houſe and his Seralio ; hes 
(l eaſily perceived) had three, ſome ſix women about them, wrapt in lin- 
nen; the curioſity (or raſhnefſe rather) might have coſt me deerely, the 
penalty being no lefſe than to ſhoet an Arrow into his braines that dares 
todoeir. The Carravans lodge here, exceeds the Moſque z the men in 
this Towne are proud, the women lovely , both are curious in novelties ; 
burrhe jealouſie of the men confines the temper ofthe weaker ſexes; yer 
by thar lictle they adventnured at, we might ſee, YerIts rebus gliſcit velun» 
tas. One Zenel-chen is the Sulran of this Citic, a man of no worth in our 
opinion:he had been Ambaſſador from Shew-Abbas ro Rodulph rhe ſecond, 
German Emperour ; but his late imployment, his fayour with 44s, his 
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wealth, his vexation for Nogdi-beg his Cozens made him (o proud, fo dif 


courteous, that albeit the Ambaſſadour ſear ro viſit him, hee return'd no 
thanks, he took no notice of his being there. The pole Artick is clevared 


in Tyroe#, thirty five degrees, forty minutes; foureſcore jn longitude, 
From Tyroes we rode to a Village call'd Charsh, 4 baſe inhoſpitable place 
it affoorded us no ſuſtenance , but torment, ſo much as the (calding ſands 
and frying Sunne could operate , as in toq great meaſure we had experi- 
ence of ; From hence to T «xr is two dayes riding. The Carravans-raw is 
thus ſhaped. 
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TAVRYS, thelate Median Metrepols takes name from that prodigious 
mounraine Tewres, under which tis builded. The Tuck and Perſe call ir 
Toberyz, ; inthe worlds adoleſcencie 'rwas known by ocher names ;of 4ch- 
mweths as I read in Exrq z after thar,of Echotene ſpoken of in the 4pocryphs;

moſt pact whereof was of Cedar wood, the roofe ſtudded and plaired with 
buraiſhr gold ; of both which nothing now remaines fave memory «nd 
aſhes. Ican hardly lay memorie, finceic is become a queſtion whether 
TawrJ% be old Echeten; and whether it be in Medisorno. If to be under 
Baroate, (Diodorns, Polybims, ard Prolomy call ir Orontes,) if robe in 36 de+ 
grecs 50 minares, ifto have the ruines of Tobyas his grave, if ro be the bu- 
riall place of Kings, it to be the Merropolis time our of mind, if tobe the 
Citic from Ierxſalers N. E. foure b d forſangs can make ir Frbates; 
or if the authoricy of Anenias, Petrus de lawelle, Lennclavins, Teixera, and 
of Ortelius will (erve, letirthen be Echeten and in Medys, Ptolomy's cons 
ceit of Tobryz (miſtaken in the Taw,aGemme printed erroniouſly for it) ro 
be in Aſſyris, by Cedrenns in Armenis, by Chalcondyles in Perſia, by Niger in 
Perſ-Armenis , or by Paulns Venetus in Parthya;, what were theſe con- 
jeures bur from the Monarchique Arch-Tirles, as 4/ſjries, Armenian, or 
Parthyan as they (wayed then and chiefly from the miſtake, how Armenis 
is devided; parc of Armenia wejor extending Sourh of Araxis into 4770+ 
p3tia, a part of Megya ; and from whence the name Perſ-Armenie is com- 
pounded : for by 4b»/feda, Vinghbeg, and orhers, the latitude of Tawrys 
complies with Echates. 

Ar this day Tabrys is great, and well peopled : traded ro from farre, al- 
beit ir keepes a Garriſon. Ir is compaſt with a mud wall, five miles abour : 
the houſes are flat a top: their materiall Sunne-dried Bricks : the Buzzar 
large, the Gardens lovely : that to the South. Eaſt planred by King Tamss 
was famous, bur the Turks horſes have lately grazed there. Ir wants wa- 
ter in che greateſt meaſure, yer of that is not wholy deſtirute. What it 
hacks in thac, fire aud flame ſupplies it z the Sunne, warres rage, and civill 
brayles baving more than ſufficiently parched her. To paſſe by the mu» 
tations of the Empire , the Turks firſt paſſage ſix hundred yeares ſince, 
Toemberlayss rage and the like, remember we tholerwo deadly fations rhe 
Eavicederlsi and Namidlei for three hundred yearcs perſecutiog one ano- 
cher with le wrath, drawing into their quarrel! nine other Pro-« 
vinces, who grew ſo harefull _ themſelves, char not only this Cirie 
bue Medyo bt 4rmenis were therby half depopulated:the Gibelyns n&rRo- 
ſes onmarchedrhem. They made an caſte entrance to any invader. Selyws

kinſman. Iammnor ignorant, that ſome imagine Edi/ſs in Meſopotemia to

tr leaſant, bur inferiour to ſome abour her, The Myden is uniform and 


beaurifull, the Kings Pallace and Haram are nigh the grear Market, Jow, 
of raw-bricks, varniſht after the notion of Paynim painting, in blew,red, 
and yellow rinures,commixt with Arabiq knots &lerrers, azure & gold; 


the windowes areſpatious, trellized and nearly carved; within, of ufuall 
ſplendor 
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ſplendor ; neere his gate, is a great Tanck or Magazyn of water made at 
the common charge at our being here. The Huammums (or (weatingpla- 
ces) are many, reſplendene in the azure pargerting and tyling wherewith 
they are ceruleated; the vulgar buildings content the inhabirancs, bur rg 
a buſic eye yeeld (mall w or amazement :the gardens are beſt to 
view and {mell co,but compared with thoſe id Spebaws and 85yrez prove 
bue ordinary and lefſe fruirfull. The Molq's, or ſuperfticious houſes, are 
not ewo thirds ſo many as Tehs of Perſis computed long ago, above fix 
hundred. Nor thoſe ſo faſtidious in Pyramidall aſpirings, nor curious in 
Architecture , nor inſide glory as in many lefſer Towns obeying Mabomer. 
I cannor inlarge her praiſcs, ſave that ig Spring and Autumne Tbeleeve ir 
may be a temperate and inticing climat ; but Sommer and Winter are ex+ 
rreame iQ contraries z polo frying them wich his oblique flaming glan- 
ces. andHyervs no lefſe benumming them with his icycles.

Suwachy, from BilJih 180. it elevates the North Pole one and forty de- 

, fifreene minutes; and admirs three miles compaſle and berter : is 
circled with a ſtrong, high and uſefull ſtone wall : the houſes, Hammums, 
and Churches are bur meanly beaurifall ; ſuch rage, the Prince Emir- 
Haeze ſhewed here Anz 1568. Heg. 948. ſuch time as he unkenneld wirh 
ſmoke and flame Oſman Baſſaand his Turkiſh varlers; and made the Inha- 
bicanrs feele the remper of his biting ſword, the houſes the fire of his wrath, 
an objec of his juſtice, of their leviry and rebellion. 

In Derbent, the ſtrong Caſtle Koſfowis moſt obſervable , pleafant and 
every way advantagious: that wall alſo which runnes thence to Tephlys in 
Georgis, built by Alexander the great ( upon like occaſion Offs drew his 
ditch to rermioate the valiant Brittany ) call'd allo Cancaſie wel Iherie 
port 4, is one of the wonders of A4ſ#e; but at this day moarh-caten by iron 
coorh'd Time and warres inconfiderate furie : returne againe. 

Abdul-chery and the Queen-morher wm are fo link in Cvpyds a—_ —_ 
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that the Tt er finds him(elfe donble ferrered : but afrer much parlee and 
fight they rooke truce and grew ſo co-united , that the Sulrans ja (a5bys 
took norice of ic; but neither her Majeftic oor his youch, forper- 
ting alſothat che King ro make him his ſonne in law ( no diſho- 
nour, being the great Comv brother} all theſe negleed, they broke in, at 
fuch an ic time as they were ating ſome inchaſtiry; a ſight ſo od 
ous to the jealous Saltans , that they firſt made him an Eunuch, and after 
that flew them both z concluding ſo, Aww Heg.958. the end and eryumphy 
ofthe Przcopenſian Tartar. | | 
After ſome ſtay in (atbees, our Ambaſſador to ſwifren his diſparch, vi. 
fired the Load-ſtarre of Perſis, the grand Favorite Mahewet +y-beg ;, who 
in'dhi ook, and wiſh him co cruſc his ſecrers to hig 
myſteries of the whole ſtate was lockr , the King 
willing to be farther troubled. The Ambaſſadour 
might in any other place than Perfis bave return'd him the Lye, bur per- 
no remedy, and deſiring to haſte home , imparted fo much as hee 
ſaw necefſarie. Touching Sir Robert Sherley, hee was to expe no orher 
farisfation; his enemie was dead, andat the Caſpian ſea the King had {uff- 
cicatly honoured him ; bur to ſpeak truly, the Pot-ſhaugh had then no 3f 
fetion to him, when by reaſon of his age hee was diſabled to doe him fur- 
ther ſervice z adding (but outof an Enemies mourk) that all his Ambaſſies 
and meſſages tothe Princes of Chriſtendome were frivolous and counter. 
feit : Burt when our Ambaſſadour objefted, he was in perſon there to juſti- 
i har he had the Kings Letter of credence to reſtifie, ſign'd 
- and ftamptbythe Shewgh himſclfe ; and chat it had beene a ridiculous 
ſumprion in Sherley to have dared to conteſt with 455 to his face, if hee 
had beene an Impoſtor z the Favorite had not wherewirh to anſwer , fave 
that ſo our Ambaſſador pleas'd to lend him that Phirman Sir Robert Sherley 
had brought in his defence , hee would returne it him next day, with his 
Maſters ſpeach concerning ir. 

A vexation it muſt needs be to my Lord Ambaſſadour , to treat in this 
uncivill ſort by a malicious proxy : neceſſiie forced ir. Three dayes paſſed, 
cre Mehoret-Ally-beg would vouchlafe tor-turne the Lerrer, or give thar 
ſatisfation he had cd; ac length he came and rold the Ambaſſadour 
chat the King bad upon it, had denied ic to be his, and ina great rage 
had burnt it ; wiſhing Sir Rober# Sherley would depart his Kingdome, be> 
cauſe (old, and as hee chought) tronbleſom. Ir was in vaiceto chalenge 


the 94, ets "oe oint of honour, nor knew he any recourſe by 
juſtice to eaſe ce all were perſwaded , he never ſhew'd 
it co the King, nor had any way enquired of him concerning ict. Thetruth 
is, he hadbeene brib'd, but by whom,is uanecefſaric to ſpeak of ir may be 
wee did but conjectureic 5 yerno doubt , Abbes was bereby too much de- 
famed; his juſtice, and diſcretion , and e would have proceeded 
otherwiſe : beſides , kis proteſtation Nogdibeg ( as wee have 
noted ) and Ebrohym Chen his forne , not daring to ſhew himſelfe in 
Courc, till Syuel Chan mediated his peace, (not that he, bur bis Farther 
had offended ) made it as a as the Sunne, that there was jugling : 
therruth is, Sir Robert Sherley's old age and diſability co ſerve the Perſian, 

made 
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made them ſleight and caſhier his penſiou ; even then when hee moſt ex- 
pected thanks and other acknowledgements, Bur, ſuch isthe weak na- 
cure ofman, eſpecially when they eruſt roo much upon worldly Princes 
or any arme of fleſh, that God is angry : for thereby we rely too ſtrongly 
upon ſecondaric helps, and conremne 1in ſome ſore, Gods gracious provi- 
dence : hence came thoſe diſcontents, nay thar arrow of Death thar arre- 
ſted him ; the 13 of July (and in lefle than a fortnighe after our entring 
Coſbyn) he gave this miſerable & fickle world an »/tirmwe vale in his greac 
clymaRerick : and (wanting a fatter place ofburiall) we intombed him un« 
der the threſhold of his owne houſe in this Citie, without much ceremo- 
nie. Hee was brother rotwo aive Gentlemen Sir Anthony and Sir Tho- 
mas Sherleys : a family not needing hyperboles. Hee was the greateſt tra- 
yeller in histime, and no man hadearen moreſalt than he, none had more 
reliſhr che murabilicies of Fortune. He hada hearrt as free as any man: his 
patience was more Philoſophicall rhan his Intelle&,having ſmall acquain- 
tance withthe Muſes: many Cities he ſaw, many hills climb'd over, and 
taſted of many ſeverall waters ; yer Athess, Parnaſſus, Hippocrene were 
ſtrangers to him , his Notion prompted him to other imployments: hee 
had taſted of ſundry Princes favours : by Redulph the ſecond hee was 
created a Palatine of the Empire; and by Pope Pei. 3. an Earle of the ſa- 
cred Pallace of Leteren; from whom he had powerto legitimare the In- 
dians; and from the Perſian Monarch had enricht himſelfe by many me- 
riting ſervices: but obtained leaft (as Scipio, Ceſer, Belliſarivs,&c.) when ho 
beſt deſerved, and moſt expected it. Ranck mee wirh rhoſe that honour 
bim : and in that he wants - 4 guilded trophees and hyeroglyphicks of ho« 
nour to illuſtrate his wretched Sepulchre (his vertue can our-brave thoſe 
bubbles of vanitie, Fa@s ducis viount : and rill ſome will doe ithberter) ac- 
cept this VItims amoris exprejſio, from him, who ſo long traveld wich him, 
that ſo much honour'd him,

and raking thence a Cabinet , ſome Jewells and rich Jems, intreats that 
worthy Gentleman to ſafegard them, till the danger was gone : he readil 
obeyes, andis no ſooner out of doores, when 7obs the Boor enters wi 
ſupercilious looks , attended by ſome Pagan Sergeants , who (withour 
much talk ro her , or pitty to her diſtreſſe) ritled about, broke-ope her

merly, Liciwins Valeriauns firnamed Colebxs;\under-tookto rule the Ems 
pire; and rook upon hinito over-rute the rifing Perſian : bur his big words, 
norgreat Army-conld not do what” a\Supream Jadge had decreed other- 
wiſe; for Sepores with an undaunted company denies him emeance, and 
inthe tryall che Romans were miſerably defeated, and which was worſe, 
Valerian himſclfe is imprifoned, and ro his dying day (to the aftoniſhmenr 
of-all proud Tyrants) madea foor-ſtoote for Spores to tread upon, when=« 
ſoever he mounted : the Juſtice of A\imighry God herein was fingnlarly 
manifeſt, by compenſating the cruel} Emperor in this odioas {ervirnde;for 
his into|lerablepride and rigor againſt rhe innocent Chriſtiavs,many thous» 
ſands of whom he martyr'd, amongft whom Saint Tuwrence craellybroy- 
lednupon a gridiron.

Coom, (inthe latitude of 34 degrees 40 minutes) is a City of good 
note, in Pertbis ; _- d in the mid-way 'twixt thoſe ewo royall Cities, 
Canbyn and Spewbawe. It is (cituate in an ample and faire ſandy plain , and 
yeelds every way an exatt horizon. Coom,gives place to no other Towne 
in Perſis for antiquity z the ruines appearing at this day, gaine ſome bes 
leife in the inhabirants, whoſe common ſaying is, it was once compars- 
ble to Bebylow. She has varied into many (everall names : the firſt I meet 
with is Gave, it may bee that which ſome call G#rieqs ; erroniouſly if ſo, 
ſince Gwriena has.37 degrees z and { oow not3s. ArbeFGs after that (from 
Arbacer, who in the yeere after Adam 3146 tore alunder the Aſſyrian 
Dyadem,by overture ofthat monſter Sardanepelss che thirty ſixt Monarch 
of the world from Nizss) but by Diodore and P#olomy,Coame : And by ber 
laticude and antiquiry, ſeemes ro me to have beene Hecatompylon, rather 
than Spawhews, whoſe old name was Aſps, and from which ſhee never 
wholly varied; and at this day (the latirnde ſomewhat differing ) chang» 
ing no leſſe in the il] pronunciation of divers men; Coim ſome call it, Kow 
and Keme others: the people there name it Koorw. A pleaſant, fruirfull, 
and ſalubrious place it is, I can aſſure you : ſhaken with no great winds, 
clouded with no moiſt foggs , nor ſo much parche by | $9}, but can 
finde coole erating breezes favourably each morne and 
evening to refreſh it. 'In the Sunnes ambition it has excellent houſes to 
lenifie his beams, and umbrellaes in their orchards to ſhade and taſte their 
delicious fruits in , i this City infioicly abounding, (owing their mellow- 
iag to a ſweet rivolet,that ftreams in a ſilver current from rke Coronien or 
Acro-ceranuian hills,) and grapes alſo, good and in plenty; excellent 
Pomgranads, Mellons of both kinds,' Pomcyrrons, Apricocks, Plus, 
Peaches, Peares, Piſtachoes, Almonds, Apples, Quinces, Cherryes, Figs, 
wall-Nuts, (mall-Nuts, Berryes, and the beftt Whear-bread in Perſ#a, Gum: 
bazeBells excepred: the Peach or Mele Perſics is had here; a fruit and 
leafeſo much reſembling mans hearc and tongue. that the Xgyprick Preiſts 
dedicated it untorheir greateſt Goddefle Iſs as the trucſt Hyerogliphick 
or ſymbol of unfained affeftion. {oor has two thouſand houſes, moſt of 
them of more than common ſtructure; well-buile, well-form'd, well far- 
niſhed ; che ſtreets are ſparious, the Buzzer beaurifull, the Moſque is fa- 
mous; made.yenerable, and richly adorn'd by enſhriviog the rorren car- 
caſſe of once amiable Fetyma, Mortiſ-Ally's wife, and ſole heyre to Ma- 
homet the Propher of all Mooriſh Muſffulmen. The Temple is round,of 
epirotiq' forme ; the Tomb is rais'd three yards high, and covered with 
velvit; the aſcentis by three or foure ſteps of refined ſilver. 

- Suchtime as Temberlang the viftorious Tattar ({o I may well ſtile him, 
ſince in eight yeeres hee conquer'd more thanthe warlike Romans could 
in cight hundred) returned loaden with le and majeſtick rriumph, ha- 
V mered the brazen face of the Turkiſh bravery 4s. Dom. 1397, 
Heg. 777, this poore Coom ed (among many others) in the inſuffe- 
rable heat of his incenſed fury z not from any eye of rage or cnvie hee 
darted at him, but from that ſimple: affront Hobaro-mirze (call'd allſo 
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Bbeder-caws) (purr'd on by jealouſie, put upon the triumphant T attar; a 
complement ſo much miſtaken , thar lofſe both of life and Crowne were 
thereby forfeited, making many men & Towns concomirare his miſery;this 
place ef ecially (which bur for the 4rdeveilzes Syet requeſting mercie, 
and forP F atyme's Sepulchre) had beene levell'd with the lowly carth, 
ploughed up and falred : bur in cheſable weed ſhe now is apparelled, ſhee 
may ſigh wich melancholy Status.

From Coom we rode to Zenzen; andrhence to Coſhan,a gallant Ciriezfrom 
Coom ſix and thirty miles : the way was cafic and plaine, but ſomewhat 
ſandie. 

CASHAN, (wherethe Artique elevation is 34 degrees, 7 minutes : 
longir. 86 deg. ) is the ſecond Towne in Parthye for all forts of praiſes ; 
Spawhews is her Metropolis, whence (hee is diſtant North , ſixty Engliſh 
miles , and from Cexbyn South two hundred and ten, or there-abouts. 
Whence the name derives ir (clfe, the illicerat Caſhanians could nor tell; 
wee muſt therefore ſearch the dim leaves of Time oblitterated by obli- 
vion. I know not whether ir be that old Ambrodex in many old Authors 
fmouſed z the poſition not name makes mee gueſſe it. Ionce thought it 
Was Ovefpten, the beſt ſcat of the Arſacide ; but I now perceive Prolomy 
ſtates rhat Towne 'twixt Selexcis and Babylon : more probably ic may be 
that Tigrenorerta recorded by Strebo in his Chorography , than that Saway 
bs it,after Bonacciolus, The name Caſhew I imagine is borrowed either from 
Cuſhen,jn the Syriack ſignifying heat or blackneſle : or from Csſſen-Mirte 
ſonneto Hoces (onne of 4%: or from Shew-Caſhan (ſonne to Axen begor 
by T engrolipix Anno Heg.582 of our account 1202,)ſubjefted by the great 
Chers : or (which beſt pleaſes me) from Yſa#-Caſhenthe Armenian (Acer 
or Csſſan-beg ſome call him) who in the yeare of our Lord 1470 , of Mz- 
. bemets hegira or flight from Mecca 850, vanquiſhe Me/eozcres (call'd 46- 
du[/s alſo) the laſt of Temerlangs Progeny ruling Perſia. 

Cafhen at this day, is agreat and lovely Citie ; well ſeated, well builr, 
well peopled : over-topr by no hill , unſeaſoned by no marifhes , watered 
by no great ſtreame ; which augments the heart , chiefly when So/refides 
in Cevcer - and which rages there in no lefle violence is Scorpio ; not that 
in the Zodiack ; bur reall ſtinging Scorpions , which in great numbers in- 
gender here. It is alittle Serpent ( a finger long ) but of grear terror in 
the ſting, inflaming ſuch they prick with their invenom'd Arrow (o highly 
that ſome die , none avoyd madneſle a whole day ; and as it was ſaid of 
another YVns eaderwq; manue fert vulaxs opemy: - (o to (uch as are ſtung by 
Scorpions is noſuch remedyas by the oyle of Scorpions to be cured. 


The Serpent head joyw'd to the wounded part, 
Fitly is ſaid to beale th infeFed ſmart.

the Perſian Monarchy ſhewes better, or more variety, nor a people more 
exatly induſtrious. The gardens, and fruits, and come , are by the ela- 
berat Tymariors made to fructifie and being culrivated retribure a gainfull 

wiedgement. The Carravanvyraw in this Citie isan ivimirable (if 
not [o, an unperaleld) Arch Fabrick , by many degrees precediog all Car- 
ravans-raws in Perſia; for this is able to lodge rhe Court of the greateſt 
Potentate in Aſie but buile by 4bb&« for Travellers to repoſe in greti, 
to ſhew the woxld bee joyed in ſome att ofcharity : the whole building is 
nded with Marble, {1x foot high ; the reſidue is brick arcficd in the 
unne, varniſhe and coJoured with knots and fancies of Arabick charaters, 
in azuxe, red, and white, ig oyle,aker the common: mode of Perſia. Ir is a 
perfe& quadrant; each is from one another two hundred paces, the 
whole cighe hundred: in the umbelique or mid-part ofthis ſpatious Court 
54 Tanck or Pond fill'd (by an Aquz-duR) with chryftallin 
water : this royall Inne, is alſo cixcum-volv'd ſuch fragrantand.ſpati- 
ous gardens as rather exceed than want to diſplay the founders magnifi« 
cence: more, I havenor to denorate, fave thas many ſeverall conjecares, 
by many ſeverall learned men and Antiquaries, baye paſſed, whence the: 
Magi or wile. men came, thar preſented our bleſſed Saviour with cheipof- 
frings, and were wichour. doubt.the firſt fruits, and called ofthe Gentiles: 
and albeit call'd Megi (or deeply read in Nature) yer no queſtion, they 
were illaminated and. wayted the accompliſhment of that Prapheſce of.

res. Mega (ſayes Suides) is a derivative from Mogyſewe, a relative ro Mg- 
gog ſon of lapheth,ſon of Nook. Penceru 1.48 divinit thus Pre-erant Ma- 
9} religions Perfice, ut in pophlo Dei Levite, ſiudiiſqgere Philo-ſophie trant 
dediti; nec quiſquam rex Perſarum poterat eſſe, quinon antes Magorum diſci- 
plinem ſcientiamg: percepiſſet.&c.Common cuſtom(ſayes 8.Hierom) con- 
ceirs Magirians to be Inchanrers, bur falfly, for (fayes Peter Martyr allo) 
by the name Mags, wee underſtand wiſe and honeſt men ; by which teſto- 
monialls wee ſee chey were no way to be ſcandaliz'd , nor ſuch as now a« 
dayes Impgſtors term themſelves. They were alſo thus called, from their 
laborious {crutinies & cotemplarions into hidden cauſes: for by experience 
in Aftronomie they nor only bettered the theory bur practick pare, by 0b- 
ſerving the motion of the heavens,& influence of rhe ſtarrs ; from whence 
they divined £65 \33g events in Nature, carthquakes, inundarions, eclipſes,

BABYLON, in Ce/des (or Keldew as now named) hath ics denomij- 
nation from that memorable confuſion of Languages God Almighty or- 
dained rocheck the pr-guy ame of Nymred and his confederates, intend- 
iog to raiſe up ſuch a pile as ſhould ſecure them from a ſecond deluge, af- 
frighred by that firſt Caraclylme 130 yeares before, and from 4dems creg- 

' rion 1788. 2180 yeares before the incarnation of our Saviour ; and admi- 
rable it is ro conſider what multitudes of men were in the world in ſeven- 
ſcore yeares, encrealing from cight perſons, thoſe that iſſued from the Ark 
upon Arerst in Armenia. This building was haftned by five hundred 
thouſand men, in few. yeares railing it fromits baſis (which was njne miles 
about) to above five thouſand paces into the skle (whence 0vid fabled his 
Giants warres)

Semiramy: derruded him into priſon: where ſhee made bim die abateful! 
death, ſuch.asbecame a monſter. , The o Queene fat confidently at 
thehclme, audſtcexed rhrough an Occan of ftormes and miraculous pal- 
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ſages; till burningin flames of Juſt, in ſtead of embraces, herſonne Nynia? 
(bought Amraphet and Mars) to revenge his Fathers death, flew her : but 
þy thar murder became mad; and in that frenzie marched againſt King 
Cancaſus ( Tephets great grand- ſon) and ſubdued him : howhbeir he himſelfe 
was ſo ſerv'd by Abraham, ſuch time as he reſcued his Nephew Lo, cap< 
tivated by Arioch, Tydal, and Chedorlaomer. Semyramis to eternize her me- 
morie fought many brave Combarts, and retura'd oft rimes victorious ; ſhe 
ſubjeted many Kings , ſubjagated many Provinces , buile many famoas 
Caſtles, Ciriesand Gardens ; the raines of ſome of them are in Megye, to 
this houre remaining. Wee will confine her into Boby/os + where ſhee 
erected two inimitable Pallaces ; one, was atthe Eaſt end, th'orher, at the 
Weſt; the firſt exrended thirty, the other ſixty furlongs ; both were im- 
mured with walls of ſtupendious height and archireQure , bur excelling 
thoſe, ſhe built another in the heart or center of Beby/ox , which ſhe de- 
dicatedro Cuſb or Inpiter Belus; the ſhape whereof was of foure equila- 
reralls or ſidesz from every angle were one thouſand, in all foure thou« 
ſand paces : 'twas circled with athick and rowring wall ; entred by foure 
gates of poliſht brafſe : in midſt, was elevated a ſtrong and ſtately Tower, 
upon which, eight other Towers role one upon another, farre above the 
middle region : whence (from a continued ſerenity of the s&y) the Prieſts 
or Caldzan Aſtrologers preciſely markt the planetary motions (and ifpoſ- 
ſible, to heare their rowling harmony;) for being above the clouds, they 
delighted to regard the exaQt light and magnitude of rhe Starres ; their 
heliacall, acronicall, maturine, and veſpertine motions, riſing and fallingg 
ApoBo's progreſſe,the conſtellations, aſpedts, influences, and the like : and 
at the top of all, a Turret inriche with three great golden Images or Sta- 
ruas, repreſcaring Inpiter,0ps, and 1uv0,i. e. herfarherin law, her husband 
Nieny, and het (elfe; continuing there in divine efteeme for many ages; 
and whereto (ayes Herodatss) in way of ſacrifice, was yeerly conſumed 
a hundred thouſand Talenrs in franc-incenſe :till Cyrus An. Mxn. 3432. by 
drayning Expbretes into other channells, encred this Epitome of the 
world and raoſackt her bravery. 

Bur Thaveno: ſpoken all. Sermyroamis alſo circled this gallant City 
with a wall, which in afrer ages was call'd a wonder ; ſome fay Nabuchs- 
dowozer made it, butan ancient Poer ſings otherwile. 


Semyramis built Perſian Babylon. Perfarum Ratuit Babylona Semyramis Vrbem, 


The circuit of which Wall was (after Solynws) threeſcore miles En- 
gliſh, or as hee reckons ir, foure hundred and eighty furlongs. Diodorus 
Siculos computes three hundred and ſixty five, each day in the yeere cha- 

a furlong, Qwintus Curtins numbers three hundred fifty and 

t, differing in his Arithmetic bur ſeven furlongs. The compaſſe I ad- 
mare at, but am amazed at the heighr and fpiſfirude; rwo hundred cubirs 
high ic was, and fifty cubirs thick; ſo thick and ſpacions, that ar the top 
ſix Chariots mighe take the ayre, driving together abreſt, not one before 
another . Nynus and Semyramis begun it bravely, yet Nabuchadnezzer 
and Nyfocris his wife (daughter of — ic, in @ ſtupid admj-

ration crying out, Is not this great Bebe} that I have built? a boaſt ſo 
much offending the ſacred Majeſty of God, that hee rent the Kingdome 
from thar proud Aſſyrian,and made him a companion for bealts and birds, 
tothe aſtoniſhment of all ſuch Acheiſts. (9r#-r by one batrel]l at Bor/epps, 
proſtrated irand wreathed his Perfian brow with that Monarchic Dya- 
dem, Awno Mundj 34432, ſeventeen yeeres afrer the captivity of 1udsh and 
Iſrael by Nabuzaraden his Liefetenant z five hundred and fifry two yeeres 
before the birth of our Saviour : after which, it was often vaſlaled. Seven- 
ty nine yeeres after, «Awno Mund; 3511 Artaxerxes Longimanns ruling 
Perſia, the Propher Ezdras went hence torebuild the Temple at Jerwſe- 
lem, andthirteene yeeres after that was ſeconded by Nehemiah from Shu- 
ſhan. The victorious Macedonian conquered it, A#vo Mrs. 3633, at which 
rime (as Ariſtotle reports)' one part of the City knew not in three dayes 
after,that the enemy hadentredit : a vaſtbigneſſe, bur eaſily credited, if 
Pauſanias in Aſſyr. ſay true : Babylon, omninm quas unquan Sol aſpexit Pr. 
bium maxima ec. cicher(to parallell it with Jer»ſalews deſtroyed by YVeſps- 
tian) in their ſolemne (ſacrifices, in which tines the people multiplyed, 
or rather to fulfill thar propheſie, 51 /eremiah 31, One Poſt ſhall runne 
to meet another to ſhew-the King of Babylon, that his City is taken at one 
e#d, Bur theſe mutations did nor ſo eclipſe her, as Selenchns Nicawor did 
by envy and policy, 4##o Mundz 3645 building a Cicy in the conflux of 
Tigris into Euphrates, where Coch farſt ſtood and then Alexendris,new 
naming it Selewcya 50 milesthence; 300 ſtades ſayes Marcelliex;and ro add 
luſtre to his owne by the decay of che other, illured from Bby/os ſix hun- 


dred thouſand foules, in ſmall time making that late triumphane Empreſſc 

of Townes fit naked and diſconſolate; the reward of her incomparable 

pride and tyranny. Teremishs propheſicin the 50, 51, then being accomp- 

liſhed. The violence done to mee and wine __—_—_—_ Behold IT am

againſt thee O thou moſt proud, Ec, The broad f Babylon ſhall be utterly 
broken : her high gates ſhall be burnt with fire:fhe ſhell become a beap,a dwelling 
place for Dragons! and it ſhall be ſaid, how is Babylon become an aftoniſi,ment, 
a bi(ſeng and a deſolation among all Nations. 

Alexander when he took:it, inriche his coffers with ewo hundred chou- 
ſand Talents of gold, betrayed by Bagophanes the Enonch : and here 
(Terrarum fatale malum &- ſydus iniquum gentibus,as a Critick calls him) 
Alexander, the worlds great victordiſroab'd himſelfe our of his life ( by 
quathng roo much Oxe blood to Herenles, his emulated Progeniror) 
Anno Mundi 3647, 337,before the Incarnation at the age of 32, having 
troubled the world 12 yeeres aud 8 months: his death foretold him by 
a (alanwns or Bracmas. Thus much concerning Beby/ow : not that 
AF-Cagro in Agypt (neere 01d Memphis, inthe ſame place where is 
ſtood) built by Cambyſes the Perſian, and new named #/-cayroby Gthoer, 
Leifrenant to E/-Cayz the Kalyph : as I finde in the firſt and eight books 
of Leo's Hiſtory of Afrique : by the Hebrews call'd Mezraim, by the Gal- 
dees Alcabyr, Myzir by the Arabs, and Maſſarr by all Armenians, 

BAGDAT, (rais'd out of old Bebells ruines;) is in 36 deg. 20 min. 
North : in 82 of loogirude : built in chat part of Meſo-potamia the Perſi- 
ans call Trakein ; the Turks, Diarbec; the Arabs, Iazirey; the Armeni- 

ans 
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ans, Meridis. It receives the name Bogdet, I ſuppoſe, from Beg-Deh, i. e. 2 
Lordly Citie ; or from 3wt-det, i. c. a Princely garden : ſome fay from 
Bugisfer the Babylonian Kalyph, who disburſt ewo millions of goldto re- 
edific ir, afrer that crueil devaſtation made there-by A4lmerich, King of 
Iewry. Bur long ſhee enjoyed not this glory , for Chyts a Tarter Prince 
gives order to Aleks his brother to diveſt her; who accordingly fackt jc 
with a barbarous rage and greedinefle& cruelly rortured the then Lord or 
Chalyph Muſftzed-zem : burin the yeere of our Lord 762. Heg. 14.2. 4/mas- 
ſor or Abviepher the Calyph pirried her delapidations, and taking a preciſe 
time, when bya good influence of the heavens it mighe ia future times be 
fortunate, he begun to reare her up againe,and builded the Moſq' in thar 
place where one Begder an Eremit had made his hermitage, and from 
whom it may be twas ſo called: 4/menſor gave it another name, Medine-« 
alem, i. ce. rhe City of peace or as Ben-Coſes thinks, Deer=_4//ale, i. e. 
e Church of peace. An ill ſpirit ic ſeemes hanted it : for after ſhee be- 
gun to breath anew, and roadorne her head with Majeſty, another cold 
orchern blaſt benummed her ; Taxgro/ipix or Sedec Lord of the Zel. 
zuccian family and father of the 0#f9nemz, takes it in deſpight of the A- 
rab and Perſian 4», Dow. 1032, Heg. 411, and foreed her to bow under 
the yoak of miſerable bondage. Howbeit, once more an Arabian Cha- 
lyph re-comforrs her, Negweddin-FideB-ally by name, ſonne to Exyr-E/- 
mummy : afrer whom Adde*=dext and Siet Saife-Deddaut did their beſt to 
jalarge ber : and tothem (according to Acmed- Abu. beker) followed 4lmo. 
-bilah ſonne to AlmoBZadi-bils Anno D om. 1100. Heg. 480. all which 
ſeveral! Calyphs were rich, and liberall, ſach as ſpared neither coft nor 
e to redintigrate her bulk and memory. 1/aeek-Sophy conquer'd it 
Bajazeth : but Solymaes regainedirt from Sha-T abowmes : from him the 
Perſian King Mebowet (ſonne to Tomes) wrefted it Anno Domini 1566, 
Heg. 946. by a neat ſtratagem, he entred unſuſpeted in diſguize of a Mer- 
chant, fifteene hundred other Noble warriors in like habit driving 
inco Begdet a (arreven of three thouſand Camells; but upon the watch- 
word, throwing off their gownes, they brandiſhe their glicreriog blades in 
the eycsof the aſtoniſhe garriſon. The Perſians kept ie till the yeere ofour 
Lord 1605. Heg. g85. when it reverred to Turkiſh thraldome ; but 45bas 
could nor fuffer ir, for 4#. Dom. 1625. Heg.1005, moſt bravely he beatche 
Turgs thence, and the Fartars from Vas in Arwenis: andro this day 
holds both, choughten rimes the inraged Turqs have atrempred to reco- 
yerit. Letusnow into the Towne. Begdet, at this day [ſcarce cqualls 
Briſtow in bulk or beauty : the circuit may be three miles and berter, in- 
cluding fifreene rhouſand familes. It is warered by Tigris call d Dig/at and 
Dyguilab, ſomewhar broader than the Themes, but not ſo navigable nor 
genrle : In all this City is nothing worthy the preſent obſervarion , ſave 
the Bridge, the Moſque, the Sulrans Pallace, the Coho houſe, the Buz+ 
rar, andthe Gardens. The bridge reſembles that at Rohon in Normandy; 
it has aplain & caſie paſſage over 3o1long boats,concatenared and made ro 
e at pleaſure. The Moſque is builded in the Weſt fide; large,round, 
and very pleaſantly rais'd of white free-ſtone, brought from Moſu/ (old 
Niz3vy.) The Sulcans houſe adjoynes the great — it is large but low : 
2 h 
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and neere it ace ſome brafſe peeces the Turks lefr there againſt their will: 
a little 11 alſo, Pa#ch- Aly by name, is note-worthy ; memorable 
in the impreſſion of five fingers, Morts. Aby by a trick that he had made 
in the ſolid ſtone there. The Cobo houſe isa houſe of good fellowſhip; in 
the evening many Moffalmen aſſemble co fipaſort of Stigian liquour; a 
black, rhick, bitter potion, brewed onr of Bunchie or Bunnu berries; more 
repuredof, ia thatit increaſes Feavs, and purges melancholy : bur moſt 
of all, from a tradition they have that Mehomes ſiptno otherfort of drink, 
fave this which was firſt invented and brewed by Gebryet : in the Coho 
houſe they alſo incbriate their braines with Aracc and Tobacco, The 
Buzzar in Begdet is ſquare, and comely. The Gardens are {weer and-love.. 
ly ; all purrogether, ſhew no more artificiall ſtrength, wealth nor brave. 
ry than do many neighbouring and late up-ſtart Townes about her. 
T welve miles lower is ſcene a groſſe con Mount ; by ſome thonghe 
the rubbiſh of Nimrod: Tower : ſlimy bricks and morrar may be digd our 
of it. I rather imagin ir the ruine of that monſtrous Temple, which waz 
ercted by Semyrems in honour of Beff or Inpiter Belws, Grand-father to 
Nyaws. Ar ſome diſtance ir is betrer perceiv'd than when neerer, hang; 
the inſenſible riſing all the way; it may bee occaſions irc : what more or 
more properly can I apply, than in our ewne tongue, What an old Poet 


warbled in his idiom.

Ochers make (yr#s Lord of Piſogerd (from Piſon a branch of 
Hiddgket or Tigris) to bee thg ArchirteRt, inmemory of his good ſucceſſe 
obreyned in that very place againſt «{ftiages the Median Emperour.! Ir is 
ſpoken of io the 1.ch. of Heſter : Thar there, Abeſhneris An. Mun, x 500. 
faſted his Lieferepants over a hundred twenty and ſeven Provinces. a 
hundred and cighty dayes with great coſt and rxiumph. Nehemiah and 
Daniel allo remember it to bee in Blzx, Perſis : and notwithſtanding the 
many mutations and miſeriesir had from many avaricious Tyrants, yet was 
it able to ſmile upon A/exa8der, when hee exrrated thence to pay his Sol- 
dars and fill his bags with fafry rhouſand Talents in Bullyon, and nine Mil- 
lions in coyned Gold : and well may bee, ſince Cofiogore in his 7. 4b. rs. 
Ppiſt : 0 truth, thar Memos (ſonne to Tithen, and reckned by 

founder) ſo gloried in his work that hee cemented the ſtones 
with gold; which made Ariſtagoras cry out to his men of warre, tharif they 
could but maſterir,each poore knave there mighe then compare with ove 
for riches and bravery.

PARADISE, or theterreftriall Garden of Eden ( Hegea-del-Holau 
the Indians name it) (Geu-Edes the Hebrewes call ir) wherein God placed 
Adem, is much controverted; and where it was,as much doubredof ; ſome 
makingit an Allegorie, others a locall place. Strange ir is to confider the 
variety. Some (ay it was in the middle Region of the ayre, whence they 
will draw the foure great ſtreames that water Paradiſe. Some place it in 
the mountaines of the Moone (in X#hyop whence Ni/»s ſprings, ) other- 
ſome in the circle ofthe Moone , ſome others under the circle , and that 
thence the foure rivers flow glidiog under many large deepe Seas , and fo 
into Paradiſe.

Others Carry je 
farther as chat it included Nitzs and , at00 grear limir for a Garde, 
ſix thouſand miles diftant ;. Nyls ariſing Zoir in Afrique , empties je 
ſelfe into the mid-land Sea ; Genges from Imveans in Scythia, into the Gar 
gerick Sine or Bengalan Ocean. The Inhabirants in Cey/00s ſay Paradiſe 
was there, and ſhew adems foorfteps, Eves teares,&c. Some ay Zgipt,vy. 
rie,and Iudes:charthe tree of knowledge grew on Mount Calvery, the (6. 
cond Adem{uffering inthe ſame place the firſt 4dam had offended, Some 
dreame it isin a mounraine above the skie, where none are but Exoch and 
Elias, We can aſcend no higher, without troubling our onderftandings, 

The beſt is this, Thar Nye nor Gexges had no being there : the Septue- 
giats miſtake ariſfiog from their ſuppolition that Piſo was Ganges , and Gi. 
bon, Nyle-. Meſopotamia no doubt was Eaſt from Arebie, where Moſes (the 
Prince and firſt that gyer wrote Hiſtory) compleared his Pentateuch. And 
25 queſtionleſſe , the Garden of Edes was watered with Exphrates and Th 
gri: who intheir ſeverall fluxes, one from Libanys, th'other from Ararat 
or Tewrns, part themſelves into foure branches; Piſon one ( ſtreamingto 
Piſo-gerdin Perſia;) Gibonth'orher (c with Chogſþes) both runne 
into the Gulph, at 3 afſers; For whereas 'ris ſaid, Piſos compaſſes the land 
of Hevilah, we muſt noc imapine it that Havilob in Indze, whicther Havileh 
ſonne of o&#enſonne of Eber forme of Sexy eravelled:bur that in S»ſfave or 
Chuſians, where Hevileh ſonne of Chws, ſonne of Cham, ſon of Noob planted 
his Colony; before he deſcended into #?hiopia or e. Oc if thar will 
not conrent, we may diſtend jr, ro make Meunt Toxrxs a wall untoit Eaſt, 
and North : and that Ephretes, Tygris, Araxes ( or Gozenit you pleiſe) 
and Indus watered ir, a ſufhcient extendure, andin the adoleſcencie of the 
world fruitfull and delicious. |

I cannot chooſe a better place to feat your patience, than here, to 
make my ſelfe your obje&. After the death of fome noble Gentlemen, my 
courſe came next, though nor to die, yerto purtmy feer into the grave. 
Whecher I had got cold on Texrxs ( by ſucking in the refrigerating ayre, 
denudating my heating body ) or char I _ the Epicure too largely on 


delicate fruirs, or that diverfiry of Me , or ſo long quatting variery of 
waters, I know not : ſome or all of theſe (by Gods divine appointment) 
overcame me, and forced me into ſuch a violene difſentery, that in twelve 
dayes I had athouſand bloudy ſtooles, and for forty dayes longer time 
was ore-charg'd wich ſuch crnelry, that (ſome can witnefſe) I dare ſay, ne» 
ver poore man was more enfeebled ! I wanted not the help of the Kings 
beſt Phyſitians , they did mee licrle goed : I rooke what they preſcribed 
( dry Rice, Pomgranad pills, Barberries , Sloes in broth, and a hun- 
dred other ) and gave them what ſoere they craved: fo that it was 
bardrto judge er my ſpirirs or gold decayed faſter. In chis c_— 

miſery 
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miſery I was forced to travell 300 miles, hangingupon a Camel. 
Morod that great«£ſculapins lecing I would rather die than part with any 
more mony(for whe it was gone,] knew not where to borrow, Merchants 
were ſtrangers to mee, and I had above fixteene thouſand miles home. to 
goe round Afrigue ) hee limited my life to but five dayes exiſtence : bur 
; WH h<char firs on high and accounts all humane knowledge , meere folly; in 
foure & twenty houres after , miraculouſly prov'd this famous Oraculizes 
z compleat Iyer. I had then attending mee an Armenian call'd Magay 
anda Hecate of Tortary, ro whom I daily gave for ſalary eight pence : 
many Succuby's ſhee implored (ſore againſt my will) bur finding they had 
nopower to bewirch me ; whether toaccilerate Morods ſentence, or whe- 
ther ro poſſeſſe my linnen and apparel] (of which I had good plenty) I 
know not, but ſhe reſolv'd co poyſon me. For, knowing wine was ſtrictly 
forbidden me, ſhee preſents me in an Agony of thirſt, a Violl full of old 
ſtrong intoxicating wine , which reliſhe curiouſly , and I powred downe 
vithour wir or meaſure : but (as it had beene ſo much ophium) ir quickly 
baniſhe my virall ſences, and put meefor foure 'and twenty houres into 2 
deadly trance, and in thar time (had not a friend reſiſted) I had beenc bu- 
ried. Bur by Gods great mercie,this deſperate Potion recovered me. -For 
er I had diſgorg'd abundantly , I fell into a ſound fleepe (not having 
done ſo a moneth formerly, the people admiring ſach a recovery) fo thar 
by benefic of that litcle reſt and binding quality of the wine , I grew every 
dy berrec and ſtronger: but my deſperate Dodrefſe ( whiles my other 
vant wept over mee) like an old Hagg , opened my Truncks and rebd 
ne of all my linnen and ſome moneys. I would nor purſue her, for then 
he bad died for ir. I will therfore ſay with David 71 Pſah 0! what troubles 
awd adver (ities haſt thou ſhewed me ? and yet didſt thou turne and refreſh mee, 
14 8nd broughteſt me from the derpes of the earth againe ! 
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Obſervations concerning the Perſian Empire. 


i4 Itherto wee have beene pratticall : ler mee now draw your eyes to 
theorize in generall the ſeverall properties and faſhions of this grear 
Empire ; whoſe Monarchs have from the Infancie of Time either {wayd 
the Scepter ofthe world,or adorn'd their browes with aDyadem of braver 
luſtre than any other Kings of 4ſie: and firlt ſpeake wee by what ([everall 
Nomenclations Perſia has beene call'd; than which, no other Kingdome 
in the Univerſe has beene more variable. 

In Nymrods dayes (that Monſter of the world) 'twas called Chxſo, from ,,,, 
Chas ſonne of Cham (onne of Nogh, who removed his Colony thence into ,,,,,.,,- 
Arabi, and after into Zthyopia or Africk. In Chedorlaomers reigne (con- Per ja, 
temporary with Abrehan ) it was named Elam, from Flaw ſonne of Sex 
ſonne of Nogh ; and brother (if prophane Authors ſay rrue) to (Med4z or) 

Atlas Marrs ſonnes of Zephet (onne of Noh. From him the people were 
called Elamite and Elame, names much uſed amongſt che Antients. The 


next it varied to, is Perſis , whether from Perſeus loves lonne by n_ 
aughter 
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ter to Acriſias , or from analogie with the Chaldee rongue, imply. 
a, ron hoofe, a hooked noſe, or a diviſion, I will not argue. But the 
Greeks not content with any ofthem, intitled it Panchoye and Cephoexe, lin 
memory of their Countryman {ephews (afrer King of part of #?hiope)bre. 
ther of Cadmws, Agenor's famous children. This ſame Cephews was father of 
Andromeds, wite to Perſeus, parents of Peyſes the renowned Archer,living 
in the world before the building of Rome twelve hundred and leventy 
yeares, Gog and Magog ſome have alſo named her, and Mgsſes too, but 
from whence ariſing needs no interpreter. Such time as Achemene ſon 
to Fgevs King of Athens ruled, it 'gor an Achemznian denomination, 
Lucan, Herodotus, Suidas, Cedrenus, and others have it : after which race 
it was new named Arſ#cs, from Arſaces the Heroick Parthian not long f. 
ter the Incarnation , Arteaafter char, by the Inhabirants importing a noble 
Country, and from whence many brave Princes aſſumed names, as 4s. 
taxerxes, Artabanus, Artaphernes, Artaſþes,&c. The Tartars in their over. 
running a great part of Aſie nam'd ir Chorſoria, as Solynus notes ; The Arp 
bians Anno Dom.598 (ſuch time as Mohomet grew notorious) call'd it $4 
racemes, in memory of their deſcent and dottrine. Azemis ſome call ir; 
by the Turks (in envie to Sief Guzet and his decadence from the Alco- 
ranniſh Doors) Etnizeria and eAgemia: ſince when, they have added 
thoſe of Chubs, Shaw- Izmatlie, S4ic-4ideris, Curaſenis,and ſome (uch, a 
(proceeding from particular malice ) are unworthy our taking notice of,cr 
ro be inſerted in the roll of memory, 

Let mee now give you the efhgiesof her preſent ſtanding; which if 
faile to pourtray exaftly z I will willingly incur ſome blame, ſo you wil 
copy ir in a better poſture, | 

The derivative and ſeverall names of Perſis T have already drawne: the 
Provinces at this day obeying that famous Diadem.and how called I ſhall 
firſt eſſay ; her bulk next; and then her faſhions. Thus rancked : Perſu, 
Parthia, Medya,Hyrcania BeGria,Sogdiana,Evergeta, Aria, Drangiana, Mar- 
giana, Paropamiſa, Carmania, Gedroſia, Suſians, Arabia, Caldea, Meſo.y0- 
tamia, Armenia, Iberia, and Mengre#is, twenty noble Kingdomes of old, 
(at this day under the ſtroke of the Perſian Scepter) are thus new named,

is terminated on Eaſt, Weſt, North, and South; with 124is, Arabio, the 
Caſpian, and Perſian Seas. From Candahor ( equi-diftant with 0x in 
BaFris) to Babylon, Eaſt and Weſt, it ſtretches foure hundred and forty 
farſangs, or of Engliſh, a thouſand three hundred and twenty miles, in 
feventy dayes uſually travelled : and m—_ (or Te/phy neere Van 
in Georgia) to Cape Gwader in 25 degrees, the furtheſt parc of _— or 
Macron on T#dvs, North and Souch, foure hundred ninety and fix farſangs, 
orathouſand foure hundred eighty and eight Engliſh miles; in eighty 
dayes commonly journeyed : from which we may compure, the circuit i 
nor. lefie than fours thouſand miles, The North and Eaft is moſt part 
fruitfull in grafſe, in corne, in fruit; the Souch-and Weſt (except where 
rivolers are) ſandy, mountanous, ſterile, and inhoſpitable : the vchemear 
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hear ſcorches the earth and makes it barren z and from whence, the (oyle 
yeelds no exhalations, the mother of clouds,and conſequently wanes rain 
w madifie : butin ſtead of it, God has bleſt them with frequent breeſes. 

But how miſerable ſo ere it ſeemes to others, the Pertian King makes Th" Kings 
many happy harveſts; filling every yeere his inſatiate_ coffers with above 7*%****+ 
three hundred and fifty ſeven thouſand Tomans (a Toman is five markes 
ſerlin,) in our money, 1190000 pound ſterlin : a grear revenue, the more 
tobe admired ar, ſince he extradts ir from raw ſilke, cuſtoms and cotton; 
zot thinking any way meane or diſhonourable rhar brings in money. So 
thought 4bbss : and thence deriv'd tharunkinkly trade of ſending inro the 
marker, his dayly preſents of fruits and flowers (for withour ſome piſcaſh 77; 1,,,. 
was noſaluring kim;) a kind of thrifr,he not only boaſted of (I imagin as flick pollicy, 
feeſilans did of his polt-foot)bur ſeemed to complain of the too great nici- 
tyof other Kings. And nodoubt , ifall the Potenrares of the earth were 
inquired after , none would parallel! this late old Monach of Perſia for 

ems in good husbandry, (for ſo, ro reſpeft the man, we had beſt call 
it.)He could finely dart his wonder upon ſach & ſuch aTown by report or 
letter confeſſing his amazement ar ſight of ſome great Elephant,or | ro 
of gold he heard they had ated: they dare not reaſon againſt ir,they know 
the meaning; and in pure gold get ſuch a preſent; if rich and heavy, then 
tis dainty work, though never (o diſordered : if otherwiſe, then no way 
ed. Ninety wall'd Townes are under his command (the Villages are 
above forty thouſand) none of which eſcape his policy ; for though they 
pratice nothing lefſe than gold-ſ{miths work and imagery, yet hee ſalutes 
them with a falſe report, deſiring to ſee experimentally, whether fame 
had not beene a niggard in their elevation : they embrace the comple- 
ment, and rerurne him in pure gold the Icon of an Elephane, Cammell, 
or Dromedary : ſome a Pegaſus, a Ceſterne or Bath ſome ſend ro gaine 
his love, and ſome a Babel, or repreſentation of ſuch a great Citie as they 
know will cake him, by compariſon : conſidering which, I lefſe admire 
that vaſt treaſure of Mammoniſme, commonly taken out for oſtencarion at 
the receit of Ambaſſadorsor Travellers of note; ſuch as in Moſendram our 
eyes were glutred with. In warre, no Afiatick Pricice was maſter of more 
Artor ſure experience; at home, his Genius travaili'd with oo fewer fan- 
dies; none withous irs cerraine end to agrandile histreafurie. A Merchanc 
Imay alſo call tim, having many thoufand factors, frugall and skilfull 
under him, all which hee ſends through the wide univerſe with cach his 
ſtock of money, or ſilke, or carpets ro make money of : ſome of them 
returne in three, in five ſome, none exceeds ſeven yeeresro give their ac- 
count, ro the Kings infinire advantage : if they have loyrered, or acciden- 
tally loſt, and returne meane profits, they had as good behang'd, hee is(o 
incredulous and wrathfull : but when they come home mulriplyed, and bÞ 
with increaſe, &to his liking,he rewards them with large thanks,a woman | 
from his Haram ,a horſe, a ſword, a Tolipaor; bur afrer a (mall repoſe packs 
them abroad againe, re-aſſuring them of his good affefrion, and thart afrer 
ſuch a voyage rhey ſhall end their motion in a happie reft, (but ſeldoms 
does ir,rill dearh or diſcaſes force him to ir) that they and theirs ſhall enjoy 
ſach neceſſ;ry ſurmes as conduce to make them fortunate ; bur in yo 
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finde that old proverb roo roo-true, Pollicitis, dive: guilibet efſ* potefs. 
Againe, from Indoſtes, Tertary,and 4roby, every yecre move roward; 
Perſia, many Carravans furnithr wirhcich and rare commodries: as {{y. 
#s ware,ſatrens, ſilks, ftones, rich Tulipanes, fec. of whoſe approach tee 
has quick notice : concerning which, cicher hee gives a privare cammand 
that none ſhall dare to rraffick wich chem, by that forcing rhem to his 
owne prices, or affronts them upon emring hs Dominions with a faiſe 
alarme, as that the paflage further is long. and hard, and dangerous, or 
thar the late darch makes rbe country incapable to enterraine rhem ; by 
ſuch heathen Marhemaricks {ſo ſtartling them, thar racrher chan move back 
coſuch hazards ;or go onto incounter{uch, or to incur his fared ; they 
of times condiſcend to any marr, Co receiving money for their 
oods, or by exchange, for what rhe Perſian Emperour can beſt 
.- rayanck- fro others, diſperſing cthale new merchandizes at Fan 
rates, yea at the heightof ignoble avarice z and having coyre or bullion 
(ro prevear its pilgrimage into other regions) hee molds ir into plareof 
buge aſſize or che like, too heavie to go farre, worke very poore , in value 
rich and ponderous. Beſides, by chat law of Perſia, hee makes himfelfe 
heyre to all char dye, pursthe young ones to ſome way of life, warre, or 
merchandize; none daring to call hisrirle jaro queſtion : hee alſo cxpetis 
annuall preſents from all men of qualicy; rake notice of one mans offring 
a yeere or twobefore'our being in Perſis : the Duke of Sherazr was hee 
thar (cnt it : oure hundred ſixty and five thouſand florens coyned , 
and nine goblers of good gold ; ſeveaty rwo refined filver, and fo mu 
of ocher valuable rarities. as in all, burthen'd chree hundred Camells:4 
gallant preſear, aſure wedicine to expell his melancholy. Bur ris might 
all be rollerated, were Aires any where adored : bur contrarily, abhorred 
bribery and corruption in Juſtice, readers ſo brave a Prince too much dil. 
rempered,

no demurs in Juſtice : Lex T aljonts is much ufed * and commonly y 
complaint, (how difficil (o ere the cauſe bee) the ſword decides ic 
Sun-ſer. The vulgars habic and diſpoſition next artends us. 

The Perſians are generally big-limb'd, tkrong, Rreighr, and proper; the 
Zone makes them Olive-coloured, the wine, cheerebullz opium, vene- 
rious. T he women paint; the men love Armes; all love Poetry : the 
grape inflames thc ir patſion, the law allayes ir, example bridies ic : they 
love not rule, the King is Inpiter in texr6, & by 2 panbaſilay & forced will 
E£qualls the Dyke and Peaſant in his command (diffring them otherwayes) 
thc name Colloam or (ave being equally proper and hereditary ; and in 

awlclſc bravery bee yalues them as Ageblaws did Lifender, and fromehis 
reucc of damaged Matchiavell drawn frog Phetinas,

wore Creſcenrs (or halfe Moones)upon their ſhoes as an Enfigne of ho.

pellis - and by 8tatiw in his Boſcages, primagre patritia clanſit veſtigia 
Luna, &c. Overall, the Perſians (eſpecially ſuch as travell) throw ſhore 
Calzoons or coars of cloth (without ſleeves) furr'd wich fables, foxes, 
muſhwhormaws, ſ{quirrills,or of ſheep, ner a litrle eftimared ; and can (in 
horteſt ſeaſons) indure to weate ſhort wide ſtockings of Engliſh cloth, 
whoſe heel:s are covered with leather, and ſerve ſomerimes for boors to 
ride in; howbeir, they want nor boots; wide, well fowed, ill cur, bur 
prevalent in ſhowres. Gloves are of no eſteemeamongſt rhem; nor ringy 
of gold x of filver they have many : not rhar goldis lefle valuable (in 
other things moſt uſed) bur becauſe Mahower forfooth had his of filver, 
left ro Ozaven as a legacic, and charnvd with many finpular propertics:none 
have their rings of iron, except ſlaves, and thoſe of baſer ſorr ; a mercall 
they account and call a proper ſymboll of uanatarall flaveric.

Their rings are fomerimesfer with Apgars and lets 
rers of Arabic conceyning either fome {pell, their names, or ec fome 
fragment of the Alcocan: nor one 'a thouſand warriors knowes 
the benefit or uſe of lerters, the Mullayes and Clergy ingroffc that Arr, 
who when they write do it kneeliag; either tharthar potture is cafier, or 
that what they difarein char'fort, ſuppoſed holy :- nor uſe chey gooſe- 
quills, bur reeds or canes of greataſize and thicknefſe ; in thatthey imi- 
tare the Antienes : cheir paper its very glofie and varic-cotomed , well 
preft, and rhe rarer in that cheir marerialls arenot or ins, bur cot- 
con wooll, courſe, and requiring mach coyle to ir. 

They feidome go withour their (words (ſhamfheers they call them) 
form'd like a Creſcent, of pure mertall, broad, and ſharper chan any raſor, 
nor do they value them, unteſſe ar one'blow they can curin rwo an Af- 
nego; the hiles are withonr ward , of gold, of ſteele, of wood; theſcab- 
bards are well made, 'of Camells hide, on ſolemne idayes covered wirh 
velvit embroydered with gold and ftones of iprice : they ſeldome wide 
abroad without bow and arrow; the 'quiver aad-caſe wrought and car 
ingeniouſly ; the bow 1s ſhorr, and (not unlike a crofſe-bow) bended; and 
albeir ſome thinke incomparable in miſchiefe toa gun, yerthe time has 
beene they have got wirh that (as wen Frence)in many parts of Aſue 
moſt metnorable barrels; as when Croſ## loft his life, Yo/erien and orhers, 
occaſtoning thoſe dirgees 'of the Roman Poets, Tergs conmerſs motuwends 
Perthi : and Ovid thas, ONE Perrir + eguis © tmta ſagittir. fc.

The women (in thoſe parts ſcarce viſtble) might paſſe uoſpoken of, I 75+ »,me, 


will only glance at them. Their ſtature is generally low, buc ſtreighe and 
comely ; moce corpulent than leane,wine and muſick fattens them; the 
fplen is curable, where vexarion domineeresnor: their colour is pale, 
made ſanguine by adulterate compledtion ; their haire is commonly black 
and curled : they hane — cads, pure skins, black diamond eyes, 
high noſes, large months, thick lips, round cheekes, fat and painted : ho» 
peſt women have liberty to go abroad to breath che Ayre or buy their 
neceſſaries, bur dare not ſpeak to any man in che way, nor anvaile their 
faces, When chey fellow the Camp or are co journey any whicher they 
are mounted rwoand two upon Camells ; and fit crofle-legg'd in cages 
(or cajuacs as they call them) of wood, covered wich cloth to forbid any 
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body the ſight of them : theirGuardanes are lean-fac'tEunuchs who are 
jealous of them,Jthar as we travelled,” ewas the bazard, of our lives not og 
flic our ofthe way as ſoon as we ſaw them:or by throwing our (elves upon 
the ground to cover us with ſome vaile or other, thatthe Eunuchg 
be (atisfied,we durſt not view them. Thoſe of the order of L2isare more 
ſociable ; have moſt freedome and'are not worſt eſteemed of : No que. 
on (bur to free themſelves from flaverie and rage of jealous hushandz ) 
moſt there would be whores by profeſſion : bur with chem 'ris a cal 
(frreverence) of too high digaitie for all romountunto; thoſe there. 
fore rhat are ſuch, are admirred afrer long ſuir, many friends and much 
moneys; none dare abuſe rhem : they are company for Kings and 
ones of Mehomets faftion : go brave, andrichly habilimented: cheir hai 
curling, diſheve]ls oft times about their ſhoulders, ſometimes rounded or 
plaited ina caule of gold: about their faces and ander their chin is hung 
arope of pearle of great value, if nor counterfeit : their cheekes are of a 
delicate dye, but Art (nor Nature) cauſes it: their noſes are ſer with ringy 
and jewells of gold imbeliſht wich rich ſtones their cares alſo have equall 
luſtre. To ſhew they are ſervants to dame Flor(in her dayes, a good one) 
they illuſtrate their armes and hands, their leggs and feer, with painted 
flowers and birds,and in a naked garb dance every limb abour them a Per- 
ſian Antick , elaboratly making rheir bells and Cymballs and Timbrells 
eccho their rurnings. Their habir ( not unlike themſelves) is looſe 
and gaudie, reaching ro their mid-leg; of cloth of gold, of (atten lome, 
of rifſued ſtuffs or coſtly inbroyderie. This wanton kind of crearure is of 
no religion, except what the laſt Monach of .#fris (whoſe Morro was 
ede_bibe, Inde,) preached to his Epicures. Theſe look dangerouſly, drink 
and ftink (of perfumes I meane) horrible ſtrongly z laugh immeaſyrably, 
and cover preedily mens uldy mnneyo reputation ; ſcorning all ho- 
neſt women, and npbraiding thaw, with the Eperhites of ſlaves, rejected, 
unſociable, melancholy, and unworthie their ſpeakingro : and ir is true 
at this day what Trogus Powp.oblerved long ago concerning them, Porthi 
Vxoribus © ferminis non comvivia tantum virorum, ſed etiem conſpetu 
interdicebant Ec. HS - 
Many other chings give themſelvegnore-worthy. In Armes and Ar- 
mories, fix therefore your next obſervation, The Perſian Armes of old 
and art this day are fomewhat donbtfull. Zemeres in his firſt book and 
nineteenth Chapter our of an ancient Monument obſerverh.thar the Per- 
ſans bore in old times, L»ne, an Eagle crowned of the S»nze, diſplayed 
Saturn; continued for many diſcentsrheir royall Enſign, till Cyras made 
(as in the Empire, in Eſcheucheon! an alteration. Xenophon ſhall 
| ma you to the view of it. Erat exres Aquils in longs haſis 
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rſpenſs, O&- #unc etiam id inſigne Perſa! gibus manet, &c. borne till 
Craſſus periſhe by them, ar tha time a Sagircarie being blazon'd in their 
Royall Standard ; alluding to their excellene skill in riding, and hope of 
good fortunes from whence alſo that coyne of Dariques came (fifreene 
ſhillings of our money) around peece of gold, Deriws the common name 
being ſtampr on one fide,a Sagirrarie (his coat Armour) on the other ſide, 
memoriz'd by Plutark in the life of Ageſave, complaining that his ambi-

tious defigne of Mf2's conqueſt was prevented by thirtie rhooſand Sapit- 
uriesor Archers ; m a bribe of ſb many peeces of pold, which were 
given to betray his ente . Bur when Mohomer had inſnar'd theit foutes, 
and their fecks under Saracenic bondage, the orhet were tejefted 
zimpertinent to this new Conqueſt, advancing as 2 Sytnbol of more ex- 
cellencie and myſtery in theit banner, Merewry, a _——_— Lyna with this 
impreza Totww dum impleat orbem : alluding (both in bodie and foule)to 
an uoiverſal) command ; bat how unfirly and meanly borrowed by the 
French may caſily appeare to ſuch as yo ro Fownteimbleax, where this 
heathen devices jn every hall iterated. But Mahorrets predidtion failed 
him, when that memorable Saint of Ardeveil, Garnet, both obliterated 
many fundamental! rexrs of the Alcoran, andinvented a new Enſigne in 
honour of his ſucceſſors, vis. Yeaws, a Lyon couchant $ol, the Sun orient 
in bis face, of the ſame : minted alſo intheir braffſe meddalls (andas atye 
of amity) accepted of by the grear Mogull, and ſome other Princes in 7#- 
djs. The Cawns,Beglerbegs, Snlrans, Agaes, Soldagars, and Cooſel-baſhes 
indeed beare no Armes ; nor thar they are intiruled faves, but from their 
jpnorance in pedegrees and heraldrie : and in regard no honour there is 
heredirarie : bur rhis I can ſay rruly; they ate of very humane and noble 
narares, civill, mercifull, and liberallz yea differ in cheir- ingenuity and 
love ro any Gentleman (rhar is a ſtranger) as much from the Torks and 
their brazen barbariſm.,as gold is in compariſon from iron : forthe Perſians 
diſtivgniſh degrees amongſt rhemſelves, and of ortier Nations honor 
bigh birch and qualirie in any man, yeaand give him _— agreeable to 
his meriting , without any inquirie of his religion, ns go 4 licrle 
farrher . 
In old times they were Idolaters, ſuch as the Gowers be now, the Per- The 9/4 Per- 
ſees aſeft in Indja,the Pegonans,&c.but by converſe with Greeks and Ro- a; 
mans aboliſhr rheir celeftiall worſhip,and(as $rr4bo refates)received De- 
monomanſe, continned till Mehort. The tranfparent Firmamenr they 
called I»piter, the primum mobile of other gods, him they feared : bur , 
Apollo ( the Sonne,or Mithreas they term'd him) chey doared on, and de- 
dicared ro him many gallant Temples, artiring hm with many Epethires 
of henonr, healthand gentlenefle: a good optgion then, and nor yer can- 
celled;:s yet memorizing his =— tn che ftampand coat Armor of cheir 
Emperours. The Moone no donbt had due refpe& and adorarion amongſt 
them, ſuppoſing her eſpouſed to 4poiſs, Yeass had equall reverence : che 
Farth rhe Water, Ayre, and Fire, wanted not rhe names of Dieries, 
Ity the Fire and Water. Zertooft their Law-giver (in imirarion of 
Moſes) charged them ro keepe aperperuall fire, norro bee fed with corr- 
mon cumbuſtibles, norro be kindted or inflamed with prophane Ayre,bur 
ſuch as came from the beames of rhat glorious eye of heaven the Sunne, 
lighening, flines,or the like, The warer alfo by nomeans was to be corrup- 
red with dead carkaffes,durr,nrine, rags, or what ſhewed fordiditie or na- 
ftineffe. They toved xmages bur indifferenrly; nfually aftuariog rheir ho- 
ty rites, In groves, tn moums, and confpiruons places. Their marriages 
were commonly celebrated in che fpring, fuch rime as Pheb»s makes rhe 
Equim#inm ; the Bridegroome the firſt day Junckertting on —y 
ve 
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ſave apples and Camels marrow, a dyet proper for that dayes feſtivall. Po. 

igamy they liked of, the King giving the example, and honouringthem 
wich moſt applauſe and gratuities who dFathers of moſt children, 
They ſeldome ſaw their Infanes till paſt yeeres old, from which age 
to twenty, they learnt to ride, ſhoor, jaculate, and ro ſpeak the truth , a 
alſo, to fare meanely, lodge hard, to watch, to till che earth, and to hee 
content with ſmall things. The old men wentplaine; the young meng 
habit was rich, burio nothing ſo notable as when their armes and legs were 
fertered with voluntary lincks and chaines of barniſhe gold, whoſe fulgoy 
they adored from its conformitie with the Sunne : in warre their atrire 
was ſteely or mailed work, curiouſly concatenated, their breaſt-plarey 
$kald, their Targets of Oxe hides,large and round, their cap (or helmet) 
was a Tyaraof linen mulciplicated; their Armes were darts,bowes,lwords, 
andaxes; all which in admirable equipage and order,through long praftice 
they could manage gallantly. Their meales (che great mens rables | is- 
vite you to)were ſplendid in rich furnicure & diſhes of gold; bur in mears, 
veric ordinary, and (paring, Becchws their countriman taught them the 
Art of drunkenneſſe (Noob ſome imagine him, of whom a moderne wri. 
ter ſayes boldly. Omnie vero Bacchanalia eornmyque ritzs 4 Noe ebritate 
originem habent, ic. followed greedily by theſe epedemic druokards, 
delighted in wich no ſmall redundancie; infomuch rhat (like the Dach a 
this day) no matter of moment paſt currant and with applauſe ſave what 
reliſhe of Bacchiſme ; yea, their frequent conſultations and private bar- 
gaines (we too much ape them) were rarely ratified, unlefle negotiated, 
and conſolidated in froath and drunkennefſe : Their complements were 
heartie and nor various ; to equalls, affoording imbraces ; to ſuperiours, 
bowing the head and knee, to this houre continued withour much al- 
reration : the reſt I offer not, this in my conceit ſufficing co parallel 
the moderne cuſtomes, and to ſerthem off with betrer luſtre. 

The religion of the Perſians at this day, I have firted by ic ſelfe with- 
out commixture . Speak wee of other obſervations. They are very 
ſuperſtirious , ir may be noted from ouradverſe fortunes as we travelled; 
for when wee ſtood at their mercy to provide us Mules, Camells, and 
Horſes, how haſty ſoever we appeared, they took no notice of ir, nor ca- 
red to ſer us forward, excepr, by throwing the dyce ſuch a chance hapned 
as they thoughe forrunate;a ceremony diduced from theRomans who had 
their alb3 &+ #tri es. In every miſchance alſo, or in ſickneſſe they uſe ſor- 
cery, preſcribing charmes, crofſe charafters, letters, anticks, or the like, 
taken moſt commonly out of their Alcoran, Nicromanric ſtudies are 
much applauded, as profound, and tranſcending vulgar capacities, many 
inthoſe parts make @ notable living of it : and few Siets chere bur can 
EXOIcize. 

In battell they have few tricks or ſtratagems, yet proſper in an honeſt 
bravery, There are many ſeverall rancks and degrees amongſt them:foure, 
moſt remarkable ; Chawns, Coozel-baſhes, Agaes, and Cheliby or Coridl- 
chey. The Timarrs or Turqmars are more deſpicable.In a common muſter 
the Perſian King can cafily advance (as appeares by roll, and penſion,) 
three hundred thouſand horſe, and ſeventy thouſand good muſqueroons,

They have good Greyhounds nor unlike the Iriſh, apt ro encoun- "1 
ter any Lyon. They have Spaniells alſo bur norſo good as their Hawkes 1 
may challenge. They have many excellent Eyeries of Eagles, Lannars, | 
Goſhawkes, and Hobbies: their beſt Falcons are out of Kvſfis and other 
Scythick Provinces; they fly themar choiſe game; commonly at Hares, 
ackalls, Partrich, Pheſanr, Herae, Pellican, Poot,Eſtrich,&c.Their Lures, 
eſſes, V arvills, & Hoods, are richly ſet with ſtones of grear price & luſtre. 
vulgar ſort delight in Morice _— wraſtling, aflaulrting,bandying, 
Ram and Cock-fighting z wherein they ſpend much time : bur value nor 
their money toſee Boyes dance,or Lavoltoes upon the rope, whereinthey 
ae very excellent. 

Their Phyſitians are great admirers of Nature, and doat fo much there- Phyſicians. 
upon, that they make that oft-rimes che firſt cauſer which indeed is but in- A 
ftrumenrall or (ecundarie : morall men they are, and humane in language 
and garbe, borh which beger eſteeme and honor from all that know them : 
and did nor avarice (a vice predominating there, and by occaſion of ſick , 
neſſe in me full dearly exemplified) and Magick ſtudies too far ſway them, £ 
I could value them above che reſt; however as they are, they paſſe for a 
generation uſcfull and exquifire. They have degrees tranſcending one 
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another in Title , as their $kill and Seniority merits. Ihe DoGtors are 
nam'd Heekeems ( it may be radically from the Hebrew word Hachgjizs, 
that is, a life-preſerver) Muloiiin the Arabick, Mountebanks or Im. 
poſters are nick-nam'd Shitav-Tobib , i.c. the Devills Chirurgion, They 
are Maſters of much kovowledge and i northe Mathemariques. Many 
Arabick Writers have flouriſht in thoſe parts , moſt of whoſe Bookes 
read and pratiſe by, namely Golen,Averreys, Hippocrates, Alfarabius , Any. 
cenne, gen-Tſaach,, Abw-Aly, Mahummed- Abdills , Bew-Eladib, Abu becy, 
Rhazs, Algazaellys and Albumazaer.ln Geography Abul-foeda and Alphra- 
genus, from whom they berter their diſcourſe , and by ſuch Lefures be. 
come admirable. Nor want they the knowledge of herbs.drugs, and gums, 
the Mydan in Spshaws aboundiog in ſingular variety , and than which, no 
place in the world can more aprly be rermed a Panacza, a Carholicon, of 
herbs, of drugs; a Magazcin 'gainſt all diſeaſes : having allo no lefle choice 
of delicious fruirs, rare gums and aromarique odours.

They defire rather to tread in an antick path of ignorance, then by any 
new invention or wholſome' ſtudy ro wrong the judgements of their pre- 
dicefſors : becauſe forſoorh Eventus vaerios res nove ſemper habet. And 
henceir is ( as 1 imagine ) thar they conrinue their maimed calculations, 
our of a blind conceir thar anrlquicy commanded them; for they compute 
their yeares only by rhe Moone, not by that courſe and motion of the Sun, 
affirming}, that the firmamenr or eighth heaven finiſhes ics revolution in 
rwo and thirty yeares; which is falſe : bis diarnall motion from Eaſt to 
Weſt complearing ir ſelfe in foure and ewentie houres ; his other from 
Weſt to Eaſt, bur one degree ina hundred yeares ; ſuch is the violence of 
che firſt mover. Notwithſtandiog, it may be they meane the heaven of 
Spetwree adjoyning ir, (whole revolution comes neere their rime)finiſhing 
ics journey from Weſt ro Eaſt in 30 yeares. And thus, their Lunarie ac- 
count is ſubje& rono ſmall errour , reckning from the Autumnall Xqui- 
nox 12 Moones, the number of dayes in a whole yeare 353. Our Solar 
compuration exceeding theirs twelve dayesar leaſt, every yeare; where- 
by ic comes ro paſſe, that 30of our yeares make 31 of theirs; whence, the 
difference ariſes'rwixt us and rhem in their Xraor Hegyrath, and doubt- 
lefle by prorraQt, will cauſe much more confuſion. | 

Such as pratiſe manufatures, are meanly reputed of ; bur they live ofc+ 


Tferior ſort times verie plentifully and more ſecurely from the jealous eye of the King 
of Perſians, than doe many great ones, who oft deccive their thoughts that they are 


happier. Of all others the Peſanrs are moſt miſerable ; they can _ 
thing 
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thiog their owne , ſuch isthe rapine and pride of the great Begs of the 

Country ; nay, every petrie Colel-baſh dares domineere over them: Yer 
roo much abuſe the Cauſe will yeeld them favourable juſtice. 

Generally , the Perſians are facetious, harmleſſe in diſcourſe, nor very 


tive of cxorique alrerations, ſeldome tran(greſfing this demand , if D/poſitios: 


ſuch and ſuch a Country have good wine, faire women, ſwift horſes; and 
ſharp weapons: ch rather to fatten themſelves by a contented No 
tion, than by curious inquiſition to perplex their other recreations. Few 
of them know how to read, Belong —_—_— up in iron dances; but 
honour ſuch as have ir : the Church-men, Clerks, and Santos, atrratting 
them.. Some skill they have in Muſick; the Dorick and Phrypick; a ſoft 
and loftie ſagt of Conſort. ' Bur above all, Poetry lallsthem, that Genius 
ſeemiog properly to delight ic ſelfe amongſtrhem. MimographersI needs 
muſt call chem, their common Ballads reſounding out the a&ts of Mrs and 
his Miſtrefſe, ro which ewo Saints they vow their life and beſt devotion 2: 
Elgazzuly, Ibaul Farid, and Elfargeni firſt taught it them : and how lame ſo 
erethe verſes are, their gracefull chanting and quavering (afrer the French 
ayre) gives it tothe care , ſound and harmonions, And, albeirthe men af- 
fet nor ro dance themſelves, yer dancing is much eſteemed there : the 
Gavimeds and Layeſians(wanton Boyes and Girles) foot it moſt admirably 
andin order : I may call them Mymallonian dances ; the bells, braſſe ar- 
molers, ſilver ferters,and the like recording Bazchss. They are in this pra- 
iſe ſo elaborate, that each limb and member ſeemes to emulate, yea, to 
conrend who may exprefle the moſt raking motiony their hands, eyes, 
bums, peſticularing ſeverally,ſwimming round, & coforming themſelves to 
a Dorique ſtilnefſe,the Ganimeds with incanting voices & extorred bodies ' 
ſimpathizing;nothing bur poeſte, mirth,wine,&admiration condominarting. 
Bur were this all, 'ewere more excuſable ztor ( though each has his ſeve- 
rall Seralio ) theſe wheres ſeldome- goe without rheir wages : and in a 
higher degree of perfett baſeneſle, theſe Pxderaſts (by Helliſh permiſſion 
end the AJcurran ) affc& thoſe painted, anrick Y Youths or Cara- 
mites in a Sodomiric way ( not till then compleatingthe Romagproverb 
Perſicos 045i Pmer ats#5:) avice ſo deteſtable,ſo damngable, fo nonaturall 
as forces hell ro ſhew irs uglineſſe before irs ſeaſon.' Heare S*.Chryſoſtors

e honeſt women never ſhew their faces, eclipſing (by a large white 
ſheer, the note of innocence and chaſtnefle , which wholy vailes them) 
thoſe Beauties which no doube are not without ſplendour. No man da- 
ring to praiſe anothers wife ; ſuch is their irefull jealoufic, and fuch praiſe 
commonly diſhonours them.

In this Decorum 
they march lowly, and with great ſilence : bur at his Dormitory ululate 
Lels-Hilluls,chere uncloathing,and mundifying the carcaſſc,bis ſins chere- 
by alſo vaniſhing :they anoynt him wich odours and pretious unguents, and 
ſowrapt in fine linnen they burie him inthe earth, and place his head 
rowards Arbis; his face looking up to heauen ([ notre tin they 
urche other ſex, their faces dowawards,) his armes ſpread, as pfepar'd to 
race Mehowet : above him,they fix two ſtones,at's head and feert;which 
in Arabiq' charaQers jograv'd and colour'd, denorates his name, quality, 
religion, and time of buriall : there they leave him , but give nor over 
ewice every day to come and ſing his Requiem,beſeeching Mabomer to fuc- 
cour him.againſt his bad Angells,of whom they nouriſh this opinion. Thar 
ſo ſoene asany Muſſulman is inbumed, forthwith Muenger and Querequer 


Legend of two ougly, huge,black, and furious IDevills do afſaile him ; the one being 
#a4 Angels. arm'd with an iron club, th'other with a hook of flaming brafſe : in thar 


terrible ſort they view the Carcafle,and in as imperious ſort command him 
ro lifr up his head, to fall proftrare upon his knees, and beg his ſoule, till 
then departed: the dead bodice revives and cntertaines his ſoule again, and 
faile not both her to acc their life, and how they have profeſt 
Dos Mahomet : If it appeare his life was morally good,the two Dovills ter- 
ribly affcighted flie away and give way to twe good Angels (apparreled in 
pure white filke) ro comfort him; to the day of doeme nor budging from 
him, nor ſeeming wearie nor unwilling to prote& him . Bur in caſe

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pat, ſo fiercely on the head, as by irs fury and force thumps him ten yards 
depioto the gronnd : bur there hee not long; for immediatly 
the other ſpirefull helhound with the g hook pulls him vp againe:

calls a generall Parliament z where, in oneplace of his Alcoran hee pro#

Mortis 4Di's head, a Prophet than whom 
they chink non greater:or by purring a finger totheir eye,and ſaying chaſh, 
the King (ces ; then (though the ſtory bee never fo icall) if you 
pleaſe,you may belecve them : yea, in moſt conceits they parallel! 4bbes 
with Mabomet z in every prayer deſiring his content and increaſe of life, 
though by the lofſe of theirs it were augmenced :

xknowledging their happinefle from him, and entirtling (not withoue 
much pride roo) their lives, wives, and eſtates, by him wholly to be diſpo- 
ſedot : they imagine hee knowes their thoughts; and when in his pre- 
ſence, never (peak, cough, ſpit, or looke _ him, leaſt the fulgor of his 
ape mighr peradventure prove no lefle formidable than the Triſulk of 
Inter : they regiſter (now, as of old) his atsand apophrhegms, in Cz- 
dar Tablets, gum'd with Cynabre, and ſeldome write his name bur in 
charaftars of gold, upon paper of excellent glofſe and fineneſle, varied in- 
to azure, vermillion, yellow, and other colours; ina word reputing him 
therrue repreſentator of Aly and his glorie, whoſe —_— they com- 
bare to Amber, Nurmegs, Roſes, Flowers, and Odours; Animate Dei 
Imago is terris, and(with Homer) The beſt beloved ſonne of 7ove.

neſſe orthe like ; bur from a moſt reverent tradition delivered by their 
grand Annaliſt T2cob-bew»ſiet..

time, Mehomet being earneſt in his prayers was accidentally conveighed 
into Paradize, where being very carneftin beholding irs rare varieties, a 
length hee caſt his eyes upon rhe glorions Throne ofthe Almighty ; and 
perceiving the Lord to turne abour) he ſhould bee ſeverely whipt 
or ſuch-preſumprion, bluſhes for ſhame, and ſweats wich terror; bur loch 
to have it ſcene, Wipes off his brow the pretious ſwear with his firſt roger, 
and threw it out of Paradiſe : it was nor loſt,-for, forthwith dividiog i 
ſelfe into ſix drops, all of them became miraculous creatures : the firk 
drop became a fragrant Roſe (therefore is roſe-water fo much uſed there, 
andin honor of the Roſe an Annuall feaſt ſolemnized:) the ſecond,a grain 
of Ryce; (a holy graine:)the other foure, foure famous Doftors, who (hx 
ving Pelas for their ſiſter) helpt Mohomet to compile his holy Alcoran, 
You have not taſted all yet ; ſallads,acharrs, and hard egs, parti-coloured; 
and therefore hard,thar their tomack be not roo ſoone empricd : rhe mut- 
ron there is {weet, bur far only in the taile, the weight commonly pon- 
derizing above twentie s, ſomerimes the Carcafſe : Came1l, Goar, 
and Pheaſant are alſo manducable; the countric yeelds, the Law allowes 
ic : contrary to Beefe, Veale, Swines-fleſh, Hare,% Buffols, prohibired by 
Mzhemet, either to collogue with Jewes, or that his owne pallat deteſted 
them, Camells fleſh they ſell commonly in the Buzzars roaſted upon cu» 
ets or cut in mammocksand carbonadode, three or foure {pits valuing two 
pence. Bad paſtery men they are, they pur a lamb whole iato a kinde of 
oven, and rake it our as black asa cole ; they ſay (I dare nor ſecond ir)ir 
raſts curiouſly; it may bee ſo, bur I feare ſcarce well : well ir may beeto:

they commend it, we no way condiſcended : their liquour may perhaps 
better delight you; tis faire water, ſugar, roſe-water, and juyce of Le- 
mons mixt, call'd Sherbers or Zerber, wholſome and potable : they drink 
wine (coloured like a pale Claret,) Arac or Aquavites, Tobacco, (ſuckr 
through warer (that it inebriate not) by long canex or pipes iſſuing from a 
round veſſell,)and above all che reft,Coho or Copha : by Turk and Arab 
calld Caphe and Cahua: a drink imitating thar in the Stigian lake, black, 
thick, and-birter ; deſtrain'd from Bunchy, Bunnu, or Bay berries; whol- 
ſome they lay, if hot, for ir expells melancholy, purges choler, begets 
mirth, and an excellent concoction ; bur nor ſo much regarded for thoſe 
pod roperties,as from a Romance that it was invented & brew'd by Ga- 
rielCwhat Gab. we deſpute nor of)toreſtore the decayedradical moyſture 
of kind hearted Mehomer; who (as he ſpeaks himſelfeto his inimitable glo- 
ry)never drunk it, bur immediatly by verrue thereof made ir a matter of 
. nothing to unhorſe forty men, and in Yeaus Camp (with more than a 
Hecculean fortirude) to bring under forty women. Opizm ( the juyce of 
Poppie) is of epidemick uſerherealſo, good if raken moderatly ; bad , 
nay mortall. if beyond meaſure ; they chaw it much, it helps cararrhs, 
cowardiſe, and the epilepſie; ſtrengthens YVexss, and which is admirable, 
the Foor-polts by continuall chawing ir, runne ſleeping day and night in 
a conſtant dreame or giddineſſe, ſeeing, but not knowing whom they 
meet, though well acquainred,and mifſe not their intended places; by a 
ſtrange efficacic expulſing the redious thoughts of rravell, and rarely de- 
ceiving the poore body of irs ſeaſonable reſt and lodging . I have devi- 
ated, this was diſcourſe at dinner, nor yet ended. They commonly eat 
in earthor porceliae, not valuing filyer (the King by ſuch an Article of e442, 
of their Faith, the nearlierartrating it to his own Table;) they have an- 
, ether reaſon (very ridiculous,) that Mehomet ar his ſtealing into hell diſco- 
vered the Devills at dinner, and ſerved in filver, earthen ware was holier, 
andtherefore betterfor all kind of Muſfſulmen.

a palinody they mighc ſing, knew they how 0zmas borrow d ir from the 
Jewes, who ever us'd to break their bread; and from Xezophos, in his 1 
deſcription of the Perſians:bur they owe all ro miracle ,deriding Hiſtorie. 
Ar meales they arc the merrieft men that may be : no people in the 
world haye better ſtomacks, drinke more, or more affe& voracity : yet

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are harmleſly merry za mixture of mear, anddrink, and mirth, excellently 
becomming them : 
Oni cavit arte cenit, qui bibit arte bibat : 
and thenare joviall in a high degree , when women (Curtezans I meane, 
Complement \ftome anticipaces the honeſt ſort) accompany them. They admire their 
breeding (to us they ſeemed barbarous; )eſpecially when in an exatt coms 
plemenr , our of (quallid wantonneſle they would overcharge their wide 
mourhes with pelo or other meat,and by an affefted laughrer rake occaſion 
ro exonerate cheir chaps, and throw the overplus into the diſh againe 
whence firſt they hadir; and as a ſymbol of intire good will(fir reverence) 
offer you,ro eat what they had chewed formerly : ro make an end, having 
ſoak'r rheir buſſinees or water baggs, rhe wine bottles are then empried ; 
they ſir long and drink ſoundly, condemning that precept in the Alcoran 
as an idle toy,a lic invented by Oſwes That ir is Giants blood, yea, of thoſe 
we call Theemachi, or who foughr againſt rhe Gods; the Turks forbeare ro 
drink ic from that prohibition : che Perſians laugh them to ſcorne , andby 
this have brought rhem roa favourable opinion of grapes and wine. Bur 
the Perſians in this are commendable ; they never quacel|yjn cheic cops, 
yer ſuck uſually irritates : por compell they any to fir longer, than hee 
pleaſe (ariſing without any excuſe,) nor drink they one unto another ; a 
prejudicat concelt tis in any man to think all brajos alike in ſuch more than 
beaſtly exerciſcs ; a baſe cuſtome, roo much abus'd in this Age of corrup- 
rion ; forgetting thar Minos an old Heathen fſtriftly forbad ic the Cre» 
rans, as Plato warrants in his Dialogues. Bur theſe, compar'd with thoſe 
of old are without reſemblance. T heſe are homely, rhoſe full of exceſſe 
and braverie. Dyowand Cteſias aſſure us that in old rimes the Perſian Mo- 
narchs made many feaſts, & uſually invited fifteen thouſand men ; in every 
enrertainmentexpending foure hundred Talents , amounring in our mo» 
ney to two hundred and forty thouſand crownes : at private feaſts when 
forry or fifry were received and no more ( as Ephipius Olya thine records,) 
each ſupper ſtood himin a hundred Mynaes of gold, each mina or dioa, in 
our money valuiog fix and twenty ſhillings andeighr pence : prerry in thar 
juvenility ofrime (for we ſay plures opes nunc ſunt ec) yet credible when 
weconſider the vaſt revenue of the Perſian Empice in thoſe dayes extraQt- 
ing Tribute from many Nations ; For, what accraed out of thoſe ewentie 
Pcovinces, was not lefſc than forty thouſand and five hundred Artique or 
{rowne ree Euboick Talents , in our ſummes forty hundred chonſand crowns or there + 
venue, _Abours:therfore mighrthey eaſily laviſh our ſuch prodigious expences.Out 
of Izdys allo they yearely received three hundred and threeſcore Talents 
of gold. The crowne revenne ar this day is little lefſe, (albeir the jur & 
diction royall be nor halfe ſo ſparious) and amountsro mighty ſummes: T#- 
bamas Anzo Dom.t 560 received cight millions of crownes , gathered from 
ffty Sulrans who farm'd his in-comes; befidesan annuall preſtae or rribute 
of 20000 crownes Leveathibeg a Georgian Prince,never fail'd ro ſend him : 
and 12000 horſe the Curdyes 'ewixt the two Seas alſo caſed him of pay- 
menc : and Abbas atthis day from ſilk, tribute,and exattions,receives yeare- 
ly above nine millions : foureteene millions and 280000 florins ſome (ay, 
357000 Tomans in Perſian money , in ours 1290000 pound ſterlin : And

HE Perſian Religion at this day varies not from the Turks in any 

le of the Alcoran ; and yer they account one the other He- 

reticks, and are no lefſe zealous and dividedin their profeſſion, than wee 
andche Papalins : a deviſion begun eF##9 Domini 1400, by a Syert of Ar- 
leveil (a Cirie it Medie,) the better to advance the Sophyan Title to the 
Crowne, derived from Mortis Aly their famous predeceſſor, coſen and 
fnne in law to Mebrmet : which Ay, albeit hee had juſt righe ro fic as 
Kalyph ar Meces next to <Aghbomet, yetin his deſpighrt, three other men 
ſept up before him ; and during their lives kept him 1in ſlaverie, and with- 
ftvod him. Theſe three, Abuboker, Omer, & Ozman,are by the Turks moſt 
retierably accounted of ; bur by rhe Perſians (as appeares by their curſing 
them in a prayer made by 8ye# Guzet) asimpoſtors, doggy, and hereticks; 
whereby is ſown ſuch morrall hatred betwixt theſe two potent Monarchs 
thar (ro Europs good.) They abominate each other with implacable 


MAHOMET, (ſonne of 454er a Pagan, and Emmea Jew) was borne 
at Iuthreb (or 1trarip, Tezreb in Poilellas,now Medyne)in Arabia,the yeere 
fromthe Creation 4 544, of Chriſt our bleſſed Lord and Saviour 574: Is- 
ffidien ac thatefme commabding the Roman Empire, and Cozrhoes (father 
to Hormizds) the Perſians. " » 
His parents being mean and poore, he was forced to ſerve an appren- 
tiſhip, and with much patience ſerved Zoyed-ben-Hortsb a rich and famous 
Merchant ; who'dying, left his ſervant ſo good a legacie, that Mohome?t 
was thoughe worthy any'woman in Meccs: bur by reaſon of theſe inceſ- 
ſant _—_ commenc'tby Cozrhee and inflamed, by the Romans, Traffick 
decayed, and moſt men danc't tothe fhrill brazen.ſourid of Beonges mu- 
fiek; Mohomet amongſt rhe reſt ſerving for pay firſt with Herec/ivs , and 
chenthe Perſian; not —_ who was victor;ſo he was on the ſafeſt 
fide; by both their confuffon to plot ſome way or other to advance 
hitmſe1 ; both in a terrhen digniry and as a Deiry :nor did he erce in his 
I ; for what by his great eftate and good fortune in the warres, 
eſoone threw off => ma a common man, and got acompanie:z 
yeaar length ati Armie of ſo many Tatrars and Arabians, that he dared ro 
affaate the 'infeebled Chriſtians, and became viRtor z yea, by ſtratagem 
(mikaptin with the credulons and gladded Perfians) upon a watch-word 
cur ber and confounded the Perſian Armie, Which done, hee bluſhe 
nor to extoll/ himſelfe to all bis rroops, a——_— the miſery of Perſis 
2nd horrorof' Rowen z acquainting them alſo with the great dif- 
cor” mongt Chriſtians; of that inhumane villanie perpetrated upon Mex- 
MAtize by Phae## (then Emperour) his.derefted ſervant, and of Pope Bonj- 
f#e's uſurparioti of the title of Univerſall o—_ contrary to the good 
will of all che World, and 'what Pope Gregory t had lately bran» 
ded Tohn the popatins Parriack wich, asthe Antichriſt ; in that 
fixtic fix good Biſhops of 'Rewe from Lynws (ſeven yeeres after the paſlt- 
op) to that Pope then teaching, never deſiredit. That hee himſclfe was

ordained from the begining ofthe world to eclipſe che pride of tharPope, 

to inſtruftthe world in a berrer and more way than either Moſe: 
didthe Jewes, or (rift che Chriſtians ; that hee was che Comforter pro. 
miſed (yer (ayes that he came to give his Law by the {word and nor by mi- 
racles) and ro advance the name and dignitie above all ocher 
Kingdomes in the Univerſe. The amazed Savages admire his boldnefſe, 
and (though ſometheught baſely of him) moſt part hopiog hee could cf 
fe@ his promiſes, give credit rohim and arttend bis revelarions. 

Bur ere he could finiſh his new moulded work,the inraged Perſian (ad- 
denly ſteales among them and in memory of their late kindoeſſe, reraliares 
them ſo fiercely,that Mohomet (to fave his life) poſts away, leaving thereſt 
to the mercileſſe farie of the Perſian. 

Mahomet wich a ſad heart arrives ſafely in Meecs (Mocurs and Muny- 
chiates in old writers, the Arabian Merropolis:) but when he cals to mind 
bis miſerable eſtate , by this laſt defeat being cheared of bis moneys and 
men, yeaſuch men as hee had prepar'd to help forwards his ambition, hee 
conſumes in the meditation , and by his faint-heartednefſe and conſtane 

vexing had duubrleſſe made Death his execarioner,had not Satan phyſicke 
him. 
Some ſafer way he intends ro take,than in Mars his rugged fields, ſo full 
of coſt and blood-ſhed, And therefore in the firſt place, ro ſolace his un- 
quier ſpirits & iorich himſelfe,he laies ſeige ro C or Adigea woman 
of great wealch and worſhip, by ſome thought Qyecne of Coraſas; whom

Mabrmets ftomack grew weak, and one ſort of 
meat begun ro loath him ; Chodoige was ſtale, and others favcied him: :t he 
cherefore purpos'd in his Law (then in batching) to allow all ſorts of car- 
nall libereyz and ro incourage ther by his example, ſolemnly (as Bew.Ca- 
ſen a writer of his beleife ſayes) — Ajſce the beloved child of his 
ſonne in law Abwbocher : a child (rhough Mabowets wife) I well may call 
her, arthar time nor pg ſix yeeres old; yer ſo pliable ro the de- 
lighrs of her wanton husband, char bee calls ber his beſt beloved, and 
dictates a whole chapter ro her praiſes z ſothar forher affeQion to him, 
her courrefie ro others,her witry conceits,herskil.io hiſtory and language, 
ſhe is inciculed Motherof che Faithfull; and (conrrarie to. his ener in 
his Alcoran) in whole grave (hoping there allo co imbrace her) Mahowet 
deſired to be buried, as was by old 4bubocker afterwards performed 
His third wife was Miriem (or Mamrye)of whom he begor Ebrahim Coſ- 
ſen, who atthe age of fix months, by the arrow of grim deach was direted 
che in»virable way of his brethrea.. .

and ſhaded all che Orient,in an eclipſe of fearfull darkneffe.

Compeniunt rebut noming [4pe fuis ; alſo the number 666 the 
marke of Antichriſt,) having accompliſht his deſires, and runne his race;

tent, Omniſcient, and Judge of all mens aftiohs; where (no doubr) be re- 
ceiveda juſt judgement for his impiety. This was in his great clymacteric 
63,0f the Hegirs 17,a0d of our Saviour 637,ordaining 44) to ſucceedhim, 
and his Carcafleto be placed in 4iſces grave in Ithrip which per Autone- 
he new named Medivs Tala adi;it or Meces.in my opinion,being thar 
AMuzichyetes in Prolemy ; but I rarher think Meces ir, becauſe 1 ed that 
Medina (or Tathrep) was built 4ane Domini 364. by Aadbudaddanie ther 
King of 3bz/on: and by Ofmes allegorically call'd E-boremmoin, and by 
others De-A ſalemi.c.a holy place or Town of mercy; none daring in rhe 
. wy language of a ſoldyer tread Eaft, Weſt, North, or South, nigher 
fix one way, twelve, cighteene, and twenty foure miles the other ; 

Speak we now 2 little of 
ve ndpy——gs Sunzs,ic.the Book of truth, ora Legend for the 
faichfull : ftufe with obſceannefle, lyes, miracles, viſions, morall and natu- 
rall Philoſophy; ſuch traſh as may powerfully provoke the ſillieft ſtudent 
to a heighrof laughter. The proem this; Thar it was ſent from God by 
Gabrzel the holy Angell to Morts 48; bur bee miſtaking the man, gave jc 
to Mehomet; whom when God faw repleniſhe with equal! vertue, the

To begin then; The Alcoran or Bible (by them call'd Kwrrawn and 


The Alco- Aleſolemi.e.the law of peace,or Alcacan i.e. Judgement;as it was digeſted 


by 0xm2s fifteen yeeres after the dearth of Mehometr ) is 'in; volume'rwice 
ſo big as the Pſalmes of Devid; divided inco a hundred and foureteene 
Azoaraes or Chapters, put by 0zms intoapoore kind of ryrhme, unplea- 
ſant to the eare, unlefſe well ordered: It is nota continued rat of 'de- 
yotion or diretion, but of his owne life, the Art of warre, theuſe of 
peace, Rhetorick, Numbers, the Zodiack,the Earth;anda'miſhmaſh our of 
Appli (or driſtotle)groſly and confuſedly handled. His-mother inſtruted 
himin the Jewiſh Rites or Talmud: and Sergiss in the Goſpel] : where- 


- by,in the ſeventy one Azoara of Nobbs, andinthe tenth of: 7#xys, ber re- 


cords the Hiſtorie of Noh and Tones; and in other chaprers, of Enoch , 
Abroham, Toſeph, Moſes Elias, and David, whoſe ſongs call'd Zebur-Dobood 
or the Plalmesof David, and the Tenrat M or pentatench of Moſes, 
he extolls moſt vehemently. The Tzgi#/alfo (or Goſpell of Saint Lhe) 
he ſets out at large in the fourth Azoara of 4znezs, andinche fifth of 44 
meds, naming Chrift, the Meſſiah, Rooth-noor Abob,aud Hazrer, 3.6. Me(- 
ſas, the Spirit or word and light of God, holy Jeſus: not omitting hisbo- 
dily aſcention into heaven in ſight of his twelve Apoſtles; ſeventy Diſci- 
ples, and five hundred men. Yerdenyes himbero the ſonne of God, but 
char the Virgin conceiv'd by ſmeUHirigtoa Roſe preſented her by Gebriel, 
and that ke was borne out of her breaſts. Aiſothathe wwas not 
but 1»das orſome ather wicked theifez Chriſt being ſeparated fromthem 
by a cloud that covered bim and/ came from heaven, Andthence iris, the 
Croſſe is ſo rediculous amongftthem; they fay alſothat hee was the.moſt 
holy, chaſt, and powerfull Saint that ever converſt on earth : andrhar'fin 
the ſecond Azoara of Albacera inthe Alcoran,) Moſes and Chrift ſhall fave 
the Jewes and Chriſtians at the day of Doome:: and yetin the next cliap-- 
ter of Amram (forgetting what hee had faid) char no ſoule ſhall 
ever bee ſaved but by his Alcoran, hee being ſent into:the world to niode- 
rate the ſtritneſſe ofthe Goſpell, »sChiiſt Aidthef bf the Law ee 
remoniall; varying alſo from what in the'twelfth Afſurarto hee com- 
mands, that they ſhould bee held-inequal with rhe-A lcoran 3:ran- 
ning thus: Theholy and mercifall'God, firſtſentt he ceremoniallbaw, 
and then the Goſpell to diretaillimen in thie right parti, and laſtly the AK 
coran, a faithfull Book, and foryour inftruftion. No man'cherefore that 
is cruly religious, date to undervalue the-old Law and: Gofpell, buz'ro 
pradtize it no lefle than what is commanded imthe Alcoran. 'From whente 
It is, that they reverence the holy Sepulchre; viſit Saints Tombs, and 6o- 
nour the memorie of our Saviout ; abhorring the Jewes of all creathres.

art only of woman-kind moſt lovely and perfe@ inthe ſight of the Al-

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mighty, &c. Which I name, not that his Book isany way more valuable, 
(the end conſidered,which was his plot for Apoſtaſic) bur that the Devill 
and $ who helpt him, conld nor blaſpheame, nor bee ſuffered to de- 
rogate from their Majeſty ; andro whom we ſay inthe words of our Savi- 
our to the Demoniack, hold thy peace and ex ore ##0 laws ſordet. The 
reſidue of the Book conſiſts of Hereſiarchyes _ our bleſſed Saviour; 
with 4rrivs it denies the Divinity ; with Sobellizs the Trinity ; with 
Macedonins the holy Ghoft. proceeding ; with Menichess the death of 
Chriſt; and ſuch like errours as torhem and Saran ſeemed plauſible. In 
the 32 Azoara, hee commands that no man be ſo impious to queſtion any 


particle of his Law, nor to diſpute abour it; and yet in another chapter 
confeſſes thar ris full of lyes.

The Lent or Ramdem(call'd allo Ramaden, Ramatan.and Ramules)be- 
gins commonly at rhe Sunnes entrance into Aries , Librs other times, no 
time certaine; and is an imirarion of our Lear, orrarher the forty dayes 
Moſes was in Horeb, and by ſome (aid in memory of Mabowmets forty dayes 
biding himſelfe in the Deſare, flying from the rage of Meecs's Inbabiranes, 
and that in thar monetrh he divulgdthe Alcoran: butmot likely (as in the 
47 Azores of himſelfe, and 25, in which he trears of the excellencie ofthe 
Alfurcan ) from his blaſphemous lie that he was fo long in the fixt heaven 
call'd 4laheal, where this Anthropomorphire {ayes hee had the honour to 
ſhake hands with the Almighty (which he _ were yotimes colder than 
Ice;) and thatbeing upon th'earth,ro make the people credit him, he com- 
mandedthe Mooneto deſcend halfe of which he pur into his own ſleeve, 
and the other halfe ſerv'd as a zone or girdle ro Morts Aly : and to their 
like amazement, after ſo rare a complement peec't ir, and placed it in the 
ſame Orbe whence firſt he drew ir.

manded by Shes-Izmaet ,asa Triumph —” the Bew- Humans, who _—

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they thought to have extirpt Ally's root, yet by divine providence St, «fx. 
mol branche ſecretly, A##o Hegire 90. and from him this Sicr of 4rdove;z, 


reviver of the Sophian dignitie. For the Syer nor onely \lcighred the 
Tt of Mabernets three ſuccefſours Abubocher and the reſt, 
bur all ach as honor rhiem ; yea, and foure other great Hodgees or 
Doors of the Alcoran,contemporarie friends and helpers of Maborret ; 
thoſe foure (if I benot deceiv'd ) whom Mabowet (in afeare for his pre- 
furyprion beholding God in Paradize) wip't from the ſwear of his brow, 
and by divine myracle meramorphiz'd into foure learned men,thus named, 
Achmet Sembelims, Abu-hamet.Melec-2eddah, and Sheck Yaffaim : a tener (0 
offenfive and exaſperating to the Turks, that of late che Muphti condem. 
ning an innocent Perſian {wore great oath,herh tita berteratand 2 
more meritorious facrifice to kill one Perſian,than ſeventy Chriſtians:Bur 
to our Storie, | 

All agree that Hz/ſan was ſlaine trecherouſly by Chuſe a ſlave to Myer, 
Mavi was an Aftor , they therefore punifh him yearcly ( though rotten 
1000 yeares ſince.) Firſt, framing adeformed Image, his face black, his 
noſe pierc't with a Dart , and clad in ſtraw 2 which done, they hurrie ir 
throughthe ſtreers ina hurly-burly of thouſands of people , who when 
they have'dragd it cnough within cheCiry;hale ir to ſome riſing hill with- 
our,wher toall mens view they elevare this(ſuppoſed liviog)Cayriffe. The 
Caddy bawles out a parhetique Oration to this _—_ That afreg much 
ſearch, 48y had direfted them where to end this Trayror, unwor- 
chy the leaft pittie or procraſtination : this being that ſame villaine who 
ſlew H»/ſas and his ſons (Cereſis only eſcaping : ) that every good man is 
bound in conſcience to curſe him,yea to help to torment him ia the vileſt 
manner poſbble. 

In ſhew of joy and aſſent they unanimouſly ſing Zpicizis(a ſong of vitto- 
rice) and crie aloud, Towgh Ally, yea ſtrive ro rend the clouds with their 
ceaſclefſe clamours. Ar a ſer rime they ceaſe ro! ing, and fire is given to a 
trayne of Gunpowder. which ſets divers ſ{quibs a fire , and ar lengrh diſf- 
patesand blowes up the dereſted Syrian , by a hideous noiſc making the 
ayre ecchoat his ſmokie Funcrall. H»ſſews ghoſt now ſleepes quietly , 
each Perſian commends one anothers zeal;hake home,& ſpend chat vighc 
in merriment. 

The Nowrowz is in imitation of our nen_ day; bur they begin(af- 
ter the old manner) in March, ſach timeas Phorbus in bis equal! ſhine ro 
cicher Pole, makes the XquinoGtium. A feſtivall of jovialitie, for one pray- 
er preying upon vatietic of wanton pleaſures; the Taliſmanni piping now 
to Bacchws, Ceres, and Madam Yenws, For, I bave oblcrv'd, that in manic 
parts for r x months in the yeare we could ſee verie few wormen,and thoſe 
vailed; but impoſſible ia the ſtreets or gardens to converſe with anie with- 
out danger: yer theſe twelve dayes of the Nowrovz all places were full 
of them, yea their naked faces openly diſcovered; friskivg in amorous po+ 
ſtares, and drawing the eye by a forced Magique. Gifts allo and recipro- 
call preſents are rerorted up & down; with garments offalk & gold, horſes, 
fruirs , and piſcaſhes of other ſorrs ; nothing bur riding the great horſe, 
drinking, cock-fightiog, forrune-telling, ſinging, courting, and - like 
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obſerved to the laſt minure of that Feftivali. 

The Imamy has ſome dependance on the Buckgree, This a Camell.thar 
a Ram; thar for Tſ#ee}, this for Mebomet, In November, the Meccan 
Proromift ſends a ſantified Camell by an adopred ſonne (ſomerimes naru- 
rall)who is welcom'd to Spehewn by many thouſindMuſſulmen, who ſhew 
th'extream of joy for ſo holy a Preſent. Afrer they have tried & cired their 
voices , the Hodgee from an exalted place acquaints them with the cauſe 
of his long journey , perſwades them to athankfull remembrance, and 
bleſſes chem. The zealous multitude wichour anie reſpe&t of men or 
danger,throng about the Beaſt, whois noſooner in the field where Death 
arreſts him, bur that they fall upon him,and pluck off his baires with an ad- 
mirable dexteritie , keeping them as ſantimonious reliques, przvalenr 
againſt ſudden dearh ( chough manie die in the affaulr, and thouſands re- 
cure maymed) hunger, wo ny A and the like. Afﬀer which, the 
tormented Camell is by the Hodgee againe ſigned for a ſacrifice. The 
Darroguode, firſt transfixes his Javelin. The Viſiter beheads him,and gives 
it the King. The carkaſſe is rorne 'peece-meale by the foole-hardie mul- 
titude; ſo greedie to obtaine this charme of long life and plentie , that im» 
morralitic and the place where meat and drinke is necdleſſe, oft przci- 
pirates them. 

The (24dier Ally is for Ally's vicorie over the three old Caytiffs of 
Meces by death (not 4//y)conquered ; and his joy in heaven : which after 
ſome threnodies many prayers are mutrered, ſongs chanted, and almes be- 
ſtowed: the King being ar molt charge, the greateſt honor refleting him. 

The edt Onſet is from a Cabala , thar Houſant was loſt in a terrible 
great wildernelſe, where thirſt killed him. Nine dayes they wander up and 
downe ( ſhaving all that while neither head, nor beard, nor ſeeming joy- 
fall) inceſſantly crying out Hxſſas H»ſſan in amelancholy nore, (o long (0 
fiercely, that many can neither howle longer, nor for a monerhs ſpace re- 
covertheir voyces. 

The tenth day they find an imaginarie H»/an,that Nunguemy; ſatis que- 
ftw Adonis, whom they eccho forth in Stentorian clamors,till chey bring 
him to his grave; where they ler him fleepe quietly rill the next yeares 
zeale ferch him our ( Semper enies perdunt ſemper & inveninnt ) and force 
him againe to concomirate their merry devorion. 

The 4»wptpetſion (or Owdr-baptſion) is from Mehomets baptiſme by 
curſed Sergizs : and ſeemes to deride our cuſtomes, ro make their circum- 
ciſion lovelicr. A raſcall rroop of circumcis'd Mahomirans aflemble,and 
(afrer rhe Darroguod has pur a period to his ruſtick Oration ) promilſcu- 
ouſly beſprinkle one anothers faces , then ſoile their fleſh with durr and 
filth , rhe great ones many times to pleaſe the King ating among them z 
Laſtly, they cleanſe themſelves with purer water , ſuppoſing all contami- 
nated deformitie waſh: off, andtheir bodies wholſomer. 

The Sophien, is a ſolemnirie of faſting, feaſting, and praying for the pro- 
ſperiric of their King,of the Sophian pedegree. 

The feaſt of Roſes and Deffadillies is begun by a Proceſſion of holy

he Alcoranis a miſcellany of orher prodigious things, [r tracts in the 
33, that Degia/or Shyten, i. e- the Devill, ſhall be ſaved by Mahomer : & in 
the 72 Azoara, that all Elgehenni or infernall ghoſts ſhall after 1 know nor 
how many yeares bee freed. The other Azoaraes of his Kurraws are of 
Arichmerick, fights, dangers, truth, falſhood, ryranny, warre, peace, pro- 
pheſie, &c. The 85 Azoara trears of the Zodiac ; the go of the Sunne; 
the 91.92, 93, of the Moon, of night, of morn;the 113, ofthe Firmament, 
bur is Philoſophy of ſach courſenefſe that I may well ſay, Diſcun 
potins puem Philoſophum : for how can it wellbe otherwiſe, ſince in his 19 
Azoara, hee confeſſes that hee conld neither read nor wrire ; but that al] 
his learning was ſuper-natorall. In cne chapter hee is bold to ſay, that 
Solomon was a great Mayician, and that hee learnt ir from Meror and Arr, 
rwo great black Devills : with more reaſon we may (ay,that Mahomwet was 
$kild in chat infernallwiſdome, it halfe of rhoſe miracles bee rrue hee re- 
cords of himſelfe ; one'is this : In a greataſſembly of Arabian Pagans, he 
pointed at the Moone with his thamb and long finger ; it ſeemes it knew 
his mind, for the Moone immediatly clove aſunder, and in ewo peeces 
fell upon the hill of Meccs, on which hee at thar rime ſtood : Mahbomet 
with a peece of his linſey-wolſey coatpatchrirand made ir whole againe; 
and after ir had alſo (fay the Perſians) circumvolved Mortis Ay in way 
of imbrace or complement, it re-alcended, and from thar day becamethe 
badge or coat armour of all Bofarmen. In anorher, hee affores his Pro- 
ſelires, that Meccs, Medina, and Teruſatem be holy Cities, built by 4dam 
in Paradize, but fram'd in heaven :& thence it is, that /ernſe/ews is by Turks 
as well as Chriſtians, honoured : foure Cities (prung our of hell at the 
birth of Mehow-t (ar which. time all Idolls fell, and L»cifor was throwne 
imo hell, ſo deepintothar abiſſe, as hee was ſome yeeres ere he could ger 
up againe) the names of thoſe devilliſh Townes are (as pleaſes Mahomret 
toſay) Elmedinin Caldes, Antioch in Syria, Vaſtat in Fgypt, and Eb-beran 
in Armenia : Places, ir ſeemes which had refuſed him and his learned Do- 
crine., : 

Burt lend youreares a while and1iften rothe moſt ſerions ſubje& of his 
Alcoran. Inthe 47 Azoara, he records hi- pilgrimage into the higheſt 
heavens ; where he ſaw rare things, and thence brought a certain deſcrip. 
rjion of the (everall Spheares, Heavens, Hells, and Paradiſcs : as alſo of 
Angells

Angells, and Saints ; of judgement, the reſurrection, joy and paine,&c. of 
which I will afford you a compendium for Muſſulmen to beleeve , for 
us tO laugh at, Oneeve (as Mabowet was ſporting privatly in's chamber 
at Mecca , with A4yſce his young wife ) Gabrgel ( Seraphyel che Periins call 
him, che ſame that foſterd Mabowet and Aly three yeares, and was perad- 
venture ſuch a Melwr Genivs as haunted &rutw) in aflith of fire enrred 
their bed- chamber, and (ſaluted Mgbomret with this meſſage: Haile thou 

beloved man ! I come to ferch thee : the God whom thou fo zealouſly 

woiſhippeſt, defires roſee thee ar his owne ſtation. -Mahomret rejoyces, and 

going 10 mount upon the Angels wings (of which hee had ſeventy pire) 

is bindred : he asks which way he ſhould rake rowards heaven, the Angel 

- ſhewes him a huge Aﬀe, 4/barack by name, and bids him on ounr upon 

bim ; which Mahoret eſlaying could nor doe, till hee had prayed for him. 

From Meccs hee poſted ( in the twinckliog of an eye, for Barackat foure 

ſteps had done it) to Hieruſalers : there, the Angell diſmounted him, and 

rook him into his owne proretion, In few minutes Mabomet aſcended 

heaven, and was let in by Gobrge# the Porter there. From one heaven to 

another is a travell of fhve hundred yearcs; howbcir, Mahomert glanc't 
through the ſevenin a moment. Ia all which Orbs bee ſaw many ftrange 
things ; bur firſt rake notice what merrall rhe Orbs are made of. The 

firſt is of refined filver, and wherein all the glitreriog ſtarres are fixt with 
chains of burniſhe brafſe : in this heaver he ſaw a Cock (o great. that ſtand- 
iog upon the Moon, his cox-comb reachr into the imperiall heaven, many 
millions of miles altitude : every time thar this Cock crowed, all other 
Chaariclears upon earth, re-ecchoed bim. The ſecond heaven is of gold, 
ſuch gold as has beene ſeven times tried in the fire. The third is of pearle; 

in this heaven hee ſaw jonumerable troops of Saints and Angells; cach of 
them ſaluted him by his name, and he prayed for them. Amongtt the reſt 
he rook notice of Adam, Exoch, Abraham, Samnel., David. Salomon.&c, all 
whom he knew by revelation ; and of which, ſome he taxed, others hee 
commended as' occaſion ferved him. The fourth heaven, is of Smaragd ; 
and where he (aw infinite companies of other Angells who made a mighty 
noiſe and inceſlantly praiſed God : and well they might make a noiſe, for 
(ſayes Mohomet) every Angell there, was a thouſand times bigger than the 
globe ofthe earth; and each had renthoufand heads; every head, three- 
ſcore and ten thouſand rongues: and every tongue praiſed God in feven 
hundred thouſand ſeverall languages : amongſt them, he nored one efpe- 
cially, Phatyy, or the Angell of Mercie a creature of thar vatt frame thar 
every ſtep he trod was twelve times more than the diftarce 1s twixr borh 
the Poles. Mebowet inquired of him why he wepr fo fiercely; the Angel! 
replied , that ir was our of his compaſhon to lee the deplorable eftare and 
vanity of man. This is that ſame Angellthat bas the Holy Quill or pen in 
keeping ; a pen of orient Pearle; ſo long, thatan excellent Arabian Cour- 
ſer in tive hundred yeeres continuall galloping, can bardly reach ro the 
further end of it : with this pep, God regiſters all things paſt, preſent, and 
to come :; the Inck he wrires with, is pure Lighr ; the CharaGter fo miſte- 
rious, that none bur he and Seraphaet can underſtand ir. All the hundred 


andfourc holy Books are written by this Quill; viz. thoſe ten which Adaw 
received.,z 
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received; Seth had fifry ; Edris (or Exoch) thirty ; and C1brahorm had the 


reſt : it alſo writ Moſes his Law, Devids Plalmes ; Chriſts Goſpell, and Ma-

homets Alcoran. The fifth heaven was of Diamonds : where hee ſaw a 
mighty Angell, and of all others the wiſeſt : hee had as many heads and 
rongues and voycesas any two others had inthe inferior Orbe z and had 
the keeping of that Book, wherein all menin the world have their names 
written : he did nothing bur turne over the leaves and blot out one name 
or another, for by that (as by the arrow of death) they died ſuddenly, 
The ſixth was of Turquoiſſe; rhe Seventh of Alahal ; (ſome interpret it 
fire ; others, pure light or breath congealed. ) All cheſe circumvove one 
another like Pearles or Onyous , bur herein is the miracle, rhey be rranſ- 
lucentand yet of metralls : a rare Philoſophy ! above all, is the heaven 
of heavens, full of light and ſilence : immenſe, and within which, all 
other bodies are compriſed, bur it incomprehended : there 2ahowmet ſaw 
the throne of God, rich beyond expreſhog : very great allo, for ir was 
ſupported by-ſeven Angells, each of them fo wonderfully great, that a 
Faulcon if he were to flic athouſand yeeres inceflant flighr, could (carce 
ſo far,as is the diſtance of one eye fromanother:abour che Throne hun 

Cr candles, everlaſtingly burning : the lengrh of every of thoſe 
candles (as Mehome# meaſured) was from one end to another as much 
ſpace as a good horſe can ride in five hundred yeeres : there hee ſaw the 
Almighty, who bad him welcome, and laid his hand upon Mahomets face : 
his hands (ſayesthis blaſphemous deluder) were a thouſand rimes colder 
than Ice : forall which, Mehomet in ſhame of his owne baſeneſſe, bluſhe 
for ſhame, and ſwer with feare ; but with his long finger hee ſwept away 
the ſweat from his brow,and threw it into Paradiſe: rare ſweat ! Each drop 
(he nores them to be ſix) turn'd into ſome rare thing or other : one drop 
into a Roſe, another into a graine of Rice; the other foure into foure 
learned men, Ac*met, Sembelin, Abuhamed, Melec+2ed, and Seh-vaffin, Aﬀeer 
hee had ſufficiently inſtructed himſelfe in many myſteries, and was aſſured 
of Gods favour, he deſcended with his Alcoran : buc how he gor it enrev. 
tained, how nororioufly it has blaſted the earth and poyſoned moſt parts 
and Iles of Affieand Africk ; it requires another place, to have ir ſpoken : 
here only let us note the mad conceirs he fancies of Angells, the laft judg- 
ment, Paradize, hell, &c. Angells are eirher or bad ; both are ſub- 
je&ro death ; the good,becauſe they conſiſt of flame, an Element; to fin, 
becauſe Lucifer an Augell,by ambition was expulſt Paradiſe. The bad An- 
gells are impriſoned in Doggs, Swyne,Toades,Wolves, Beares, Tigres, &. 
After the day of Doom they ſhall be tormented in hell ſome millions of 
yeers; bur muſt inthe end by vertne of Mabomets law be delivered. 

The great and generall Judgement is as certaine as the day of Death, 
and will n ſuddenly, ſuch time as all the worldis wrapt in a carelefle 
ſecurity : the Angells know notthe time, till Mehomer point ir our by a 
great and fearfull Duell rwixt death and him, whom in the eod hee makes 
to fly away; bur by that cofnbat becomes ſo lnraged, thar he deftroyes all 
living creatures in rhe world ſuddenly; for new arming himſelfe in flam»

of Angells and Men : at the ſecond, the Angells re-aſſume their glorious 4 | 
roabs, and men theirnaked fleſh againe, Micbeelche Arch-Angell (per- A 
ceiving the Tribunall rais'd upon a high mountin Jeboſopbets vale ) he ap- 
proaches with his mighty ballance, and poyſes every man their good and 
bad deeds in cirher cale : ſuch whoſe good deeds our-ballance their -vill 
ations, are put upon the righ: hand,che other onthe left : after thar,cthey 
ae loaden wich their finnes packe up in a ſatchelland hung about their 
necks ; in this ſort they paſſe (upon a narrow and weak Bridge) over Hell; 
ſuch as have few ſinnes ger over ſafely ; thoſe that be heavie laden breake 
the Bridge and fall inco hell: ar the otherſide ſtands Afaborret inthe ſhape 
of a Ram, and in his _ and monſtrous fleece lodges all his Seftiries, 
whom after long travell he brings to ſome gapor other he finds in Para- 
diſe;and skipiog in, disbarrhens himſelfe, and ſhakes rhem our;ar that in- 
ſtant aſſuming new formes,more lovely, more ſtrong,and every way more 
excellenr; with eyes as big as the wholeearth, and with eye-browes big. 
ger and more beautifull than the Rain-bow, Lerthe Alcoran rell you 
what Hell is, and what is Paradiſe. Hell is in the Umbelic or navell of the p3,x 
world, circled with a huge thick wall of attrative Adamanr : tis carred by 
7 gates of flaming braſſe ; divided into many ſeverall cells or dungeons: 
ſome are more loathſome aud faller of rormenc than ochers be; and lodge 
ſuch ſoules as have more highly ſinned : ſome caves bee ſo deep that in a 
thouſand yeeres,a milſtone cannot f11d the botrom of it; in whoſe deſcent 
are ſharp ſwords and pikes placed purpoſely ro cur and torture the ſoules 
that move there : ſome places be abiſſe or wichour any botrome ; ſo fa'l 
of oyle and brimſtone thar ir is ever flaming, and fo terrible. thar rhe De- 
vills howle, and (critch, and rage there beyond meaſure : oth« r priſons 
be fall of Toads, Serpents, and ell noyſome and horrid creatures imagj- 
nable: the damned ear nothing there (ave the forbidden fruit; which being 
ia their gurs inflames like ſulphur, and makes them roare for anger. Some 
rivers be full of Crocodiles: others {o cold as makes them gnaſh & charrer:

had writ three parts of foure, falſe lyes in this his Legend; we would have 
concluded him,Nororious, To ſmile at his conceirs is pleaſure,ro confure 
them, a labour needlefle ( though Me/enethos has done it :) for wee may 
lay and that very _ Perfidiam eorum reciteſſe; ſupersſſe eſt. 

Such are the grofle fanatick Dogmaraes of the Alcoran , credited by 
moſt Aſiatique Inhabitants , deladed by the Devill and his diſciples above 
20 in ſeverall ſpecie and nomenclation : ſome of which, with heed I have 
obſerved; and here (as the cover of their book)will (hur all up in muſtring 
them;bur in an Alphaberique way, leſt I affront their Seniorities.

The Fylalii converſe moſt in the Alcoran, The 
Deruiſh are wandring Wolves in ſheepes cloathing,, The Taliſmanni res 
gard the houres of prayer, by turning the 4 hour'd glaſſe. The Muyezini 
crie from the tops of Moſques,battologuizing Llels Hyllale.The Calende- 
ri, Abdalli, and Derviſlaribe notorious Pxderaſts, and dangerous to meet 
in ſolitarie wayes, The Terlaqui and Cobrini pandarize. The Leſhari 
and Papaſſ,are fortune-tellers& ſtar-gazers. The Sunni,Naappi,& Tecknat, 
vow perperuall filence,and afſaſſinare. The Sierti and Imami,oft pull ouc 
their eycs having ſcene Medins. Ocher of cheſe , pull our their rongues, 
that whenſoe're they talk they may be credired. The _ ſing 
bawdie ſongs : ſome for pennance goe ever naked,and other ſome in aſhes, 
The Dooanni are naturall fooles or madman , bur thoughr divinely in« 
ſpired.Some as the Mendee atfiiftrheir bodies by thirlt; laſhing & wounding 
themſelves;and in charitie without pay,cartic burchens or doe anic labour. 
Some proteſt againſt fleſh,6ſh, wine & roſe-water. Some live Eremites ne- 
verconverſing with men : and ſome builr houſes to ſafegard birds, & beaſts, 
feed them and have muſique to prevent their melancholy. Ocher-ſome 
build Hoſpiralls, Inns, Sudatories, Moſques, and like good houſes. Some 
are Pocraſters, or Mimographers. Other-fome have ſeeds and charmes to 
make women fruicfull. Some alſo ſcorch their skinsin rhe Sun. Bur ochers 


of more pirtic and pietic oyle their naked bodies, and to allure the poore 
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Flies ro , coſt chemſelves in the burning Sunne, Theſe and many 
other le pathes they tread, all leadinginto Acheron. 

Tocloſe; This (more craftic than learned) Law-giver , perceiving hig 
Divinitic and Philoſophic nor fare enough to abide oppoſition or trial}, 
ſtrengrhens i by this ſtraragem.

The Perſians have (fince Gwnet reform'd the Alcorn) contrafted it ins 

Schiſmes in toa leſſer volume. ' They vilific 0zarens labours, and cenſure him of ex- 
che Alcoran treame arrogance. Thie Perſians alſo abominate the foure great Doftors,

on him to reQtifie rheſe crooked poſtores. Of 72 Sets reducing all totwo, 
the Leſhari,and Imami. The Eft Eulogically extolling Mahomet; re- 
ceiv'd in Thrace, /Zgipt,Poleſtyne, and Syris. The other, Aly : received all 
over the Perſian Monarchy. After all, 8yet Guzet diſplayes his Enſigne, 
whoſe diviſions if we ſhould here rehearſe or moderate , would prove te- 
dious ro you, and to me no leſle offenſive.

The ſeveral K ings and Congqueſts of Perſia 
compendiouſly remembred, 


=_ offer yon a Hiſtorie of the ſeverall changes and warres of this great 
Empire, might peradventure in another place prove acceptable; eſpe- 
cially, of the a&ts and conqueſts of theſe late Kings of the Sophyen or Ben- 
Allyes pedegree: for to goe higher were bur ro gleane from Xenophon,Crure 
tive, Siculus, Metaſthenes, Agathyas, Euſebins, Cedrenns, Diaconus, Proco- 
pivs, Trebellizs, and others. Whereas rhe warres of the lare Kings are , ro 
ſay truth, ſo meanly & obſcurely handled,that che reporters have too pro- 
digally detrafted fromthe high courage of the men, and the excellencie of 
their fortunes. Here I am confin'd,leſt by commixing even an Epirome of 
their ſeveral! victories and contingencies, this Book which I defire ſhould 
rravell meerly upon Geographic, might grow voluminous. On rt. 2 other 
ſide, to omit them alrogerher may as juſtly rax me ofnegle&. I will there- 
fore but name them, and reconcile ſome mens miſtakes in miſnaming theſe 
antique Kings of Perſia. 

Cyrws isthe firſt we can deduce a true ſucceſſion from. For albeit they 
had Kings formerly, of which Cheder/aomer was one, as wee read in Gen, 
and it may be the ſame whom the Perſian Hiſtories call Cheyorwaraz fan 
ther of Siamech, to whom ſucceeded Owchange, Temſhet, Zoak,, Fraydhbun, 
Manncher, Nawder, Afraciab ( Achemenes (ome think) Bazab, Kaycobad, $4- 
lomon,Chozr ao, Lorazpes ; yet the ſucceſſion from him is moſt incerraine 
and doubrlefſe of no grandeur, in that the Aﬀyrian Monarchie (begun by 
Nymrodſonne of Chuſh, ſonne of Cham,ſonne of Nosb) ecclipſed ir,and un» 
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Perſia made 


der whoſe command it lay for above 1300 yeares, if Zeroſus be not coun» 
rerfetred : and from Belochws ( who depoſed Sardanape! the laſt Aſſyrian 


Ermperour of Nywrods race ) and Arbaces (the firſt founder of the Median, 
Monarchie,a confederate with Felochws) to Cyrns (who advanced the Per. 
ſans toa Monarkique greatnefle,by ſubduing 4ſtiages his Grand-fre,rranſ. 
ferd rhe Empire to the Perſian, as formerly the Meges had the Aſſyrian) 
260 yeares, This change hapned in the yeare, from 4dam 3400 : afterthe 
building of Rowe 287 : after the firſt Olympiad 50 : and before the incarng- 
tion of our Saviour 567,&c, 


Of Cyrus many memorable matters might be offered : bur I dare not

ſelfe and your patience: this only be remembred, thar this is that Cyrzs of 
whom the Prophet Eſay fore-rold ſome hundred yeares ere he was born; 
of him alſo Nabuchadeezzar propheſied, beginning thus, 4? vubi Medorum 
jus regni Mulus habebit,&c. Thar a Mule ſhould over-runne Lydia (fulfild 
in Creſ#s) and ſubvert the Caldean Monarchie : the word Mulus had rela- 
tion to his mixture of bloud; his mother being a Mede, his Syre a Perſian. 
Hee married {'#ſandans , and by her had Cambyſes that reigned afrer him. 
Cyrus after he had ruled hirty yeares, and in that time had added to his 
Empire, Arabie, Meſopotamia, Syria, Capadocia, Phrygia, Armenia.&c. ho- 
ped alſoto ſubjedt Scythe, bur neere the river 0xus was ſlaine by Towyris 
rhe Queene of thoſe parts of Zagathayz : but (upon ranſome ) his body 
was delivered and convayed to Poſagerd where Alexander found hisTomb, 
but not that wealth he thought ir had contained. (ambyſerruled the Per- 
ſian Monarchie bur nine yeares ; of whoſe reigne Is htrle ro be (aid fave 
thar he ſubdued «£&gipt - after which he grew {o luxurious and tyrannous, 
that all men hated him : his death was imputed to divine Juſtice, for, at 
Memphis bee committed facriledge in the Temple of A4pzs or Anubys, and 
broke the neck of that apiſh god ſer there by the idolatrous Apyprians: 
burt.at Demeſews fell accidentally upon his owne weapon, and dyed by ir. 
ArRiisdeath ſeven Noble men or Magi of Perſia ſeverally contended for 
the Diadem (for Swerds the upſtart King was diſcovered by wanting his 
cares to bean\impoſtor ;) of which, Darize ſirnamed Hiftaſp:s (who by 
the cunning of his Groome made his horſe neigh next morne before the 
reſt ) mounted the Throne: and the Mayopaia of delivery of the King- 
dome from rhe Magi, from that time to Alexanders comming, wasannually 
celebrared. Darixs governed happily 35 yeares: the laſt only was infor- 
runate, by that overthrow he received at Marathon by Mi/tiades the noble 
Athenian. This is he who ſo much favoured | mg and Jeruſalem: 
his death was cauſed by loſle of that batre1l at Marathon, and thatby. ir hee 
wanted Az#thines faire daughter. This Darizs Hiſtsſp I imagine to be 
that fame G»ſiaſp who firſt byZertooſts impoſture(as elſe-where I have re- 
membred)made his people fire worſhippers. To Derixs ſucceeded his fon 
Xerxes,by the Perſians call'd Ardxey : an infortunate Prince ; for howbeit 
he was in his time the greateſt Emperour inthe world, and had a world of 
men and wealth to obey his humours: yer what by roo much confidence 
in chem, and contempt of other Princes, he reaped the greateſt diſhonour 
that ever befcll any Prince of Perſis : for, albcir, he entred Greece with an 


army

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army of 18090000 men, yer could he not prevent an overthrow given him 
at the ſtraits of Thermophile by Leonidas che Spartan Generall, who had 
not foure thouſand men : and by Therriſtocles the Admirall neere to $24s. 
yr, was equally oppoſed, and his whole Army confounded. Aﬀer 20 
yeeres rule he died, and Jefr 4rta-xerxes his ſon his inhericor. This 47 
taxerxes (i.e. a victorious conquerour) is in Perſian ſtory call'd Ard.xer- 
Bobamas:; and by Arabian wricers, Tama-xerxices © this is he that married 
Atoſſe or Heſter the Jew, in which book he is named Ahaſnerzs : at the end 
of torry foure yeeres happy government he died,and Artaxerxes ſirnamed 
Meenon in his place was crowned King : (ſome inſert Darivs Nothws before 
him.) Artaxerxes (ſonne of Artexerxes and Pariſatys daughter of Cyrus) 
ruled Perſis forty and rwo yeeres, and at the age of cighty was buried ar 
Per ſepolis, Artaxerxes Ochus his onne ſucceeded him : whoalfſo whenhe 
had governed cruelly eweaty and fix yeeres, was baftned (bur by an un- 
timely death) after his Father; Arſes (or Arſamny bis ſonne ) inveſting him- 
ſelfe wich the Perſian roabs of rule and majeſty. Of A7rſes, lirtle can bee 
ſaid ſave thar he died by the hands of rhe Eunuch Bagoss his Fathers mur- 
derer, after his Coronation foure yeere : and in his place (by meanes of 
Bagoas) Darius Codomanus , (by Perſians call'd Darah- kowchech i. e. lic- 
tle Darins) was (aluced King : him Alexanger the victorious Greek ore- 
threw ; in three great bartells, at 4rbe/a, Amanns, and Granicus : the 


laft, concluded his life and ſix yeeres reigne, Anne Mxndi 3640, of the Perſia (ub 


Olympiad 11 x, of Rome 430, and before the Nativity 333 yeeres or there-Jj* ed 57 the 


abours, ” Greeks. 


Alexander (worthily firnamed Great) two yeeres after died at Babylor, 
(forerold by a Calan or Indian Gymnoſophilt,) inthe three and thirty of 


his age, of his rule cwelve yeeresz his heart was transfer'd to Alexandris, 


his corps interdar Babylon. Alexenders Legacy, bequeathiog the ſucceſſi- 
on (not to his owne ifiue Or kin, but ) to rhe Worthieft, made Pyrrbs's 
bones revive againe; diſcord, and pride, and envie, emulating every of bis 
great Captaines, who by this common Mortro,Yirtusmibi Numen, 65 En- 
fis quers gero, challenged the Empire, and ceaſed nor to lay claime, till 
dearh and warres fary cur them off; Selenchns Collynicns ſonne to Antio- 
chbus Theos by ſurviverſhip (after long ſtormes) ſeeming to ſteare in that 
unruly Ocean : during whole life and fifty yeers after, the Greeks awed 


Perſia,till ſuch time as Arbaces an heroyck Parthian broke that yaok of (la- Recovered 
very aſunder, and for three andrwenty yeeres did what was poſſible rore- by Arbaces 


vive the more than halfe dead Perſians. To Arbares ſucceeded Methri- 4 Parthyan, 


dates, who ruled rwenty yeeres, after whom, Pampaſins ewelve, Pharnaces 
eight, Methridetus Medus thirteene; to whom followed Phraortes, (call'd 
by the Perſes Pharng-224) Artabanus, (call'd Ard-Bahaman) Mcthridates 
3, and then Herodes,ſlaine by Phraoytes his cruell ſonne. Ar this time Creſ- 
ſus the rich and famous Roman was ſlaine and twenty thouſand Romans 
at Corrbas by the Parthians ; a foule blemiſhro the Romans, till ſoone 
after Ventidins (Mark Anthonies Licfertecnant) porged it by a new victory, 
in which Pacorws the Kings ſonne was by thar valiant Roman flaine : and 
the Empire acknowledged Auguſtus Ceſar over them ; who depoted rhe 
Paricide, and made another Phraortes King in his roome. Ac this time was

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ecchoed the golden ſong Pacem te poſcimws omnes: a time moſt ft roenter. 
raine the Prince of Peace, Chriſt Jeſus our Saviour, whoas then became 
fleſh, and dwelt amongſtthe ſonnes of finfull men. 

To Phraortes 2, ſucceeds theſe ſeverall Dynaſts of Parthis , Orodes, or 
Daridews, Vonones, Tereditates ( the laſt of the Arlacidz ) ſlaine rreache. 
rouſly by Artebanss; to whom theſe ; Bardewis, Goterys, Vonones 2, Vols. 
geſes, Artabaunr 2, Pacorws, Chozroes, P ates, Vologeſes 2, Vologeſer 1, 
and laſtly Artabe#w9. vanquiſht by Carecalls, by Macrinus flaine ; Howbeir 
in him the hopes of Perſis flept nor, but rather joyed at the farwell of thar 
ſtrange race; for upon that advantage (the Empire ſeeming diftrakted 
"Twixt two ſeverall affetions)one Arrexerxes (Chobad before bur to ſpeed 
* the berter he aſſames this pleaſing name) ſteps forth, and with a Majeftick 

grace modeſtly chides his Country-men for their ſlorh and faint-hearred. 
neſſe; and that now or never the occaſion was offered of reviving their 
name and redaQting the Perſian Empire to her former freedome and laftre: 
the people admire che man, and by his name doubr not thar bee was arrue 
Perſian ; fo as with an noanim affent they crowne his temples with the 
Dyadem, and reſolve under him to dye or to diſpel] that cloud of bondage 
which the Parthian had ſo long wrapr them in. For three dyyes the fight 
continued twixt thoſe two neighbours, the ſtake was freedome and Mo. 
narchie : at length the Perſian has the vitory,and Artabenrrs che Parthyan 
King by his death put this late triumphant Empire into bondage. After 
that he vanquiſhe the Roman Emperour Alexander Severn: ; bat in the 
x5 yeare of his reigne is himſelfe by imparriall death vanquiſhed. A#.D oxy, 
243 Sepores his ſonne begun to reigne. And here Teixers may be raxed, 
who aſſures us that Arraxerxes late named (or as they call him, Ardkbyr- 
bobbe-cawn, i. c. Farther and Lord to men of warre,) reigned conrempo- 
rarie with Ceſar <Awg»ſins. This ſame Spores is by the Perſians call'd 
Shaw-Por : by Teixere, Schabuy ;, by Schicerd, Xabur-Xabulketaph or Dbul 
Aktof: a Prince ſufficiently couragious, bur baſely cruell. He over-ranne 
Syris, (ities, Meſopotomia, Capadocis, Armenia &c. but returned with 
many curſes for his crueltie, and had next yeare beene retaliated by Gor di. 
a#nus the Roman , had nor this Emperour dyed by the hands of Phi/zpprs a 
rebell , that ſlew him at Creſſphow. Bur which efflared Spores above the 
reſt wasthe rare overthrow he gave two yearesafterto Licinins Valerieuys 
ſirnamed Colobus, Roman Emperor;who after he had inhumaoly triumphed 
over S*, Lawrence, & thouſands of other Chriſtians whom he made Martyrs 
or witneſſes ; in an open field Spores vanquiſht him (berray'd ſome ſay by 
Macrines his Liefetenant ) and co his dyiog day made that proud Roman 
his foorſtoole to mount upon: verifying the old ſaid Saw, 
Swperbos ſequitur ultor a tergo Deng. 

Aﬀeer he had tyranniſed twenry yferes hee dyed 4220 Dowinj 273, and 
before the Hegirs or Muſſalmaniſh accompt 347. To Spores followed 
Ormiſds (Cherman-ſba, ſay the Perſians) who at the end of thirreene 
months dyed, and Y9raranes for three yeeres (till dearh prevenred) ſuc- 
ceeded him ; tohim Norſes,(Teſdgird (ay the Perſians:) who afcer ſixteene 
yeeres rule died alſo , and leftro inherir, his ſonne Yorerenes 2 (cogno-

did nor rage more fariouſly againſt che Chriſttans in the leſſer 464, than 

did this Tyrant in the great : he was a poſthumus,and the crowne ſer upon 

his mothers belly , even before his bicth acknowledging him rheir ſove- 

raigne: hee was the Romans inplacable enemy ; by no threars, no bribes, 

no reaſons to be pacihed: he fired Ni/ibis, not valuing that Becchas was 

there borne and ſuckled : after which, in his owne Dominlons he martyrd 

(as Ecclefiaſtick writersreport) fromrhe yeere 337,to 349, above thirty 

thouſand Chriſtians : for in thoſe dayes, thoſe eaſterne parts were molt 

part Chriſtians : rhe names ofmany of thoſe noble Martyrs you have in 

Sovimes : he alſo affronted (bur with bad ſuccefſe) Conflertivs the Roman 

Emperour, who dycd of griefe (o ſoone as hee heard what cruelties Sopor 

had perpetrated upon the Ciriſcos of Singers. Bizebds, Aminds, Bombyce, 

&c. Mopſicrive a Towne under mount 7aurw in huming him. No better < 

lack had that malicious Apoſtar T#/i4n, who when he had done his worſt 

againſt che Chriſtians,cndeavored rhe ſubverſion of Perſie;bur moſt ſtrang- 

ly he is peirced wich a Perſian dart inthe night and expires with a 72»4eww 

viciſti Galilee, and in ht: place 1ovi#ies wich the joyfull' cry of all his 

Camp , Omnes ſumus Chriſtiani , was ſalured Emperour of the Romans. 

He could do bur little good againſt the Perfſians,and therefore returnes ro- 

wards Conſtantinople, but in the way is arreſted by grim death, after hee 

badbeene bur eight months, Emperor.

Perſian Stories lay he apoſtatized; who can tell the truch of it : this is cer- 

taine.chat in che 20 yeare of his reigne 4» Dow. 426 hee dyed ; and thar 

Varewes 4 ( or Beharew) inherited his royalties. By all Writers this 

Prince is raxed for his perfidie, haſt, and crnelrie , eſpecially againſt the 

Chriſtians.

Peroves alta, call'd pherwz by the Perſians; a Prince more rafh 
than valiant : in the 20 yeere of his reigne, the warres of S:y7h;s made an 
end of him. | Folens (or Belaxand Talas) was then choſen King; he ruled 
4 yeeresz to him Cobades, (call'd alſo Chobad and Canader) derhron'd by 
Lemboſes in the 11 yeere of his e: which Lombeſed (orBlaſes)was 
alſo depoſed by the Nobles of Perſe inthe 4 yeere, for that hee had ſer 
forth an Edi&, chat all women ſhould be us'd in common : and Conades is 
re-eſtabliſhed, bur at laſt through his roo much curteſy co his vile brother 
is made blind, and the other mounts the Throne againe. Ar this time 
eat warres commenced 'twixt the Roman and Perſians; the Perſian 
La that at their perſwaſion Zatms (ſonne to Gwrgeens King of the 
Lazarrs, a part of Colchss or Mengrelya) had received Bapriſme at Cos- 
ſtentinople, Inſizn the Emperour witneſſing for him at the Font. Aﬀegr 
chat this Perſian Tyrant had full gorg'd himſelfe with the laughter of 
many thouſands of the Lazarrs and Armenians, Death ſummons himro 
an unwilling accompr, after 3o yeeres tumultuous reigne: and CoZrhoer his 
ſon ( they call him Chezir) is ſolemnly crowned the Perſian King. Abour 
thistime the Roman Monarchy in the Weſt rook end. Chozrhoe of all the 
Tyrants of Perfis was moſt wicked and deſperate : hee firſt concluded 
for 110 yeeres with 1»ftinien the Roman Emperour ; bur quickly 

Lok it, and to the utmoſt of his power them : 'twould bee end- 
leſſe to ſpeak his reftlefſe morion,his barbariſme, his bypocriſy. In meere 
malice he put to death his brother Bolex and Aſpebides his aged Unclezthe 
le murmur at him, and tobe even with them, he commands them to 
follow him into $yrie, where hee ingages their valour and at Pa/myris is 
beaten ſoundly z bur ſo exaſperated that he ranſacks Barrhoſa, Antioch, 
Selucis, Apamee, and other parts; in Pheniciaalſo hee glurs his miſchiefe : 
there hee forced Exphemis a Chriſtian Lady, and of her begot Hormiſds 
who ſucceeded him : hee allo there compelled the chaſt Nymphs of 
Daphnt to offer incenſe to him, as toa Deity: and for their kindneſſe ra- 
viſhe chem. He conſumed the great and ftarely Temple dedicated to Sr.

Domini 574, he commands Artebanus (or Adaarmaves) with a great Army 
ro enter the leſſer Aſie * accordingly they ſpoyle $yris , and unpeople 
Antioch : in Iberie allo and Armenia they entred with no lefſe voracity. 
At this time Arwenis reccived the Chriſtian Faith ; and the Romans have 
coplaints ſent them of Coxyboes his cruelty, Tuſtin ſends Tiberivs (elefted 
Ceſar) toquiet him. His Army was great, and conſiſted of many Nations, 
French , Itelions , Peonians, lWirians, Mifcans, Mſſagets, Iſanrians, Oc. 
cowards 
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towards Armenia he marches to meet with Coſrhot : Ceſeris (the Capp HI 


docian Metropolis) he ſoone maſtered and after long toyle comes in vicw 
of the Evemie. The Perſians were ſtrong and luſtic. The ſignall of bar- 
rell was no ſooner given , bur each man in a wrathfull poſture haſtned co 
yet their furie. Coſrhoe by a ſigh preſages his overthrow , buc doubes ic 
more when when Curſe a Scythian chat led the righr wing of the barcell, 
entred with rare courage into che body of che Pagan Armie, and maſtred 
all:he Perſian baggages: bur the lofle of that faghe did nor ſo much grieve 
him, as that his Fire-god was falne into the hands of his ſcofting Enemies. 
Maoy nighr ſtraragems he invented co recoverir, bue all to ao purpoſe: (6 
thar (eciog ir paſt recoverie, it broke bis heart at Cteſiphon, ow hee had 
ceigned 48 yeares : leaving this report behind him , that to the Chriſtians 
he was cruell; ro the Greeks perfdious z tothe Perſians luftfull and ty« 
ranvicall, In his place, his ſoane Horwiſas (Ormovs by the Perſians hee is 
call'd) was crowned Monarch of Perſia: Auzo Dom.580,of the world 4550 
His cight yearesrule was troubleſome; For in his z yeare, Mevritizs (fon 
io law and Liefetenant to Tiberizs and allo Emperour afterwards) ham- 
mered the face of Perſis ; he ranged where hee pleaſd and did what liſted 
bim ; albeittoprevent it Taws,Coſrbot, Adeorman Alemandure, and Theo- 
dorigue did what they could to hinder him. Anv9 Dom. 589 Philippicus 
with ſome Roman Legions entred Perfls , elpeciallyto comfort the poore 
Chriſtians who were threatned by the cians to be flaine.a)l of them 
that yeare by myracle» Carderiges the Perſian Generall ſuppoſes they 
were forced thither by a fate uncontroleable : bur the evenr prov'd ſuch 
36 in ſted of the Chriſtians above 30000 Perſians were Nine by the great 
valour, the great C:praines Philippicns, Hereclius, and Vitzlion manifeſted 
amooegſt the ſuperſtirious, who depended upon ſome ſupervacurall helps 
ſo lopg that Nacure no whir defended them. ZBoremes a noble Perſianby 
m—_ bur not a ſecond diladventure; for Hormiſde grew ſo madded 
at his late overthrow, that hee forces Barawer to weare womens apparel, 
and with a Diſtaffe in's hand to diſporr the inſulting multirude : bur this 
jeere coſt him deerely, for 3aremes flics into ſuch parts as loved him, and 
incenſes Bywdois a potent Perſian againſt the King, by whole confederacie 
they raiſe ſo great an Armie, and paſle to Shyrez fo privatly, that ere many 
knew of their approach they enter the Citic and impriſon ebe King z yea 
that ſame day crowne his ſonne Chozroes King ; the barbarous Trayrors 
executed cheir wrath upon the Queen & her children, whom moſt cruelly 
they ſawed aſunder : at which Hormiſde expreſles all the fimecims of an ins 
raged man : his ſon eannor comfort hum, becauſe his beloved wife was ir- 
revocable. Coſrhoes in paſſion commands ſome villaines to __ him, 
whoſe crueltic prov'd ſuch as drubdthe wretched Kiog to dearh: an aft 
foinfernally devilliſh, char all Perſia.curſed him. Vpon their murteriogs 
hegrowes tyrannicall , bur Barames that had mounted him, wich the fame 
hand thinks ro pull him downe : the King acquainted with his intent, com- 
mands this and that man to raiſe ſome force to puniſh him , bur into ſuck 
hate was he growne, that none would obey him 3 whereby, to (ave his life 
he flies wich Ceſarcs his wife ro Byzenth, (his Parents dreadfull ghoſts eve- 


ric where hanting him : ) Bur by rhe Ra Emperour Mewritins _ 
n is 
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his Empreſſe is with his Queene and little ones courteouſly welcommed, 
After he had repos'd a while , the Emperour aſſiſted him with an Armie 
commanded by Nerſes and Commentiolns to re-invelt bim in his Empire : 
into Hyerepolu and Martiropolis they eafily entred: at Daraz the Rebel By. 
rames affronted him with an Armie of Scythique-Perſians : bur ſuch was 
the courage of the Chriſtians that Baremes was vanqu:ſhed. Coſrhoes re. 
eurnes the Chriftian his thanks in teares of joy : and knowing nothi 
would better pleaſe them than his conformitie , he preſented chem wir 
a rich Croſſe, of greatvalne in jems and gold, and rerurnes thar other 
( which Theodore wife to Iuſtinian had devoted) brought from Antioch 
by Choſre# che elder , and dedicates another made at's owne charge, cir- 
eumſcrib'd with an hypocririck Motto thus beginoing , Henc Crucers ego 
Ghoſroes Rex Regum ec miſt, &c.Quoniom ope Santt; Sergii Martiris hono- 
rabilis contre Baramum iniqui(ſimum adepti ſumus potum fecimns Ec. Nos 
aureats Crucem lapills diſtiudeam ad ejus Templum miſſuros,&c. una cuns 
(ruce quam Inſtinian Imp. ad Templum ejus miſit, &- quam Coſrhoes Rex 
Regum. Cc. filins { abadi noſtri proavi,goc.huc advehit ,&-c.ad4 dem Santi 
Sergii mittendum curavimus,&c. as you may hind at large memorized by 
Baronins. A Diſh of gold allo be dedicated with this inſcription, Ego Coſ- 
roes Rex Regum,e*c. hec in Diſco inſcribends euravimus non ut ſpefentur 
ob hominibus &c. Nay, he wentfurther in his hypocrifie : hee gave one to 
indeare the Chriſtians (his owne hared him) rhat he affc&ecd to be a Chri- 
ſtian : bur how polirique ſoere he was , his Queene Ceſorce found him a 
diſſembler; Shee (good Lady) ro eſpouſe Chriſt.fled tro Conſtantinople, and 
there received bapriſne moſt joyfully : Coſrboes followzd her with 60000 
men, . and when he ſaw ſhe was nor to be recovered wirhout he would be- 
come a Chriſtian,he alſo was baptized andal! ſuch as followed him ;tothe 
amazement of the Afiatique world : as P. Diacorns has it in his 4 Hib, 
16 ch, In FiGor alſo and in John Abbot of Bicler, as 1s extant in his Epiſtle 
in theſe words, 1» his ergo temporibus guibus Deus ommnipotens proftrato ve. 
ternoſe hereſis veneno, pacem ſus reſtituit Eccleſie, Imp, Perſarnm Chriſti fi- 
dem [uſcipiens,&c, Bar ro (peak of his Apoſtaſie, his crueltie againſt the 
Chriſtians, and other barbariſmes he afterwards perpetrated, would rather 
require a volame than to be confin'd to ſo ſmall a narration as I intend to 
all ofrhem. For ſo ſoone as he heard of the maſlacre of Ma»ritizs,his wife 
and children, by Phocas a Capraine in his Armic; and of che arrogance of 
Boniface the RomiſhBiſhop , who atthat rimie aſſumed the ricle of univer» 
ſal! Biſhop;he rejefts Lilizs che Roman Ambaſl. & Apoſtariſes ; yea vowes 
ro lacrifice himſelfe in Mawritixs his quarell, or be revenged on that villa- 
nous Phores : and rhence-forward he revives hisPagan tirles; in all his let- 
ters and proclamarions beginning thus,Coſrhoes King of Kings,Lord of Lords, 
Ruler of Princes, Salvation of men, &c. By ſuch his blaſphemie he boped te 
aſlure his owne he was once more a Pagan. Anno Dorm.603 with an Armic 
of t00000 men he enrred Syris; there, in Poleſtive and Phenicia doing all 
che miſchiefe imaginable. All the lefſer Aſi parched in his inflamed furie : 
hee harried the poore Chriſtians as farre as Chalcedorn - rakes Copeſſe and 
Fdyſſs. Anno Dom. 612 hee heares of the untimely deaths of Nerſes and 
Phocas his enemies, beheaded by Heraclins the Emperour. Thar yeare 
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alſo he (ackr Apames, Ceſaris, Coppedorie,&e. bur at Antioch is overjoyed 
with a victorie he obtain'd againſt the Chriſtians: This encouraged him to 
oyer-runne Pubs, Ternſelem alſo, where hee derided Zechorigs the Pa- 
' triarch and transferd the Crofſe thence rt: 8hyrez in Perſia +. bee ſubdued 

#eipt alſo, Alexandris, and Lybia; and made the blackr fac'e Erhiopians 
admire his frenzie. The Roman Empire had reaſon to be affrighred, when 
they felt his wrath in An#tolie, chiefly in 4ncyre the Galatian Metropolis. 
'Tis reported that in thar out-breaking he flew 300000 Chriſtians ; agran- 
diz'd by the Jewes who followed him, and payd readie money for many 
Chriſtians, whom withour mexcie they ſlanghtered. Heraclizs ſent 70 
Roman Gentlemen to mediare Peace; 8aes the Perfian Generall threa. 
tens them as ſpies, and barbarouſly beat them back againe. Heraclizs is (o 
impatient at that high indignirie, as with a good number of men he foughe 
with S2es and gets the victorie: Sees for his payment is by Coſrhoes coms 
mand flayed alive, and Sarbergs made Generall. Hereclivs Winterd in the 
Pontique Regions , Serbargs with a monſtrous Armie paſſes through c3/2- 
cis, and one Moone-ſhioe night aflayledche Romans whom he thought to 
have found unprepared : bur by thar haſte loſt 5ocoo of his men, and pave 
a brave encouragement to the Chriſtians, Coſrhoe next yeare ſent Forng- 
bsſſato tric his fortunes, | 

Heracliss requires a truce, but Coſrhoes yvowes revenge, and never to reſt 
vexing the Chriſtians. And to that end ſends Sethyw into Trepizond, bur 
at Azotns, Heratlins affronted Him, and hid the vitoric. Ar Gazacot, 
Cozrhoes dares the Roman Emperour with an Armie:of 50000 Perfians : 
never was battell better foughe nor more doubefully ;'bur ar lengrth the 
Perſians flic away, yea Coſrhoes upon a ſwift Arabian Courſer poſts to 
Theobatmen, hoping there if any where to finde ſaferie. Bur ſuch was the 
general! hare ke bad plunged himſelfe inte, rhat he diſtruſts that Sanftua- 
rie. Heraclixs reſolves to ferrit him, bur coſrboer hearing of his approach, 
thinks ic more ſafe to flie away than looke for help- from thar helplefſe 
Deiry. Hereclivs when he had chroughly ſearched that idolarrous place 
and could not find him, is ſorrieg bur rejoyces againe that his Deaftri were 
thereto execute his wrath on. -The people, ſome he flew, the reſt he ba« 
niſhed : the Flamens he ſacrificed co their Idoll, the Pyrec he incinerated, 
and made other common fire be commixt with that they boaſted they 
had from heaven, and together made it confume the whole Citie taco 
alhes: at Gazaret allo hee did the like whete was another Pyrec iofinitly 
reſorted to by thoſe Idolaters.

This wonder of the world,and which coſt 300 Talents, Mazs (old to Emiſe 
ſaa Jew for 200 pounds ſterlin : who with the braſfſe of ic loded away 930 
Camells. In char Ile he ao defaced ooother Colofſes.and of coftly Mo- 
puments 73000. During this, Heraclizs dyed, Anno Domini 640, after 30 
yeeres rule, and in's place Heracl: Conſtentinus ſucceeded, who in the 7 
month of his Empire was poylonetby Martizs his ſtep-Dame, and Herg- 
clionss her ſonne advanced: bur were forthwith both of them exiled by 
the people, theic noſes and ropgues cut our and ( o#ſtans lalured Empes 
rour in his place. 

Oſmas by chis time had finiſhe his Pcrapbraſe upon the Alcoran, and di- 
geſted ic into 7 ſmall books, ſubdividedinto 114 chapters. Ir hapned thac 
by ſome chance. or other he loſt a Ring of gold which Mebowe? left him, 
and which was to diſcend to every ſucceeding Calyph; no paines, noma- 
gick could recover it: he concealesthe loſle, and made one of filver, em« 
bowelliog a Morto or Symbol, to this purpoſe; 0 Pertinaces, 0 Peniten» 
tes; from which parternc, all Mahomiransco this day weare their Ring 
of filver. 

Oſewen's mind fancies new conqueſts, and under a pretext of charity ; to 
reach thoſe purblind Nations the leflon how'toatraine Paradiſe. 1ndis 
in thoſe dayes was rich and well peopled: ro any would andertake the im- 

ployment he gesa thouſand beneditionss Abdall-ben-Emyr acceprs the 
hazard,& wich 30000 horſe baſts rhicherward;butby new commandsfrom 
Oſnizs who had conſidered how long abufineſſe 'twould beeto ſubdue 
India, he directs his courſe rowards Tartery, Aris hee eaſily ſubjugated 
Coraſas. Manrenohar, Gaſurhen; and took the Cities of Nizebur, Thelecan, 
and Tocheriften; yea all Dilemos to Balk, and as farre as 1:h»# and Ardoe 
would give leave; rivers beyond Oxwe. But Oſwes how victorious fo ere 
he'was abroad, dyed miſerably at home of poylon; which he fuckrt volun- 
rarily, rather than be ſlain by the inragedmulcirude :in the 88 yeere of his 
age, of his Calyphſhip 5 yeeres & 8 months, 4n#o. Domini 655. Heg, 3 5. 
and in his place long-Jurking Ad is ſaluted Kingand Calyph : whoſe rein 
was full of miſcry ; for Mevi ſtormes ar Oſmens fall, and with 100000 
men enters Arabia to depoſe Aly, bur in th'incouncer loſt 10000 men 
hawbeir at the ſecond eryall 47 loſt rhe day,his life, his Empice. Ofthe 
Xeyprtians were ſlaine 15000 : of Saracens 20000; and by which victory K 7, 
Mevi or Maavias was ge-laluted King, Morti#-Aly dyed aged 63, yo was a

Saint Azmwlli being dead, his ſonne S4/ye is aluted King. ln three yeares 
healſo dyed, & 4b»-becr (call'd Bugiaſer & Alman/or) followed him in his 
royalties.eAn.758.Heg.138 he repaired Bagdat. Mahadi-:Abibals ſucceeded 
him, by ſome call'd Negmedden. Phidul eAlly ; to whom, Moſes or Eladi- 
wirzs, facher of that 4meramies the French mgnprate ſomuch of. Ia his 
time iz. 798 Charlemaigne flouriſhed, and this our Ifle altered irs oame 
from Brittaine to England. 'T wixe this «Amarumlus (or Aaron King of 
Perſia) and che Chriſtian Emperour Charies wasgreat friendſhip: Ambaſſa- 
dours and Preſents were ſent from either of them : of which, read X#gir- 
erdas his Secrerarie. This Aaron is thought to haye dyed a Chriſtian. In 
his time many frantick Schollers in the ſight of thouſands of men, threat- 
ned to flie , but in the tryall from one rock ro another dyed miſerably, 
Aaron after 23 yeares dyed, and Mehomet his ſonne reigned after him five 
yeares: Abddls after him; who when hee had raged againſt the Chri- 
ſtians, and rroubled the Ilands in the mediterran Seas, dyed : and was ſuc- 
ceeded by Mulla- Cawn, who allovexrthe Chriſtians, diſturb'd 1tly, and 
dared Rome:{bur he alſo ſuddenly vaniſhed and was ſucceeded by theſe Ka- 
lyphs, Yoececk, Almoto, Montacer, Abbas, Muſtead zem, (in whoſe time hap- 
nedthe greateſt Earthquake ever felt in Aſia) Almotez, MoGadisbils. Anng 
875-Heg.355,Almet-Hamed, Mutazed, MoGafi-Byle, Motader, Elbaher, Rat- 
ſhe, Razi-bils, MuGeacfi, Moriah, Taysha, Kaderkamet and Mil omet-Ek-takert 
ic. Gods ſervantzio whom ended the Chalyphg ofche Arabique or Perſian 

Pedegree. For thene4#.1030 Heg. 410 camenin the Turquemen led by 
Tawgrolipix, firſt call'd into Perſis by Aahomet the then Sulcan to afſſt him 
againſt rhe Babilonians : but (after he had freed him from that danger) de- 
ſires leave to goe into Armenia to viſit his kindred lately ſeated chere, and 
is denied : an unkindnefſe of ſuch force that Hahomet ere he could aps 
ous the enraged Turk, was forced to diveſt both life and Kingdome. In 

im the family of Saint «4ſmul{ eclipſed,rill $ha-1ſmael diſpeld the inter- 

poſing cloud, and reſuſcicarted rhe glory of his Anceftrie. The Boyizan 

Kings who begun Anne Heg. 319, and ended 420 Heg. 480. Inthe Incho- 

ſin they are chronicled and ar $hyras I have alreadie ſpoken concerning 
them. 

The ſuccefior of Tangrolipix was —_— ſon of Ertrogyl che Ogaigh 
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who in the yeare 1300 Heg.680. layd the fonndation of the Turkiſh Em- 
pire in Exrope and ſta : the Salghucian (of the ſame exrraftion) comman- 


and Tartars ded Perſia: agrandiz'd by Togrvi-beg,lonne of Michael,ſonne of Salghuciue, 
conquerPer= ſgnne of Didecws a Turq'man. Togrulbeg (fome Fay) was flaine by treaſon: 


his ſacceſour was Pharrg-2ed, Meſnds ſonne : (laine by O/s-ben-#ſoliy 
Prince of Gaſ#ehen : to him followed Ebram-ben-Maſnd, whoſe ſonne Mg. 
ſud marcied the daughter of Melee ſha, King of Twry ſtan. Meſudfrom Co. 
roſan entred Perſia with a great Armie,and neere to Tohyyz flew 4/moſtar. 
ſhed-bila-Caliph , and in another Gpht Raſhed-bylz his ſonpe at Hiſpahaws, 
To Maſud in Gaſnehen ſucceeded $ha-ſolan, (laine by Babaror ſha his bro- 
ther, 1x. Heg. 499zto whom followed his fonne Coſrhao ; who afrer he had 
forraged India dyed A.H.540 : and in himtook end,the Saburaque family, 

In thoſe times as K#liphs of Babylon and part of Perſia, were Ghaladud. 
danl, whoſe ſeventh ſucceſſour Myſtaed-2:m3 was flaine by Cings Chan An, 
Heg 580; Almoſtanſor bila Manſor in his place governed Caldes and Perſia, 
Ot choſe Tarrars | have formerly ſpoken. Deſcend wee therefore to the 
yeare of our Lord 141 5 Heg. 295.fach time as Chare- Mahumedthe Turk 
re-entred Perſia. Hee ruled three yeares and left Kara-1/aph to ſucceed 
him; who allo after three yeares dyed at Carbymn, and letr ſix ſonnes, viz, 
Pir-buds cawn,'Scander-mirza, Toon ſhe, Sha-Mabomet, Abuzed1a, and Mir- 


ſa- Abſalt ; all which dyedunrimely by envie.and one anothers emulation, 


Of thoſe ſeven, lvon-ſh4'was laft;and he alſo 'flaine with Acen-4ly his ſonne 
by Acem-beg : ar that time the family of the Guſpan Coaracnls or black- 
ſheepended ,and che Guſpan 4cori or whice-ſheep took beginning. The 
firſt were Turks ; the laſt} Armenians. 

Acem beg (otherwiſe eA1'd Yſan-Caſſan) conquerd Perſia 4n. Dom.x 470, 
Heg.850.he (abjefted Hyrae;Trakeyn, Aderbayon,Kabonrara. Moſendram.Car- 
man.,and ( wſiſten: and afrer eight yeares command dyed at XKazbyn in Sher- 
van,& was ſolemnly bnried. He left behind him ſeven (ons ; 02orlx. $ultan- 
Kalyl, Iacob-mirza, Toſint, T ſuf, Maczud, and Zenal-beg. O gorln was poy- 
ſoned : Katyl was ſlaine by Maczwd-beg : Toſtas and Synell were (laine inthe 


Turquiſh warres. Tacob was murthered by a Whore at Tauriz : and Yuf 


dyed of an Impoſtume. The ſeven fonnes of Yſas Caſſan being all dead, 
the Empire deſcendedupon Baiſangor, Tacobs fonne ; hee was depoſed by 
Ruſtan-beg fonne to Muczud- beg. Next yeare Baiſangor rerurn'd with 
many of his Armenian friends , bur in che way dyed. K&»ſtan that yeare 
was dethroned by Hagmetr beg ſore of Ogorly ; and he by Kac:m-beg and 
Hayb- Snitan, ewo powerfull rebellsy who allo by 4/van beg were (laine, 
and in Spahawn all of them buried. Afvan-beg, Baiſangor's brother after 
he had ruled Perſia five yeares. An. Heg. 878, was vanquiſhed by Iſmael his 
Aunts ſonne: and two yeares after, Morad was ſlaine at Spahawn. In him 
ended the race of white ſheep, who tender Acem-beg had conquered Perſea, 
In 1ſma'l revived Saint Azwnlly and Mortis-Ally's glory ; whoſe ſuccefſors 
at this day rule Perez. 1 will very briefly rouch ſome paſſages of their 
Reizne,that I may haftenro ovr other T ravells. 

Iſmael (renamed Sopby was inveſted Monarch of Perſiz Ar. Dow. 1500, 
Heg.880.He drew his pedegree from Mortzs- 4/5 King of Perſiz, 4uno Dom. 
750 Heg-130. Ina deſcentof 35 Princes, ſome of them are tnus named,

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*4bi-Taleb(or Abutalip) had Mortis- Ally, Father of Mahowet Mahady,from 
whom Mxter, Saint 4 ſmully,and Selys deſcended : rothem, theſe ; Shec- 
Gophy Eddin-Iſaack firnamed (from his learning and piery) Cutbel-enha, 
to whom in order are theſe, Sher- Moſes, or Mizra- Sedrydiin, Shee-Ally- 
Shec-Ebrahym, Siet-Gunet, $Shec (or Stet) Aydar, and Shaw-1ſmae : Whoſe 
Ticle ro the Crowne was this. Shec- Sofy ſnch time as Tamberlane returned 
from his Turquiſh Conquefts, chis Shec was of that holineſſe and fitne that 
that great Monarch vouchſaf't not only to viſic him at 4rdaveet, bur alfo 
to expreſſe his beſt affetions. Hee made no other ufe of che Tartars fa- 
vour {ave to beg the lives of many thouſands of miſerable Perſians , whom 
by Hohero-Mirſa's folly, Tamberlanehad markt out for death. Thar att ad- 
dedinfioirly to che Saxt0's credit. Tambertane dyed 4220 1439. Hes, 787, 
and is buried at AnZer in (at heye. The Perfian Saint lived bur three yearcs 
afrer him : of whom I may ſay, as Horace did of another. 
Creſcit occnltovelut Arbor £99 
Fama Sophyi. 
$3et Guyet his ſonne, by the excellenr report his Syre had honoured him 
wich, nor only 1nheriting bis farhers repuce,bur ſo popularly beloved,thar 
he ſuddenly harches the ambitious thoughts how to diſpoſſeſſe 7008-8he of 
the Empire Hee arrempts ir divers wayes , bur finds none fo ſure as by 
making a Schifme in their Religion he therefore diftates a new Carravs, 
wherein he villified &accurſt the three fucceffours ro Mabomer,and magni- 
fied Mortis Ally: adding this, Thar he was lineally fr6 him deſcended. 1oos- 
Shs eſpics his drift and ſeeks ro kill him : But he (doubring no leſſe)avoyds 
it;avd flies inroArmenis, where Yſan Caſſan entertained him wich all reſpe&t 
le, and ro make ir more apparane beſtowes his dapghrer Marfha(Ka- 
daijon Katun the(Perſians call her upon Deffyws daughrer, to Cale-loannes 
Emperour of Trepiſoad ) upon Ayday his forme : on whom he begort two 
ſonnes, Alh-Sha firnamed Swhmes, and Sha-Iſmart. Ally was ſlaine in the 
Cradle by Prince Izcxp their Uncle, Fas Caſſans fone. Bur 1ſmael found 
mercie from Ruſian Amanſor (ent to murcher him : and who lived ro re- 
venge his fathers and brothers death upon him. Aydar in the Annalls of 
Perſis is ſaid ro have ſubjefted Trebizond, & to have Him far as Emperous 8 
moneths ;conquerd afterwards by Mahomet the firſt Turquifh Emperour, 
Upon Yſe» {oſſa#'s conqueſt of Perſia,he alſo recovered his Barony of 4r- 
deveel : but (by the treacheric of Iacwp) at his beſieging Tabriz, was (laine 
by Phornce- Tſe the then Viceroy of Suftavy and Tabrizras. | 
I have told you that Tſar} in revenge of his Fathers murther, andro 
make good his claime from Ay, in two bartells (wherein hee vanquiſhe 
Ales and Morod Kings of Perſia) made himfelfe Monarch of rhar Empire. 
For npon his flight into Arzenion he was ſo welcommed, rhar m memorie 
of his Grandfires kindneſſe ro them (when hee begd rheirlives of Tamber- 
laws) they all roſe in his defence: namely thoſe great Tribes, the Auxer- 
chiars, Romlu, Snfiab.Eſtayalu, Kayridac, Verſabli, Shamlu,Zul:aderlu,ehc. 
by whoſe help hee flew Phorxc 7ſſup , conquerd Shervan, at Tabryz beat 
Abyas, and in bimmſelfe eſtabliſhr che Empire.ln memory of which, and the 
other hee gave Morod thar yeere neere Shyras, heeinftitured an order of 
Cooſel-baſha's; in them both memorizing - diſceatfrom Mahadys 12 —_ 
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of Ocen ſonne of 4th, and the Mamalzcks who then flouriſhed. _ 

Bajazet the Turk ſquints at 1/maels greatnefle , having formerly in his 
appetite devouredPeyſie. Bur ſuch was 1ſavaePs high courage & vertue,that 
he not only reſiſted the utmoſt furie of Bejezetb , bur alſo made the Tar- 
ears and Indians tremble ar his fortnne. The Perſiavs honoured him, the 
Armenians loved him , but the Jewes deified and afſfured him hee was 
the Meſfias they ſo long wayted for : But 1/amaels ſeverity towards them 
upon thar blaſphemie , made them quickly recanr, and rather think him a 
ſecond Veſpofiav. Ere I goe further, let mee ſpeake a word of his firname 
hy 


Iſmezl at his Coronation proclaim'd himſelfe King of Perſia by name of 
Pot-Shaw-Iſmact-Sophy. Whence rhat word Sophy was borrowed , is much 
controverted, Whether it be from the Armenian idiom, ſignifying wooll, 
of which the Shaſhes are made that enobled his new order. Whether the 
name was from Sophy his Grandfire , or from rhe Greek word Sophos im- 
poſed upon Aydar at his conqueſt of Trepizondby the Greeks there,I know 
nor. Since then many have calledrhe Kings of Perſis, Sophy's : but I ſee 
no proper reaſon for ir ſince 1ſmaels ſonne, grand and great grand- ſons 
Kings of Perſianever continued char name\rill rhis that now reignes,whoſe 
name indeed is Soffee, bur caſuall. 

1ſmaelthe ſecond of his reigne,ſubjefted Sherwan and Gheylan ; Pare Hy- 
erac, and Cuſiſtan ; Kerman,Macron, and as farre as Taſqunes. Coom was com- 
monly his Winter rendezvous. The fourth yeare by E/z9s- beg he purpo- 
ſed co infeſt the Tartars:but Elias through negle& was vanquiſhr in the way 
by Ocenbeg-Geboly Lord of Chalat-Phernsky, who at I/me:tiqpproach for- 
fihes his Caſtle , bur is forced our by flux and famine z hee arg fifry of his 
beſt men ſlaine,and the reſt pardoned. Which done, he hafts back to Tezd, 
hearing that Mehorwet had beficgedir : be quickly rais'd the ſiege and bur- 
ned Mehomet. And after hee had compounded ſome differences '7wixt 
himſelfe and Morod:ſha, brother to 4lven ; anzo Dom. r 597. Heg. 887, hee 
journeyed to Shyrez where he was ſolemnly crowned : bur next day pur 
to death 30000 —_— as were citherguiley of his Fathers death,orhad 
taken part with Morodagainſt him, Thatyeare he haftned into Moſendraw 
and repuls'd che Tartarrs, albeithe had not above 20000 horſe, and Yiu- 
chen and his were above 300000. Andtoreraliate them he billiced bis men 
that Winter in Taros; but ſo foone as the weather permitted hee entred 
T#%zz, intending to ſpoile Samerchena. But hearing of 8»/tan 0cen's death, 
and chat Shec-beg-chaws an Ou%-beg, had uſurped the Crowne of Corgaſes; 
in the behglfe of che injur'd Princes Ocezs ſonnes, he entered Coraſan; and 
in a long fought barrell *ewixe him-and the Rhumeſtans , flew Sho-beg- 
c4wn, 30060 Tattars, and made Acen-Ally be crowned King ; upon condi- 
tion that at his death ir ſhould hold of the Perfian Dyadem. That Sum» 
merhe paſſed 0xws, and flew (hampplbe the Manrenahar King , ſacke the 
ſtrong Act hams, depopulared Dargas, Farghwan,Azfaker,and many 
other ſtrong holds in T'ſogd, Kennengh, Gazneben, Manrenaber, Rhnmeſtan, 
Twrgſten, farre beyon em Ouz- beghian Metropolis : and returning, 
he ſackt T#zz, Sekolkend, Sikameit,&c.ſufficiently retaliating what his own 
Nation had formerly ſuffered from the Black-ſheep of that vagrant Coun. 
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« trey : and when he had fully glurred himſefe amongſt the Tarrarrs, came 
joyfully back to Coomm, where he was received with all ſymproms of joy 
[ poſſible to be expreſſed. 

Next ſommer he went into D'arbeg againſt the-Turks, who fo ſoone as 
they had heard of 1ſmarls doings in Tartary centred Bagdat and expreſt 
their urmoſt villanie there ; — them Raffadins or Schiſmaricks, and 
curtiog off che noſes and thumbs of many hundredPerſians, In their re« 
venge Iſmael affronts rhem with 50000 horſe, and in deſpight of what ©4- 
rizy and4ly-Baſhaw could do,upon the bancks of Tygris he gave the Turks 
an overthow; and that yeere ſeconds itby another he gave the Beglerbeg 
of Anatolia : whereat Bajazeth ſtormes, but Iſewert to exalperate him took 
a Swine into his Court, and names it Ba ja%2th,madding che Grand- Senior 
and his Ambaſſador; bur joyingthe Perſians; to ſee the excellent courage » 
of their Emperour. Art this time alſo, Teke/es, afavoriteto Iſmael: father 
Ayder to propagate the Reformarion leads 20000 men into Trepiſond;whi- 
ther the Armenians flockt in ſuch abundance, that char $ye? entred Twrquy 
with 200000 men, as farre as Tconium in Lycaonie; where heevanquithr 
Mobomet and Orcen the 2 youthfull Nephews of Bojezerh : C arogozesthe 
Baſſa of Aſfaalſo he triumph over ; ſacke Cut9y, and in the plaines of 4#- 
cira pat to flight 4Uy-Baſſa and his innumerable company, yea had 1ſaraet 
taken the advantageto have backt him, he had prov'danother Temberlain: 
bur wanting his countenance and other neceſlaries, Tonnſes Boſſa neere to 
Anti.Taurur conquered him : and which was no leffe miſerable; that fa- 
mous Capraindoing ſome violence to a Carravanhe mer with by the way, 
is at this cntring Cashye apprehended, and by Iſmarls command burned. 
Anno Domini 1511. Heg. 891. Iſmael recovered Bagdat, Barrhyerk-bey the 
Sulran berrayiog ic and opening a poſterne where-through the Perſians 
entred, Mhomet Beſſa being forced to flie to fave his life, That yeere hee 
entertained Lemizs (the Portugall Agent)at Caſbas; who was led into the 
Army by Mirza Abucacathe ficld Marſhall : the wbich Lewizs reported ro 
Albuquerq,that Iſmael had 350000 Pavillions _ chere, and in the field 
120000 men. | That yeere 54jazetb was poylonned by a Jew, and in his 
Place S:hym his younger ſon,made Emperor of Twrquy.: That yeere,Mored 
ſonne to;Sultan Ac'mat, Bajezeths eldeſt fonnefledto Iſmael for lafery; 
and Aledynhis brother,to Campſon Gavrus Sultan of Zgype : where both 
were welcomed. Selyzs prepares to fetch them thence : but 7ſarec/ irri- 
rates his vexation z and incourages Merad with 10000 horſe (promiſing 
roſecond bim by Yſref-oglas with 20000 more) to forrage Twrquy * ac- 
cordingly Morad pait through Armenia the lefle,and in Coppadocis ſhewed 
bimſelfe 2n adverſarie. Chendemwus with great forces oppoſes him : who 
upon notice of his Uncles approach fell back to Yfref, and borh of then 
to Anti-Taurws, where A4ladules quicrly ſuffered him to paſſe the Moun- 
eaincs into Armenis;whither they knew ere-long the Grand-Senior would 
hunt after them. Selyzz commands his whole forces ro follow him inro 
Perſia : Chendemwes for diſwading him is flaine; but by Ebrabims Baſſa's ad- 
vice after long march inro Armenis, he got; where in the Calderan plains 
was fouzhe *cwixe the Turk and Perſian a moſt memorable batrel! : Tjmraet 
with 30000 Perſians for 16 houres maintaining the fight wich Se/yzze and 
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go0000 Turks; and where {if the Turquiſh Artillery bad nor diſordered # 
and affcighted rhe Perſian horſe) che Perſian had glorioufly criumphed : 
bur as it was, for one Perſian xo Turks were flaine; and neither of ) 
them obteined conqueſt :rhe horror of ir ſuch, that che Turkiſh Ann- 
alls call that dayes 6ghr, The day of Doom, Anzo Lomini 1515. Heg, 
895. Selm eeturnd with new forces into Armenia,bur bythe way ſtrangled 
Aladenles the Mountanous King: 1ſmerl leaves Synal-beg to purſue his con- 
queſt of Moſendrawm, and with z0000 horſe, attended Se/ym at Tabriz : 
bur Selyev diverrs bis firſt thoughts, and at an unexpected houre entery 
Agypt, and by the laughter of the Sultan Compſon (berrayed by Caver- 
beg Sulran of Aleppo) conquered it and gave end tothat order of Marws- 
lucks which from Sulcan Soladyse who lived Anno Heg. 896. had contion- 
ed wich much fame and excellencic : Towambeyws ſought ro have reſtored 
it, but 8elyen-made his life the price of ir, 
Anno Domini 1514. Hegaria 894. She-Tamas was born, whoſucceeded 
Iſmerl in the Empire ; in 5 yeeresafrer,he had alſo Hel- cows, Som-Mirzs, 
and Becrem-tawn : (ome call them, Elias, Sormiza, and Bearbon-caws, An. 
Doz. 1 520. S:{ym che Turkiſh Emperour dyed,and was fucceeded by 8Soly- 
man. Auvo Domini 1525. Heg. 965. 1ſmactallo dyed; inthe 40 of his age, 
and his rejgne, 20 yeeres. 
_ Iſmael sfaqure ſoones did what they could to ruine the Empire, by one 
anothers ruine : Hel-caws eſpecially:who ro effeft ir, ſyded with the Tur- 
kiſh Emperour. Viembeg alſo (who had married their ſiſter) laboured ir. 
But albeit Solymesn did bis beſt by his owne forces and by their treaſons , 
yet ſuch was his ill lack, that (excepting Babylon and Tobryz) they got no« . 
thing but ſadexpericnce : for Tewss upon notice of the Turkiſh encry , 
leaves Keziew Baſſaand Coraſan (which he then had beſciged) and haſts to 
Carhbjn ; the Turks fo foone as they had rifled Tobryz, recrear; bur are (o 
aſſailed in the rear by De/eavent bes, ſtill as they marched, that they could 
not prevent the loſſe of 40 Cannon, 3 Sanſacks, 800 Janiſaries, and of 
Aſaps or common men above 20000: a vicorie (o plauſible, that ro this 
day upon the z and to of Ardabehiſh or October, ris with many ſignalls 
of joy ſolemnized :.4yeeres after, as Morod had done to Iſmael, lo Bajazet 
Selman ſonnc fledto Tymar; ro (ave his life, willing ro part with his hopes 
of a Monarchy : hiszebellions and injuries to his father and brocher had 
beene many and notable ; ſo as Heſſe Beſſa comes to ( arbys, and upon 
aſſuring Tame: that  4jezetb came purpoſelyto kill him, thar infortunate 
Prince was by chat old villaine firangled, and his 4 ſonnes allo ; Homer , 
Mored, Schmas, and Mahowert. Solymen next yeere enters Perſio wich 
150000 Men. Tawar affrighred with their great ordnance, hyres 5000 
Portugalls from 0rway and 1ndya, who brought 20 Cannon along with 
them, and by whoſe: helps the Turks were vanquiſhed. Thar yeere Tomes 
entred the 0#2- begs country and returned victorious: and next into Cabs; 
whencehethoughr ro have gone to Leboye;bur upon newes that Mwſtephs 
(Solywass eldeſtfonne and brother to Bejezeth,larely at Cobys ſtrangled) 
-was fled from his Father ro him from ſuccour, hereturnes and welcomes 
- him, willing any way to agrandize diſcord amonſt the 0itomens. Solmes 
F -." In perlon with 8500 men followes him; in every place bee came thar 1o- 
ved 
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ed the Perſian, perpetraring all ſorr of favage cruelty. Art Eres, Tamss 
fought with Solywen, but with worſe ſuccefſe rhan formerly ncere Bagger: 
for 1000 Perſians were ſlaine, and 20000 Turks; but by their numbers the 

erfians were forced to leave the field; which when Myffophe ſaw, hee 
fled ro his Father and beſceches (for Roxelens his Mothers fake) par- 
don : but ir would not be ; his Father forthwith made him to be 


(rangled. 

Anno Domini 1576. Heg, 956. King Tamas dyed at Ca2byn, aged 68; ha- 
ving relgned 50 yeeres ; and left his eldeſt fonne Mahomet ro ſucceed 
him : hee had in all, r2 ſonnes and 4 daughters ; Maomer, Iſmael, Aydar, 
Sulyman, Emangel, Mord, Muſtaphs, Ally, Hemed, Ebrahim, Hamnz#, and 
Izms cawn. Iſmact during his ſtay at Cohac complots with” Peris-Conconng 
and Sabamal-can; by whoſe help hee ſtrangled Ayder, and beheaded 8 0. 
ther of bis brethren : hopefull alſo ro meet with Mohome? - who being 
fled to Georgia finds ſuch friends that ere long he returned with r2000 
horſe,Curds and Georgians;by whoſe ſervice, and the valour of L-venthy. 
beg.he arrives at Spabawn: where he had newes of T/avecls death, Oain in his 
bed by Periaconconng and 4 Sultans, who entred habired like women, A#; 
Dom. 1577.The ſame yeere that 7/avae} was thus ſlain, Peris- Conconna was 
alſo made away by Salmas-Mirts, at the command of Mahorrer, 

Mahomet (call'd Codobandaby the Turks ) had tnany ſonnes : Zmael , 
Muſtapha,Mir-can, Guynet, Sophy, &c. Iſmatt was famiſhrto dearh at Cay- 
habe Caſtle neere Tabriz, by meanes of Meſſombeg the favorite : the reſt 
of his ſonnes dyed untimely, He had alſo 3 ſonnes begor of Toow- Conns 
| Princefſe of Heri and Coraſſan : Emyr-Hamze mirze, Sultan Ayder, and 
Abbas. Emyr-hamze-mirzs, was the moſt famons, ative, and,beloved 
Prince that ever to this day lived in Perſia. When he commanded , they 
thoughr nothing impoſſible : the Turks, the Indyan, the Arab, and Tartar 
fearedhim z with 40000 horſe hee yanquiſhr zo0000 Turks neere 72x, 
and cleared Armenia of thoſe Locuſts. After thar, with 30000 Perſians 
and Ouzbeghians hee over-threw them at Erez, and obteyned a moſt 
plorious victory. Two yeeres after, A#no Domini 1580. Heg. 960 at 
Bagdet he beat the Turks ; at that time of Perſians being laine 0000, 
bur of Turks 50000. Next yeere,he oppoledrthe Tartar neere ro Sumachy 
and flew 20000 of their men : and that fame month of the Turks led by 
Myſtapha Baſſs tooooo : but with lofle of above 40000 of his owne men. 
An.Dom. 1584. Heg. 964. necre Var againe, he flew above 20000Turks: 
and with his own hands ſlew the Sulran of Caramit, the Generall ;the 
Baſha of Trebizond,and 5 Sanzacks. Art Sencezen the inſting ſpring,he 
alſo bear Oſman the Baſhi (who dyedrothink of it)and flew above 23000 
other Turks. Ar Teph/is he vanquiſht Sycals the famous Baſha, and flew 

of his Turks ; the Prince loſing g0oo Perfians : bur by that victory 
regained Tabriz, Babylon, and all other fuch places as King Tomes had Annd 
Domini 15 37. Hee. g17, loit to Sohmen. Next yeere he took Derbeat from 
the Turk, and ncere to Tephlys with 20000 horſe, ſcatrered and flew 
$5000 Turks :fo diſmall ro 4mwrath, thar rather than ſee his face M»ſt2- 


phe by voluntary poyſon ar the age of 78 gave up the ghoſt, and Act the 


rehonned Ennuch reſoly'd ro beg tather than ro ſee Perſis againe. Bur 
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Synon Baſſas was (o puft up with his late conqueſts (at Cypres, Mate, and, 
— he ama his ment; and ro that end with 100000 men 
he encred Georgie, (ackr Tephlys, and in Shervasn did many milchictes: bug, 
lague and famine purſuing him, the Prince of Perſis ere the Tarrar cou] 

joyne with Syzon bad him barcell at Corſe inthe Turq'men confines and 
beat him,bur two dayes after loſt 5000 men more,and was forced back to 
Trepizosd : Burarlengrh, what enemies abroad con1d nor effeft, ar home 
his brother Abbas perperrated by poyſon : ivſomuch as in the vigor of hig 
age, and hopes of hanber wan. Ilant Prince goes down not aged 
30:and of ſuch force with purblind ?, that in few dayes after hee 
expired : An. Dow. r585 .Heg.g65.after8yeeresreigne,and at Ardaveel by 
his father was ſome part buried. 

Abbas had much adoe to quiet the diſtemper of the Perſians; ſuch hate 
they bore him forhis cruelty. Ar Casbyu hee found moſt welcome : they 
had conſidered the other two were irrevocable, & that it concerned them 
to have ſomeexpert man to defend chem fromthe Turk, who almoſt eve- 
ry day from Tahriz affronted them. Spahaws indeed paid deerely for her 
rebellion. The firſt yecre of his reigne Amwrath the Turkiſh Emperour 
ſent his Ambaſſador to Abbas, ro command him (if he defired peace) to 
ſend him his ſonne 1ſavae as a hoſtage : che Ambaſſador had better have 
ſtayed athome, for albeir hee eſcaped with his life , yet hee was miſe- 
rably baſtinadoed. Enraged by that meſſage hee beſieged Tabriz, and 
eaſily forced the Turks thence, as alſo oyr of Yes and all 4rmenis: two 
yeeres after he beat them our of Balſorac and Bagdet ; yea made D yorbee 
aad 14zirytoo hot for them. By Cxrchiki-can he ſubdued Ghey-l2n 3 by T «- 
mas-coolibeg, Mozendram ; by Ferret-chan , Candehar ; and by Lolla-beg 
and Emangloy-cawn,Larr, Cuſiſtan, Carmen, Macron, and part of Iazireyor 
Arabia : yea tothis laſt over-rhrow at Babylon, he gave ſucceſlively to Ma» 


- homet 3, Acmat, Oſman, Muftapha, and Ammureth, all of them Grand Seig- 


niors, above 20 other (everall over-throwesz moſt of which che Turks 
conceale, and thence it is that we have them nor recorded in our Turkiſh 
Hiſtories. 


Aboutthistime, Abbas becameinraged againſt the Georgians : and up- 
on this occaſion. | 

8cender, lake King of Georgia (a Countrey confyning palus Meotir, 
'ewixt the Euxin and Caſpian ſeas) by a Sarcaſhimn Lady bad z hopefull 
ſonnes ; Scander-cawn, Thre-beg, and Conſtandell : all boruc Chriſtians ; 
bur for preferment the two laſt named became Boſarmen or circumciſed. 
T re-beg ſerv'd the Turk ; Conftendel, the Perſian. Conſtandell was naru- 
rally deforned, bur of ſuch an ative ſpirir, that bis bodily imperfetions 
were not noted: yer his hatefull ambition rendred him more than mon- 
ſtrous. Ithapned that Abbas vowed ſome revenge upon the Turk ; and 
to that end gave order to Aly-caws to trouble rhem. ( o»ſtandel per- 
ceives the occaſion right to attempr his belliſh reſolucions, and res. = 
afrer long ſuir gor to be joyned in Commiſſion with the Perſian Generall. 
Through Georgie they go : where Conftendel under a pretext of Dury vi- 
ſits his ſad Parents, who (upon his proteſt that his Apoſtaſy was counter- 
feir) joyfully welcomed him : bur forgetring that, and all other ryes of

pf villanies poſſible. Burt how ſecure ſoerc hee ſtood in his owne fancie, 
the dreadfull Juſtice of an impartiall God retaliared him :the reft of his 
life proving to vhis helliſh Aſaſſinare infinirly miſerable; for firſt , neere 
Sumachan, Cycals's ſonne the Turkiſh Generall , wounded him in the 
arme, and by that forfeired the victory tothe Perſian. That ſame nighe 
he was alſoafſaulted in his tent by his inraged Country-nien; who in his 
place, (for arrhe firſt alarme he eſcaped) cut a Caramire in peeces, his ac« 
curſed bed-fellow : and albeit hee fo farre exaſperated the Perſian to re- 
venge, thar he broughtthe whole Army into Georgiz, refolving there ro 
2& uoparellel'd tragedies; yer was hee over-reachr in his ftratagems : for 
upon parlee with the Queen (his late brothers wife) he was ſhot ro dearh, 
ara private ſignall given by thac Amazon to ſome Muſqueteers, ambuſhed 
of purpoſe *'rwixt borh the Armies. A juſt puniſhment tor fuch a viper. 


For cawt he rebe 4 puniſhment more fit Nec enim lex juſtior ulla «& 
Than he ſbould die, that firſt isvented it: Quam necis atificis, arte petire lya, 


But 4654 (glad of all advantages to ſpoyle and conquer) takes the 
affronr as done in his deſpighr, in that {onftandel/ was his ſubjeft and a Ma- 
homeran; and therefore ſtudies their deftrudtion : bur ſuch good reaſons 
Ally-cawn gave him to the contrary, that hee alrers his firſt intents, and 
ſeekes by conferring his beſt love upon young Temerich their Infant King 
to oblige their affeCtion : and accordingly returned him into Georgia roy- 
ally arrended, yeamade him bee crowned King in Georgiz, with all cere- 
mony requirable. Bur long theſe Halcyon dayes endured nor ; for the 
Grand Seniors Ambaſſador at Speherrn laboured by all wayes how to ſepe- 
rate this their Union; &by deceit effetted ir:Firft wiſpering in Temerisks 
eares that Abbes hated him; and then riade Abbas beleeve that Temerishwas 
an undoubred creature of che Grand Seniors : fo that (upon Temeriihs 
deniall ro come to Abbas) he enters Georgie with 30000 horſe, where Lol- * 
Ia-beg, at his Maſters command, made fire and ſword equally tyrannicall. 
Temerish was forced to the Turk, from whom he gor ſuch forces, that hee 
re-entred Georgie, and ſlew the Perſique Gartiſons, yea forraged beyond 
Tephlys into Medya © which ſo inraged 4bb 5 that from Moſendram he ifſucd 
with a greater Army than formerly, and in Georgie made a more terrible 
execution : firing their Churches, houſes, and Malberry-rrees; deftroy- 
ing their ſilk-wormes ,and maſlacring young and 61d, withour mercy, But 
ſo ſoone as 4bbes was gone, Temerickh re-poſſeſſed his deſolate Countrey 
and by a ſtratagem of Morad-cawns, in ſome ſort required the Perſian 2 
for Moradlike another Zopyras, deformes his face, flies ro Cozhya,and is 
welcomed: prerends that Texmerich had ſo mrtilated him z and that hee 
reſolved robetray him to the Perſian, Abbas beleeves him, and ſends 12 : 
famous Dukes and an Army along with him : bur being pon the Geor- 
plan Confines, and knowing that the Perſians were fearelefſſe of danger, 

eiſſues at midnight from his owve quarter apon them wich 500 volun- oh 
tary Georgians (whom hee bad appointed ſhould accidentally _ -_  WH- 3 
| Þ ehele | -; 
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their ſervices) with ſuch hideous clamours,that 11 of thoſe Dukes and Joo > 
men were {laine; the reſt fo rerribly affrighted, that they rather choſe ro : 
dye any other death than hazard any more adventures amongſt tholey) 


Chriſtians. Since which, 46s (by mediration of his Colel-baſbaws, who 
are moſt of them Georgians) has firmed a fure friendſhip with the Geor- 
ians. 

If I ſhould but memoriſc his ſcverall victories againſt che Tartar, Geor- 
gian, Mogull, and Arabian; It would be enough to make a Book volumi- 
nous. Burt I promiſed to weave no circumſtances: for if that conld have 
beene accepted of, I had herealſo (poke his journey and warrevof Arme- 
nia ; and his tragick aGis againſt his own children : which in regard I have 
elſewhere glanced at, I have here pretermitted purpoſely; this only be re- 
membred : That Sha-4bbas dyed Anno Domini 1628, Heg. 1008. aged 70, 
having ruled the Perſian Empire 43 yeeres; and was buried, part at Caz- 
byn, part at Ardeveef, in the Chappell where are intombed his famous and 
warlike Progenitors : Andalbeic in the infancy of his reigne he had beene 
Tyrannicall, yer ſuch was the Majefty of hisaſpe&,bis courage. policy,wiſ- 
dome,& good fortune 1a all his wars,that never any Prince before him was 
better beloved, and every way by all Symptoms of Duty and reſpe&,more 
honoured. His Careto adminifter Juſtice z his Zeale to Strangers, whom 
he ever much regarded, and gave all ſafery and priviledges to; ir becing 
his uſuall phraſe, that Strangers added efpeciallyto the luſtre of his Court, 
more than any Domeſtiq* magnificence z his Labour to increaſe Com- 
merce with other Nations ; his lIacouragement to Souldiers; his Iodul- 
gence to Merchants of his owne Nation; and in a word, his great Knows- 
ledge in Hiſtory and Philoſophy, not only made him to bee adored by his 
owne, but admired at by Travellers z eſpecially when with him they com- 
pared other Emperours and Princes of Afiz, who ſuck wich delight their 
native ignorance : and thence it was that Abbas went to his grave, with 
ſuch generall lamenration as made it known that he was theic Father, Pro- 
rector, and Emperour. 

In his lace was Sha-Soffy ( 4bbas his Grand-ſonne) ſaluted King; whoſe 
fathers death and his brothers I have elſewhere remenibred, 

Of $ha-Soffy I will ſay little, ſave thar ſince hisbeing King (albeit very 
young) hee has vanquiſhr che Turks 4 times: albeic rwice the Grand- 
Seignior was in perſon to fight with him. Many of his Nobles hee has be- 
headed : but in theſe things argues his juſt diſcent from AZ : and is as like- 
ly as any that reigned before him, to advance the Monarchy of Perſia ;and 
every way to make it rich, and famous.

her diſconſolate neighbours,and acknowledges a ſecret deſtinic & change 
in Townes as well as orher remporaries. 

CHou nr (in Prolomyes dayes call'd Comane , if ( aſtaldus gueſle right) 
is ſubje& to like varietic: it is removed fromthe Zqui-noGtiall 18 degrees 
30 minuts North : and was raviſht from the Emperiall Dyadem of Decax 
(ar Decanory) by Almeyds that ambitious Portugall in the yeare of our re- 
demption 1507, and in which (ro perperuare bis Conqueſt ) hee erefted 2 

allant Fort or Bulwark, & planred ic wich Cannon : a Caſtle alſo noleſſe 
ified; ſoterrible tothe Indyans, as they have forborne to make them 
rore, doubting the very clamour may uadoe them. The Iohabitan's are 
a few melancholy bur loſtfall Portugalls , and ſome peaceful! crafty Ban- 
nyans:it affoords naught elſe to be ſpoken on in this place. T heExpedirion 
bearing up to ſpeak with us, both ſhips fell foule (to ſpeak in Neptuzes lan- 
guage) or thwart one anothers houlſes ; by which miſchance her bole- 
ſpric gave our mizzen ſhroudsa chucliſh kifſe , bur by a bsppy gale parred 
withour farther inconveaience. Afﬀer five dayes ſayle wee were Na- 
dyr to the Sunne , at that inſtant in our Vertice or Zenyth ; his decli- 
nation then beiog juſt ifteene degrees ; and we doſe by the 1le incyrcling 
Gos, a gallant Citie, the Metropole and ſeat of the Spaniſh Viceroy and 
Archbiſhop, the Cirie I have formerly deſcribed : haſte wee therefore to 
other places, The wind was favourable a while ; but ere long becalmed, 
whereby rhe ayre inflam'd, and Sea gave a fherie reflefion ; ro ſwear and 
live like Salamanders was no novel thing wich usto ſuffer bravely all mu- 
cations ; Celnm nos ezimum, wasa verified Morro , and (erv'd in generall 
ro comfort us. The three and twentieth of Aprill we gor tro Mangalore a 
Citic obeying the Malabar, in whoſe road wee found thirty or forty Fri- 
gads of Melleber men of warce , whio durſt not inſult upon their numbers, 
but chooſe rather to avoyd,and accordingly all rogether hoiſt ſaile rowards 
Gos ; one onely miſcarrying, ſuffering a while the Tones her Barge to dn- 
miaeere , bur after variable {trife by rowing and augmenting canvaſſe gor 
away, with ſome ſhocr in her {tde, and many wounded. Thar ſame night 
we came to ananchor in Mownt E8yor Delyns bay, a Towne and Port ac- 
knowledging vaſlalage to the Mallabar: wee rode in nine fadoms, nor 
above three neerer the ſhore. Gladly wee would have landed, bur durſt 
not be too prodigall of cur belicfez they ſeemed willing, wee knew them 
treacherous ; but ſecing wee had diſcoverd their villany , they venrur'd 
aboard our ſhips , they knew us mercifull : they fill'd their! Canoes with 
Cocos, Mangoes, Jacks, greene Pepper, Caravance or Indyan Peaſe,Buf- 
falls, Fleſh, Henns, Eggs, and other hings, ſold us nor at very eaſie prices; 
bat(what principally vext us) alſo made us pay for every tun of water a Ry- 
all or foure ſhillings foure pence : and though they hand plenty of it , yer 
gradg'd exceedingly to thew us any curteſie in that common element, 
wfrioging by that their barbariſme , the law of Nature and Nations ; one

And that we have ſuch variety of choyce fruits, ſuffer a lirtle entertain- 
ment; the banquet is ſeaſonable in theſe paralells : bur firſt perfume the 
place with Calambucowood(a ligunm vite,) andtoimirate the Fgyprians, 
place we a deaths-head, as an objed of morality, 

The Bannyans in thele pacts are as ſuperſtitious as any other where,and 
arrogate as much vainglorious ceremony in their Funeralls : cranſcending 
in coſt and curioſity as the Carcafle differ'd ere-while from others in Eftate 
and Quality : the richer ſort have redolene gums; or aromatick odours of 
eArebis iocendiated or pur to flames, wherein the dead body is laid, in- 
volv'd in linnen pure white, (weer, and delicate z or in Taffataes of tranſ(- 
parent fineneſle : of all forts of wood they affect that called 4qnils, and the 
older kind nam'd Calambs; or Calawbuce; rrees,rare, fweet, and pretious; 
of admirable height and evenneſle, found commonly in the lofry Moun- 
taine of Chamoys in Corhywchynes ; and which, theſe people fell at exce(- 
ſive rare$;both in regard the Bannians delighe ro have it in their Obſequies, 
as that the Japonians ſo much valew it. They imagine no pillow whol- 
ſomer, no thing more efbcacious for health, than that to ſleep upon. They 
extreamly hate ſuch as have doun or what their heads may ſink into ; 
both,for thar itheats the blood,and pertubs the fancy : you now may view 
your fruits afore you. I will (ele& the rareſt, and firſt prefenr a ſhort 
deſcription : bere are faire and juycy Lemons, Pappaes; Coco's, Bananas, 
or Plaintains, ſweet and delicious : the Orenges may tempr a aſt, they are 0renge:; 
ſacculenr and dainty, of ſo curious a reliſh as afte&ts the eater beyond mea- 
ſare,and offer the rynd no leſle pleaſantthan the juyce,both which ſeeme 
to have dulcirty & acrimopy mixtrogether, The Bannana's is no lefſe dain- 

' ty : the tree monntsnot high) bur ſpreads in a moſt gracefull poſture ; the 
fruiris long, not unlike a Soffage in ſhape;in raſt moſt excellent:they ripen F/antans 
though you crop them immarturely ; and from a dark-greene, mellow into 
a flamiog yellow : the rynd peeles off very eaſily; the fruit pur into your 
mouth, diffolves and yeelds a moſt incomparable reliſh; the Windſor or 
Pome-crirrien are to ir farre inferiour. 

The Jack or Giack growes upon a hyer tree, uneaſieto bee aſcended: ,. , 
the Jack for ſhew and quantity reſembles a Pompeon; withour, 'tis a gold — 
yellow, commixt with veins ; within, is ſofrand render; full of golden co« 
lonred cloves,cach full of kernells,not unlike a great French Bean, ſome- 
what more globous : all of them compriſeabone or ſtone nor manduca» 
ble, except being boyld the Buffols eatir : the fruit is ſomewhat unplex- 
fant at firſt guſt, the heat andrareneffe cauſes ir : 'ris glutinous and clam- 
my inthe mourh, bur of double benefit in the ſtomack, being reſtorative, 
and good for the back ; bur of ſingular uſe againſt that French diſeaſe , 
they brought fromthe hot warres ar Neples ; whither the luſtfull Spaniard 
broughtir, with his Idol-gold from raviſhe Indya, 
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Durogen,

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The Ananas is not inferiour to the Jack io bulk, in Tomadoeſſe ; yer is 


nor ſowing, but from a root like toan Artichoak : at maturiry they ſhe 
themſelves, and affe&t nor above two foot height, the berter and wirk lefſe 
labour tofnrich the gatherer : wichour, 'ris armed wich a moyſtlefle rynd, 
hard and skalee ; within , is wholſome and pleaſant : and though a little 
ſceme to ſariate the appetite, yet experience teaches us the ſtomack co- 
vers it, and admirs an cafie digeſtion, The Daroyen ſomewhat reſem- 
bles the Jack : the ſhape is round, the our-fide bravery oo way parellells 
the intrinſique yertae: at firſt opening ir givesa (mell not unlike a rotren 
Onyon,tomany ſeeming odious and offenſive : rhe meat is whiriſh,divided 
into a dozen cells or partirions,fild with ſtones as big as Chez-nurs, white 
and cordiall : in Msleece, and Izvethey abound, & are worth the inquiring 
after : a fruit, nutritive and dainty ; yea, wichour an hyperbole may well 
bee called, an Epitome of all the beſt and rareſt fruirs chroughour the O- 
ryent. Arec and Betele alſo is here much ufed. The Arecca tree aſpires in 
height like to a Cxdar, bur rather ſimulates the Palmeto. Ir is a fuzzy con« 
cave ſubſtance, decorared at the very wp with plumes, wherein the fruic 
hangs in cluſters : *tis ſhaped like a Wall-nutand of like bignefſe; white 
within,noteafily penetrated; has no taſte, ſmell,nor ſapor : they never ear 
icalone , but wrap it in aleafe of Berel, and chaw ir in many ſeveral! mor- 
ſells: ſome (as I have noted amongſt the Mohelyans) adde co ir a kind of 
Lyme of Oyſter-ſhells; all which rogerher, cures the chollick, removes 
— kills wormes, belps Ferns, purges the maw, and prevents 
unger. 

Mouanr El is in x 2 deg: latitude; in 55 deg-30 min. longitude;variation 
13 deg, as eminent in precipitious hills as any other part of 7#4z-,and limirs 
the tworich and populous Kingdomes, Decenand Mallaber. To meir gave 
this reſemblance,as wee rode beforeit : where ere wee weighed anchor, 


the plant or parent ir ſpung from no way equall: it ariſes from no ew

was off at Sea, andour of our view, hopefull of a booty : the poore Junck

boarding her with her Barge tow'd herro our Admiral, and ( after ſhore 
ſulration) agreed ſhe was a prize , good & warrantabie; riches too oft 
= cauſcleſſe deſtruftion ; for doubrleſſe had ir bin poore,ir had eſcaped; 
che grear ſtore of Corron, Opium, Onyons, and ſomewhar unter the 4 

Corton (of moſt value) made them be adjudged Slaves; cighty able fel- 
lowes receiving the brand of harefull villanage. The 1ossſſes men, nor 
content with ſo much wealth and conqueſt, unworthily and withour cauſe 
fell upon thoſe diſarmed Negroes and bear them cruelly ; a wretched va- 
lour co acuate in rage wherethey knew was no reſiſtance; but rather than 
ſuffer ſo much infolence , threeſcore of thoſe wretches threw themſelves 
keadlong intorhe Sea, deſiring rather to expoſe their carcaſſes to ſuch a 
hazard though therby their lives were terminated, than by ſuch cruelty,or 
'a lingring ſlaverie ro be ina perperuall grrure : and albeit ic ſeemed ſport 
ro many inſolent Saylers, ia me I aſiure you, ir bred compaſſion, to (ee ſo 
many miſerable Infidells chrow themſelves downe-righr into hell; at that 
inſtant in ſtead of reſt beginning an endlefſe unquietneſſe : the Canoos 
from the ſhore ſav'd ſome of them ; thoſe our Boars ſaved were not joy- 
full ; ſeeming more willing to be drowned than be fold to the Banta- 
neſes, who = 5o Ryalls for one man , bur ſhew them no mercie to 
their dying day. Thar night we had terrible weather, many furious guſts 
commixt with thunder , raite and lightning affaultiog us ; wee admired ir; 
but ſach as live (o neere the Sun ſay, That weather there is uſuall, Thence: 
weſayleddue South , and that evening paſt by Conenor, in view of us: 
by Montingue , by Onor and Batticals next day; and then by Maugalor 
(Mandagars of old,) Calicut, Cochyn, Crancanore (iti 10 degr. 12 minutes) 
Conlam, Brin Iohn,:o Cape Comery, the utmoſt promontory of Ms/2bar, in 
ſeven degrees and a halfe, North ; var, 14 degr : by Ptolomy called Cory ; 
by 8trebo , Conomancins ; by Pliny, Calaſca; Comar by > Hoy by other 
ancient Coſmographers Cal/igirnm andCalingos : ar this day by the loha- 
bleants, Twt#4#-Cory ; where, ere we paſſe further, wee will eſſay the cu- 
ſtome, babir,. and ſuperſtition ofrhe Mallabars, with ſuch as mix among 
them ; bur differ in deſcent, garb zand feligion:z this ſerving as our caveat

ſpeake of, in two Mapps ; cither of which are limitted by Geages : that 
thereby our T ravell may be the lefſe difficult to your iaquirie. And fclt of 
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the Nayroesare his Lords ; a fort of Mamaluck ; they live by the ſwear 
of other mens browes , luſt wholy maſters them ; they goe no whither 
bur areas well armed as if friends & enemies bad no difference. Maffevs, 
improperly imagines them a kind of Braminy, ro no ſort of people more 
unlike;the Bramyns being men of peace; the Nayro,ever quarelling :theic 
armes are clad with Armolers of {ilver, or Ivorie; they walk no whither 

withour (word and target ; and have ſuch a ſuperſtitious conceir of their 

owne merit and temper above other men, that whereſoere they meer g 

vulgar fellow , they clamour Nayro, vibrate and claſh their ſword and 

ſhield rogether, and ſo paſſe without oppoſall ; but that no poore man 

dare-looke them in the face or come within fifty paces ofthem, Theoer, 

Fertoman, and M. P. Venetus have (o reported I know z bur either the cu- 
ſtomes have alrered, or I muſt call the one a deceirfull Monk , and the 

other two roo credulous Travellers. 

The extent of Maber I have given you. The people generallyare big 
limb'd, ſtrong, cole black, and weare their haire ( more like wool! than 
haire) long, and curled : abour their heads they wreath 2 ſmall bur curi. 
ousſort of lynnen wroughe with gold and ilk : their waitt is circled with a 
peece of Callico, which makes them modeſt : from the thigh downward, 
and from their middle upwards, are ſurely naked. The vulgar fort weare 
abourtheir waiſt a parti-coloured Plad (like Barbars Aprons, and pinck 
cheirskin in many places. Ihe women(ſuch as credir Mubowet )vaile them- 
ſelves like other ladyans : ſuch as affe& genriliſme cover nakednefle : their 
greareſt ornament and pride is in their earegand noſes ; they ſuppole them 
moſt brave, moſt courtly, who can teare or dilacerate their eares wideſt 
(which they efte&t by many ponderous bables they hang there,) and ring 
their ſnouts with filver, brafle, or Ivorie : their armes and leggs alſo are 
chained richly. The Erhoique marriages wanr nor ſuperſtition : where 
God is not knowne , the devill invelopes and traines them up in myſtique 
darkneſſe: one ſame ceremonie isobſerved by King and Pelane. Whoever 
marries , he enjoycs not the firſt nights embraces with his Bride, a vene- 
rable cuſtome transferres all maydenheads unto the Braminy , who (to 
ſhew their obedience to the law) accept the motion and firſt ſeaſon her , 
it berides bappineſle ever after : they uppoſle the ground richer, the crop 
excellenrer,which receives ſuch hoty ſeed, and promiſes ſuck furure Har- 
veſts of contentednefle : no marvell then, ro ſee a Prieſt enter where hee 
pleaſes, diſcourſe when and where he will , the good man joying at their 
privacie; fincethey arein apparition terrhene Idolls : Bur, which is more 
than marvellous, the King not knowing whether his children be of his be- 
getting ; to make ſure work,conferres the Empire on, his ſiſters iſſue; aſſu- 
red it ſeemes that ſhee is of his blood , and they of his by conſequence : a 
very ſimple Sophiſtry, grounded upon cuitome more than reaſon. 

The men, what they wan in Sciences , ſupply by a ſurpaſſing courage 
and pollicie; the Portugals at cheir firſt intrenching on their ſhore,thoughr 
them ſilly, becauſe unlearned; eafie to be overcome, becauſe covered 
with an indefenſive nakednefſle : bur both conceits deceived them : they 
found (by ſadexperience) Nature had inſtructed them in their owne de- 
fence, and that no Cannon nor iron is fo viokently dangerous as revenge. 
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recipirated , exaſperared by contempt and where furie rageth : howbeir, 
by long warres, they are growne expert and orderly : yea know how to 
play with Cannons, have as great ſtore of Harquebuzes, and are as well ac- 
quainted wirhthe force of powder,as we or any other Nation : in all fights, 
they alſo aſe bow and arrow , darts and targets, granads and variety of 
fire-works :; of which they have ſach ſtore, that they proffered us as much 
and of what ſorts we would,ſo we returned them money. Their Country 
abounds with mineralls and ſtones of luſtre : no part is wichour abundance 
of fruirs and proviſion : generally (eſpecially by the Sea) tis woody and 
mountanous. We will a-ſhore at Calicut the Metropolis. 

CALLICVT (ten leagues from that place wee tooke our prize ) is 
thought ro be thar Towne Ptolomy calls Canthapir,a Citric in 23 deg. an er- 
ror broacht by Niger and Bertive. It was above a thouſand yeares ago call'd 
{aBicaris : was then knowne, but now is famous; and had beene of more 
trade and excellence, had ſhe profperd againſt rhe continuall bravadoes of 
the Portugall : who when they fail'd ro conquer her, (did with her as Se- 
lenchss did with Babylon) transferr'd their trade to other Townes, and di- 
verted her Merchanrs ro other placesz whereby in ſmall rime ic became 
halfe deſolate. Ir declines from the Zquatorrowards the North-Pole, 
eleven degrees: and from its ſtanding inthe burning Zone muſt needs be 
hor, ifnor ſulphureous : the earth is bur meanly fruicfull in grafſe, ApoVo 
eats ir up ; but, her gardens by induſtry and help of ſome brooks are green, 
ſparious , and redundant in variery of choiſe fruits. The Ciric it (elfe 1s 
large, but of no beauty : the houſes are low, and thick, and dark: the bar- 
bour is a pretty way diſtant from the Town, and bur indifferent ro anchor 
in: ic ſhewes two great Forts, built 4##0 r51y5 by the Portuguiſe ; unfor- 
tified and in a ſortraized by the.Mallabarz the Samorres or Emperour in 
this place uſually abiding * a Prince of great power and awe : black asthe 
devill,and as treacherous: is alſo of his ccligion, and makes him heire to all 
his offrings. Many deformed Pagatho's are here worſhipped: they ſay they 
adore not the Idolls, bur the Deumos they repreſent, and who ſometimes 
encer and Oraculize : the Chappel where the grand Caco- Dewmo firs is nn- 
covered , and about three yards high ; the wooden entrance is ingraven 
with infernall ſhapes : within, their beloved Priapes is imperiouſly in- 
throniz'd __ a brazen Mount : they advance his head with areſplendent 
Dyadem, from whence ifſue foure great Rams hornes , denorating ſome 
eſpecial] myſterie : his eyes {quinr, his mouth opens like a Port-cullice,

Temples have other Pagods ; ugly, all: yer all differ in invention : ſome 
of them are paintedor ſmeered black ; orhers red: ſome bright; others de- 
vouring ſoules; bell 6Ririouſly rormenting whire ones : Theſe Gods of 
theirsare of the old ſtamp: they ſeeme torhrearen and to take notice of 
mens offrings: but what They cannor doe, their Baalyms effetuare, Each 


| morne, the Prieſt (a Jogue) perfumes and waſhes them: it (cemes the De- 
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"WL: ' vill ever pollures and leaves a baſe ſmell behind him : he departs not wich- 
ta benediGion ; humbly he proſtrareshis corps and has it granted him, * 


very pew Moone they ſolemaly ſacrifice a live Cock as a Symbol of luſt 
fand courage ; in themſelves predominaring : the Prieſt is ponrifically atry- 


_ redin pure fine Lawne , arm'd with a ſharp long ſilver knife , his armes 


and leggs garnifhe afrerthe Moriſco mode with bells, round filver plares 
and other jangling trifles:afrer he has bravely ſacrific'd the yeelding Cock, 
he fills his bands with Ryce, goes recrograde , not daring to looke on any 
other objec ſave his Idol; rill being come neere an Acherontique lake, 
he then rurnes, there embowells his offcing, advancing his hands ſome ſer 
times above his head, and fo returnes crown'd with applauſe and bleſſed in 
orher mens opinions. The Samoryn eatsnorrill it be firſt offred,and ſo ac 
knowledges bis food ſent him from the Dewme, i. e. by the devills permi(- 
ſion: what he leaves, is not for the poore, the Crowes expett it : good 
reaſon too, They think chem the Devils ſervicenrs. The people to this day 
retaine ſome commendable cuſtomes amongſt 'em : they commonly ex- 
changetheir Wives one for anothers, nor ſeeme the women angry at ir ; 
Poligamy is ſufferable : bur in this they differ from orher libidinous Law- 
giversz asthe men have many wives, ſo one woman may here have many 
husbands: the iſſue is bequearhed as ſhe nominares. 

Covv LAM ia Towne and Province ( call'd Sopatps in Arrhyas ) 
in 9 degrees North, and included in the TraveeZorian Kingdome. Once 
it obeyed the Nerſimgas Monarch z once the MaBabor ; atthis day, neither. 
200 yeares agoe, the Towne was rich, and great, and populous ; traded to 
by many Indyans, augmented by the Samoryn, and able to number a hun- 
dredthouſand inhabiranrs: of ſuch value was the ſciruation for trade, ſe- 
curiry for avchorage, and fidelity of the Coolamires. But now, whicher 
her glaſſe is runne, rhe period of her excellence out-runne ; or thar C af- 
Biewt firſt, and then Goes have atrrafted her cuſtome and reſort, I cannor 
ſay, this I may : at this day ſhee is vailed wich a ſable habic, deſolate and 
diſcoaſolate ; ſhee conremplares rhe murabiliry of Times, and other's dif- 


aſters z and chen comparing them with her owne, ſees they concludeina þ 


like Cenrer. | 
And albeit I have in many places memoriz'd the Bannyans ; here al- 


ſo I may name them, where they (warme in multirudes , and ſuck in the 
ſweerneſſe of gaine, by an immeaſurrble rhirſt and induſtry ; but (Sic vos 
ow vobje ) it is raviſhe from them by Drones, the lawlefſe Moores and 
Gentiles, who Lord it over them. Alas ! the Bannyan is no ſwaggerer, no 
royſter : he hares domineering and fighting, yea will ſuffer himſelfe ro be 
fleec'r by any mas , rather than ſhed blood by any unhappy contention : 
they love no tumult, no innovation; bur wiſh chat all men were of their 
mind; that is roſay, courteous in behaviour, remperare in paſſion, mode- 
rate in apparell, abſtemious in dyet ; bumble, mercifull, and ſo fnnocenr, 
25n0t to undoe the (illieft yermin : doubring thar if chey ſhould deftroy 
any living thing , thereby they mighe diſpofleſſe their parents or deare 
friends of a peacefull Manſion ; bur by cating ſuch , may peradvencure 
devoure the ſoules of ſuch as once were deareſt ro them, Ovid; conceir is

Nations : for all which, Chriſt has his flock there, which though ar this 
time ſcattered, yet in due time ſhall be gathered, and made one bleſſed 
company. In Perſis are many thouſand Chriſtians; in 1#4is 2 no leſſe 
mulritude z comparedindeed to other Idolaters, bur a hand-full : yer thar 
does nor diſcourage them : 'ris better goro heaven alone, thanto hell with 
an innumerable multitude : Arnmobius of old rimes could ſay Netionibus 
cunts nos ſumes Chriſtiazi. In many marittim Townes of 1zdis, thar 
name is honoured. In Meliapore, Narſinge, (oolen, Cucurran, Curican, 
Bipur, Tator, Battacala, Onor, Crangenor, Goa, and other places are Chri- 
ſtians : yea, in many Indian Iles ſome are numbered : among Mahomirans 
they have freedome of conſcience from that Azo2rs in the Alcoran, Thar 
none are tobe diſwaded from the religion they ſackr from rheir cradle : 
amongſt Panyms, from thar rule of Nature : Uſe others, as thou would't 
others ſhoald uſe thee. The Chriſtians in theſe parrs differ in ſome things 
from us and the Papacie; yet retaine many principles ofthe Orthodox and 
Catholick dodtine : Lers enter their Temples. Their Churches are low 
and bur poorely furniſhed; cheir vaſſalage will reach no further : whether 
from their ſubjeRion, or that (fo the Temples of their bodies bee reple- 
niſhe with vertue) the excellency of buildings conferre nor holineſſe I 
know nor : neat they are, and ſweetly kept matted, withour ſeacs, and in- 
ſteed of Images have ſome (cle& and uſefull rexts of holy Writ obviouſly 
writ or painted, They aſſemble and haſte ro Church each Lords day with 
great alacrity : at their entring they ſhur their eyes and contemplate the 
holinefle of the place, the exerciſe they come abour, and their owne un- 
worthineſle : as they kneele, they look rowards the Alrar or Table,neere 
which the Biſhop or Preiſt is ſcared, whom rhey ſalute with a low and 


humble reverence; who returneshis bleſſing by the upslifcing of his hands 
and 
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ing : firſt they have a ſhorr generall confeſſion, which they follow 
Prieft in, and affenr in an unanim Amen : then followes ap Expoſition 
of fome parr or text of holy Scriprure : during which, their arrention , 
dejeted lookes, and filence is admirable : they fingan hymoe, and at par- 
' tingour of Church, re-ſalute the Migifter; who not (till all be gene 
*Out) to elate his hands and bleſſe them. When they are come home they 
read a chapter in either Teſtament, both which they ſuppole they have in- 
corrupt after the Originalls, and eranflated for them by Saint Thomas the 
Apoſtle and patron of rhe Orient : they have ir alſo in the Chaldy ; bur 
none ſave the Clergie underſtand it : every firſt Soaday in the Month, 
the Prieſt readsa Sermon our ofan old Homily,writ (as they Gay ) by the 


» *; \andeyes: at a ſer houre they begin prayers, above rwo houres ſeldomg 


Apoſtle or ſome of his __-_ they Bapriſe commonly at the 40 day, 


ifthe Parents do no ſooner deſire it; they firſt ſigne the Iofant on the fore- 
head with the Crofle, and then waſhir all over with water : the Sacra- 
mentgf the Lords holy Supper they admiviſter jo þoth kinds;theCommu- 
nicants receive it (reverenely) kneeling : they oblerve rwo dayes trig 
preparation, during which they cat na fle(b, reye]l nor, accompanic with 
no women : in the Church they confeſſe their finnes and demerics with 
great reluQaney: They marry as wee do ; the Clergic marry bur once ; 
e Layery burtwice; widdowes itthey marey befoce che yeera be expi- 
red (after which their husbands dyed) are ill reported of, and hazard thcig 
joynQure : none (ſave for adultery) haye lycence to part till death ſever 
them. In ſicknefſe the Prieſt is ſent for to comfort them, and to give the 
Fueharift, if it bee heartily deſired : that done, they rake farwell of theig 
wiſe,and clo all orhers; and (o rid chemſelyes of carnall diſtracti- 
ons z which too oft hinder the defired meditation of the miſery of world- 
lingsz and by a holy contemplation of che ineffgble joyes of heaven, ſtrive 
to micigate the Pangs of their diſcaſe, yea the grim alpec of approaching 
Death; and the furvivers rather joy rhap mourne as they folemnize his fu» 
neral : they fir twaſb,then wrap theCorpy in clean linneo;& a few (elected 
friends concomirate ir ro the grave, wherein they placeie laoking (nor 
Esſt,bur) Welt rowards Jernſa/ems : five dayes after that they viſit his Fami- 
ly. They feaſt and faſt as we : their Lentor abſtinence from fleſh and the 
like , begins each ſpring, and is ſtriily obſerved forrie dayes, withour ban- 
or bravery : their yeare is Soli-genian ; que three cheete Feaſtivalls 

ey celebrate , in July they commemorate the martyrdome of Saint 
Thomgs : they have many Patriarchs or Procowiſts, the cheife reſides ar a 
houſe buile upon a high mountaine,vine miles from Crenganar. Since the 
Portugalls traded Ind&ys they have ſhaven their heads:the Layicks pay De- 
ciwe or Tythes willingly : they affeft juſtice, truch, peace, humilj: y, cbe- 
dience; &c. and acknowledge Saine Thomas (ſome rhe Enouch of Arebia, 
converted by Philip) cheir Turelary Saior, and Parrgn. They beleeve ng

breadth 4o, and circuit 250 orthereabours : an Ile famous in ſome old con- 
je&ures, as that Paradiſe was here; & rhar K. Se/ormo# had bence his obrize 
gold or gold of Ophyr; bur I beleeve neither,in regard molt writers fix the 
ruines of the one in Meſopotamiagiand the other rather in Pegs, 1avs,&rhoſe 
wealchy places. The moſt memorable is this, That Me/eck (or Melchior) 
Pyr ama), King of this Hand is thought one of thoſe wiſe-men (premoniſhe 
by that propheſy of Belaam the Edomire in Num. 24. 17.) that broughe 
(as to a King, a Prieſt, a Prophet) Gold, Frank-ioſence, and Myrrh,uato 
our-bleſſed Savionr; foretold alſo by the Perſian Sybill, and by a new 
made Starre guided by the finger of God, miraculouſly direfted : and 
who at his returne made knowne the myſtery of Gods Incarnation, for 
mans redemptionz% by his laborious teaching made many Proſelites; ſome 
rothis day by tradition memoriſing him,andrereining ſomewhar of Chris» 
ſtian knowledge, rhough the greateſt part bee Apoſtars ; and drunk with 
abominable demonomy and ſuperſtition. Bur whether Melchyor returned 
(upon Saint Thomas his arrivall) and with the otherrwo came into Exrope, 
and wherher rhoſe three buried in C#Vexbe fititious orno ; ir is not per- 
tinent roa Travellers curioſity to inſiſt opon. Bur this is obvious in Hiſto- 
ry, That Cendaces Noble Eunuch, baptiſed by Philip, lefr her ſervice ro 
preach Chriſt; whom very frairfully he made -knowne to many parts of 
Araby and ſandry Iles ; as Socotors, this, and Tabrobane, or Sumatre ; 
a3 Dorotheus Bilhop of Tyre, in the dayes of the great and godly Conſtan- 
tine witneſleth. 

The honour of the firſt Chriſtian Europeandiſcoveric,we owe to Lew- 
rentizs (onne of the brave Almeyde the Portugall Generall, about the 
yeare 1500:notaltering the name from whar'the Natives named it. Which 
though Hejton (3co yeares agoe) and Berrize (by many iſophiſticared No- 
tions borrowed from the braines of Corſalus and Yarryer) will have tobe 
Tabroben ; we will grant it ſo, when by Epedemick aſſent}, hee can prove 
Peru to be Ophyr.

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Scarce any Village or Moune without its inanitnate Pagod ; which being 
Jiversin ſhape, are therefore diverſified, in that they reliſh the divers pal- 
lars of divers men. Wirnefſe that infarhous 4pir Heniment, or CA pes- 
rooth-god, ſo highly , ſo genetally reſorted to by millions of Indians, till 
Conſtantine the late Goes Viceroy landed 500 men , ſpoil'd Columbo, and 
tooke away that ſimple Idoll , and in his zeale burn ir , refuſing 300000 
Duckers which the Zeylonians profferd to redeeme thar their helpleſſe 
Pagod. Unwiſely refuſed ; in that a crafrie Bannyan produced ſuch ano- 
ther, proteſting ir the ſame, was beleev'd by the Jogues the Prieſts,there- 
by exceedingly enriching himſelfe, and joyiog nor a lictle theſe credulous 
Zelodyans- 

They have many other Cacodzmons horrible atid tgly. The more de- 
formed the more exatt 1desrof Devills, & rhe more venerable. A notable 
one isrhat (not farre from Mat? acala) conſpicuous I its ſtanding, an Idoll 
of great bulk and Antiquity; Of which, the Siogales and Jogues Crono- 
graphy. Thar, many yeares agoe, one Johns their King nouriſhe a ridicu» 
lons and impious conceir of this Diebo/o, as a fooliſh and ſenſelefſe Idoll, 
Bur loe, the Jogues by the Devills craft ſo wroughe that upon a ſolemne 
day, as Jobhnaentred, he beheld the Pagod to breath our fire and furie , his 
eyes colour'd with rage,and the Semiter in his hand wrathfully bent againſt 
him ; the amazed King cryes our for ttelp, accuſes his lnfidelicy, confeſſes 
ir a petfeQt Devill , and having well farisfied for hiserrour, is reconcil'd, 
and ever aftera zealons Idolater. 11 

The place where this grand Pegothe ſtands , is invelloped with a cloud 
of Armes, and asſedulouſly giarded. Good reaſon too.

The 
Towne has good water , and Fruits well reliſhe, cooling and nurricive 
notwirhſtanding, the people are much vexed with Fevers, Fluxes, and 
orher Diſcaſes, The people be blackiſh, blockiſh, and unape for ſtudie or 
exerciſe : Heat (which here predominares) debelirates their appetite,and 
invites them to roe much eaſe (rhe Mother of luxurie z) a ſmall,thin, bur 
very fine Stiuddery or vaile of Lawne is dtawne afore their ſecter parts 
their head alſo has a ſmall wreath, the reſt is expoſed to view and weather, 
They want no gold, ſtones of value , nor ſuch things as the Merchant co- 

| vets ; bur they prize them as we doe I rifles. Any religion is tolerable: fo 
that ſome praiſe Mahomet,ſome a Dog, others a Crocodile, and ſome love 
ſenſelefſe Pagods. The Banyan wives here have more freedome to burn 
themſclves to aſhes at the Funerall of their husbands, than where the 
Moores have command ; ſo that in this Coaſt the cuſtome js uſnall, Their 
Marriages requirethe firſt place. They are various, the moſt Novell be- 
ing,that a Prieſt,a Cow.and the two Lovers go together to the water fide; 
where che Bramyn mutrers a prayer of ſmal matter ro ſome a> ra 
fiotſhr, in order and Symmerry they linck hatids, and have the Cowes tayle 
commixt as a holy teſtimony z on all together the Bramin powres his hal.

the Tomples indeed in their ſtructures boaſt of at bravery, bur are 
proud within z reteyning many rich and enaffy Idolls, ſhaped and com- 
manded by the Devil for bis ſervice and theirdevotion.

choyce fruirs 5-amongft which the Daroyen (as valewable wich chem as 
Mynes of Gold and Silver,abounding here,) Corne, Suger,and ſome other 
rarities : the people are narurally hoſpitable z affe&ed with muſick, ſongs, 
and ſtrangers: howbeir, impatienr and fierce, if exaſperared ; jealous, if 
occaſioned, deccicfull if roo much credired: rheir language is epedemic, 
and ſerves no leffe in theſe parts, than with us the Latine; in other parts, 
the Arabic: leave we Sy#ce-pura, and paſſe to Psfanis, an caſie dyacs jout- 

ney thence. 


Of Patania, 


ATANIA, (Perimulz of old,at this day a well-known Citric in the Fen- 

galan or Argaric gulph, and extra Ganzem ) elevares the Pole Artick, 
abour 7 degrees ; and is (ciruate in midſt of thoſe two famons Ports, Ms- 
laces and Syom. The government is Monarchicall; the Kings derive 
themſelves from a Gentile King of Defy, who when he had ſubdued P4- 
tanis, left his ſfonne Gizgre bis Prorex here ; and from whom the late 
Queene and rhis Prince are eruly branched. The Mogul! oft threatens 
toderhrone him ; yer he firs cloſe end keeps his owne ; eſpecially fafe- 
guarded by interpoſing Ganges, 2nd ſome fmall bur uſefull Flers where he 
advantagiouſly forrefies. The Towne is ſtrong, and beſt detended by 12 

ces of great braſſe Ordnance ; one of rhem(a Baſiliſco) is rwenty ſnx 
hooe long, well proportioned in bore and ſquaring. Some Temples of 
Idolatry P4tenis fhews, furnifhe with wooden got for policheiſme ; bur 
more nore-worrhy in ſome antick Monumers of former Kings. 

The people are black, and go with the moſt pare of their bodies naked: 
they rake great delight in cating of Berle and Opium, and love Areck (or 
ſtrong liquor) exceedingly : rhey uſually car in plares of gold. They fre- 
quently ſpeak three Languages,the Melay, Siam, and that of Chyna: Their 
writing differs, one which is rhe Malay, from the right band ro che letr, as 
the Hebrews; another, which is the 8yem, from the lefr ro the rizhr, as 

| wes 
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we; a third, which is the Ching, right downe and bending no way : all ,} 
three very uſuall and affeed by the induſtrious. 

They are part Moores, and part Gentiles : the one (o worſhip God 
as the other do Pa- Gods or Idolls. : 

They are hoſpitable to ſuch ſtrangers as from deſire of novely or gain, 
reſide amongſt them : neither dothey enquire of what Countrie they be, 
what their Buſineſſe, nor Religion. The men of note tranſcend in cur- 
reſic ; for at any mans arrival! , chey bluſh nor co proffer their] Daugh- 
ters or Neeces to be their bed-fellowes ; yea ro concomirate thera at bed 
and board during bis ſtay ; the price for ſuch a fayour not equalling (© 
high a complement : but that, were ir lefie, roo much in my opinion for 
ſuch Pandars andbaſe proſtirures. Arthe end of che prefixed rime the 
woman returnes home well pleas'd; ſo far from ſhame or loſſe, that they 
rather accompt her honoured z and fic for preferment : Bur 'ris dangerous 
ro be wanton elſewhere; jcalouſic on either ſide inflamiog into rage, which 
ſeldome dyes without one or anothers deſtruction : I cannor bue cry our 
upon them,and adjudge them in the civil ſorrew of one of cheir Religion, 
bur more temperance; who could ſigh our, at ſight of ſuch abſardiries, 0b 
wmiſerum! cuipeccare liceat. Adultery they puniſh rigidly ; Fornication 
is more tollerable . The young women are careleſly frolick, and feare- 
leſly merry; the married , melancholy and ftrifily obſerved : idleneſſe 
and heat provokes: chem to inchaſtiry. The mea are alſo effeminare; yea 
wallov in all kipd of turpitade and ſenſuality : their females are ofren in 
theic ſight; the grape commovesthem to wickedneſle ; they delighr their 
guſt and pallat with choyſeft wines, waters, Rack, Ryce, and fruits, both 
ſucculent and reſtorative ; and which make Yeaas predomicarte : bur by 
this their intemperance they abreviate their dayes ; few exceeding ſixty 
yeeres : an oldage, if you contemplate their laſt (Deaths beſt harbioger,) 


and the Zone they ſweat in : bad, both; both, intemperare. 


Of Siam, 

Sd AM, (calld Sohanns formerly;a Citic and Kingdome fo denominated; 

con North from che Aquino&tiall 14 deg.) is famous for power, 
wealth, and many forts of excellencies : a part of Pegs, Braums, 
and Cambogis are tributary to him z Patenia Iamohbey, Odjea,and many 
other Territories watered by Genges acknowledge him : his power is 
great, uſually warring with rooo Elephants and, 200000 men. The Zone 
is bor, the men black, and in ſuch corrid places,litcle cloathing is required: 
a Cambolin of pure lawn of a ſad colour, trebledon and about their naked 
ſhoulders: ſome tye 2 leather skinaboutrheirneckzand (as a badge of de- 
votion)gird their middles with a leathera thong, and hold a Sumbrero or 
Umbrella in their hands to lenehie the flaming Sun; bur weare no Sandals, 
that the ſcorching (ſands may ſo mortifie, that the TaSopoi may be thonghr 
a wonder. They are tranſcendent Idolaters,carving Godsto worſhip,afrer 
the ſhapes of Pas, Priepwe,and other gortiſh fancies, yea and in poſtures 
not to bee remembred: they have Groves and Altarsalſo, whereon they 
offer fleſh, fruits, flowers; and many rimes when the Toop0i rells them

From Pegs to Bengala are go leagues: the ſecond Towne of noce is# l 
Marteves under1s degrees ; and which I gaeſſe was chat Trigh/zptos, gore 
by Ptolomy, rather than Pegs as thinks Cofta/dws,, 1 might tell you Of the 
vanitic of this wealthie Monarch ; eicher when he ſhowes himſelfe in 
royall paradrome or in his loading himſelfe wich glirtering gems ; his head 
cares, armes,hands,legs,and feergreſembling a beſpangled firmamenr;ſuch as 
may amaze a good ſenſe,yea dazle a good eye,and force ſome men to judg 
him infinirely rich ; bur I behold him orherwiſe, and chiok him poore and 
miſerable : Or of his deifying his Elephants, becauſe milke whice, and of 

eater bulke than uſuall ; I ſappoſe him worth our deſcription , not thar 
be is onknowne in England, bur for orher things in him; than his ſhape, 
more obſervable. 

TheEl t is for growth and underftanding chizfeft,of unreaſonable 
Animalls, ſoas he has bin aſubjeft of many learned writers, Ariſtotle , Plu- 
tark, Pliny, Strabo, Annian &c. They go rwo, ſometimes three yeares 
wich young, and have extreame rorment in their labour ; their rear is 
ewixe their fore legs, which the young one eaſily finds and ſucks with eger.

Many Townesof valew are mediterranean ; of which, Marancabo (full 
of gold) is nor leaſt memorable. But of beft noce here are Ports 
and Villages marirtimar ; ſuch as bee Achecw (by them cald 4fbey) Pe- 
der, Pacers, Doya,Tico, Priazman, Tykoa (cat of Iambee,) Baruzee, Catta- 
tinge, Aru, Darw , and (though laſt , firſt in gold and value) Paſſamas. 
The rivers flow with fiſh, and migbr prove more delightfull for the Nee 
and Angle, did not thoſe hateful! Crocodyles (here more than in Nilus ) 
fruſtrate both. "This noyſome creature is one of the greateſt wonders we 
meet with, in that from ſo {mall a beginning as an Egg (not much bigger ,,, -;. 
than rhar of a Turkey)they increaſe ro 8 or 10 yards in length. Their bodies 
are nor longer than their rayles, which is of like uſe with them, che Pro- 
boſcis is rothe Elephant : rheir months are very wide,at one gulph able ro 
ſwallow horſe or man , their tcerh are ingraile |; they have no rongne :

From Eaſtro Wet ic 
ſtrerches one hundred and fifry leagues, orof engliſh miles foure hundred 
and fifty ; from North to Sourh nincie leagues,or two hundred and ſeventie 
miles: the midland is for the moſt part mountainous andill peopled ; the 
marittim low, and populous : the firſt is windy, bur conducing to health ; 
the latter mariſh, and inſalubrious. : 

It is full of ſmall villages, and inhabirants : the ſea coaſt (by reaſon of 
trade for pepper) has Townes well built , moſt wealthy, and beſt defend- 
ed: uponthe North fide, and to the N, E. eſpecially, arc Ba#tom, Palem- 
ban, Iackatra (new named Batavis by the Duch; bur formerly Sunds-Ca- 
Laps by the lohabitants,) Toperre, Tuben, Tortan, Greecy, ( hyringin, Sere- 
bays &c. 

"lng is under Antartick declination or latirude, 6 degr. 20 minutes, 
and of weſterly variation z degrees : the biggeſt Cirie in the Iland; ownd 
by the Natives, builc well nigh rwo miles long, di iſhr into a B 
the Pexgrans Pallace, a few ſtreets, and at the furtheft end rhe Cheneſes 
live together in low built dwellings. Of ir (elfe ir affords nothing fave 
ryce, ,and corren woll : though indeed, pepper for the greateſt 
part eoagke hither by the crafty bur infioirely induſtrious Chyney men, 
who each Tewwary anchor here, and unload their Iuncks or Prawes from 
Tamby, Borneo, Melaccs,and diversother places;making Bantam their Maga- 
zen or Beehive, out of which they furniſh the & other merchants. 
Theſe Chyneſes are men of peace , voluptuous , vencreous, coſtly in 
their ſpores, great gameſters , and in trading over ſubtle for young Chri- 
ſtian merchants : oft-rimes they are ſo wedded to dicing , that after they 
have loſt their whole eſtate, wife and Children are ftak't and parted with; 
yet in lictle rimeby gleaning here and there , he will be able ro redeeme 
them ; if nor, arthe day , they are ſold in che marker. 

The Havan Kingsare five, (Viceroys I mighe better call them ;) foure 
of chem are ſabor ro the Matterap's command, who is ableto bring 
untothe field 200000 deſperate ſlaves, black, bur valiant : they have 
ſmall order or policy in warre ; yet dare atrempt any thing , they are 
fo forward. The climare burnes fo fiercely, that little apparel! pleaſes 
them; moſt , goe moſt part naked : they uſe lances, darrs, arrowes, and 
ſhields ; burtheir ſole braverie is in their crizesz a weapon, commonly 
two foot long , broad,waved, edgd, and {mall pointed ; bur (agaioſt 
che lawes of Nature, and bonour) balcly poiſoned : the hile or handle 
is uſually of weod or horne , (ſome have them of gold, filver, and Iyory) 
cur into the crooked ſhape or _ of a deformed Pagod : yer were 
they athouſandtimes more ugly ,cheſe ſavages would dare to adore them ; 


eſpecially, in that they aske the Idol! on their creaſt pardon, after they 
have perpetrated homycide or ſuch like villany ; atritk us'd by Lewes 
the

vans are drunck in their demonomy ; they the more earneſtly imbrace

their knowledge fooliſh. Let ws not learne the way of the heathen, they, _ 
are altogether brutiſh and fooliſh , bis molten Image is falſhood, and there © 
i no breath in them : they are vanity, and in the dey of account they ſhall 
periſh. But in the Lord ſhall all true beleevers bee juſtified and ſhall glory. 

Theſe people know berter how to ſwim than navigate; yet are nor ig- 
norant in ſea affaires, nor want they veſſels ro doe miſchiefe in. Their 
chiefe delight is hunting Tygres, Ounces, and ſuch bcaſts as give chaſe 
and reſiſtance z They know Mehorret in ſome parrs of the Ile, whoas an 
infe&ious ayre is\uckr by many people of remote Ilznds. Friendly they 
are co Eugliſh men and delight co ſerve them, eſpecially fince the 
Duch forced Izcatre from them , berwixt whom is ſuch mortall vari- 
ance that fifteen ryalls (is given by cither) as a reward for each priſoner 
dead or alive , cither people can take nor is there ever hope of 
erue Amity with Barbarians. The Oran-kaysor beſt ſort of people here, 
are lafie, ſociable , but not ro bee roo much cruſted : they ſuppoſe them- 
ſelves deſcended from Chyws; in a Iunck 700 yeares ago forced hicher 
by Tuffon or tempeſt. They are proud, and weare their hayre-pretry |; 
long , and abour their criſpes wreath a valuable Shaſh or Tulipaurez go | 
naked to to the waſt , where they gird them with a parti-coloured plad or 
mantle, falling no longer than the knees; and are impaticor if any of- 
fer to rouch their heads. The ordinary food had here (not at cafe rates) 
is ryce, wheat, pinange , betele, ophium , goates , egs, hens, coquos, 
plainrains, jacks, and rack-a-pee ſo cald Kar” (Zo w; which drunck immo- 
derately, accilerares Death zbur remperarely, exhilerares the hearr, cures 
fluxes, kill wormes and helps digeftion. To conclude. | 

Whencethis great and noble lle is called 7evs, I confeſſe my ignorance. | 
I dare not ſay from Izv.s (aphets ſonne) grandſon of Neb; in that moſt | 
agree, heplanted Greece.

Impudence goes here unmasked : It is no novel 
tie for them to open the fack they goe io, and inrice a ſtranger ro conco- 
mirare; her honeſty was loſt before , but now ſhe ferries two to Barg- 
thrum : if his body (by that voyage) leak notto death, rhe Tobacco ſhe 
ers him will operateir ;for (ach istheir damned Artin horrid venom, 
chat theſe Syrens can ſing ſafety ro themſelves , and by the ſame pipe and 
weed ſmoak him to death ; atrick they will be perfect in , chough the Di- 
vell owne them for it. Pythegoras made the wantons of Crotons modeſt 
and the men moderate : 1am» qui corriget, alter erit.

if Gr are pumbred five. Molucco. Gillols: Ternate., Tidore. and Ma- 
chan (where Megellan after his long v Amuno 1520 loſt his life by 
ereachery of theſe barbarians.) The were the firſt chat ever rrad- 
ed rotheſe Iles of any Chriſtians : and moſt of them have acknowledg'd 
our King their Sovereigne : but by the Duch it ſeemes our men are now 
thruſt our, as if all 1#dis were theirs by title from the Creation. 

Of theſe Gillolo is greateſt; bur in Cloves, Mace , Nurmegs, Giager, 
Pepper, Oyle, Aloes, and Honey, all of them alike plentifull. All or moſt 
of theſe , have the EquinoGtiall for their Zenyth, and by thoſe diarnal! 
ſhowres, and breezes which faile rhem nor, and ApePoes commorance, the 
the fruirs ripen ſooner, the carth ſmells more aromaricall, and the Ayre 
ſeemes more nutritive than io other places. Letus reſt a licrle upon ſome 
fruir deſcriptions. 

The Clove tree differs in proportion according tothe place it receives 
vigor in : ſome being comparable ro the Bay, to Box or ſuch like 
rrees of humble ſtature; ris, moſt part of the yeere green and pleaſant, 
having leaves long and ſmall, diſtendiog into many branches : It bloſſomes 
early, and becomes exceeding inconftant m complexion; from a virgin 
whire palliating other colours; in the morne a pale green,in the meridian a 
diſtempered red,& ſleepes in blackneſſe. The Cloves manifeſt themſelves 
at the urmoſt end of all the branches in grear plenty ; and in their grow- 
ing evaporate ſuch ſenſe raviſhing odours, as if a compendium of Natures 
ſweeteſt gums and delicacies were extrafted and here uuniced : they are 
thrice yeerly pruined, and gratefully retorta treble vintage : and though 
bur perfetedin 3 yeares, yer muſt be counted an adyantage ; for Phyſiti- 
ans tell us, they are hot anddric in the third degree, corroborate the ſto- 
mack, and benefit concoQtion. 

The Natmegg (or _ Nusz) like thoſe trees moſt famous for their ex- 
ellencies, is not very lofty in irs heigth, ſcarce ſo proper as the Cherrie ; 
by ſome, reſembled to the Peach, with which ir varies in forme of leafe 
and praine, affefting more affize and compaſſe. The Nur is cloathed with 
a defenſive husk like thoſe of baſer quality , but ar full ripeneſſe diſroabs 
ic ſelfe, and diſcovers her naked purity the Mace, which chaſtely inewines 
(with a vermilliion bluſh or colour) ber endearedfruic and ſiſter, both of 
them breathing our moſt pleaſing ſmells and perfumes : the Mace in few 
dayes (like choiſeſt beauties) by 4polioes wanron flames becom's taway 
and unlike her former braverie : yet in thar diſſent , beſt pleaſes the 
ruſtick gatherer.

(placed 'rwixt Bends and Molucro:) Bends,(in 4 degrees 30minures, and

from Puloway W.N, W.) Lantore, (the greateſt of the Iles of Bands: )Bo- 
ten : Lobotachs, Nero, Ticobaſſs, Cumber, Salame, and others : all ofthemn, 
eſpecially Pulowey and Pulorcen, (ceming continued wilderneſſes of Nut« 
megs and Clove-trees, I" Olives. Theſe two laſt named 
commerced firſt with our Merchants, and contracted a ——_ Amity 
and Fealry to our King; bur in deſpighr ofthem and us, the uncivill Durch 
(whom for their braving hamours here, pride, hate, and bloody execu- 
tion of our innocent men at Amboyne and other places in 1»de,] cannot 
name with patience) bave baniſht our Merchants, and entitle themſelves 
Lords of moſt of Bends Ilands, caring neither what righe the Torwetenſlen 
nor Bends Kings have over them. 
From theſe, ſteer wee another courſe, to Borneo agreat and wealthy 
Iand. We are ſoone ia ſighe of ir, the gale is ſo proſperous.

35 minnres Jourh, from 
Ba#tam N. E. 160 leagues) and Bewermeſis: Little, but good; if ſuch chou

e are landed in ſogood aplace, that wee will reſt oor weatied feet 
awhile, and enterraine your curioſity with a few viands; friends ( though 
ſimple food) ro infeobled Natures Berar, Lignam Alots,Mugk, Civir, 
Benjamin, aod Amber.

Misdano, an Ile (as big as Cicely) branching from 6, to above 9g degrees 
North. North of ir, and neighbouring , are the Phillippiaz, ſo named 
from King Phillip 2,by Lopez de Legeſþi who firft diſcovered and planted 
there Azno Domini 1 565. Iles for the greateſt part nameleſſe and number- 
lefſe; allof chem wounded by avaritious men,and branded under Spaniſh 
ſervirude : of theſe, the beſt and greateſt in Lzconis, under 14 degrees 
North latirude; from whence in a dire azunjoth Weſt, is Coambogia a 
rich part of the Afiatique Continent, North of Lzconie, are Shyma and 
S$hycocs knowne (by coſtly neighbourhood) to Chyns and pen, as is {8+ 
reaalſo; along narrow penieſ»le, famous in the (cite, bur infamous in her 
Pagan inhabitants ; ſaid to bee more ſubtle, cruell, and indomitable chan

AP AN, unlefle Mercator fancie be true tharit was Awres Eherſoneſar, 
4 was queſtionleſſe unknowne to old Geographers : howbeir, rhe Name 
Chryſe is given it by Niger ; Zipewgri, by M. P. Venetws : who would rather 
feigne a name, than that ſo grear, ſo noble an Ile ſhould be ſo long inno- 
minare. 

The primier diſcovery wee give to Motur, Peſhotws, and Zeymores, ba- 
niſhe Porrugals; who in the yeere 1542. were caſt upon this Ile by ſtorm 
andaccidenr, Whether ir bee an Ile orno, is diſparable : ſuch as make ic 
one,giveir in lengrh 600,in bredth,r go miles Engliſh : for my pazt, I hold 
jr queſtionable. 'T he moſt Sourherly parr is removed from the line 32 degy 
the beſt Townes and Ports of ſtrengrh and trade are Mezceo, 0z4ces, 
Tenze, Fyrando, Fuceate (or Falcate) Sacay, Crates, Tenkeday, Oringaw, Vo- 
ſuquis, Machma.&c. Oftheſe, Meacco(a mediterran Ciry)is call'd che Me- 
croplis, Swrxnge next, andnextir Oz4ccs, honoured with the Conrr fom- 
times; till of late vis. 1615.4 rebellious kre ſubverred and incinerated not 
ir only, but many other Townes in that wealthy Province. Megaceo is as 
big as Florence , but nor ſo beautifull : proud in a ſweet and ſparious river, 
in many low, but comly houſes; and memorable in abundance of ftarely 
Temples or Foriquees full of guilded Mannad'as'or Idolls; tro which 
(above all other Nations) the Japonlans are moſt addicted ; the Jeſuits 
Vua induftrics 
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induſtries & ſeminaries there producing ſmall growch ; inſtead of a happy / 4 
> ſcorne and catholique apoſtaſre : Neither their grave aſl 

pe@, nor ſubtle ſophiſtry ; neither their many miracles there, nor their 

collegiat bravery,havingebat forcero make them thought other than ſe. 

ditions , vain-glotious, and avaricion: ſuch is the reward of Hi ; 

in ſhew ſeeminy deſirous to do others good, ingrurch ayming at their oak 


verſalicy, pine, and of Conqueſt. 

Te eee nent ts Monarehicath aboverhreeſcote petty Kings do ho« 
mage, ati] proftrate their mafſy Coroners to be encircled, and ro illuſtrare 
the iall Diademy from whoſe frowne, 4 puociſhmiene and affliftion 
worle than common death uſually is darted : is his er, his awe; 
ſuch their valſalape, theit opinion of their Governors. The Country is 
moſt part mountanous; buc full of flops, trees, corne, grafle, and mine. 
ralls : every way preſents Villages, ſwarming with beithet Iohabitaors : 
the North and parts of 14pzs are lefſe peopled than the Southand 
Weſt ; and choſe much mote ſavage and barburousz cruell, crechecous, 
idle, laſcivious, and awed by no Law, nor any way induſtrious. The old 
Roman way of execution is here uſually ſuffered ; they faſten malefators 
to Croſſes with foure nailes z whether in hatetoche Jeſairs,or of Antique 
coftome I am not certaine z but ſire ir is, the puniſhmeot is full of corture 
and ipnominions : the c;vill Japobiansace vallanr, curreous, complemen- 
tall, and great affeQors of novelties ; bur beyond meaſure jealous, crafty, 
and revetgefall.if ivjared z yea diveliſh, if exaſperared. They would,bur 
cannot deny themſelves diſcended our of Chins, baniſhr upon a heedlefſe 
rebellion ſx handred yeeres ago; in memory of which, they hate one 
another merrally, no quarter being given to either Nation at any time, nor 
ceaſe the Ilanders to rob and piratize the Chyneſes ar all advantages; ar 
home alſo in their prayers abhominating them, and in all complements 
and ceremonies varying from one ro expatiace their wrath and 
nanaturall diſtempers. In any ſlight (uſpe&t or accuſation, the very chil- 
dren are ſo jealous of their reputations, that in cale you loſe a trifle and 
ſay co one of them; ſyrrah I beletve you have ftolen ic ? withoue 
any paaſe the boy will immediatly cur off a joynt from one finger or ano- 
ther; and ſay —_— ſay rue, I wiſh my Gager may never heale againe: 
murder, theft, treaſon, and adulrery, are p with death q either cru- 
cified, or beheadded with a Curttan z an Indiga ſword which lices cafily. 

Towns of note and ftrength ate Gzacce (80 leagues from Buxgo) x*Port 
Towne of note, and neare the Sea aud beautifull : ja no- 

more nor obſervable than kn the coyall Caſtle, varniſhed, ry- 
led, and barnifbc over with flaming gold; rich and majeſticall : formed of 
the beft ſhape, of excellent ſtone 3 che walls, evety where twenty foor 
chick , finely fram'd, well poliſht, curiouſly cemented, pleaſant, and du- 
rable : circled with deep trenches full of water 4 and for entrance and de- 
fence ſhewes above a dozen iton Gates,and drawing Bridges.

Fucdte of Fultats ls 4 pretty ſweet Towne, well watered, and ownes a 
ſtrong and defenſive Caſtle of Forttefſe t a Fotteſt of loftie Pines and 
ſpreaditip Sycomores for three tniles ſpace environs it 4 with other Groves 
of force againſt the ſcorching Sun , delightfull to the eye, yea more grare- 
full rhan any othet objeQ ! but (which renders thetn ingrate and baſely 
kdolatrous) under thoſe greetie trees, atid in marly ſmall but richly ey1'd 
Temples or Foriques, rhey adore Pay atid Priap#s, yea Satan himſelfe in 
his uglieſt reſemblances : for where the Gountry is moſt inhabired and 
earniſhe with moſt variety of trees, graſſe, corne,&c. (as, *twixe Edoo and 
Swringa) there are erected moſt Foriques, there the people are moſt 
idvlarrous. | 

Ja Megzco are 46 Temples, wherein they number 333 3 Chamztriczor 
licele guilded Devils , to which they give divine refpett : they call chem 
Mgannadaes : Bur more norable than the reſt is that in Mezcco; not unlike 
the Rhodyan Coloſſus, huge & wonderfull. This was buile by Tyro-2emme, 
and wikhout much paine and coſt was hor fiaiſhed 1 'ris of Oricalke or 
guilded Copper 4 ics poſture bs fitriog in a Chaite 50 foot high, and 80 
broad : his head is capable to ſupport fifreene men, who may ſtand toge- 
ther withour preaſing 
limbs proportionable. This is the Pageths: the otherare Dij mi- 
wer, crof leſſeadoration, No lefle notable is the Monument adjoyniog, 
in «Clolſter within the principall Fotique of Meerco, where are gallantly 
iprerred(but co their 1 ivie) the cates & noſes of z000 Coteans,a baſe, 
theeviſh people,vicinacing & infetting the Japonians. Ar Dobys is another 
Mantada no lefſe infamous and reforted to: this Devill (ot Molech) is of 
cohtave copper, vaſt,chick, and double guilded : irs height is foure and 
twenty foot, and would be niore but that they have form'd it kneeling, his 
burrocks reſting upon bis leggs after the uſuall crode of the Faſterne Pa- 
gans + his armiesare ſtrerchrro the urmoſt; and ar ſoletmne times is inflam'd 
within, and (acrific'd unto by offering him a child, which it's embraces is 
fride ro death in an infernall corture. Bur of more note is another at Tex- 
chedy Eaſt thence, where Sathan viſibly playes th'Impoſtor. The Fo- 
tiqte is of rare ſtrufure , and daily ſerved by a malritude of hellifh Prieſts 
or Bonzces; not admitted ro atrend there , _ they be young, well 
ſhape, and asſitong in venerie as was Herexles, Every new Moon they fo+ 
lemnly berroch unro the Devill a Damoſell , whoſe Parents accountthe 
ceremovie happic and honourable: if any be more faice or ſingular that

: his chumb is forty iaches abour ; and his other 
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another, ſhee is ſeleQed, by the luſtfull Prieſts devoted, and brought into \ 
the Temple, and placed right againſt the Mamada or Idoll : the roome is 
firſt made glorious with Lamps of burniſht gold, and a preparation by in- 
cendiating Lignwss vite, or other gums and perfumes , ſuch as be curious 
and coſtly : by and by the Lamps extinguiſh by myracle, and in a groſſe 
darkveſſe the Prince of darkneſſe approaches- and abuſes her ; fo tee 
imagines, and the rather credited, in that the Devill leaves behind him 
certaine ſcales like thoſe of fiſhes, an argument of nophanraſma : bur, by 
this helliſh conjunien they ſwell not, ualefſe the Bonzee ſecond it : Sa» 
than is no ſooner gone , but ſhe is ſaluted by the Boozees, who raviſh bee 
vith ſongs and pleaſant muſique z which ended, ſhee acquaints them wick 
her fortune, andreſolves them in ſuch queſtions, as ſhe by their inſtru&ion 
propounded to the Devill,and he had (arisfied her in : ſhee iſſues with ap 
lauſe, and ever after is reputed holy and honourable : many other things

ſert incerrainties : from hence therefore ſaile wee Weſt and land in C

HINA, is the vranen rom} many | . A Kingdome, both great 

and wealthie : famous alſo,burt ſcarce diſcovered. Their jealouſic and 
diſcourteſie to ſtrangers (they ſuffer any to eater, noge to returne,) chiefly 
cauſes it. 

Ir is ſubje&to many ſeverall names : ſcarce any two ſtrange people ac- 
cord in one Nomenclation : and no wonder, fince amongſt themſelves 
they affe& variety : the Kings new naming the whole Kingdome at their 
Coronation, as they fancie ir. 

Ptolomy long agoe call'd it Sinerum Regio: other Geographers, Seres : 
the Moores in /nduſtent , call ir Cathays : the Arabians,T'ſynis : the Sya« 
mites, Cy : the Malayans, Tebenzo : che Japovites, Thes, aod T'ys ; the 
Tatrarrs, Hem : Alhacen, Tangis : Paulus Venetwe, Mangie the Inhabitants 
(if Perers, Riccivs, and Trigantiae (ay true) Tamen; and themſclves Towe- 
gines. Bat how various ſoc're that be ; this:is not uncerraine : that ir is a 
very ſpations Monarchie : for it extends from x7 deg. to 43, of North La- 
ticude : and ro the South, Centem; to the Notth, Peguin; rwo royall Ci. 
ties ,ſeeme ro terminate ir. Bur thus confined : Oathe Eaſt, it bas the Sea 
of Iapen (Corea is part of Chins, no Ile, bur tothe North conjoyned with 
the Continent : ) On the Weſt, the Deſattsof Indvſtevt ; On the North, 
the Tarcars : On the South, the Phil/ipine les ; and the South Weſt ad- 
joyneth to Cochyn-{ hins, and Pegs, with part of 8iem. All agree that iris 
{quare; and that from any one fide roanother is x500 Engliſh miles: the 
Circuit above 4ooo. the Country is generally champaign, & fruirfull ; full 
of {weet and navigable rivers ; and which are no lefſe inhabired than the 
Villages and Cities be: of which , (hiss bas no fewer than 600 Cities ; 
2000 wall'd Townes ; 4000 unwalled : 1000 Caſtles; and of Villages 
ſcarce to be azmbred : and many they had needto be, ſince they give 
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, d\ Joe roabove Areeſcore millions of men and boyes, beſides women ; 
hich be not inrolled. The whole Empire is divided ioto fifrtecene great 
Provinces: governed by ſo many Quon-fa and Lauſizz who have their 
Tatans,and Chyans,or Deputies under them. Each of thoſe Provinces has 
/ a Merropolis :full of Po ; fairely built; and very ſpations. Bur every 
) ( way moreexcellent than the reſt, arerheſefoure, Paqvis by ſome called 
"\Poſquin : Nanquin or Nanton : Cantem or Canton : and 9winſey, by them 
called Hem-cew : of which foure, ar this day Paquis is chiefe or Em- 

periall. 

PAQVIN elevates the North Pole 41 degr. 15 mintites ; andby late 
Geographers is accounted that ſame Citie which ſome call Cambelu water- 
ed by Poliſengs ; and China then muſt bee Cathoys: yea(if Pantoje, and Dj 
Canti(ay true) the Chyns Monarch is that fame great Com,which M. P.Ye- 
#etws and Mandevite afore him have famouſed. The Citic Pegquis is que- 
ſionlefſe the moſt ſparions, and beſt peopled in 4ſs, if nor in the world : 
ſince ic has 30 Duch leagues ( ninety Engliſh miles) circumference : ir 
includes many ſtately buildings ; and Manſoleas; 24000arc numbered of 
the Mandarins Sepulchers; the meaneſt of which, is vot withont beauty : 
and a no lefſe number of lircle guilded Us, beſide 3800 Temples 
devoted to [dolatry. It has as many Gates &Poſterns asbe dayes in a yeer: 
ſxſcore Buzzars or Market-places : above athouſand Bridges of ftone: and 
ſuch wateras is every where potable. This City is not above a hundred 
miles from thar marvellous wall, which Criſseges/their King (Zaintzon 
the 117 King ſome ſay) built x00 yeeres ago, to keep out the invading 
Tartarr : a wall 1206 miles long ; fix fathoms high ;rwelve yards thick; 
andſach as was ſeven and twenty yeeres ercfting, by a continued labour 
of 750000 men, 

NANQvIN (the ſecond Citie for grandeur and bravery, till of late,) 

was the Chins Mecropolis. It elevares the Artick Pole 32 degr.and is di- 

ſtant from the Sea 8 leagues or there abours. The City is 12 leagues a- 

bout; circled with three ffrong walls and ditches :the Kings Pallace is 

glorious and vaſt ; the other buildings many (for 200000 are reckned) bur 

meanly beautifull : the Temples area bove a thouſand: the ſtreers fayre;the 

people induſtrious : from Pequimremorved Eaſt, ſix hundred miles Engliſh: 
moſt part of the way is navigable. 

CANTAM isat the South end of (his, in 17 deg. a Towne both rich 
and ſparious : our Ships came almoſt in view of it : from ic to Pequizis 
two months travell, 

QvINZAY or Ham-cen borders Cochin-(hins: of old, the greateſt, ar 
thisday the moſt admirable for variety of antick rarities in the Orienr. 

"Theſe bee the moſt noted, but many other great and populous Cities 
this great Empire conteineth : generally ofone ſhape and alike governed: 
None be withour their Meani or Temples fild with Deaftci or Idols. The 
Countrey is generally champaignand 1; the husbandmans Care and 
paines make irto frudtifie and repay its thanks in various rribure : each Pro- 
vince there is well watered : andfew of thoſe rivers bur abound in fiſh, 
which the Chyneſes not only banquet on, but on Frogs, Snakes, Rars, 
Dogs, Hogs, and (ach food as many other Nations abhominate : they fiſh 
wich Cormorants. The 
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The people are Olive coloured; more black or white as they vary 4 , 
from the XquinoGiall : they weare their baire very long aod fillired; thei 
eycs are commonly black; their noſes licrle 5 rheir eyes (mall ; cheir beards 
deformedly thin ;and nailes often times as long as their fingers , ſerving 
as a mark todiſtinguiſhthe Gentry by. The better ſorr are habiredin filke \ 
and a ſlcighr ſort of (atten ; the meaner, in black cloth made of corron ; 
their coats or veſts are long and quilted; made rorye under the lefr nn 
aftertche uſuall garb of 4f2 their ſleeves are allo very long, and at che 
wriſt very ftraic : their ſhoes are many times of ſuch ftuffe as bee their 
coats 3 and ſoaled with cloth or callicoes : fome have them richly imbroy- 
dered. The greateſt variery amongſt them is in their head attire : ſome 
knic rheir hayre in cawles of filk, of horſe-hayre ſome, and ſome with 
fillers of gold or ſilver : orhers weare high caps or felts made of fine 
ewigs, reund, and: commixrt with (ilk of divers colours ; and other-ſome 
at anrick ſore of har, high crown'd, round, one halfe withour brim, and 
rawny coloured. The women are commonly modeſt,and differ nor in ap- 
parell; in that a like yaile of white linnen wholly covers them; ſhewing 
nothing bur rheir polr-feer, which from their infancy are ſtraitaed ; fo as 
to make them alla mode, many of chem are maymed. 

They tollerate Polligamy, and Sodomyy yea, what elſe their luſtfull 
idle natures can diftate to pleaſe their effeminacies. They are generally 
Crafty, proud, laſie, jealous,complementall, and v s. Muſick, Po« 
cery, Paiating, and Stage-plaics delight them : they cate not 
what they ſpend-in laxory and fire-works: they catin porcellanez and 
have their dyet-in many bur (mall diſhes;rheir meat minc'r,and which they 
rake up with two ſticks of bone or Jyory; bur ſome have their vailes (© 
long as may excuſe them ; for to rouch their monrhs or meat with 
is held abſurd andimpious : their drinck is commonly hor, and by irs traſt 
and colour ſeemes to be fuch a Coho potion as they drinck in Perle; rhey 


drinck oft and licrie. The Lourbya's are ſerved on theknee, «and much re- 
garded ; they all fit upon ſtooles and ear on Tables. And albeir no Nation 
ja the world is more idle and glutrenous , yerare no beggars to be found 
chere z if he be yonng and beg, rhe __ rewards bim ; if old or lame, 


or blind, the Hoſpirall' releeves him. they puniſh with death y 
theft and adultery commonly with the ſtrappado: their Juſtice is ſevere 
and irwparriall z their priſons, ſtrong; their execurions, beheading ; or ſtar- 
ving them. The Mandarins are honoured ; the Chyam's reverenced ; the 
King adored: no Subje&t nor Ambaſſador ever ſees or ſpeaks wich bim , 
(ſave his childret and Eunuchs) except by petition. They ſuffer Ambaſſa- 
dors (or others) to-encer Chins ſo they bring preſents of yalew ; otherwiſe 
they ſuſpeft them as ſpies and no way honour them, The Chynaesare 
curiousio noveltjes:and love to (ce ſtrange Arts ; which they alſo delight- 
fally practiſe : few of them but has ekill in ſome thing ; ether in rillage, 
making Chime diſbes or porcellane, ro paint, fing, or play well : the Mathe- 
marickschey affe&, & rhe civill Laws : they uſe not letters but Charafters, 
or Hycrogliphicks, of which rhey have above 40000; they write neirher 
to tho right hand pore to the left, as the Latin and Hebrews did ; bur righe 
downe and faamerrically : rhey wiike with pencills made of horſe , 
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ſuch as they alſo paint with : their langnage is. tnoſt part of monoſyllables: 


; they be generally Poers and Maſicians t affefted with Rhetorick and Dj- 


vinacion. The $chollers and Merchants in_this republique are much more 
honoured than the Souldiersbee : and ſome reaſon they bave for it, They 
are ſo cowardly, lake, and tyrannicall. No-people in the world more ho- 
nour their King than do the Chynaes : they ſuppoſe him too glorioas for 
them to look apon 4 they obey his will in every thing; chey fill his Ex- 
chequor yeerely with above a hundred millions of crownes ; they call 
him The undaunted Emperour,and great Lord of the whole World ; Son 
of che Sun; and beauty ofthe whole Earth,  _ en. | 

No people whatloever, expreſſe mare filiall reſpe&t unto their Parents 
than the Chyneſes do : rhey obey then ax all times, and every where 2 
they do nothing to diſpleaſe them : they marry nor withour their aſſent 2 
their childrens Names are at their diſpoſing : they hononr them , bee 
they never ſo meane; releeve them, bee they never fo poore ; ar theit 
death, exprefle all ſymptoms pollible of heir loyalty and duty : and (el- 
dome mourne leſfe (in whice linnen, as did the Jewes) than ewo or three 
yeeres; the longer they mournegthey think they the berrer expreſſe af- 
feion. | | + | 

They artogate all ſorrs of excellencits whetherin Art or Science, a9 
peculiar ro their Narion:rhey think their Speech the moſt ſweer and rhe- 
roricall of any in the world : what other p-ople have. they judge dedudt- 
ed and borrowed from theirtranſcendent Notions. They fay they are che 
moſt ancient and immixt peoptc in the Loiverle ; and borrow nothing of 
any ocher Narion. They ſay they firſt invented Lerrers (or Characters,)

Guos, Painting, Tillage, and Navigation : yet in none of theſe (for all - 


their brags) can they parallell us of Exrope. For their antiquity,l deny not 
bur they may have continged their planrarion and withour much mixture 
admirable if ſo, for the Tartarrs and Siamits have oft over-runne them) 
nce the firlt ſeminary, begunne by Sex in choſe parrs : yet may others iti 
char point compare withthem ; I might nominate the Bryrrains: for I re» 
gard not their Lies and Hiſtories of ſuch Kings asreigned, or ſuch Con- 
«ſts as the Chynelcs obteined (long before the birth of Tine) a hun+ 
red chenland yorre ago; unleſſe wee qualifie it by the example of the 
Arcadians, whole yeare bad bur ninety dayes; of the Maflagets, who bad 
fifteen yeeres, or ofrhe Zgyprians who had twelve yeeres in one of oursz 
following the courſe of che Moone, and not the revolution of che Sunne, 
nor regarding the Dies iaterceleres : an error, moſt of the Ocientall Ech+ 
piques are plunged i, Their letrers,are nor ſo ſuccin& as ours :cheie 
Hieroglyphicks come ſhort of the Apyprians. Their Guny are nor fo 
ſerviceable : they have them nor above a ſpan long ; ſo that they rather 
reſemble Piſtols rhan Guns : nor are their hore nor (quariog fo good as 
ours; (o ſtrong, ſo neayſo mathemaricall. Their paincing is of good c04 
lours; bur rheir defining farre ſhort of our iavention : chey draw the 
poſtures filchily ; and ſhadow meanly z which doubtlefſe in paintir g 
makes the perfeQtion. Their husbandry is without Art or Reaſon ; the 
graine is, good, the ſoyle rich, the Zone moderate z and yer their core is 
pcither fo various, ſo good,nor fo certaine, as be our efts. Their Nas

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vigarion is lame : they build many hips ; but wirhourt beauty , or ſervice: 
nor have they much $kill in ſayling, rheir Logarithms and Machemarick | 
inſtruments to takethe heighr of the Sun by | them : their Compaſſe 
alſo is defeCtive z for they have bur eight or twelve poinrs at moſt ro di- 
ſtinguiſh by : nor isthe Magner (rill of late) acquainted with them : for 
all which , they ſay they ſee with two eyes z we with one; and chat all o- 
ther people be more than purblind in (orriſh ignorance. 
They delight exceffively in all ſorts of games, and voluptuonſheſſe : 
they can play at cheſſe, iriſh, paſſage, in andin, hazard ; and nor only play 
great games, but when they have loſt, carenotth they ſtake rheir 
wives and children; whom if they loſe, they part with till rhey can ad- 
vance ſo much money asthey were ſtaked for. They are very hoſpirable 
one to another,and have (o ſure a faith ofthe Reſurreion that rhey ſome- 
times lend money to be repayed them in the worldto come. Inter-ludes, 
Maſqs, Fire-workes,andſuch devices wonderfully rake them : nor valew 
they what money they expend in ſuch ſport, ſorheir expeQtation bee nor 
deluded. Their honſes are meanly buile, and as badly farniſhed. Their 
Meani or Temples have no ſuch grandeur, norbeaury, as in a Countrey 
ſo peacefull, ſo rich, and amongſt a people ſo ſtudious, ſo ſuperttitious, 
might be chalenged : but chough their ourſides bee but ordinary. yet bee 
they many times lined with excellent good Marble, Prophyre and Ser+ 
ntine. 
' They celebrate their Natalicia or Birth-daies with great ſolemnity : 
for fifteene dayesthey rejoyce and play; and each night _—_— up= 
on choice fruits, wines,and cates, with no ſmall yoracicy. The New yeere, 
which chey begin in March, is no lefſe illuſtrated : at that time every man 
reares up his Pageant,and beaucifies his door with paper Arches,and Ima- 
ges,and all the night loog makes them viſible by ſtore of Lantherns. 
Their Weddings have equal Ceremony : greateror leſſer afcer the qua- 
lity of the Deceaſed. When any Chyna dies,they waſh him every where, 
perfume him next, and then apparrell hum : they put his beſt cloarhs on, 
and hare to let his head be naked : that done, rhey ſeat him in his chayre, 
and make him fit as if hee were not dead bur living. Ar a ſer time his 
wife ericers the roome ; ſhe firſt does him reſp«<&, kiſſes him, and takes 
her farewell by expreſhing ſo much love and ſorrow as is poſſible : at her 
re ſhe rakes her lodging, and her children next enter; wherechey 
kneele and kifſe his hands, yea R_ and ſtivero out-vie each o- 
ther in their cjaculations, and ſuch outward notions of ſorrow and piety 
asis imaginable ; bearing their breaſts, and powring out reares in abun- 
dance :next co them his kindred do their parts, and then his friends and 
other acquainrance : the third day they coffin him, in moſt pretious wood, 
cover it with a coltly cloch, and overir place hits Image : for ffreen dayes 
the corps reſt ſoz each day having a Table ſpread with dainty meats, bar 
tly rhe Prieſts eat ir and burne Incenſe,& offer an expiatory Sacrifice: 
en they carry ir rothe grave (which is neither within avy Town nor 
Citie) chey have women thatdo accompany ely hyredto howle, 
to reare their bayre, and ro move orhers ro : ſomerimes upon 
his coffia chey place divers pictures of dead men , whom they intrear ro 
ſhew 
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ſhew him the beſt way to Paradiſe : thar done, his wife and 'children for 
ſome dayes ſeclude themſelves from fight of men : and when they goa- 
broad, go dolorouſly habited : they pur courſe ſack-cloth next their skin; 
have their cloacths madelong and plain; and for three yeeres ſcarce laugh, 
or ſeeme tojoy in any thing : but contrariwiſe indeavour to the urmoſt of 
their powerto agrandiſe their Duty by a continued lamenrarion, abſti- 
nence from publique feaſts, and paſtimes : yeain all rheir lerters, inſtead of 
their Names ſubſcribe themſelves Such a ones diſobedient and unworthy 
Child,&c. 

Bur for all this, the Devill has too greata ſoveraignty over them : moſt 
of their Colledges and Temples expreſling by one or other 'invenrion, 
their iofernall wiſdome, and familiarity with that old Magician; ro whom 
they devore many enthuſiaſtick boyes, who with their Jong ſpread haire, 

rate themſelves afore the Mannada or 1doll ; and ſuddenly as if ſome 

g had terrified chem, ſtarr up and vibrate their (words, kept there of 

e : whiles the Idolaters with dejefted lookes note their antick po- 

es, and ceaſe not to warble out a ſoft Doriq! ſort of muſick, nor de- 

poreing rillthe vaticinating yourhs pronounce ſomewhar, poynting at his 
orſhip and their Obedience. 

Bur we have ſaild too far, Tis high time to look homewards. Yet nor 

eill we have bid farewell ro 4fie : into which when others adventure, ler 


this Motto be remembged.

How delightful! & how magical the excellencics & riches of the Oriene 
are, yet vids Neſcio qua natale Solum, &c. was my (ong.andbleſt mee in 
my (uccesfull wiſhes : ſo that upon the ſeventh of June (after long Gilg 
ſome ſtormes, and munch parience,) we againe deſcribed land: itbore N. 
N:W.from tis,but at Tyt es firſt bluſh the enfuingguorning, we were aſſured 
it was Digerroys, a {mall Ile, abour fifty miles our, and in 20 degrees 
South laritude : there we anchored nor, wee knew Moritizs was but 90 
Jeagnes diſtant thence , the courſe W.N. W. a more hoſpitable place, and 
where we expected better. welcome and refreſkmenr. 

Digerrozs (as Sea-men tell us) was firft diſcovered by the Portaguiſe; 
but excepr- ſome Welſh-man had the honour of naming ir, I know 
not whence calld Dygerroys, for Digerred in the Britiſh diale& fitly com- 
plies with ir, An Ile ſo Deſolate : deſolate I mean in humane Inhabitants; 
other things 'tis Uberous in,as Wood, (choyce and ſtore) Torroiſes, Do- 
dos, and other Fowle rare & ſerviceable. To onr view, ie gave it (elſe nor 
very highar 6 leag, diſtance : and chis remember, that at the Sourth-Weſt- 
end are Syrtesor ſhoalds long and very dangerous. By benefit of conſtant 
winds, in few houres wee arrived at the Mauritius, a place no way deſpi- 
eable; but rather ſuch as io che Travelling over, deſervedly chalendges

and require-able for the Zone 'risplaced in : the land (ffpecially where it 
reſpefts the Sea) is high and mountainous : the ſhape ſomewhat round z 
the circuic not much above a hundred Engliſh miles : the greateſt exrenr 
is from the North Eaſt co South-Weſt : every where (weer & flouriſhing, 
It protreates a healthie ayre ; the blooming fragranr trees bock lenifie the 
ſcalding heat ſuch time as Dow-Phebus wantonizes with the Goat; and 
fan the gentle Breezes wafted from the Noto-Zephiras, ſach rime as $of re- 
ſideyin Cancer. And here I ſhould ſera full to her commendarijons 
did that ignorant opinion of our home-bred Seniors diſconrage me , af- 
frming poſitively rhart the Torrid Zone was uninhabirable : a conceic 
ſometime predomisating; bur now that miſt of error is diſpe1l'd, the vaile 
removed, and experience advanced: wee ſee it yearely, and plainly, that 
no place 'ewixt the ewo Poles is more habitable, more young, more excel- 
lent.. I grant; the Zone is twice every yeare ſubje& to the Sunnes ex. 
ereameſt Candor, thar the ayre enflames, atid that clouds doe not there fo 
uſually as clſe-where in colder Regions generate : bur, cwo Winters they 
alſo have,they want not clouds ; (for, the benevolent heaven daily diffudes 
a gentle ſhower, whereby the earchs ſiccity is mollited and made moſt ube» 
rous,)the ayre alſo is lenifted by a cenftantbreez or favonius which breaths 
ſweetly every day towards Sun-ſer, and ſo refrigerates, that no diſtempe- 
rature is perceived, no not wh-n ApoVo dimirs bis perpendicular rayesand 
diveſts bimſelfe ia his moſt ardent ſplendour: yea, when rhe Dog-ſtarre

ſlowly:; they affe&fhoald waters, and robeneare the ſhoare ro graze on 
Andrew Enaxs our honeſt Captaine, ſtruck one of them with a Trident or 
Fil-gigg, and (here in 'this Bay) leapr upon her, wounding her above fifty 
times with his ſteletto, bart ere hee gor the vittory,ſhe cruſhr him by incir- 
cling him with her caile,coraged by pangs of death, fo that his con- 
teſt was dearly boughe;for chough ar that preſent he ſpar blood withour 
ing other torture, yer ſo mortall was his bruiſe,that he bade this world 
farewel, within three weekes afrer ; as in my deſcription of $4int Helens 
is remembred. The head ofthis fiſh is like an Elephant (fave thar the pro- 
boſcis is wanting:) bur ro a Cow moſt liken her : her eyes are very ſmall; 
her bulk, abour rhree” yards long ; and in bredrth halfe ſo much : "ris fa- 
mouſed for a gentle fiſh, yea in their love tothe viſage ofaman , are 
ranckt with Dolphins : moſt certaine and moſt valewable is the ſtone con- 
ſolidatedin their heads : for,being pounded, pur in wine, & drunck faſting, 
it is (as are the brains of Sharks,ſome call them Tuberons)moſt ſoveraigne 
againſt rhe ſtone and collick. : queſtionleſſe of more priſe than his other 
f1x great teeth, which yer to bim are farre more uſefull, 

Give mee leave to name what fiſh wee took, 'ewill eaſe my memory : 
Dolphins, Bonerares, Albicores, Cavalloes, Whale, Porpice, Grampaſſe, 
(or S»ſ-mariaus,) Mullet, Bream, Tench, Trour, Soles, Flounders, Tor- 
royſcs, Ecles, Pikes, Sharkes, Crabs, Lobſters, Oyſters, Crafiſh, Currle- 
fiſh, Rock-fiſh, _Limpirs, and a ſpeckled Toad-fiſh or poylon fiſh, as the 
Sea-men from experieace named ir : This came firſt ronert and was caten 
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too greedily by the heedles Sailers; an error which coſt ſome their lives, 
others their ſences; adeere rate, a bad reckning : It is not unlike a 1 ench, 
but farre more black, tncazled, and deformedly painted. Other ſtrange 
made Fiſhes we had there, who met with ſorne ſtrange ſtomacks, who in 8 
dangerous curioſity would needs raft them : ſome of them had the ſhape 
of Hedg-hogs, of Cars ſome: ſome were bungy, others briſtly and trian- 
guler; (uch es Gorre4 calls Lepus marines zof which and the reſt this cavear 
may be inſerted,

Moreover, this Ile affoords us Goats, Hogs, Beeves, and land Tortoi- 
ſes : ſo great, as ſuffer rwo men with eaſero fit upon them; fo ſtrong, as 
they can carry them : yea (in Porrugall reports,) fifceene men have alro- 
gerher ſtood on one of them : Sailers affeRt eo ear them ; bur are better 
meat for Hogs, in my opinion : they make pretty ſport, but are odious 
food ; and fo are their Rats, Bars, and Monkeys : moſt of which uſefull 
and unuſefull creatures were firſt brought hicher (men ſay) by the Porru- 
gall ro refreſh chem in their returne from 7»4ie, bur at this day dare nei- 
ther anchor there (fearing the Engliſh and Dutch,) nor owne their ficſt- 
lings. The Birds, had here ar no charge and little Jabour, are Hens, Bars, 
Herns,$&, The Hens flock together ewenty and forty in a company; if 
you catch one; take all : the ſareſt way is to ſhew them a red cloth, thar 
colour exaſperares their ſpleen, they ſlew it by flying our-ragiouſly at it ; 
and when wee firuck downe one, the reſidue budgd nor one jor till a1} 
were vanquiſhed : they eat like parchr Piggs if you roaſt them, The 
Herons allo through a long continued ſecurty (ignorant of the deceirs of 
men, and unuſed tothe villany of powder) are as eafily gotten : wee have 
come in ſhor of ſix, and when wee had killd one, the othertook not wing 
burſaffered usto ſhoot and take them all,one after another; neither know- 
iog nor valuing danger, but quicken deſtrution tothemlelves by a ftrange 
condoliag their late dead affociates. All ſorrs of fiſh are eaſily raken. The 
Bats are innumerable, and admirable in their bignefſe : Some ofthem are 
not lefſe than Goſ-haukes 3 Sea-men caſe them like Rabbers, bur (if ny 


ſtomack deceive me nor) worſe mcat cannor be taſted of ; a fierce ilfavo- + 
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red carrion it is, ever ſqueaking, and in moſt hidious and offeifive noiſes 
calling one another: they hang in-{watmes upon the boughs of crees ;'by 
clawes fixed at the extreame part of their wingszrheir monkey faces cur:

i" it, fave birds; till our Capraine landed ſome Hogs and Godts of both 
kinds, that by a happy mnlciplication arid Encreafe che future Paſſenger 
might be releeved and blefle the Planteti Tt warirs-riot water, ſweet and 
plentiful : thefreſh ſtreams are Magzzeins of watry Citizens, ſuck as ſport 
themſelves inthar liquid Element: ren! ho nvaine halfe ofthe; 
the Feles are nbtable; many there be, ant moſt weiph thirry pouttds ; not 
odiousin their corpulency, forts the taſt they render themſelves ſweet, 
moiſt, and excelent : the birds are mafy; tare, bitt moſt of them ſuch as 
are ſpoken of in the Manritiue. 

We muſt ro Sea againe, but not without a gratefull farewell to _ 
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healthy and well-plac't Tlands, prepoſleſt with a felicirated memorial l,yea ; 


enricht with ſo great choice , ſuch plency of viftualls , that the vaſt and 
churliſh Ocean became leſſe diſtaſtfull ro us z contemplating the jocune 
exerciſesand pleaſures we were (6 late poſſeſſors of. 

In few dayes (by benefit of propitious windes) we lanche farre into the 
Mare 4:1 Zar, the Antartick conſtellations more orerng them- 
ſelyes, andto approach our Zenyth. Bur, longthoſe happy Favonii con- 
etinued not : the windveercd into other (our contrary) quarters z the Skle 
ore-ſpread with black and lowring clowds, the Sea roar'd and labour'd in 
many dreadfull tumors, rhreatniog ſpight, and vo ſmall danger : for ſeaven 
whole dayesand nights the Tempeſt raged, and forced us all that while to 
lye by the Lee (to {peake Sea language) no faile but the mizzen daringro 
oppoſe, the reſt made proſtrate roa ſenceleſſe furic ; howbeir, the old 
ſong Veit poſt multos uns ſerena Dies revived us, by a continued patience 
begetting freedome and victory. 

For many hundred miles we had nothing bat Sea and Ayre to feaſt our 
ſghrs with : ſomwhart bettered by many ſhoales of fiſh every where con- 
comirating us, now and then by too much greedinefſe proffering them- 
ſelves to the deceirfull bair of the cunning Mono. In this vacancie, I 
may remember ; Ariftoth 2 lib. Meteor is of opinion , that no great blaſts of 
wind blow from the Soath; meaning, that the burning Zone is wichour 
much raine, and clouds, ſuch as conduce to exhalation and vapours : or, 
that before they can exceed the Tropicks, andenter the cemperate Zone, 
tha Srangy yehementand continued heart and rays diſpell, annihilate, and 
make them nn - Doubtdleſſe he retrafted; for who ſces nor, that 
Phebws in hisartradtive power (ſo,the marrer be alike) equally co-operates 
towards 2 generation of wind. and raine in his progrefſe unto cicher Tro- 
pick. Experience, the Miſtreſſe of Knowledge titus; we foundir 
ſo : for from the South many guſts and ſtormes aflailed us. 093d in his 
4 lib. Ponto is of Ariftetles opinion (to be granted in-our Hemilpheare.)

Afﬀeer threeſcore and ten dayes farther ſaile , wee came in view of Saint 
Helens, ( (o long were wee with faire winds 'twixt that Ile and the Mawri- 
tizs ;) avery little Ile and ſtrangely founded, The ſpatious Ocean bel- 
lowes on every ſide (o fretfully, as ir might feare an inundation,had not the 
extraordinaric height, but chiefly a providence (which bath ſer 
the Sca irs bounds)ſafe-guarded ir. It bas no neighbour 1les,ncither great 
nor ſmall; but ſeemes equally removed from thoſe two famous Ports Ris 
Grendi and Negro; the one in Brazelie, th'otherin Congo : in Americe 
the firſt ; in Africkehe laſt : both, in one elevation, andin theſame parallel 
with Saint Helens : fromthatin Amwerice, diſtant above 400 leagues ; from 
this in Africh 300, Bur ler usa ſhoare, and ſearch what ſhe aboundeth in.

' QAINT HELEN A isan Ileg& was in-nominate till hn de Nope gave 
ic one, inthe yeare afterth'incarnation of our Saviour Chrift 1502: and 
ſo named, for that he diſcovered it (inhis rerurne from 7#432 to Lirhbon)the 
third of May; a day conſecrated ro the memory of Helens rhe Empreſle : 
She that firſt found the Crofſe,ſhe that was the moſt religious of Ladies in 
heerime, ſhe that was motherrothe firſt Chriſtian Emperour , prear Con- 
fantine : both ofthem glorious to the world; Brittazs both ; both bright 
Jems of this our Nation. 

S*, Hel:ns is removed South from the Xquator ſixteene degrees : has 
longitude from the urmoſt promontory of South A4frick, rwo and twenry 
degrees : the needle varies there,five degrees and thirteene minures From 
the lands end of Exg/end it is diſtant 1500 leagues, or 4500 Engliſh miles : 
From the Cape of Good hope 580 leagues, or 1740 miles. From Mada- 
gaſcar 1900 leagues, cr 3000 miles. From Swrat 2200 leagues, or 6600 
miles. And from Ba#tam in Tave 2300 leagues, or 6900 miles, or there- 
abours. The lle has this front in that Bay which takes name from the 
Chappell, nigh which weanchored, 
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To what parr' of th'inhabited world ir appertaines, is doubtfull ; the vaſt 
Mcthiopique Ocean fo largely circles ir. To Afer 1 imagine (becauſe irs 
neereſt ro that Continent, ) rather than Yeſþwtizs, Lhe Ile is ſmall; ic 
exceeds nor thirty Engliſh miles io circuay ference : exceflive high; ic 
wraps its head for the moſt part in the clouds, where ir opens irs wide 
mourh, and gulps down ſufficient moiſture to coole ics hear, and fatren it: 
and bur for that afhoity it has with the middle Region which invelops ir 
with a chil-cold Tulipant, the extreame heat wanton Phaeton darts con- 
ftancly in that Zone, yea twice every yeare perpendicularly upon this Ile 
when hee is/Zenith , would doubtlefſe incinerate , #nd make the enrralls 
enflame (for ir has Sulphur) like another Feſww/ws . The land (I rold you) 
is very high, burnot more eminent io irs height,rhan rhe Sea (cloſe by the 
le) is admirable in the deprthz{o deepe tharic admits il] anchoring (a place, 
N, W. from the channell where is ridiog at 20 fadoms, excepted; ) where- 


by, Marriners are forced to carry their anchors a ſhoare, if they would ride * | 


ſecurely : and with good cauſe roo ; for, by reaſon of the abiſſe, I could 
bardly diſcerne any flux or reflux , as if wee had beene neere no land, bur 
rather in the body of the Sea, where neither ebb nor flow can be diſco- 
vered : the ſalt water” indeed continually plaſhes and froarhs wirh rage ro 
ſee ir ſelfe fo ſuddenly reſiſted; bur, the mojſt breath uſually vapriag in 
+ or uponthe Seas occaſionsir, and makes irrurbulenr. 

The lle is hard to be aſcended, not thar the paſſage is craggie, but pre« 
cipirious : the Sailers Proverb of ic is, A man may chooſe whither he will 
break his hearr polog up, or his neck in comming down ; a merry jeaſt, bat 
let chem chooſe ir, Once up, no place yeelds amore delightfull obje&. Ir 
is even and plaine above,(welling no where to a deformedriſing ; cloath'd 
with ſweer graſſe, long and curious z every where it gives a large proſpet 
and horizon into rhe Ocean. The Springs above are (weet, bur below 
are brackiſh ; the reaſon is,they participate (in their drilling diſcent) of the 
falr hills, through which ir curs a paſſage ; ſale both by their owne compo- 
ſition, and the (alc breath che Sea perpetually evaporates. There are bur 
ewo rivolets in that Ile : the one bubbles downintorhe Chappell, rh'other 
incrothe LemmonVallyes.They rake theirnames froaLemon tree whence 
it ariſes , and an old Chappell builc at che very botrome by the Spaniard 
Anno 1571, and delapidated by the Dutch ;a place once intended for Gods 
glory, bur by malice ofrude man made ruinous and aray neſt of un» 

cleane avarice. The ruines ofa lictle Towne demoliſhe lately ſhew them- 
ſelves, and ſerve to teſtifie alike Fate makes men and Villages dye, Death 
and deftru&ion makes borh morrall and miſcrable. Some {ay the Spaniſh 
King ſabverred ir, in that it became an unlawfull Magazein of Sea-mens 
Traffick, turning and returning our of both the Indyes : thereby loſing his 
tribure in roo apparent meaſure. Ic is but lately made ſociable ; the world 


is bur beginning there ; no Monuments , ao —_ rarities are there 


found. You ſeeall,if you looke upon the ſhatrerd ribs of an 01d weathes, 
beaten Carcique , and ſome broken peeces of great Ordnance left chere 
againſt che Owners good liking, andſerve now in ſtead of Anchors. The 
Ile is deſolate of reaſonable Inhabitants : Hoggs and Goats dwell there : 
they agree well-favouredly , and multiply io mighry numbers ; happy in 
their caſe and (ſafety, till ſhips arrive there to baniſh hunger : wee gor alſo 
other good refreſhment :; Pheſants, Powtrs, Quailes, Henns, Parrrich ; and 
(which were as acceptable) divers ſorts of grafſe & roors, Wood-ſ(orrell, 
three-leiv'd-graffe, Baſil, Parſly, Mints, Spinage, Fennel, Annys, Radiſh, 
Muſtard-ſeed, Tobacco, and ſome others, which by a willing hand,direted 
by an ingenious eye, may ſoone be garhered t brought hither, and here 
ſowne by Fernandus Lxpivs an honeſt Porrugall, in the yeare of our Lord 
1509. whoſe Country-men at this day dare hardly land rhere to over-ſee 
their Seminary , or owne their labours ; leſt the Engliſh or Hollander in 
the churliſh language of a Cannon: queſtion them. A##0 1588 Candiſh 
our Country-man landed here in his circum-Davigating tne earth: I name 
bim.in chisreſp=; he reporrs,he found here ſtore of Lemmons,Orenges, 
Pomgranads, Pomcitrons, Figgs, Dates.&c. but now are none of theſe 

fruirs growing there that I could (ce or heare of,a Lemmon tree excepted ;

Madoc the rather confirmed his intentions for trayell, when hee ſaw 
ſuch diſtration at home, ſuch apoſtaſy in all callings; alſo his life every 
| day 
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day m danger : all things cherefore being firted, ne pur to Sea withour bid- 
ding his kindred farewell, leaft roo love or hate might have with- 
drawne him. The he ſer forch in, wasfrom Adexs 5140. from Chriſt 
1170. the wind and ſea ſeemed to favour him (Omens of good fortnne: ) 
ſo av, after ſome patience and weeks aile due Weſt, hee deſcried land, a 
land where he found ftore of good vittualls, ſweer warer, freſh ayre, gold, 
(and which was beft) where they were a good whiles healrhfall : ſuch, 
as over-whelmed him with joy, but moderated when he conſidered how 
Aſmighty God was alike powerfull and gratious in allplaces: hisexile 


row curned inco comfort; In leiw of —_ : his owne miſery, hee 
joyes himfeHe,ahd ſees hits brothers moſt unhappy Princes ; who Geary 
efnlared one anothers greatnefſe : a Territory caufing ir , which compa- 
red which t&,God had direted him to, was bur as a handfull of earth, and 
which he had poſſeſſion of without oppoſition or bloodſhed. Here Madoc 
planeed (in Florideor Cenade, ſome parrof Mexico) rais'd ſome fortificati- 
otis for defencÞ, lefr a hnndred and ewenty men (I follow the old Copie, 
if: this Storie) -and direftly by Gods providence (rhe beft compaſſe) and 
Benefit of the Pole ſtarre after long laile arrived (afely ar home z where, 
hee recounred his mervailous ſuccesftilt voyage, the ftuitfalnefſe of the 
ſoile, the fimplicty of the Savages, the great wealth abounding there, and 
faciliry of Conqueſt : a diſcourſe that fill'd them with joy and admiration ; 
and wheteby hee drew many willing minds to retarne with him. In ten 
good Barques , loaded with all neceſſary proviſions they advanced back, 
and moſt forrunately re-atrained the ſame place they hoped for. Great re- 
joycing wasamong them at thar their happineſſe , bur no lefſe ſorrow fol- 
lowed : for, being come to the Planration , ——_ few of thoſe they 
leftrhere, living : cauſed by roo much eating, the indiſpoſition or Novel- 
ty of thatayre and climate, (which though never ſo excellent , yer cauſes 
fickneſſe and alreration in new Inhabitants) by ſome rrecherie of the Bar- 
barians. Madve digeſted it with a Chriſtian fortitude and patience, and 
forth-with bertered the Colony, by help of Z#cos and Ede! his brothers 
conrtiving every thing with fo good order, that they were ſecure from 
any Enemie, and had all things conducing to eaſe, plenty, and contented- 
nefſe : cheythrew uy the roo indalgentthoughts of their Native homes, 
by this reaſon, thar if they died there, they were in the ſame diſtance from 
heaven, and had as caſfie a journey thither : what moſt afflifted theth was 
the breach ofpromiſe, many of their friends had made but not performed. 
The cauſe was not in them, bnt in the overture of that ſtate turn'd topſic- 
torvie by the Brittaine Princes, and totally by the indiſcretion of that un- 
yy Prince RG gs , (lately married to Elconer, daughter of 
Moeteford the bold Earle of Leceſter and Eleoner daughter of King 1ohn) 
which Gr#ff1h was ſlaine Anno 1282 at Buelbt by Franchton an Engliſh» 
man in at; unthanly faſhion. So that Meder and his Company returned no 
more, tiordid the Welſh file rhither afrerward , whereby one of another 
in ſmall rime were in ſome ſort forgotten and never remembred. 
Bar although Madoc and his Cambrian crew are dead and their memo- 
ry moath-eaten; yer the foot-ſteeps and reliques of their former living 
there are to be traced ;and fuch, as deſerve tobe revivedclearly : the lan- 
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age they leſt there, the religion they raughe the Savages, manifeſted ir 
_— iſc how come thoſe many Bricriſh words (not muchalcred from he 


diale&) amongſt the Mexicans ?. whence had they the uſe of Beads, of 


Crucifixes, of. Reliques &c ?.all which the Spaniards (as we read in Lopes 
d? Gomerg and others)coofeſſe they found amobgſt the Canibals, and choſe 
of Acnſano, and Culhbacen ar their firſt landingin Americe. Yea, ſome tra- 
dicion and reports among the, Mexicans, that (abonr the time that Modoc 
was chere)aſtrango people came hither inCorraughs orShips, who taughe 
them ſome knowledge, of God, and by whoſe examples they. became 
more civill and induſtrious : reſtified by Columbus, Frenciſcur Lopez, Comm 
7ezo, Poſtel/as and orher Caſtilians of quliry, that of Fernando Cortez, 
( Anno Domini 1519 Ambaflador and Generall for Ferdinand and Iſobell ; 
is alſo remarkable, In ſame diſcourſe betwixt him and MyteAnme ( (econ 
ſonne of 4ntzol, and Father of 9»ab»timec laſt King of Mexico,) the 
Ambaſſador obſerving the Indians to have many ceremonies the Spaniards 
uſed, demandedaof the King who firſt ioſtrutted them, whe anſwered Cors 
tez:; That many yeres,ago a ſtrange Nation landed there, a civill people, 
and from examples of piery rbey received them z bur how they were cal 
led, or whence they came he could nor ſarisfie him. Another time, in an 
Ocration of thanks which Matezxwercturned them for ſome favours, hee 
thus told th:m. One chiefe-cauſe of my eſpeciall affetion to your Nari- 
on ischis, I have many rimes heard my Father ſay, hee heard his Grandfire 
ſcciouſly affirme ( our of a continued tradirion.) That not many Deſcents 
above him, his Progenitors came thith er as ſtrangers by accident, in com- 
pany of a Noble man, who abode there a while and then deparred, bur 
lefe many of his people behind him z and that upon his rerurne , moſt of 
thoſe he left, died: and thar from him or ſome of them they thought they 
themſelves diſcended. A ſpeech agrecing with our Narration : and char

Being off at Sea, the beginning of December wee gor fight of the 
Azores, Flemmiſh or Weſterne Ilagds, (by ſo ſevergll names they 
are call'd-by ſevera]l Nations: ) bur wee got not without mach 
ſtrugliog with adverſe winds , and ſome tempeſts. The Flemmipgs cha» 
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lenge them for theirs, and ſay, That a Merchant of Bruges intendiog Auzo0 
1449 tO goe for Ly-bon, was by force of jll weather driven upon theſe 
lands, that they peopled, & named them. Ar this day,they are comman- 
ded by a higher power, the Portugall : chey are nine in number, Tercers, 
$4int Michael, Saint George, Saint Mary, Pyco, Fayall, Gracioſs, Flores, and 
Coro0, all ofthem included 'twixr 38 and 40 degrees : Nam'd Azores from 
the many Ayeries of Goſhawks found there. Ortelins (in the behalfe of 
his owne Country ) wreſts the name from Eſſorey ro dry or wither : the 
old one (knowne ro antient Coſmographers) was Yxianz : the Tlands alſo 
have their peculiar denominats; Tercere, from a three-fold partition : 
Feb, from Beach trees : Flores and Corpo, from Flowers and Crowes : 
Pyco,from irs piramidall ſhape and heighr. The reſt are named from Saints, 
ſach as the Portuguize then thought on. Ofrheſe, Tercerg is the greateſt, 
ifnor the fruirfulleſt: ic abounds with Oyle, Wine,Corne,Oade, Fruits,&c. 
Her beſt Towne, is 4#gre; belt Fort, Bravi/; her Haven, bad ro anchor 
in.

by, Marriners re forced to carry heir anchors a ſhoare, if they would ride 
ſecurely : and with good cauſe roo ; for, by reaſon of the abilte, I could 
hardly diſcerne any flux or reflux , as if wee had beene neere no land, bur 
rather in the body of che Sea, where neicher ebb nor flow can be di{co- 
vered: the (alt water indeed continually plaſhes and froaths wirh cage to 
ſee it ſeife ſo ſuddenly reſiſted ; bug, the moiſt breath uſually vapriog in 
or upon the Seas occaſions ir, and makes it turbulent. 

The lle is hard to be aſcended, nor that the paſſige is craggic, but pre« 
cipirious : the Sailers Proverb of it is, A man may chooſe whicker he will 
break his heare going up, or his neck in comming down ; a merry jeaſt, bue 
let chem chooſe ir. Once up, no place yeelcs amore delightfu!l objeft. Ir 
is even and p/aine above, (welling no where ro a deformedrifing ; cloarh'd 
wich ſweer graſſc, long and curious : every where it gives a large proſpect 
and horizon into che Ocean, The- Springs above are (wect, bur below 
are brackiſh ; rhe ceaſon is,they participate (in rheir drilling ditcent) of che 
Calc hills, chrough which ic curs 2 paſſage ; (ale both by therr owne compo- 
ſition, and the ſalt breath the Sea perperually evaporates. There are bur 
ewo rivolets in that Ile : the one bubbles downintorhe Chappell, ch'other 
into the LemmonV allyes. They rake theirnames froaLemon tree whence 
ic ariſes , and an old Chappell builr at che very bottome by the Spaniard 
Anno 1571, and delapicared by the Durch za place once intended for Gods 
glory, bur by malice ofrude man made ruinous and a prophane neſt of un- 
cleane avarice. The ruines ofa little Towne demoliſhe lately ſhew them- 
ſelves, and ſerve to reſtifie alike Fate makes men and Villages dye, Death 
and deſtru&ion makes both morrall and miſerable. Some ſay the Spaniſh 
King ſubverred ir, in that it became an unlawfull Magrzein of Sea-mens 
Traffick, rurning and returning our of both the Indyes : thereby loſing his 
tribute in too apparent meaſure. Ir is but lately made ſociable : che world 
is bur beginnivg there : no Monumenrs, no Antique rarities are there 
found. You ſee all,if you looke upon the ſhutrerd ribs of an 01d weather. 
beaten Carrique , and ſome broken peeces of great Ordnance left rhere 
againſt che Owners good liking, and ſerve now in ſtead of Anchors. The 
le is delolate of reaſonable Inhabitants: Hoggs and Goars dwell there : 
they agree well-favouredly , and multiply in mighty numbers ; happy in 
their caſe and (atery, till ſhips arrive there to baniſh hunger : wee gor alſs 
other good refreſhmene : Pheſants, Pow:s, Quailes, Henns, Parrtrich ; and 
(which were as acceptable) divers ſorts of grafſe & roots, Wood-ſ(orrell, 

three-leav'd-grafſe, Baſil, Parſly, Mints, Spinage, Fennel,Aonys, Radiſh, 
Muſtard-ſeed, Tobacco, and ſome orhers,which by a willing hand,dicefted 
by an ingenious eye, may ſoone be garhered : brought hirher, and here 
ſowne by Fernandes Lupins an honeſt Portugall, in the yeare of our Lord 
1509. whoſe Country-men art this day dare hardly land there ro over-ſee 
their Seminary , or owne their labours ; leitthe Engliſh or Hollander in 
the churiiſh language of a Cannon queſtion them. Anzo 1588 Candiſh 
our Country-man landed here in his circum-navigating the carth: I name 
him in this reſp :&; he reoorrs,he found here ſtore of Lemmons,Orenges, 
Pomgranads, Pomcitrons, Figgs, Dares &c. but now are none of theſe 
fruirs growing there that I could ſee or heare of,a Lemmon tree excepted; 


co 
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to conclude, here wee buried in the old Chappell our honeſt Capraine 
Andrew Evans : his deaths wound (as I have told you) was given him by a 
fiſh at the Manritive. 

Saine HeVeng was a pleaſant place , but bad for us to ſtay too long in 2 
after ſix dayes commorance , wee paid our reckning in a hearty Farwell, 
and by benefit of a happy gale cut {wiftly the yeelding billowes in aNorth- 
weſt courſe ; whereby, on the ſixteenth of Oftober wee made our ſelves 
Nadyr to the Sunne, at that time in his Progrefſe rowards the Antartique 
Tropick : our latitude was tz deg-and 13 min : the third day after that we 
got {1ght of Aſcention 1/e , nam'd fo by Toba de Nove in the yeare 1502 : 'tis 
removed Sourh from the EquinoQuall Circle ſeven degrees, 4o minates ! 
in circuit itis 30 Engliſh miles; from $*.FHel/ens le removed ſeven hundred 
andewenty: lirtle init ſave wood and water, obſervable. 

On the ſeven and twentieth day we croft under the Fquator ; whence, 
ro nine degrees North latitude wee were peſterd with continuall Torna- 
thes ; a variable weather, compoy'd of lowd blaſts, ſtinking ſhowers,and 
eerrible thunders. The eleventh of Novetnb:r we were parallel to Cape 
de Verd, and withrhe GorGabes, Iles famouſed by anrienc Poets, who 
ay, thatthe three Gorgons, Medwſ2, Stenir, and Exryels, the daughters of 
of King Phorcys Neptwnes (onne here lived , and by the tranſcendent ex+ 
cellencie of their beauries ( their yellow haires corling like Snakes , and 
deſhevelling abour their naked ſhoulders) rarn'd che beholders 1nto a ftu- 

id admiration , and by Ferſexs his report of that theic faculty gave Poets 
ome ground whereon to build their fiction. Leaving thoſe, wee ſteered 
Weſtward, and paſt by many parts of the New found world (as ſome men 
call it) Guians, Floride, Virgitis, Nove Anglia, (parts of Nornumbegs) and 
che gulph of Mexico : where I have ſeared my l(elfe a while , and will de- 
fraudthe Reader of ſome patience, by travelling to find out the firſt Diſcos 
verer: a Queſtion not a liccle controverted, 
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Madoc ap Owen Gwyneth diſcovered ' America 


aboye three hundred yeeres before 
COLUMBUS.

Pomponine 
Mels and Lawpridss afhrme che land was South from Carthage hee dilcove» 
red; ifSouth, then no part of the Welſt-Indies : the Canary Iles perhaps, 
the Atlantiades, the Gorgades, Aſcention , or Saint Helens, who though 
they carry not the Epithite of Grear, yet the Novelry conſidered, and the 
Diſtance, the word great may be aftcted. Some (bur I belceve them not) 
carry him to Madegaſcer : if that, hee diſcovered a great Ile indeed ; Bur 
then ſure he would have found outrhe Red Sea ( not comparable to the 
dangers he had paſt, in doubling Cape Tormentoſo) and made bis journey 
bome, lefſe dangerous Virgil the beſt of Latine Poers, from ſome vati- 
cinating Notion ſeemes to point atir, in the 6. /:b, ##ead. where hee pro- 
pheſies the vaſt extent of Ceſar's Dominions,

and which io fol.1z.I have refured : bur (ce his reaſon for ir,the word extre 
he moderates to pene extra,awitry comment. But Doxnstw parodically rakes 
Solem pro Die, and Anzum pro Node; the Sun for Day,the Y care for Night; 
which granted, Virgil has neither prophecie nor wonder. The truth is (48 
Led. 4 ls Cerds notes) the Poer meanes thugs, Awguſtss Ceſar (hould con» 
querbeyond Mount 4#/2s, a famous part of Afrique (Morocco now, of old 
Mawritevis ) not included within the burning Zone , cut of which Apele 
never wanders, Extrs ſyders, nimirum Zodiaci ; whence we gather that Vir- 
gil meant not of Americe. 


But, in a more perfe&t way, Sewecs (Nero's Maſter) fore-tells the diſco- 
very (he conceales the place) in his Medzan Tragedy. 
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The Time will one day be 
(Ovided by providence) when you ſhall ſee _ 
The liquid Ocean to enlarge bet bound: 

And pay the Earth a tribute of more ground; 


In ampleſt mea wee ; for the Sea-god: then Parear Tellus, Typhiſquenoyos

Madoe from theſe lights diſcerned it: And leaſt any may thinck the 
man ro whom we ere a Trophy of ſo great honour, an obſcure or illire- 
rate man, not worth a memory; ler'sina line ortwo ſpeak his diſcent and 
quality, and then the particulars of his voyage, 

He was brother to Prince David, lonnes of that famous Owen Gwynedd 
Prince of Wales, who for above thirty yeeres governed wiſely, with great 
courage and good forrune : his Father was Gruffith ap Conen that did ho- 
mage for ſome lands in England, to William the Conquerour at S. Davids: 
and deſcended lineally from King Kodri Mawr (or Roderic the great) glo- 
rious in many conflicts and victories againſt the ſavage Saxon; in thoſe 
foure great battells eipecially,at Berthes, Bangelv. Mozeeid. and Angleſea,; in 
the yeerefrom Adam 4820: from the nativity of our E!efſſed Saviour 846. 
ſuch cine as Burchred King of Mercia, 4thelgolfe King of the Weſt-Sayſſes, 
Meiric and other valiant Princes by fad tryall found him fortunate : which 
ſuffice ro illuſtrate Maderk's quality every way exceeding honourable, 

It followes why they put ro Sea upon diſcovery, The Annalls of thoſe 
times (to this day happily preſerved) tell us, That ſoſoone as Owen Gwy- 
#edd{or Venedetia) was dead ; the cuſtome of Gavelkind (which has con- 
founded Wales) became a Subjett of implacable hare amongſt his ſonnes, 
Torwerth (or Edward, firnamed Drrywame, from his broken noſe) Hormel 
and David; whole peculiar ambition banithe all generall kinds of love 
due amonegft friends and brethren. Jorwerth, albeic he was eldeſt, was held 
incapable of the Crowne in reſpett of his lameeſſe and other deformi. 
tics : Howel alſo was thought nnworthy by reaſon his Mother was an Iriſh 
Lady,with which Nation they had then ſome difference : David had leaſt 
right by law of Nature and Nations, being youngeſt ; howbeir, by his 
comly perſonage, his skill in Armes, bur priacipally by marrying Emme 
Plant aginet, ſiſter ro King Hewryrhe fecond, hee gor the Scepter into his 
hands, and ſwayed ir as beſt lixed him : yer the Crowne tottered upon his 
head, till in a victory agaiaſt his brethren wherein HoeZ was flaine , hee 
ficted ie better and faſtnedir. Bur a ſupream power and Juſtice would nor 
eſtabliſh ir agaioſt righe and reaſon, for ſo ſoone as Llewellyn ( Torwerths 
ſonne and right bend was capable to graſp ic, hee drew many of Davids 
men to his party ((uch is the valgars levicy)promiſing them grear matters; 
and ayded by Howell ap Meredith and Conan ap Owen his ative kinſmen, 
Devidunwillingly deſcends from his Princely Scat, and Liewelyais ſeated 
Anzo Domini 1194 ; not without much blood-ſhed and diſtrattion of the 
wiſeſt, 

Madoc ap Owen Gwyweth perceives the Normans ready ro fwaHow no

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/for norhing more deſtroyes a Nation than diviſion :) and thar his advice 
Or propoſitions of peace were harkved ro, bur rather by ſuch good of- 
ices made himielfe the obiet of their furie ; he rhence-forth ſtudies his 
owne preſervation, but ſees no part of his native home-glance any I 
neſſe, bur every where horror and deſtruftion : bis gevius therefore 
prompts him to adventures, yea to halt aboard, in ſome remote place or 
other to eſtabliſh his preſenr ſtate aud furure happineſſe; ao ſhew of feare, 
no improbability in reaſon, no peradvencures any whit diſaminating his 
well-temper'dſpirir,to Sea therfore he meant to go and prepares ſpeedily: 
for at that inftatit hee ſaw that Propherique ſong penned by Ambroſe Te- 
l:yfſew a noble Bardh fulfilled ; wit in the yeere 490, ſuch time as Aurelius 
Ambroſims ,brother to Vther-pen- Drogon arrived here(from Armorics)to re- 
vengethem upon the uncivill Saxons : che B.ndh vaticinating that when 
they fell ro [dolatry, rodiſcord, or to admir ſtrange people among them , 
chat chen the Brirtiſh glory ſhould be Eclipſed.

Teheyſſen at the ſame time and in the ſame ſong joynd this other invettive, 
reproving the pride and avarice of the Clergie, who to deſpipht the Welſh 
had given cut that Awſies the Monck , ſent hither by Pope Gregory 
the great, Was their firtt Converter; ignorant it ſeemes,or rather wilfully 
malirious, that our Country-men had embraced Chriſt (long before Au- 
ften's rime) by the preaching of Toſeph of Arimathes and Symes Zelotes; 

. and thence came that religious boalt,that they excelled all che world for 
echree things, having the firſt Chriſtian King, Empecour, and Monaſtery 
in the world; Luciws, Conſtantine, and Bangor. The Song is this.

Madoc the rather confirmed his iatentions for travell, when hee ſaw 
ſuch diftrattion at home, ſach apoſtaſy in all callipgs; alſo his life every 


day 
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day m danger : all things therefore being fired, he pur to Sea without bid- 
ding his kindied farewell, leaſt roo much love or hate mighe have with- 
drawne him. The yeere he (er forth in, wasfrom Aden 5140. from C 
1170. the wind and (ea ſeemed to favour him (Omens of good fortune: } 
ſo as, after ſome patience and weeks ſaile due Weſt, hee deſcried land, a 
land where he found ſtore of | 2s vittualls, ſweer water, frefh ayre, 1d 
(and which was beſt) where they were a good whiles healrhfull : uch, 
25 over-whelmed him with joy, but moderated when he conſidered how 
Aimighty God was alike powerfull and gratious in allplaces: bisexile 
now curned into comfort. In leiw of ingemin his owne miſery, hee 
joyes himſelfe.and ſees his brothers moſt unhappy Princes ; whoſo eagerly 
emulared one anothers grearvefſe : a Territory cauſing ic , which compa- 
red which this,God had direQted him to, was bur as a handfull of earth, and 
which he had poſſeſſion of withour oppoſition or bloodſhed. Here Madoc 
planted (in Florida or Canada, (ome partof Mexico) rais'd ſome fortificati- 
ons for defence, lefra hundred and ewenty men (1 follow the old Copie, 
in this Storie) and diredtly by Gods providence (the beft compaſſe) and 
benefic of the Pole ſtarre after long (aile arrived ſafely at home ; where, 
hee reconnred his mervailous ſuccesfull voyage, the fruitfalneſſe of the 
ſoile, the ſimplicity of the Savages, the great wealth abounding there, and 
facility of Conqueſt : a diſcourſe that fill'd chem wirh joy and admiration z 
and whereby hee drew many williog minds ro returne with him. Incen 
good Barques , loaded with all neceſſary proviſions they advanced back, 
and nc re-@rained the ſame place they hoped for. Great re- 
joycing wasamong them ar that their happineſſe , bur no lefſe forrow fol 
lowed : for, being come to the Plantation , ound few of thoſe they 
left there, living : cauſed by roo much eating, the indiſpoſition or Novel- 
ey of that ayre and climate, (which thongh never (o excellent , yet cauſes 
ſickneſſe and alteration in new Inhabitants) by ſome trecheric of the Bar« 
barians. Madee digeſted it with a Chriſtian forritnde and patience, and 
ſorth-with berrered che Colony, by help of Exeon and Eval his brothers 
contriving every thing with fo good order, that they were ſecure from 
any Enemie, and had all things conducing to eaſe, plenty, and contented- 
neſſe : they threw _ the roo indalgene thoughts of their Native homes, 
by this reaſon, that if they died there, they were in the ſame &iſtancefronx 
heaven, and h.d as eaſie a journey thither r what moſt afttifted thetm was 
the breach of promiſe, many of cheir friends had made bur nor performed. 
The cauſe was nor in them, but inthe overture of that ſtate turn'd topfie- 
eurvie by the Briftaine Princes, and totally by the indiſcretion of that un- 
happy Prince Livelyn ap Gryſ®th , (lately married ro Fleoner, daughter of 
Monteford the bold Earle of Leceſier and Elconer davtghrer of King Ibn) 
which Gr»ff91b was (laine Anno 1282 ar Buelbt by Francktos an Engliſh« 
man in an nomanly faſhion. So thar Meder and his Company returned no 
more, nordid the Welfh faile thirher afrerward , whereby one of another 
in ſmall rime were in ſome ſort forgotten and never remembred. 

But akhough Medoc and his Cambrian crew are dead and their memo- 
ry moath-eaten; yer the foor-ſteeps and reliques of their former living 
there are to be traced ;and ſuch, as deſerve robe revived clearly : che lan- 
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guage they leſt there, the religion they raughe the Savages, manifeſtedir , 
otherwiſe how come thoſe many Brirtiſh words (not much altred from the 
diale&) amongſt the Mexicans ? whence had they the uſe of Beads, of 
Crucifhxes, of Reliques &c ? all which the Spaniards (as we read in Lopez 
de Gomera and others)coofefle they found amongſt the Canibals, and thoſe 
of Acuſeno. and Culbuaces at their firſt landingin Americe. Yea, ſome tra- 
dicion and reports amongſt the Mexicans, that (abour the time that Madoc 
was there)a ſtrange people came thicher inCorraughs orSkips, who taughe 
them ſome knowledge of God, and by whoſe examples they became 
more civill and induſtrious : reſtied by Columbav, Frenciſcus Lopez, Con 
#20, Poſtel/us and other Caſtilians of qualiry ; that of Fernando Corter, 
(Anno Domini 1519 Ambaſſador and Generall for Ferdisend and Iſobel ) 
is alſo remarkable, In ſome diſcourſe berwixt him and Matezxme (ſecond 
ſonne of Antzel, and Father of 9»ohb»timec laſt King of Mexico,) the 
Amb.Jſſador obſerving the Indians to have many ceremonies the Spaniards 
uled, demanded of the King who firſt ioftruſted them, who anſwered Core 
tez.; Thar mavy yeeres ago a ſtrange Nation landed there, a civill peop!e, 
and from examples of piety they received them ; but how they were cal- 
led, or whence they came he could not ſatisfic him. Another time, in an 
Ocation of thanks which Mwtezamereturned them for ſome favours, hee 
thus cold th:m. One chiefe cauſe of my eſpeciall affeftion to your Nati- 
on is this, I have many rimes heard my Father ſay, hee heard his Grandfire 
ſeriouſly affirme ( our of a continued tradition ) That not many Deſcents 
above him, his Progenitors came thither as ſtrangers by accident, io com- 
ny of a Noble man, who abode there a while and then departed, bur 
eft many of his people bebind him z and that upon his rerurne , moſt of 
thoſe he left, died: and char from him or ſome of them they thought they 
themſelves dilſcended. A ſpeech agrecing with our Narration : and that 
this people were Welſh rather chan Spaniards, or others, the Records of 
this voyage writ by many Bardhs and Genealogiſts confirme it ; memoriz'd 
alſo by thole learned Poets Cymwric /p Grewe and Guten Owen (who lived 
in Edwerd the fourths time) and by Sir Meredith op Reeſe a valiant and lear- 
ned man, living ia the yeare 1477. and of Madoc in this Eulogic.

Made more orthodoxall by Welſh names given thereto birds, rivers,rocks, 
beafts,&c. as Gw'reardo (with ns and them,) ſignifying to give carc unto or 
hearken : Pea-gwys, referd by them to & bird that has a whice hcad,and to 
rocks of that reſemblance: the Iles,Chorrboeſs: the Cape of Bryitein:Gryn- 
dowr, white-water : bers, bread : Mam, Mother : Tate, Father : dowr, wa- 
ter : pryd, time : Bn or Buch, a Cow : Clager, a Heathcock : Liyzog a Fox: 
wy, an egg : Clef, aquill : Trwys,ancle : Nef, heaven : and others, Welſh 
words, and of the ſame ſignification : whereby, in my conceir, none ſave 
detraQting Opinionatiſts , can juſtly oppoſe ſuch modeſt teſtimonies and 
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roofes of what I wiſh were generally allowed of. Nor isit a phanrafie 
of yeſterday. many worthy men of lite and antiept times have revived it: 
ſuch are Cymrric ap Grone, Meredith ap Rhyce, Guten Owen. Lloyd. Powell, 
Pris, Hackluit, Broughton, Parchss, Davys.&c. Enough to ſarishie the wel» 
willers of eruth , roo mack for Zoiliſts and ſuch as delight in oppoſirion, 
This, no doubr had it beene fo deſervedly knowne and Catholiquely be- 
leeved as it merired ; then bad nor c briſtopher Coluenbus (a man in truth, 
honourable and induſtrious) Americas Feſpuſins. MageVan , nor others ca» 
ried along with them all the honour in fo great an enrerprife : Nor had 
Prince Madoc beene defrauded of his memory , nor our Kings of their juſt 
righr and Title tothe Welt Indyes (a ſecret fate as it were miraculouſly 
renuing their claime by C olumbes his proffering the diſcoverie and wealrh 
of thoſe Countries to onr King H. 7.) northen had his Holinefſe, nor his 
Catholique Majcitic had that plea nor immediate Intereſt grounded upon 
the Genoans diſcovery , as many Jeſuits and State-policiques have (o ve- 
hemenrt!y, {o late diſputed for. Farre be ir from me or any honeſt man to 
derratt Columba, or to derogare from his deſerved glory : It may be his 
diſcovery was (13 Madocks was) meerely from his owne kill, genius, and 
magnanimity, wirhour knowledge of Madecks former being there.or of en- 
couragement from-01d conjectures : his greateſt reaſon I know, was that 
ſo much of the 360 degrees could ſcarce be Ocean.& that he might as well 
diſcover Weſtward as the Portugalls-had done Eatt ro the other Indies. 
Bur this I would withall have alſo granted ; Thar this his voyage was afrer 
the other ( of our Country-man) three hundred andrwo & rwenty yeares; 
and chat the Spaniards have nor (o much right to choſe Countries (I meane 
of Americs ) as our King has; ſo long as they arrogatetheir claime from a 
primier diſcovery. 
Columbas was borne at Cxuewreo (at Nervilome ſay) nor far from Gezos 2 
a man fa modeſt nature, ſtudicus, and well read in the Mathemariques : 
and of thar, chiefly in Navigation : His firſt encouragement of going Welt 
upon diſcovery , grew (as ſay the Spaniards) from his peruſing an Ephe- 
merides writ by a Spaviſh Mariner, who had beene forced into rhe Weſt 
Indies by tempeſt, and died at ( olnwbwus his houſe upon his arrivall : this is 
a Spaniſh lye , invented meerely ro derogate from his worth, and thar an 
Iralian ſhould not maſter ſo much glory. Whicher Co[nrmbes had any illu+ 
mination from o14 Poets,or that he had ſcene or heard of Madocks journey 
Weſtward, who knowes : for, what Nation formerly knew not the afts of 
Englifh-men betrer than themſelves : otherwiſe, Polidore Virgil that craf- 
tie Monck had nor andertooke to illuſtrate (to his and our ſhame ) the 
Engliſh Cronologie, nor Y-rſtegen (alias Rowley )dar'd ro make us all Teu- 
tonicks;z from both which wee ſuck roo many egregious falſhoods. { 6+ 
kewbus armed with much confidence, ſends his brother to our King He#ry 
the ſeventh, the wiſeſt in his rime and moſt noble, if roo much avarice had 
not ſwayed him : whoſe i!| hap ir was to flight the Meſſenger and his Meſ- 
fage, frem his incredulous heart and the.poverty of {olumbus , who in his 
paſſage had been impriſoned by Raſcalls, and nakedly (after much intreary) 
delivered. Upon the Kings refulall , he defired the French King to Parro- 
nize it, bur hee {hearing that King Hesry had refuſed) derided himz who 
had 
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had beene for ever Yiſcouraged, had not Ferdinendothe Spaniſh King (af- 

ter long ſuir) accepted of the morion , and truſted him with ewo hundred 

men iti two ſtall Ships , ar the earneſt ſait of Jobs Perez de Norchens, ar 

that rime Rector ofthe Monaſteric of Rabids, a great Mecenas to induftri- 

ous men : wich which, afrer threeſcore dayesſaile, mach impatience, and 

no leſſe ſtirre roquiet the diſconrented Spanlards, Coluwbws deſcricd land, 

that part call'd G#anebomi, bur by { v/o# new nam'd Salne Selveder, a part 
of Mexico , (very necre where Madoc had firſt landed; ) a diſcovery no 

leſſe joving them , than as if thereby they bad gor the Conqueſt and Em- 

pireof all the world : a Prize ſo worthy, that from that yeare 1492 to this, 

they have broughe home no lefle gold and filver, than all Exrope enjoyed 

formerly, Colnmbme died in the yeare 1506, in his fourth returne our of 
the Indyes. Bur of his ſorrowes afterwards, and of the Spaniards ingrati- 

rule ro him ; their pride toall che world, and crueley to the miſcrable 

Indyans ; rhou wart fatfie thy ſelfe ar large in their owne and other 

Hiſtories. 

An. Dom. 1497 Americus Feſpucivs a Spaniard (before his Voyage io- 
tothe Orient ) adventures South ; where with (mall royle or ſtudic hee 
found land enough ( bur parrt of che Continent formerly diſcovered) ro 
plur his ambition: howbcit, as if {#/ox had done nothing in reſpeR of bim, 
conceicing his endeavours more tranſcendenrtly meretorious, hee daresto 
call the whole Continent ( reaching almoſt from one Pole to another) 
from his own name, Americs © injuriouſly aſſumed, and unwilely followed 
by orher Nations; whoif they had given every man his due, had more rea» 
ſo! ro have called it Madorys, Nove Brittani, (olenis, or Columbs (for to 
No2h's Dove he may be likened : ) but we ſee, by Epidemic afſent the ſu- 
percilions Spaniard has got rhe honour of ir : 'yea, thrives berrer than did 
Bathilzs the Poctaſtor , who thought to have defrauded Virgil of his ela- 
borate Poem; and ſome there be (yer thoſe not envious) that wiſh his re- 
ward agreeable : for, they are Furtivi colores ( Americus) you are cloathed 
with. MegeUen (ailes more Sourherly than Yeſpecivs , in the yeare r519 
thorow that Fretz#e or Strait, with good reaſon called MegeVave. A hun- 
dred Others have fince thar laboured in the like barveſt, and reaped (eve-' 
rall Epethircs of honour , memorizing (and not noworthily) their Names 
in freſh diicoveries of Ports, bills, rivers, rocks,&c. Only hee that moſt of 
all deſerved it, is diſerted, left out, Medoc,who ſleepes in reſt, more happy 
in his laſting quiet than the bubble of vaine-glory. Howbeir, ſuch as love 
his memory cannot paſſe by ſuch living monumens of his deſervings (of 
which number I am one) in the Indyes, without ſome ſmall Eflay mA 
affe&ions : Bur I am neither able nor worthy to ſpeake in ſuch a ſubjett : 
and rtherfore wiſh a berterAuchor,who in a better method may revive bim 
clearelier. Is megnis, voluiſſe ſet eſt, 'Let's homewards now, for we have 
to0 farre wandred ; tired in adouble Travell ; of ſcorching and intempe- 
rate Zones, and of too great preſumption in your patience. 

Being off ar Sea, the beginning of December wee got ſight of che 
Azores, Flemiſh or Weſterne Ilagds, ( by ſo ſeverell names they 
are call'd by ſevera]l Nations :) bur wee gor non bee without mach 
ſtrugling with adverſe winds , aud ſome tempeſts. The Flemmiogs chas 
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1449 tO goe for Lysbor, was by force of ill weather driven vpon theſe - 


Hlands; that they peopled, &namedthem. Ar this day,they are comman- 
ged by a higher power, the Portuzall : they are nine in number. Tercer, 
Saint Michael, Saint George, Saint Mary, Pyco, Fayall, Gracioſe, Flores, and 
Cor70, all of chem included” ewixr 38 and 40 deprees: Nam'd Azores from 
the many Ayerics of Goſhawks found there. Ortelius (in the behalfe of 
his owne Country ) wrefts the name from Fſſorer ro dry or wither : the 
old one (knowne to antient Cr Vxians : the Tlands alſo 
have chekr peculiar denominats; Tercers, from a three-fold partition ; 
Faye, from Beach trees : Flores and Cor>o, from Flowers and Crowes t 
Pjco,from irs piramidall ſhape and height. The reſt are named from Saiars, 
fuch asthe Portyguize then thought on. Ofrhele, Tercera is the greateſt, 
if not the frairfulleft: ic abounds with Oyle, Wine,Corne,Oade, Fruits, &c.
